Organization of New Lodges. 

I desire to emphasize the suggestions of previous Grand Masters 
in relation to the importance of changing the law so that the institu- 
tion of new Lodges may be encouraged and paid for from the Grand 
Lodge funds. Other organizations do this, and in order to success- 
fully compete with them, we must also finally do so, or suffer them 
to outstrip us in the future, in my judgment. Many fields are ripe 
for an official institutor, and in many excellent localities where we 
are not now represented, a good officer would soon be able to organize 
splendid Lodges with good material, if he were assured of a reasonable 
compensation for his time. The increased number of Lodges and 
membership would more than repay us for any necessary expenditure 
connected with the institution of such new Lodges. I trust the Grand 
Lodge will give this proposition due consideration, and will adopt 
some measures looking towards the institution of Lodges and mem- 
berships in towns and cities where we are not represented at all, or 
not as largely as we should be. The weaker Lodges should also be 
looked after, and if they cannot be strengthened, they should be 
closed, as they are not creditable to the Order. 

Dedications. 

Many new halls have been erected and dedicated during the past 
year, notwithstanding the stringent times, and in most cases such 
buildings are handsome, comfortable, and a credit to the Order, and 
will have an influence to benefit the Lodges in their vicinity. I have 
officiated at dedications at Evanston, Springfield, and Camp Point.

I, Geo. C. Rankin, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of the State 
of Illinois, I. O. O. I\, do most earnestly request all Subordinate and 
Rebekah Lodges of this jurisdiction, by proper public exercises on the 
26th day of April, 1897, or a day approximate thereto, to celebrate 
the Seventy-eighth Anniversary of the founding of our beloved Order 
in the United States of America, and I do hereby grant permission 
to all such Lodges to wear the regalia of the Order upon said occasion, 
subject to the restrictions of our laws.

haven of rest for aged and indigent Odd Fellows, their wives and 
Daughters of Rebekah. Let us thank Him for pleasant blessings and 
pray for His future guidance.

Reciprocal Arrangements. 

1 have corresponded with the Grand Masters of Kentucky, In- 
diana, Missouri, Iowa and Wisconsin concerning reciprocal arrange- 
ments between the grand jurisdictions whereby persons may unite 
with Lodges more convenient to their residence, regardless of State 
lines. All have viewed the plan with favor, and in several jurisdic- 
tions the Grand Lodge has taken action, but in others the arrange- 
ment has not been officially indorsed. I suggest that the Grand Lodge 
appoint a committee to recommend suitable action to be taken towards 
perfecting reciprocal arrangements with sister jurisdictions of adjoin- 
ing States. 

Daily Journal. 

The Daily Journal of the Grand Lodge has proven to be a great 
convenience, and I do not think that any representative who has 
once enjoyed its benefits desires a change from the present arrange- 
ment. I suggest that the Daily Journal be continued for next year, 
on account of its many benefits and conveniences to the members of 
the Grand Lodge and the Order generally. 

Grand Secretary’s Office. 

The following resolutions, appearing on page 237 of the Journal of 
1896, and the report of the Grand Lodge Finance Committee, on page 
274, constituting, the Grand Master, the Grand Secretary and Grand 
Treasurer a committee to carry the same into effect, were adopted: 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , 1. O. 0. F.: 

Whereas, In the construction of the splendid temple now in pro- 
cess of erection, the Odd Fellows of the City of Springfield give evi- 
dence of that commendable spirit of progress which so much charac- 
terizes our noble Order, and is so worthy of commendation and en- 
couragement; therefore, be it 
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Resolved , That the incoming Grand Master, Grand Secretary and 
Grand Treasurer be, and they are hereby, authorized to secure suit- 
able rooms and ample vaults for the archives and office of the Grand 
Secretary of this Grand Lodge in said building, and on the best terms 
that can be obtained. 

Resolved , That the term of years for which a lease of these rooms 
shall be had be left to the judgment of the Grand Officers named, as 
upon such term of years the rental value will be largely based. 

Under the above instructions the Grand Secretary, Grand Treas- 
urer and myself visited and thoroughly examined the Odd Fellows’ 
building, and secured quarters for the office of the Grand Secretary on 
the fourth floor of said building at a rental of $50.00 per month. 

The rooms covered by the lease were numbered originally from 
405 to 411, inclusive, 414 and 415, and a large brick vault, all on the west 
side of the fourth floor of said building. The rooms were found to be 
too small for the conveniences of the offices of the Grand Secretary, 
and accordingly several partitions were removed, thus making fewer 
rooms, but occupying the same space. The room covered by this lease 
is about twice the space ever occupied by the Grand Secretary in prior 
leases, and has been greatly needed for years, as all Brothers having 
occasion to visit the offices during the Grand Lodge sessions will 
testify. In order to secure the best terms possible, a five-year lease 
was taken. 

The lease was signed on the 26th day of December, 1896, and the 
term of years was from March 1st, 1897, or as soon thereafter as the 
building wonld be ready for occupancy, to the first day of March, 
1902, A. D. 

The building was not sufficiently completed to warrant the Grand 
Secretary in moving into the new quarters until the first of May, 1897, 
at which time the offices were removed. The carpets and part of the 
furniture in the offices were almost worthless, having been used for 
many years, and the enlarged quarters necessitated the expenditure 
of about $300.00 in new furnishings. We believe that all who visit 
the new quarters will agree that the Order now has offices which reflect 
credit upon the great Order of Odd Fellows in Illinois, and at a reason- 
able expense to the Fraternity. 

Grand Lodge Printing. 

The Printing Committee of the Grand Lodge is a very important 
committee, and should, as far as possible, be composed of practical 
printers and business men of good judgment. The present Printing 
Committee has had supervision of the printing of the Code and other 
work of vast importance, and I desire to compliment the members of 
that committee for their able, intelligent and untiring efforts in trans- 
acting the business of the Grand Lodge in their department. 
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Revised Code. 

In accordance with the instructions of the last Grand Lodge, the 
Illinois Code, revised by Bro. Charles S. Thornton, has been published 
and is now ready for distribution. Its publication has been unavoid- 
ably delayed, but I believe such delay was for the best interests of 
the Order, as it has permitted a more careful examination of the work 
and prevented many errors which might otherwise have crept in. 
While it cannot be expected to be perfect, yet I believe it to be a 
reasonably correct exposition of Our laws, and one copy should be sup- 
plied to each Lodge at once, and the Lodge officers should be in- 
structed to read and study such laws, so that they may be qualified 
to discharge their duties properly and legally. Bro. Thornton has dis- 
played much legal ability, and labored faithfully and long in executing 
this trust, and he merits the highest approval of this Grand Lodge. 
Realizing the great and lasting importance of this work, I designated 
Bros. J. R. Kewley, P. G. C., C. F. Mansfield, P. G. M., and H. A. 
Stone, P. G. M., to examine the Code carefully. This duty they did 
■conscientiously and well, and they should be paid their reasonable 
charges for their services. Their report is as follows: 

August 2, 1897. 

George C. Rankin, Grand Master, I. 0. 0. F ., Monmouth, III.: 

Dear Sir and Brother: In accordance with your directions, the 
undersigned Brothers and Committee selected by you visited the home 
of Brother Thornton, in Chicago, and thoroughly examined the Code 
as revised by Brother Thornton; Brother Stone confining his examin- 
ation to that part of the Code pertaining to the Rebekah branch of 
the Order; Brothers Kewley and Mansfield extending their examin- 
ation to every page and line of the Code. We find that the Code, as 
prepared, is a very superior work, and will commend itself to the Juris- 
diction of Illinois. Brother Thornton has exercised great wisdom in 
reconciling the different pieces of legislation that were conflicting. 
It would be marvelous if no mistakes should have crept into the work, 
but so far as your committee are able to report, there are no mistakes, 
unless they have escaped our scrutiny, and upon completion of our 
examination, we recommended Brother Charles S. Thornton and the 
Printing Committee to proceed with their work of printing and pub- 
lishing the book. We have given to this work a great deal of time. 
Brother Stone gave some four or five days’ time, while Brothers Kewley 
and Mansfield gave about fifteen days’ time to the work — working from 
early in the morning until very late at night, we were able to cover 
the work in that length cf time.

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Official Instructors. 

Numerous schools of instruction have been held during the year,, 
and much good has been accomplished in perfecting officers and 
brothers in the unwritten work. Grand Representative Walter E. 
Carlin, Chief Official Instructor, has been indefatigable in striving to 
raise the standard of the Lodges, in which he has been ably assisted 
by the corps of official examiners and instructors. I desire to thank 
Brother Carlin and the official examiners and instructors for their 
good work during the past year, and .1 am sure they have kept the 
standard of Illinois high among other jurisdictions in the matter of 
the unwritten work of the Order. 

The Rebekah Branch. 

This branch of the Order has been especially prosperous under the 
wise administration of Sister May D. Stone, President of the Rebekah 
Assembly. She has been ready in every emergency, and has invariably 
acquitted herself with great credit personally, and to this great Order. 
Much of the success of this branch during the past year must be 
attributed to her earnest and intelligent labors and wise counsel. 
Too much praise cannot be given to the sisters of this State for their 
great work of benevolence and charity, for the splendid manner in 
which they exemplify the principles of the Order, and their unselfish 
labors in the cause of humanity. In recent years I think they have 
accomplished great good in encouraging and inspiring the subordinates 
and thus strengthening the Order, maintaining its standard and in- 
creasing its power for good throughout the State. 

Relief Granted. 

In compliance with the instructions of the Grand Lodge (Grand 
Lodge Journal 1896, page 268), I granted $100.00 for the relief of Brother 
Richard Bell, of Travelers’ Rest Lodge No. 220, Gillespie. I also granted 
relief in other worthy and urgent cases where the Lodge had exhausted 
its means, as follows: $50.00 to William Murkins, of Ramsey Lodge- 
No. 438, Ramsey, who lost everything he possessed by fire; $50.00 to* 
William Addison, of Marion Lodge No. 13, Mt. Vernon, to pay the 
expense of an operation on his wife in order to save her life; $75 00 
to Agnes Kiel, of Altona Rebekah Lodge No. 60, “helpless as a child 
from rheumatism,” to pay her expenses to the Mud Springs; $75.00 to- 
John Booton, of Youngstown Lodge No. 813, Youngstown, afflicted 
with cancer; $100.00 to Brother Singleman, of South Western Lodge 
No. 484, Chicago, sick with consumption, and himself and family in 
need and distress. The circumstances of these appeals were so dis- 
tressing that I could not refuse them, and I believe this Grand Body 
will approve my course dictated by the principles of the Order. 
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Appeals for Aid. 

Numerous petitions have been received asking for permission to 
appeal to the Lodges of the jurisdiction for aid to build halls, to pay 
indebtedness of Lodges, and to pay losses by fire. I considered it to 
be my duty to deny these petitions with one exception, believing that 
they were not cases that would warrant such permission. The excep- 
tion was the Grape Creek case. Sister Charlotte Roberts and Brother 
Edward Roberts lost their homes and all their other property by fire, 
and were nobly assisted by the Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges of 
that village. They were utterly unable, however, to furnish the 
necessary aid, and I granted permission to Grape Creek Lodge No.

Brother Joseph Fairhall was appointed treasurer of the 
fund, and gave the necessary bond for the fai’thful discharge of his 
duties. He has made a detailed report, and remitted to me the sum 
of $126.01, being the surplus after providing homes for the brother 
and sister. I have approved his report, which is as follows:

Dispensations. 

Daring the year eight hundred and ninety dispensations were 
granted to Lodges to give entertainments, hold pubiic installations, 
and for other purposes for which permission is necessary. Many 
Lodges, however, have given public entertainments and utterly dis- 
regarded the law requiring dispensations. 


Correspondence. 

The correspondence of the Grand Master is very voluminous, and 
at times has almost swamped him and his clerks. I have replied to 
every communication received by me, whether from Lodge or individ- 
ual, although not required to do so by the laws, unless the communi- 
cations are from the deputy or from the Lodge under seal. The cor- 
respondence has been so vast that it required nearly the entire time 
of the Grand Master to consider it, leaving him no time to devote to 
other and more important business of the Order. In thousands of 
cases questions have been asked which are answered in the subor- 
dinate constitution and by-laws, indicating that officers and members 
are not as familiar with their own laws as they should be. With 
the new code in every Lodge room, there should be no necessity for 
fiity per cent of the questions which have flooded the Grand Master's 
office during the past year. 


Decisions. 

Numerous cases have been appealed to me, and I have decided 
them as promptly as possible, and in accordance with the law as I 
viewed it. 1 have tried faithfully to deal impartially with all matters 
that came before me, but have doubtless erred unintentionally in 
some instances. 

In the Southcomb case, which was referred to me by the Grand 
Lodge (Grand Lodge Journal, page 301), I appointed Brother Willis 
Melville, Grand Conductor, to investigate the case, and on his report 
I found that a Grand Lodge card had been issued to Brother South- 
comb in error, and that he was not legally a member of Star Lodge 
No. 75, but could only obtain membership therein through Gardner 
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Lodge No. 515, of which he was a member. Star Lodge was instructed 
to erase Brother Southcomb’s name from its membership roll, and he 
could then apply to Gardner Lodge for a card, and deposit it in Star 
Lodge in order to obtain legal membership therein. This settlement 
of the case seemed to be satisfactory to both Lodges. 

In the case of Dwight Lodge No. 513, which was also referred ta 
me (Grand Lodge Journal, page 325), I decided that the action of the 
Lodge in donating fifty dollars from its treasury for the benefit of a 
baby of a brother and sister, which the Lodge in a moment of ex- 
hilaration and enthusiasm had christened, was improper and illegal. 
The donation had been invested in building and loan stock for the 
benefit of the baby, and I instructed the Lodge to sell such stock and 
return the money to the treasury. 

Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

The most important event in the year has been the meeting of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge at Springfield. This was a distinguished 
honor to this jurisdiction, and it is believed the result has been and 
will be mutually beneficial. The highest tribunal of the Order was 
received and entertained in a manner befitting this great jurisdic- 
tion, and the Grand Representatives from the various States and 
countries returned home deeply impressed with the hospitality and 
loyalty of the Odd Fellows of Illinois. This assembly within our 
borders cannot fail to benefit us by inspiring the membership and in- 
creasing their devotion to the Order and its principles. The report of 
the Committee on Entertainment of the Sovereign Grand Lodge is as 
follows:

Report of the Sovereign Grand Lodge Entertainment 
Committee. 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, 

I. 0. 0. F.: 

Brothers: At tlie last session of this Grand Lodge the following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved , That a committee of fifteen, to be known as the General 
Committee on Entertainment of Sovereign Grand Lodge, be appointed by 
joint resolution of the Grand Encampment and Grand Lodge of Illi- 
nois; and that said committee shall have general charge of such enter- 
tainment, and shall, in their discretion, appoint sub-committees for 
such purposes as they may deem proper. 

Resolved , That said General Committee shall cousist of the Grand 
Patriarch and Grand Scribe of the Grand Encampment, the Grand 
Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer 
of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Representatives of the Grand Lodge 
and Grand Encampment, and live other brothers, resident in Spring- 
field, who shall be appointed by the incoming Grand Master. 

Resolved , That said committee shall organize by selecting a chair- 
man, a secretary and a treasurer, and any appropriation made by this 
Grand Body for such entertainment shall, on the order of said com- 
mittee, be paid to the treasurer thereof. 

We, your committee appointed under the above resolutions, re- 
spectfully report our acts and doings under the authority therein con- 
tained, as follows: 

The committee organized April 2, 1897, with the following officers: 
Chairman, J. O. Humphrey, Grand Representative; Secretary, Jas. It. 
Miller, Grand Secretary; Treasurer, E. W. Tracy, P. G. 
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The^ committee were unanimously of the opinion that the enter- 
tainment of the members of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and the 
visitors who would attend the session of that body, should be of a 
character commensurate with the power and influence of the Jurisdic- 
tion of Illinois in the field of Odd Fellowship. 

The first circular of announcements, giving a general outline of the 
proposed entertainments, was issued April 20, 1897, and was sent by 
mail to all members of the Sovereign Grand Lodge; all officers of Sub- 
ordinate Grand Jurisdictions; all Lodges, Encampments, Rebekali Lodges 
and Cantons in the State of Illinois; all Odd Fellows’ publications in 
the United States and Canada, and to all secular papers in Illinois. 

A final circular announcing in detail the various features of enter- 
tainment provided for the week of September 19-25, inclusive, was 
mailed to the same addresses August 19, 1897. 

These circulars were printed in colors in a most attractive form, 
with lithographs in the April issue of Representatives’ Hall in the 
State House, where the sessions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge were 
held: the new Odd Fellows' building in Springfield; the Odd Fellows 
Orphans’ Home at Lincoln, showing the children in front: and the 
Leland Hotel in Springfield. The August issue, showing the State 
House, a different view of the Odd Fellows’ building, the Orphans’ 
Home with fountain, and the Dome building at the State Fair Grounds. 

Program. 

The program as carried out was as follows: 

Sunday , Sept. 19 . — Special services were held in the Central Baptist 
Church at 11 o'clock a. m. Rev. E. B. Rogers, of Springfield Lodge 
No. 465, preached the sermon, and was assisted in the. service by the 
Grand Chaplain, Rev. J. W. Yenable, of Hopkinsville, Kentucky. 

Monday, Sept. SO. —A public reception was given, beginning at nine 
o’clock a. m., in Representatives' Hall at the State House, where ad- 
dresses of welcome were delivered by Hon. John R. Tanner, Governor 
of Illinois, and P. G. of Springfield Lodge No. 465; Hon. Loren E. 
Wheeler, Mayor of Springfield, and a member of Springfield Lodge No. 
465; Hon. George C. Rankin, Grand Master; Hon. J. D. Murphy, Grand 
Patriarch; and Mrs. May D. Stone, President of the Rebekali Assembly 
of Illinois. 

To these addresses a fitting response was made by the Grand Sire, 
Hon. Fred Carleton, of Austin, Texas. 

In the evening a reception was given to the visitors and members 
of the Sovereign Grand Lodge and their ladies, at the executive man- 
sion, by Gov. and Mrs. Tanner. 

This was one of the most brilliant occasions ever witnessed in 
Illinois, and was appreciated as a mark of distinction paid by the 
chief executive of a State to a Great Fraternal Society. 
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On the afternoon of Monday, Lilia Rebekah Lodge No. 63, of 
Springfield, received the visitors in the beautiful new hall of the Odd 
Fellows’ building. 

Refreshments were served, and no feature of the week’s entertain- 
ment was more pleasant or more kindly received than this greeting 
by the Rebekahs. 

Tuesday. Sept. 21 . — A monster parade was had through the princi- 
pal streets of the city, followed by prize drills by the Patriarchs Mili- 
tant at the State Fair Grounds. 

In the evening at eight o’clock occurred the Past Grand Repre- 
sentatives’ reunion in the First Methodist Church, where addresses 
were made by Grand Representatives W. G. Nye, of Minnesota, Lucius 
H. Fuller, of Connecticut, and Stilwell H. Russell, of Texas. 

At the same hour the Degrees of the Encampment were exempli- 
fied at Armory Hall by the Staff of Decatur Encampment, No. 37, 
Decatur, 111., and the Rebekah Degree in Fero’s Hall by Past Noble 
Grands Staff, of Chicago. 

Wednesday, Sept. 22 . — Prize drills of the Patriarchs Militant were 
continued at the Fair Grounds, and in the afternoon the members of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge went by trolley cars to the National Lin- 
coln Monument, where addresses were made by Hon. Chas. M. Busbee, 
of North Carolina, P. G. S. ; Hon. John C. Underwood, of Kentucky, 
P. G. S.; and Hon. Alfred Pinkerton of Massachusetts, D. G. S. 

At the monument each member of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
was presented with a souvenir of the occasion in the form of a copy 
of the Life of Abraham Lincoln, by Charles Carleton Coffin, an edition 
specially prepared and inscribed for this purpose. There is no import- 
ant publication of its size which contains so many views and authen- 
tic descriptions of important Illinois events, Illinois scenes and his- 
toric Illinois characters as this book. To visitors from other States 
no happier selection of a lasting souvenir could have been made. 

In the evening at eight o’clock the initiatory degree of the Sub- 
ordinate Lodge was given at Armory Hall by the Staff of Cook County 
Lodge, No. 240, and the Rebekah Degree was given at Fero's Hall by 
Electric Rebekah Lodge, No. 331, of Marshalltown, Iowa. 

At the same hour at the State House the Grand Decoration of 
Chivalry was conferred by the Grand Sire, and the prizes were awarded 
to successful competitors in the Patriarchs Militant drills. 

Thursday , Sept. 23 — In the afternoon an excursion was made, by way 
of the C. & A. R. R., to the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home, at Lincoln. 
Here a brief service was conducted by the Grand Sire in dedicating 
the new dormitory for girls, recently completed. Appropriate speeches 
were also made by Hon. Jas. P. Sanders, P. G. S., of New York; Hon. 
Stilwell H. Russell, of Texas: Hon. George C. Rankin, G. M., and Hon. 
A. Orendorff, P. G. R., of Illinois; and Eunice Melville, of Minnesota, 
editor of the National Rebekah. 
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As a souvenir of tlie occasion, a beautiful spoon, sterling silver, with 
Lincoln medallion on the handle and the main building of the 
Orphans’ Home engraved in the golden bowl, was presented to wives 
and daughters accompanying the members of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge. 

The Grand Representatives of Kentucky say this to their Grand 
Lodge: 

“The Sovereign Body was invited to visit the Orphans’ Home, at 
Lincoln, Illinois, which invitation was accepted, and attended in a 
body. We saw there a magnificent Home, consisting of three large 
brick buildings, and forty acres of good farming land. We saw there 
the little wards of the Odd Fellows of Illinois, 159 in number. It 
made every member present feel glad that he was a member of such 
an organization as the Odd Fellows. There were children there from 
eighteen months old to fifteen years, all clean and nicely clothed, and 
every one of them receiving an education. It made the Kentucky 
delegation feel badly when they thought of the little helpless orphans 
that are in the State of Kentucky, and having no home to shelter 
them. It would have done the entire membership of this Grand Body 
good could they have witnessed the spectacle there shown forth. The 
Odd Fellows’ Home, of Lincoln, Illinois, is a credit to Odd Fellowship 
everywhere, and shows what can be done where there is concerted 
action. It stands, my brothers, as a monument to our beloved Order. 
Let us endeavor to do likewise.” 

The party returned from Lincoln at six o’clock, and at eight thirty 
all were the guests of the committee at a theater party given in honor 
of our visitors at Chatterton’s Opera House. It was a special engage- 
ment of Mr. Charles Frohman's great attraction, “Never Again,” and 
was much enjoyed by all. 

The various entertainments were all most highly successful. The 
week was a ceaseless round of pleasure, yet it was most interesting 
and profitable. Beginning with the divine service on Sunday, the 
addresses were of an order so uplifting, scholarly and eloquent as to 
be worthy the leading exponents of our great society. We append, as the 
most valuable part of this report, copies of most of these addresses. 

The work of the degree staffs elicited unstinted praise; the com- 
mittee, on behalf of the Order in Illinois, extends to all the members 
of these various staffs our thanks for their assistance in such splendid 
exhibition to our visiting friends of the progress which Odd Fellow- 
ship has made in the central west. We also append as a part of this 
report a list of the various sub-committees who assisted in the enter- 
tainment of our guests. To them and to all others who contributed 
by their presence and help to the success of the occasion we here ex- 
press our thanks. We do not undertake to distinguish between them, 
because distinctions are invidious and all are worthy of our best 
thanks. 
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We also append some editorial and other paragraphs clipped from 
the newspapers, both fraternal and secular, for, in describing public 
events, no committee can compete in accuracy and in detail with 
those delightful fellows, the newspaper reporters. 

Expressions by the Sovereign Grand Lodge that the efforts of the 
Illinois Committee in the entertainment of our guests were well re- 
ceived and thoroughly appreciated will appear from the resolution of 
thanks adopted by the Sovereign Grand Lodge on the last day of the 
session. We append the resolution as a part of this report.

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Sermon Preached Before the Sovereign Grand Lodge of 

Odd Fellows. 

Sunday Morning. September 19. at the Central Baptist Church. Springfield, 111., 
by the Pastor, Euclid B. Rogers. 

Luke 10:30-37: “And Jesus answering said, a certain man went 
down from Jerusalem to Jericho and fell among thieves, which stripped 
him of his raiment and wounded him and departed, leaving him half 
dead. 

“And by chance there came down a certain priest that way, and 
when he saw him he passed by on the other side. 

“And likewise a Levite, when he was at the place, came and 
looked on him, and passed by on the other side. 

“But a certain Samaritan, as he journeyed, came where he was; 
and when he saw him he had compassion on him, and went to him 
and bound up his wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and set him on 
his own beast and brought him to an inn and took care of him. 

“And on the morrow when he departed, he took out two pence 
and gave them to the host and said unto him, ‘Take care of him; and 
whatsoever thou spendest more, when 1 come again I will repay thee.’ 

“Which, now, of these three, thinkest thou, was neighbor unto 
him that fell among thieves? 

“And he said, ‘He that showed mercy on him.’ Then said Jesus 
unto him, ‘Go thou and do likewise.’’' 

As you've walked the galleries where the masters of art have hung 
their works, you have stopped and others have stopped, and looked 
longer at some pictures than at others. All pictures do not have an 
equal attraction, but before some crowds gather and look and gaze, 
and in the presence of its wonderful art, they are lost in admiration 
and in awe. The Bible walls are hung full of pictures, but not one, 
perhaps, of them all so attracts attention and admirati on as does this 
picture of the Good Samaritan. Crowds have stood before it admiring, 
studying, loving, losing time and place and self as they drank in the 
story of this masterpiece. 

In the first place, I notice that this picture is a Bible picture, 
and was painted by the Bible's Hero, Jesus Christ. Power in its 
mightiest sense, compassion at work, pity that helps, love at white 
heat— all of these were born of God, and have had their highest ex- 
emplification in the speech and life of the Son of God. Some men 
seem to think that all of these qualities that go to make up the best 
that there has been in the best men of all the years, had its birth in 
some lower clime than Heaven. Men — good men, kind men— are apt 
to forget God as they dwell upon the mercy, and courtesy, and helpful- 
ness of their fellows. I claim that everything that is good and useful 
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to men as men, everything that is strong and beneficial in man 
as man, and everything that is benevolent and beneficent in any help- 
handing institution or order under the sun, has been born of God. 

As we praise men, and as we laud organizations for what of good 
they do their fellow men, let us not forget to praise God from whom 
all blessings flow. 

And now for some of the lessons from this picture that Jesus has 
hung up in the gallery of every thoughtful life. 

The priest and the Levite saw this poor unfortunate, but they 
passed him by. This lonely Jericho road discloses the character or 
lack of character of the passers-by. Crowded streets and glaring noon 
do not reveal men. Many men are Pharisees who pray in public, and 
give to be seen, and lend a hand to help when they are in the crowd; 
but when night comes and they are shut out from all on-lookers, their 
mouth is shut, and heart is shut, and hand is tight. Light and other 
presences tend to conceal, as well as to disclose, and darkness and lone- 
liness tend to disclose as well as to conceal. A landscape can best be 
seen — not at broad noon-day when the sun-light pours down upon the 
mountain, hill and plain, and no shadows lengthen anywhere— but 
when the sun declines and the shadows increase, the old mountain 
shows crags and fissures in its rugged sides, and the hill-tops stand 
out in fresh relief, and the plain discovers many undulations of the 
surface that you couldn't see at noon. 

As in the world of nature, so in the mental and moral realm. Men’s 
realest selves are not seen in the light, but in the night. Men do not 
show themselves out in the sun-light of the public resorts, but in the 
shadow of the home, in the darkness of retirement, in the night of 
loneliness. The human mind, like the pupil of the eye, seems to con- 
tract in the light and to expand in the dark. 

In- 1 the shadows of evening hearts open to each other as they can- 
not do at mid-day. The nightfall walks . and talks are the great re- 
vealers of souls. What a man is in the quiet of home; what he is in 
retirement; what he is when no human eye is upon him; what he is 
on the deserted road to Jericho, that the man really is; that he is in 
heart and substance; that he is in character; that he is before God. 

The priest and the Levite were religious, but their religion had no 
life in it and no love in it— they were men of ice, and even this poor 
man who had been beaten and robbed, and left for dead, couldn’t 
thaw them out. They might as well have been dead men— they were 
dead men— dead to principle, dead to nobility, dead to pity. The 
deadest thing in all the world is a formal religion. It is not only 
useless, but it is a nuisance. It is a stench in the nostrils of men; it 
loads the air with odors that are unsavory; it rots all it touches. No 
mere observances, no mere ceremonial, no mere bringing-in of arks, 
no mere joining of banded circles, none of these things can save a man. 
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Dor can they touch to life the dead heart of the world. Religion, 
to be extensive, must first be intensive. Christianity is not merely 
an appreciation of the evil of sin, and of the ills of life and a sad 
confession of the same; but it is a mighty triumphant energy that 
takes hold with hands and helps with arms; it is not simply a nega- 
tive abstinence from certain forms of wrong-doing and wrong-thinking 
—a cold pagan morality; but it is a positive, bounding, aspiring life, 
that leaps upward in adoration toward God, and outward in service 
toward men. Christianity is not a profession nor a possession, but an 
inspiration; not a theory, but a force: not a name, but a life. 

Ask history if my statement be true, and history makes reply: 
Look yonder nineteen hundred years ago and behold a young man who 
lived a clean life in an unclean age; they called him the “Nazarene,” 
and his few followers they mockingly called “Christians.” No church, 
no synagogue, no army; popular piety opposed him, and kings and 
princes allied their forces against him and against his new religion. 
But his adherents grew, sentiment grew— all grades, all classes, 
monarch and peasant— all began to feel its power. This new religion 
entered the chief cities of the Roman empire, the seats of learning, 
the palaces of art and the centers of commerce: and straightway she 
occupies a commanding position in the proudest capital of the world. 
She crossed oceans, traversed lands, and swept from southern shores 
to northern seas: she tames and civilizes the wild nations of Europe; 
she changes the current of the world’s affairs, and supplants old civil- 
izations with new and better and greater, that have the one only true 
God as center. She has marched through the ages, witness of vast 
upheavals and terrible overthrows; but, herself unchanged and un- 
harmed, she lives today. Follow the sun in his course: there’s not a 
clime where he sheds his light where the gospel is not heard. Christ- 
ian songs swell out in the air of every land; millions are today gathered 
from hut and palace, from mansion and from cot, to hear the story of 
that young Jew who dared be true, who loved with his whole heart, 
and who died for his cause. 

What has given this religion, comparatively new, such a sweep of 
power? Primarily, God; but there’s a secondary cause, and that second- 
ary cause is this: Some men have been loyal not only to the person 
of Christ, but they have also been loyal to everything that He repre- 
sented in the world. Men have accepted Him, not only as Savior, but 
as Lord, and when they espoused Him they espoused His cause. 

In the old days it was much easier to observe appointed days and 
to offer commanded sacrifices than it was to undertake to do what 
God wanted done for men. It is still easier to be pious than to be a 
Christian. To be a Christian is not only to attest our allegiance to 
Christ by stated attendance upon his worship— it is not only the pray- 
ing of devout prayers, but it is to enter heartily and intelligently and 
powerfully into the work of comforting and quickening and strength- 
ening all who need comfort and encouragement and strength. 
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In the lesson of the Good Samaritan Jesus Christ stands out before 
the world as the champion of the “under man”— society says, “kill 
him 5 ’— nature says, “let him rot.” The more a man knows, the easier 
it is for him to get more— but what shall be done with the ignorant 
and the pauper, those who know nothing and have nothing? 

Darwin says, “Let them go to the wall,” and all philosophy echoes 
the doctrine, “Let them go to the wall.” Here Jesus Christ steps in 
and says, '“No, they shall not go to the wall— they ought to survive, 
let’s make them fit to survive. If a man is down, let’s lift him up— 
if he’s behind, let’s help him to the front. Not ‘the devil take the 
hindmost,’ but ‘the devil shall have nobody, they are all mine, I 
want them all.’” To be a Christian is to be eyes for the blind, ears 
for the deaf, and legs for the lame. 

This lesson teaches that some have power and some need power; 
that some are weak and some are strong. In nature we have moun- 
tain, plain and valley; not many mountains, not many deep valleys, 
mostly level prairie. So in life, not many geniuses, not many men 
with ten talents— not many fools, not many men with only one talent 
—the most of us are prairie men, plain men, average men, ordinary 
men, who have to do ordinary work. 

Thank God for the mountain heights, and thank God for the 
mountain men. To climb up into the thought of Scott is to read 
Scottish history intelligently and sympathetically. Newton and Her- 
schel, mountain men, observatory geniuses, who in their lonely fast- 
nesses went to school to God’s stars. Shakespeare, a mountain man, 
and as we stand upon the crest of his genius, what a wide view of 
life and of motive and of men! The mountain in nature, the moun- 
tain in mind, the mountain in morals, always invites up, always sug- 
gests wider horizons, clearer air, stronger lungs. The great men of all 
the years have been made great men so that they could help us all 
to be greater — they’re made to climb up on. The needs of the ages have- 
always been met by some captain who could lead the age. Moses gave- 
the law, vDavid the poet-king, Paul, whose enthusiastic religious fervor 
has warmed the air. of the world. In the interests of civilization a 
new world was wanted, and Columbus appeared. The religious forces of 
the world needed a champion to organize and focalize, and Martin 
Luther stepped to the front of the platform and said, “I’m here.”" 
Our earlier patriotism required a nature large enough and great enough 
to represent it and guide it, and Washington, built on palatial plans, 
became the nation’s idol. Side by side with our constitution grew up 
Daniel Webster, massive brow, stately intellect, profound wisdom, 
tongue like thunder, ready at the critical moment to be its interpre- 
ter and defender: and later still, just at the moment when the 
country and the world needed him as the champion of liberty for all t 
came Abraham Lincoln the Immortal. 
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These men and all great men are made, not for themselves, but 
for others. Every man in all the world has stock, or may have stock, 
in these great treasures of thought and patriotism and art and man- 
hood. No power or advantage of any name or kind is a possession, it’s 
a trust, and by as much as men have regarded themselves and what 
they had and what they knew as trust funds and used them as such, 
by so much have they been blessings to the race. 

Philosophers and poets of all ages and all climes have urged the 
duty of self-consideration. “Know thyself,'’ is an injunction of the 
old classic writers, Greek and Roman, and it has been repeated with 
varying emphasis by many modern writers. Pope and Young, and 
Schiller and Shakspeare, and Longfellow and Tennyson, have caught 
up the old motto and incorporated it into their native verse. But the 
true beauty and the true symmetry, and the true force of any admir- 
able character are dependent, not on the wisest thought of self, but 
on entire forgetfulness of self. “Self-respect” and “self-reverence” 
sound well, but as a practical matter it is very much like the worship 
some self-made men are wont to render their Maker. A thief, or rob- 
ber, or midnight assassin, may pride himself that he has never lost 
his self-respect, though he has lost the respect of everybody else. No 
standard of respect or of reverence that centers in one’s self is a safe 
standard of character or of conduct. But, on the other hand, utter 
forgetfulness of self is always a means of safety to him who respects 
and reverences that which is worthy of respect and reverence, and 
who strives at right doing and right being in the direction of God- 
given standards. 

Thinking about one’s self, no matter what the object, is one of 
the poorest uses to which to put time and brain. Thinking of one’s 
self is a positive hindrance to one’s well-doing in any line of effort, 
physical, mental, or moral. The achievers of earth, the great sweep- 
ing accomplishers, the men who have aimed at the white and hit it, 
have forgotten self and forged on toward the goal. Athletes, writers, 
speakers, doers of all sorts, in order to become men of power, must 
forget self. 

The man who has any power must buy it and pay for it. This 
principle is extant in nature. The sun is ripening our harvests to-day, 
but in and by the process the sun is burning itself up. Each golden 
sheaf and laden bough costs the sun carbon, which is life. The val- 
leys grow rich because the mountains feed them, but to feed the val- 
leys the mountains must go bare. Nothing is richer until something 
is poorer — nobody gets unless somebody gives. Rocks decay, and mosses 
and lichens feed and live — the moss dies and feeds the shrub — the 
shrub perishes and the tree lives. Nature has the power of giving, but 
she gets it through vast expenditure. Many of the geniuses of the 
world, lights that shone like central suns, burned down to the socket 
ere the noon of life was reached. They bought their greatness and 
their power with the heart’s red blood. 
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Not long ago all minds were jailed and all lips were padlocked. 
To criticise public men in public places meant confiscation of the 
critic’s land; to say aught against the pope meant the dungeon; to 
speak disrespectfully of the king brought death. Now thought is free, 
men may sift and choose for themselves, casting off the chaff and sav- 
ing the wheat. The precious privileges of these days of open liberty 
cost thought and heart and life. 

A hundred years ago Italian cities were devastated with plagues; 
to-day they are as healthy as Paris or Denver. Who wrought the 
change, and how was it done? From Constantinople to Venice John 
Howard took sail on an infected ship, so that he might be arrested 
and confined in a lazaretto; he was arrested and confined, and he 
traced the death-dealing plague to its source, and throttled it and 
killed it, and its ravages were stayed. Dark Africa is growing white 
under the bright light of advancing civilization. Why? Because that 
old Puritan soul, David Livingstone, faced thirty attacks of African 
fever, and said to Stanley, “No, I’ll not return, I'll not give up,” and 
turned for the ninth time toward the head-waters of the Nile. Did 
he reach his goal? No; he died in a jungle, no white man near. 
Did he reach his goal? Yes; his last message, written with dying 
hand, “All I can add in my solitude is, may heaven’s rich blessing 
come down on every one who will help to heal this open sore of the 
world.” That dying message reached the hearts of men on every shore, 
and they began to think and to act, and history tells us that during 
the next ten years Africa made greater advance than she had made 
in the previous ten centuries. Scotland! thou hast made the world 
rich; thou hast given us John Ivnox, the fearless; Bobby Burns, who 
made Scotia’s thistle to bloom into the flower of verse that has per- 
fumed the universal air; great preachers like Chalmers and Guthrie 
and Begg; that Titan of the Trossachs, Thomas Carlyle, who battered 
cant and caste and class with an arm of steel; men who talked with 
light and communed with God; but the richest gift of all was the 
man who was born at Blantyre, March 19, 1813, and flowered for thirty- 
three years on Africa’s burning sands. In uncongenial soil, David 
Livingstone, out of his own heart and with his own hand, planted 
God’s oaks, and now they are leafing and branching out and sheltering 
a race. 

This Samaritan thought about the other man; that’s .Christianity. 
The motto of the world is, “Look out for No. 1.” Jesus Christ says, “Look 
out for No. 2.” Christ says, “If thy brother hath aught against thee, 
go to him”; worldly selfish sentiment says, “If thy brother hath aught 
against thee, go for him.” This man who had fallen among thieves 
needed the Samaritan’s oil and he got it; he needed the man’s care and 
he got that; he needed the man's money and he got it; he needed the 
man’s credit and he got that. That Samaritan put himself in the wounded 
man’s place; his pity was sympathy, feeling with, it was compassion, it was 
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heart. He got into the man and looked from the inside out; that’s sym- 
pathy, that’s Christianity. Jesus Christ thought himself, felt himself, 
put himself, into sinful man’s condition, and He had to do it in order 
to help him. He took to himself our nature and got inside of man’s 
heart-experiences, and felt just as we feel, only without sin. There 
were burdens to bear, and He bore them; there were stripes to be 
given, and he took them. Calvary shows us God’s heart aching, bleed- 
ing, dying, for the other man. 

This Samaritan asks no questions as to how this poor fellow hap- 
pened to get into this plight; there he was, and “here am I to help,” 
said the Samaritan. Men are friendless, homeless, dying in want, 
needing a hand, craving help. “But,” says some censorious critic, 
“it’s their own fault.” Suppose it is; here they are, down, and if they 
ever get up they must be helped up; who’ll help? The Christian 
makes quick reply, “I’m here; I’ll help.” Some other says, “I don’t 
know this poor unfortunate: he’s a stranger”; but the Christian an- 
swers, “He’s a certain man, he’s a man, and therefore he’s my neigh- 
bor.” Two questions that I want you to ask and answer, each for 
himself: “Who is my neighbor? Whose neighbor am I?” Not just 
that either, but here it is: “Who is my brother?” and I want your 
heart to say, “Man”; and now this other, “Whose brother am I?” and 
I want every Samaritan of you to say “Man’s.” 

“You’re rich, and yet you are not proud, 

You are not selfish, hard or vain, 

You look upon the common crowd, 

With sympathy and not disdain. 

Y r ou’d travel far to share your gold 
With humble sorrow unconsoled. 

You’d raise the orphan from the dust, 

And help the saddened widowed mother; 

Give me your hand, you shall, you must, 

I love you as a brother. 

“Y r ou’re poor, and yet you do not scorn 

Or hate the wealthy for their wealth, 
l r ou toil contented night and morn, 

And praise the gifts of strength and health. 

You share your little with a friend, 

And what you cannot give, you lend. 

You take humanity on trust, 

And see some merit in another; 

Give me your hand, you shall, you must, 

I love you as a brother. 

“And what care I how rich you be, 

I love you if your thoughts be pure: 

What signifies your poverty, 

If you can struggle and endure? 

’Tis not the buds that make the spring, 

’Tis not the crown that makes the king. 

If you are wise and good and just, 

You’ve riches better than all other. 

Give me your hand, you shall, you must, 

I love you as a brother.” 
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Governor Tanner’s Welcome. 

Rev. E B. Rogers, pastor of the Central Baptist Church 
of this city, offered a prayer, after which the Lincoln Glee 
Club sang “Illinois.*’ Governor Tanner delivered an address 
of welcome, as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman , Members of the Sovereign Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: Not in any individual capacity, but as 
tlie representative of all the people of the commonwealth of Illinois, 
1 give you welcome here today. The people of Illinois, as well as the 
people of Springfield, appreciate the honor done us in holding this 
annual session of your great fraternity in our capital city. Springfield 
has been noted as a convention city, but most of the assemblies which 
gather here are from our own State. Your body is more than national 
in its representation, and for the distinguished character in which 
you come as our guests, 1 would speak words of the highest apprecia- 
tion. 

“But once before, in the history of Odd Fellowship, has this Su- 
preme Lodge met on Illinois soil. Twenty-six years ago this month 
your annual session was held in Chicago. Scarcely had you departed 
from its hospitable shelter when the clouds of affliction settled upon 
that proud city in such awful and sweeping devastation that the 
nation stood appalled and stunned almost to inactivity. 

“Not so with this great society! The misfortune of Chicago was 
the test of your great Order. While the flames still licked the ruined 
city, the trained ear of Odd Fellowship, ever on the alert for the 
voice of suffering, caught the needs of the hour, and with quick, 
prompt and generous response, this Order made a record for itself 
which to this day stands without a parallel in the broad field of 
practical benevolence. 

“Gentlemen, while we congratulate ourselves upon your coming, 
let me congratulate you also upon being here. In the shadow of the 
tomb of Abraham Lincoln is a fitting place to legislate for the good 
of others; a fitting place in which to make the high resolve that 
henceforth we will make Odd Fellowship a greater humanizing power, 
a stronger moral force, than ever before. 

“Many are here from lands whose local history is closely connected 
with our own State. Some of you come from the banks of the St. 
Lawrence. From the. foundation laid by the great French explorers 
you have reared a splendid civilization. From the same source, also, 
Illinois dates her earliest lineage. From the country of the St. Law- 
rence came the first white men whose feet trod the soil of Illinois. 
The history of Illinois can never be written without linking old Fort 
Frontenac to old Kaskaskia, and the names of LaSalle and Joliet and 
Hennepin are preserved forever in flourishing cities of our State. 
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“To many of tlie States of the Union are we indebted for the great- 
ness we have obtained. In the matter of governors alone, contribu- 
tions have been made us by Virginia, Kentucky, Maryland, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Hampshire, New York, and Ohio. 

“To Virginia Illinois owes an early gratitude. It was her match- 
less and far-seeing Governor Henry who, solicitous for the redemption 
of this fair domain from foreign control, sent Col. George Rogers Clark, 
the hero of Vincennes and Kaskaskia, to save the Illinois country to 
free government by the people. We thank Virginia for Patrick Henry. 
He deserves a place in history as the first governor of Illinois, and 
our latest historian has given him that place. 

“To Kentucky, also, we must be ever grateful. For one hundred 
and thirty years Kentucky has made sacrifices to keep Illinois supplied 
with great men. When Kentucky and Illinois were counties of Vir- 
ginia, Colonel John Todd was appointed from Kentucky to govern Illi- 
nois, and since that time eight of our governors have come from that 
state. We would be ingrates indeed if we did not thank Kentucky for 
Edwards and Ewing and Duncan; Carlin and Yates; Oglesby, Palmer 
and Cullom. 

“Gentlemen, you come as the representatives of more than a million 
men and women, whose annual benefactions equal three and half million 
dollars. An order which expends ten thousand dollars per day in 
human benefactions deserves the great prosperity which yours has at- 
tained. Your platform of principles is co-equal with humanity. You 
teach that God is our Father; that all men are brothers; that death 
is in the world, and misery to be relieved on every hand; that human 
pride is to be humbled, and that we are to be recognized by the heart 
that is in us; that the Eye of Omnipotence is ever watching over our 
actions: that the tongue is an unruly member, and is to be carefully 
guarded; that men should think before they speak. In a word, this 
Order seeks to improve and elevate the character of man. 

“While its teachings are admitted to be good, the world approves 
it most for its practices. By the bed of human suffering: by the open 
grave; in the home made desolate by death; where widows and orphans 
feel the gaunt hand of poverty and want, there Odd Fellowship does 
its work. 

“This is an age of organization. Society is permanently controlled 
only by those forces which have existed long enongh to become or- 
ganized powers. In the great field of your endeavor, Odd Fellowship 
has come to be known and hailed as a synonym for organized benevo- 
lence. In the world of morals and benevolence, it has attained the 
rank of a first-class power. It has come to act strongly and often with 
controlling force upon the destinies of the people, and upon the legis- 
lation of states. For if it is a source of national pride to us that we 
care for our unfortunates; if the state, the county, the municipality 
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extend the open hand to the poor and the helpless; if our session laws 
are largely made up of acts appropriating money for public charities; 
reflect, gentleman, that the teachings of this great Order have en- 
couraged this condition. Benevolent legislation never yet took its 
place upon the statute-books until the heart of the legislator and his 
people had been touched and made tender by the lessons of benevo- 
lence. 

“I am glad to be able to say to you that Odd Fellowship is popu- 
lar in Illinois. More than forty years ago our State legislature recog- 
nized this Order by passing an act according corporate privileges and 
franchises to its Lodges. I have never heard of any abuse of these 
privileges, and believe that no grant of power was ever more worthily 
bestowed by a sovereign state. 

“In conclusion, I again assure you of the hearty welcome which 
the State of Illinois gives to you and to all visiting Odd Fellows and 
their friends. 

“One of your degrees teaches the virtue of sincere hospitality. 
While you are with us, it will be our aim to show you that we have 

had that lesson and know how to practice that virtue.” 

Mayor Wheeler’s Address. 

Mayor L. E. Wheeler, in behalf of the City of Spring- 

field, then delivered a brief address of welcome, as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman , Officers and Members of the Sovereign Grand Lodge , and 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“In selecting our fair city for your National Meeting, and the sec- 
ond one ever held in the State of Illinois, you have done us an honor 
which the citizens of Springfield highly appreciate, and I, as their 
representative, thank you for the high honor and bid you a hearty 
welcome. 

“I can safely say that no nobler body of men ever assembled to- 
gether whom the citizens of Springfield were as glad to welcome as 
your Honorable Body. 

“Welcome, because the Order you represent exceeds by far in 
numbers that of any other great organization on the face of the globe. 

“Welcome, because your members are composed of our most pro- 
gressive, enterprising and honored citizens. 

“Welcome, because you are the best-looking body of men which 
ever assembled within the limits of our capital city. 

“Welcome, because no nobler hearts ever warmed the pulse of man 
than those encased within the breasts of Odd Fellows. 

“The establishment of the Odd Fellows’ Home at Lincoln, 111., is 
one^of the grandest results accomplished by any fraternal order, and 
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when the fraternal feeling of a secret order extends to the care and 
protection of the widows and orphans of a deceased brother, the 
lessons inculcated by the teachings of that Order are grand indeed. 

“One of the indications of the enterprise displayed by the Odd 
Fellows in our own city is the erection of the handsome Odd Fellows’ 
Building, which is a fitting monument to the Order it represents. 

“The intense interest displayed by our citizens that you should be 
royally welcomed to our city is evidenced in the display of the Frater- 
nal emblems hung from every roof, and we assure you that it is our 
desire to extend to you every courtesy within our power to grant. 

“We trust that your meeting will be one resulting in much good 
and that your short stay here with us will be one long to be remem- 
bered, and while we do not wish to be selfish, yet we would feel 
highly honored and gratified to know that the coming year we could, 
have the pleasure to again greet you as our welcome guests. 

“I am more than proud to be enrolled upon the list as one of the 
members of this grand Order, and could the outside world know of 
the grand lessons taught by this noble order they would not wonder 
that we outrank any secret organization in existence. 

“I have in my possession the key of this the capital city of one of 
the grandest states in the Union. This key has never been in any 
other than the possession of the mayors of this city, and by the unan- 
mous request of our citizens, and for the first time in our history, I 
deliver to you this key. Take it, as it will unlock the door and bid 
you welcome to every home in the City of Spring-field.” 

Address of George C. Rankin. 

Miss Eva Cross, of Mechanicsburg, rendered a vocal 
selection. Hon. George C. Rankin, Grand Master, delivered 
a welcome address. He said: 

Mr. Chairman, Grand Sire , Members of the Sovereign Grand Lodge L O. O. F., 
Brothers and Sisters , Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“History tells of an ancient race, which, on the approach of a 
guest, dispatched an embassador to meet him, carrying in one hand 
the gifts of welcome, but in the other was concealed a device for de- 
struction. 

u To-day the Odd Fellows of Illinois greet you with both hands 
outstretched, each overflowing with fraternal love, and welcome you 
joyously to their State, tlieir home, and their hearts. 

“The fifty thousand Odd Fellows of this Jurisdiction are proud of 
their State, whether they review its resplendent record in national 
history or refer to immortal achievements in matters fraternal.

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“The State which stands peerless in many virtues, which gave a 
Lincoln, a Douglas, a Grant and a Logan to the nation, could not fail 
to rank high in Odd Fellowship. 

“We bid you welcome to a Jurisdiction where the orphan is not 
fatherless, nor motherless, nor homeless. The great-hearted Rebekalis 
and Odd Fellows have provided a home of love for them— a model in 
all respects, which you will see before you say Farewell. 

“Nor have we forgotten the twilight of life, but have commenced 
the erection of an Old Folks’ Home, where the declining days of our 
Brothers and Sisters may pass serenely into eternity. This great re- 
public may forget the duty it owes to its heroic defenders, and may 
leave them to the cold hands of county and municipal charity, but 
Odd Fellowship never forgets. 

“We welcome you to a State near whose borders repose the re- 
mains of one of the greatest of Odd Fellows, the father of the Re- 
bekah Degree, Schuyler Colfax, whose friendship I cherished, and who 
said to me that he wished no prouder inscription on his tomb than 
the words: 


“ ‘Here rests an Odd Fellow.’ 

“Sixty-one years ago the first Lodge of Odd Fellows in this State 
came into existence at Alton, and in 1838 four other Lodges and the 
Grand Lodge of Illinois were instituted by the immortal Wildey. 

“To-day in this Jurisdiction there are nearly nine hundred Lodges, 
with over fifty thousand loyal members, expending over one thousand 
dollars daily for the relief of distress, the education of the orphan, 
the burial of the dead, and kindred duties. 

“We feel especially honored to welcome you as the highest repre- 
sentatives of the noblest order ever founded; whose membership ex- 
ceeds one million— a grand army that would stretch across the con- 
tinent from New York far beyond the western boundaries of this 
State; a society which dispenses for relief four million dollars annually, 
or even eleven thousand dollars each twenty-four hours— so vast a sum 
that the mines of a Klondike would be required to meet it. 

“Again, in behalf of this Grand Jurisdiction, I meet you with the 
hope of fifty thousand hearts that your visit may be surrounded with 
pleasure, and that you may preserve forever a precious memory of Illi- 
nois, which sparkles brightly in the sisterhood of States and in the 
crown of Odd Fellowship.” 
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Greeting of Grand Patriarch J. D. Murphy. 

Grand Patriarch Hon. J. D Murphy was next intro- 
duced, and spoke warm words of welcome to the assemblage. 

Springfield, III., Sept. 20, 1897. 
Grand Sire , Officers and Members of the Sovereign Grand Lodge: 

I extend to you tbe right hand of fellowship and a cordial frater- 
nal greeting. 

As the representative of the Patriarchs of this jurisdiction, with 
my colleagues and co-workers, I am here for the purpose of uniting 
with them in a fraternal greeting, and extending to this body of rep- 
resentative men of our beloved Order from all the States and Canadas 
a most cordial welcome to our State and Capital City, and shall do 
what we can to make this, the 73d session of the S. G. L., one to be 
remembered and cherished as the happiest period of its existence. 

We recognize in the S. G. Body the parental head of Odd Fellow- 
ship, and as dutiful children, like the Patriarchs of old in journeying 
down to Beersheba to see the venerable father and do him honor, so 
we have journeyed down to the capital of this great State for the 
same purpose, and to receive your blessings; and while. we would leave 
nothing undone for your pleasure, comfort and happiness, we would 
join with the sweet influences of nature this lovely morning: as she 
would extend a smile on every ray, so our hearts go out to greet you 
in all the depth and warmth of fraternal affection; and here I feel it 
would not be amiss for me in a personal way to thank this Grand 
Body for their recognition and liberal legislation to our Daughters of 
Rebekah, for in my judgment, without such recognition this Order 
could never have attained the grand proportions, “second to none,” 
both financially and numerically, and it is but the beginning of the 
end, the real end— full fellowship. 

Patriarchs, you have been welcomed within the borders of our 
great State by his excellency, the Governor, and tendered the freedom 
of the city by the Mayor, who, in a very generous manner, extended 
to you the hospitalities of the city. 

The Grand Master, in behalf of the Subordinates, has tendered to 
you a cordial welcome, so there only remains for me, on behalf of the 
quiet Patriarchs, to ask you to enter our tent and become our special 
guests during your sojourn in our land. 

Hoping, Patriarchs, while your duties are arduous, you may find 
them pleasant, and that your stay with us will be mutually pleasant 
and profitable, I again extend to you a hearty welcome. 
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Mrs. Stone’s Address. 

He was followed by Mrs. May D. Stone, President of 
the Rebekah Assembly. Her address was listened to 
attentively. She said: 

Mr. Chairman , Honored Grand Sire , Grand Representatives , Brothers and 
Sisters: 

The Grand Lodge, through the Grand Master, and the Grand En- 
campment, through the Grand Patriarch, have bidden you welcome to 
our midst. Now, in the name of the Rebekah Assembly of Illinois, I 
bid you thrice welcome. Many of you come to us unknown by any 
other names than those of Brother and Sister. We greet you in that 
name, and under the bond of all such names imply ding wide the 
door of heart and home, and bid you enter. We have come from all 
parts of this grand old State of ours to greet you in the name of the 
great brotherhood and sisterhood we represent. We are proud of our 
State as a part of these United States. We are proud of her as a fac- 
tor in the commerce and wealth of this Nation. We are proud of her 
as a producer of great men. We are proud of her schools and churches, 
and we are proud of her Odd Fellowship. In the prairies of the 
northern portion, waving with the golden grain, through the rolling 
meadows, on where “corn is king,” down through the land of the big 
red apple — through “Egypt,” where famine never comes, and where 
Dame Nature ever sits, holding in her lap all the blessings to be 
bestowed; in all these varying climes, planted in all the varying 
soils, we find Odd Fellowship flourishing as a green bay tree. 

Yes, we are proud of the noble men our State has given to her 
country. We never tire of the name of Lincoln, and to us, as Odd 
Fellows of Illinois, the name bears a double meaning. In the ceme- 
tery near this city the magnificent monument that towers heaven- 
ward fills us with awe and reverence, as we bow before the memory of 
the man who gave his life as a penalty for a noble deed and his loy- 
alty to truth and right. All his broad-hearted humanity and his 
rugged manhood were given to a cause. As long as history stands the 
name of Abraham Lincoln will be revered, and his tomb will be an 
American Mecca. 

Beyond here, some few miles, is a city that bears his name. With- 
in that city stands a monument that bears the name of no man or 
woman, a monument that commemorates the noble, loving efforts of 
thousands of living men and women. It is not a silent reminder of 
those gone, but of those here. It covers no noted tomb, but shelters 
one hundred and fifty homeless children, and abounds in life and joy 
and gladness. This monument to Rebekah Odd Fellowship in Illinois, 
we offer you as a proof of our loyalty and faithfulness to our obliga- 
tions. We offer it in attestation of the fact that we have heard the 
widow’s moan, and have not turned a deaf ear to the orphan’s sob. 
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Assembled here in consultation for our Order's 1 good, you repre- 
sent the principles and truths the Order has been proclaiming these 
many years. In you we see the highest power of this Fraternity. To 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge we look for wisdom and just consideration 
in all the matters that come before them that in any way affect the 
Rebekah Degree. In behalf of my jurisdiction and the Rebekah Lodges 
wherever found, I ask deliberate action and consultation in all that 
may be enacted at this session of this body in connection with our 
branch of the Order. You have told us we are no longer a side degree. 
We have become a living member of a living body. We stand by you 
as an army of sisters ready to forward every good work you undertake. 
You must admit that in the execution of the principles, aims and 
objects of the Order we have outstripped the brothers. Not only are 
the sick, the widow and the orphan being cared for, but we are reach- 
ing out and exerting a subtle influence in the inner circles of the 
home. Odd Fellowship makes better fathers and mothers. It makes 
purer homes. When we affect the home we are working at the founda- 
tion of our government. Whatever helps, purities and sanctifies the 
home, builds bulwarks around our country, and gives it a stronger de- 
fense than any standing army or fleet of battleships can give. The 
Rebekahs of to-day are some of the wives and mothers of this and the 
next generation of American citizens. Through these wives and 
mothers is the destiny of our nation to be shaped. Oh that the hand 
of woman, guided by her heart’s true instincts, shape it faster! 
Wherever woman has been placed in positions requiring skill, intellect 
or sound judgment, she has proven herself faithful and competent. 
We ask from you the recognition due our efforts and successes in our 
labors in this Order. I hope to see the day when every Rebekah 
Assembly under the jurisdiction of this Sovereign Grand Lodge will 
be allowed a Representative in this Sovereign Body. I hope to see 
the day when Sisters representing the Assemblies will be allowed to 
attend one session of this body, and be entitled to all the privileges of 
other Grand Representatives; and at that session all matters pertain- 
ing to the Rebekah Degree be discussed and all legislation pertaining 
to it be enacted. 

The Sisters who labor so faithfully in the work of this Degree are 
alive to the needs and desires of the Degree. They can present the 
needs of their jurisdictions intelligently and eloquently. Their hearts 
are in the work, and their presence would lend strength and dignity 
to what is already an imposing and cultured body of legislators. We 
do not want to see the dawn of the day that will witness the separa- 
tion of the branches of the Order. We do not want to become a sep- 
arate body, as has been suggested by members of the Order. We are 
part of you and desire to remain with you. But as we toil by your 
side, as we keep step with you and bear our share of the burdens, we 
ask recognition on our merits. 
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Gathered here in this fair city, we mingle and partake of the food 
for mind and soul that is always to be found in such assemblages. “We 
touch and go, and sip the foam of many lives,” and from them all 
round out our own. When we leave this fraternal gathering, it may 
be never to renew the acquaintances formed here. Be that as it may, 
you will have left an impress upon the Order in this State that will 
be lasting. You are making the history of Odd Fellowship. As we 
welcome you here to this city which you have selected as your place 
of meeting, we realize that while here another volume will be added 
to the records of fraternity. May the spirit which pervades in all your 
deliberations mark us as a true brotherhood, and may you carry with 
you, when you go to your homes, pleasant memories of those who wel- 
come you to-day in Friendship, Love and Truth. 

Grand Sire Carleton’s Response. 

In response to the many expressions of good will and 
greeting, Hon. Fred Carleton, Grand Sire of the Order, on 
behalf of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, said: 

My Brothers , Representatives , Governor Tanner , Hon. Loren E. Wheeler , 

Mayor , Grand Master Hon. George C . Rankin, Grand Patriarch Hon. 

J. JD. Murphy, and the President of the Rebekah Assembly , Mrs. May D. 

Stone: 

“In the name and in behalf of these representatives, I return to 
you and one and all the sincere thanks of this body for the cordial 
and hearty welcome which has been extended to us. 

“I do not know what is more characteristic of Illinois, unless it 
he her greatness; but I think her Executive’s modesty is also charac- 
teristic of a true Illinois man. I have been at a number of occasions 
where the Sovereign Grand Lodge was received by the State, and by 
the county and city in different jurisdictions. It was usual for the 
Governor of the State and the Mayor of the city to laud his particu- 
lar jurisdiction as being the greatest in the whole country, and I am 
pleased to say that the usual routine was not followed by the Governor, 
and therefore it becomes my duty to say something good about 
Illinois. 

“Illinois is somewhat like my own State. I love great, broad 
prairies. I live in Texas, and I can travel eight hundred miles in 
Texas and not get out of the State. Illinois is also broad and long; 
she has beautiful prairies where the wheat and the corn grow luxu- 
riantly. And as I traveled through Illinois, in coming to this beauti- 
ful city, I thought of my beloved Texas. Illinois is not only great in 
its prairies, but also in its productions. It is the third State in the 
Union, I believe, as a wheat-producing State; the third in population. 
It is not confined to one line of industry, or to one particular kind of 
production. 
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“In commercial importance, while the city in which w T e have met 
does not rank very high, yet close upon the borders of the State 
stands the second city of the American country, which is only second 
to the great City of New York in commercial and financial importance. 
Illinois, great as she is in material wealth, material prosperity, is 
dearer to the Odd Fellows of the world because Odd Fellowship reigns 
within the great State of Illinos. Illinois since 1870 has doubled its 
population. I find from the census returns that Illinois had over two 
million five hundred thousand in 1870. In 1871 the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge met in Chicago, and I find she has now within her borders over 
four million people. Since 1871, when this Grand Body met in Chicago, 
she had not quite doubled her population: but what is her record in 
Odd Fellowship? That same year she had within her borders 18,000 
Odd Fellows, but today, or within the close of the year 1896, she 
numbered 52,000, not including the Daughters of Rebekah, and I sup- 
pose they are fully the same in number. Grand' old Illinois, grand in 
Odd Fellowship, grand in the names which are written upon the 
papers of her country’s history. As has been said, she gave to her 
country a Lincoln, a Douglas, a Logan, and I may add, she gave- 
another, one whose name has not been mentioned, the gallant Irish- 
man, Hon. James Shields, who should not be forgotten when Illinois’ 
great men are named; and what of Lyman Trumbull, and what of 
that gallant soldier, John M. Palmer? Write his name upon that 
glowing tablet of Illinois’ great men. 

“I stand before you, my brothers, in the Capital City of Illinois, 
but I appreciate that before me are sitting the representatives of 
other States and of other nations; some of them owe allegiance to 
that meteor fiag of England, the country upon whose dominions the 
sun never sets. I look around and I recognize men who rode with 
General Morgan under the stars and bars. I recognize men who were at the 
Chickamauga field, and under that same flag. I recognize, and my 
eye catches the form of one of Illinois’ men who was also at Chicka- 
mauga, and fought under the stars and stripes. 

What does all this mean? It means that we are Odd Fellows; 
it means that it is a great lesson for all of us, and I cannot enter into 
the details of the things. The Jew and the Cnristian, the Mussul- 
man, and the representatives of all have been assembled in one happy 
family. And how great it. is, your Excellency. Within the walls of this 
magnificent capitol have doubtless assembled numerous conventions 
that may have been designed to accomplish good; but never, in my 
judgment, has your city given honors to such a great body. You may 
have seen the bankers’ convention, and among this assemblage there 
are bankers. They met in convention for what purpose? For the selfish 
purpose to devise means that may be advanced, not for the sake 
of somebody else, but for me. Your political conventions assembled 
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within these walls, or may have done so, for the purpose of promot- 
ing the good or some theory of government, be it democratic or re- 
publican, and to that extent there is a selfishness in that character of 
convention. And here are these men, representatives coming from all 
over the 3 North American continent, from far-off Manitoba, where the 
snow is falling and the country is frozen up, to where I live. From 
California to the glades of Florida. These men have gathered, not for 
a selfish purpose, but for the good of humanity. Let Springfield be 
proud of the assembly. We are delighted as members of the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge at this hearty welcome. I am gratified to know 
that this is an exceptional occasion. During the time we have met, I 
have had the honor of attending the sessions in many state capitals. 
We have had the honor of being welcomed by the chief executive; but 
within my knowledge this is the first time that we have had the 
pleasure of being welcomed by the executive of the State and a 
Brother Odd Fellow — Bro. Tanner, Brother Tanner, not Governor Tan- 
ner alone, but Bro. Tanner! We accept the invitation in the name of 
the State of Illinois, and it gratifies us to receive it; but deeper and 
better comes the welcome from Bro. Tanner as an Odd Fellow. 

We are here for business, and I am afraid I have said a little too 
much. I was requested to write a little address, and possibly it would 
have been better that I should have done it, but I am the poorest 
hand in the world to get up a prepared speech, but speaking as I do, 
I have detained this assemblage longer than 1 intended to, but I can- 
not close without something being said in response to the beautiful 
welcome tendered by the sisterly words that flowed from the heart 
through the lips, from our distinguished Sister who addressed us, 
Mrs. May D. Stone. Like when God created Adam, the world was in- 
complete until he created Eve, as a companion. In Odd Fellowship it 
was also incomplete until it took in the Bebekah Degree. I am proud 
of the achievements of the Bebekah Degree. 1 know that within your 
jurisdiction, Sister Stone, through the efforts of this Order, you have 
been enabled to build the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home at Lincoln. 

Brothers, Sisters, Grand Master, Grand Patriarch, Governor Tan- 
ner, Mayor Wheeler, I can say to you, though small words, “God bless 
you!” to the welcome that was given us. I say to you and the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge says to you through me, ‘‘God bless you! We ac- 
cept your hospitality.” 

At the conclusion of his address, Grand Sire Carleton 
rapped the assemblage to order, and the opening session of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge was begun.

The story of Odd Fellowship, though often heard, is always inter- 
esting and inspiring. The modest origin of the fraternity among the 
humble sons of toil; its early struggles against opposition born of 
jealousy and prejudice: its wonderful growth in numbers and in wealth; 
its splendid record of benevolent work, form themes which excite the 
interest of all and delight those who are participants in its works and 
sharers of its honors. Justly proud are we that in fewer years than 
mark the four-score limit of life’s span one million men and women 
have volunteered and now retain position in our fraternal army. Justly 
proud that our Order’s altar has been erected in almost every locality 
where there is the hum of industry from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
from the ice-clad plains of the north to the perfumed shores of the 
southern gulf. Proud that oceans have not been potent to stem its 
onward march, but that its banner has been reared beneath the flags 
of many nations. Proud, too, that many buildings owned by the Order 
attest its firm anchorage to the soil and insure its permanency; that 
its fidelity to its whole duty has led to the establishment of many 
homes and orphanages, which form the grandest monuments of its 
cause; that its benevolent work, so far as it can be measured in figures, 
has reached an annual total above three million dollars. Especially 
.are we pleased and satisfied that the proud position which Odd Fel- 
lowship has attained in the front rank of fraternal organizations has 
been won through its intrinsic merit. No power derived from royal 
birth hurled it at once to place and power. It was not fostered by 
wealth or nurtured by government. No hired apostles heralded its 
virtues and established its Lodges. It has grown to its position solely 
by the purity of its fundamental truths, by the force of its simple 
though helpful lessons, by the attractions of its social life, and the 
faithfulness with which it has performed the duties assigned in that 
imperative law which commands the visitation of the sick, the relief 
of the distressed, the burial of the dead, and the education of the 
orphan. These are the forces which have impelled it onward, attract- 
ing to its ranks men of good repute and humane impulses, until it 
has become the fraternity of the people. These are the forces which 
have made Odd Fellowship a living, moving factor in the progress and 
development of humanity. 

But while the Order’s growth and work are interesting topics, the 
real value of the fraternity is not so easily described in figures. Its 
splendid membership, its halls and temples, its homes, its ever- 
enlarging expenditure in benevolent work, do not constitute Odd Fel- 
lowship. They are but outward evidences of its worth, but visble tokens 
of its prosperity. They are only the leaves and flowers; the real fruit, 
that which nourishes and sustains, is an influence born of its lessons 
and associations, which, quietly and unseen, flows outward from its 
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Lodge-rooms, penetrating every condition of society. An influence 
whose effect is to enlarge human sympathy, to breed toleration, to 
destroy the ignoble spirit of selfishness, and develop a broader, deeper, 
truer sense of human brotherhood. An influence which, operating 
upon the heart, and first felt upon the individual life, moulding and 
conforming it to the design of the Creator, stops not there, but pass- 
ing into the busy world, becomes a potent factor in refining, ennobling 
and sweetening all human life, becomes an instrument to crush the 
evil and enlarge the good in every sphere of human action. What we 
call human progress is merely the outgrowth of ideas of right living 
born in the mind of the individual, developed in others through asso- 
ciation and instruction until they become living principles, elevating 
mankind to a profounder law of thinking and doing. Grand as are the 
figures which tell of the fraternity’s strength in numbers and in 
wealth, stupendous as is the sum which marks its financial ministra- 
tions, they pale to insignificance when compared to the power it 
exerts in teaching high ideas of life and its duties, and making those 
ideas realities in the every-day life of the people. 

Odd Fellowship is an institution designed and maintained for ser- 
vice. It is not a haven of rest, but a field for the exercise of our best 
activities. The age in which its history has been written has wit- 
nessed, more generally than any similar period in the history of the 
world, the application of the materials and the forces of nature to the 
uses of man. The products of forest and mine have been seized and 
shaped into stately buildings, gigantic ships and marvelous structures 
of usefulness. The rivers have been utilized to turn the wheels of 
countless factories. Water has been transformed to vapor and made to 
turn machinery and minister to man’s comfort. Lightning has by the 
inventive genius of man been brought to do his bidding and furnish 
light for the eye and motive power for useful work. In a word, the age 
has laid the secrets of nature at man’s feet. Born and reared in such 
an age, the fraternity could but partake of its spirit and become an 
instrument of useful service. And such it has been, and is today. The 
outflow of wealth to the needy and distressed of its household; the 
charities so extended as not to offend; the large investment in per- 
manent holdings, the homes for those who have become broken or 
bowed,with the weight of years or misfortune, the homes and schools 
for the care and training of its orphan charges, attest in thunder 
tones our fraternity’s service of actual work. 

Of this service of work, however, I will speak no further, for I de- 
sire to point out a few of the many directions in which Odd Fellow- 
ship is rendering service through influence. 

First of all, Odd Fellowship is rendering service by teaching and 
developing the great principle of equality— not of an equality of 
character, ability or wealth, but an equality by virtue of a common 
mon parentage and a common humanity. The doors to its Lodge- 
rooms open no wider to receive a king than a peasant; no more quickly 
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for a millionaire than for the man of moderate means. The passport 
to its sacred precincts is not rank, but virtue; not money, but man- 
hood; not power, but character. Around its altar gather men of dif- 
ferent grades of wealth and social standing, of varied opinions and 
beliefs, of every degree of education and culture, and with the clasp- 
ing of hands and the touching of elbows each learns to regard the 
others for what they are, not for what they have. The false standards 
of wealth and station give place to the true standards of virtue and 
integrity. Men learn from its lessons that power is only an evidence 
of greatness when properly used; that wealth is only of service for the 
good that it can accomplish. The influence of these lessons learned 
through the companionship of the Lodge cannot be shut within the 
room with the books and regalia. It passes into the world and be- 
comes a help in destroying the worship of wealth and the pandering 
to place or power. It breeds not enmity, but pity for the man who 
masses wealth for his ow r n aggrandizement, while it glorifies him who, 
in his sphere of life, however humble, extends the helping hand to 
those around or below him. The world is better for such an influence, 
whose effect is already felt. Within a few years there died a man 
whose fortune was measured in the millions, who had tasted power as 
a senator from a western state, yet his death was scarcely noted and 
his name is already nearly forgotten. About the same time the pro- 
prietor of a great paper in the City of Brotherly Love passed away. 
His wealth could be told in thousands, he had not attained distinc- 
tion in political life, and yet in almost every city of our land meet- 
ings were held and eloquent tributes were paid to his memory and 
worth. Why? Simply because he had been helpful according to his 
opportunities; because he had permitted the rays of comfort and hap- 
piness that fell upon him to reflect some of their sunlight into the 
lives of his less fortunate fellowman. 

Odd Fellowship unfolds the truth so beautifully expressed by the 
great preacher-poet of our inland metropolis: 

“Though we may climb earth's proudest height; 

Though we may sit on hills afar — 

Where earth’s grandest triumphs are; 

Though all deepest mysteries be open to our sight; 

If we win not by that power 
For the world a rich dower — 

If this great humanity share not our gain, # 

We have lived our lives in vain. 

“Though our days be long and bright; 

Though upon our brow we wear 
Health and grace, and beauty rare; 

Though the hours fly swiftly, singing in their flight; 

If we let no glory down, 

Any sadden life to crown; 

If our health and beauty have no ministry for pain, 

We have lived our lives in vain.” 
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Then, again, the lessons and associations of the fraternity teach 
man’s dependency and the duties which spring from it. Odd Fellow- 
ship in its origin, its growth, and its present stable position, is an ex- 
pression of man’s need of friendly association, for sympathy, for help- 
fulness. It is an adaptation of nature’s great principle of organization 
to the affairs of men. A study of nature and all her marvellous pro- 
ducts reveals the fact that no element exists alone and unrelated. 
Each is harnessed with some other element or elements, and they are 
working together for a common purpose. The air we breathe, the 
water so essential to the sustenance of all life, the earth and all it 
contains, are but results of the combination of forces. Vegetable life 
needs the sunlight, but before the sunlight alone it droops and dies. 
It needs as well the alternate shade, the moisture of the air, the 
richness of the soil, to bring full and perfect fruition. Man is not an 
exception to the universal rule of dependency. The thread of a human 
life is not a single, separate strand, but it is entwined and inter- 
woven with many others. From cradle to coffin, no man stands 
entirely alone. He needs the help of others, and they in turn need 
help. For the comforts, the pleasures, the necessities even of life, he 
is dependent upon the service of others. Our fraternity sprang from 
a recognition of this dependency. It is an embodiment of the prin- 
ciple that as the buds need the sunlight and the rain to unfold their 
hidden beauties, so man must be brought into contact and companion- 
ship with man to develop the instinct of helpfulness which lies 
slumbering within him. Every line of its written lessons, every sym- 
bol and emblem, serve to impress members with the idea of their 
mutual relationship and dependency, and to prompt them to perform 
the varied duties which that relationship involves. They point to 
the sick unattended, the dead unburied, the widow in want, the 
orphan in ignorance, the willing laborer unemployed, and say: “They 
are of one family with you. Help as you have opportunity.” The 
Order does not concern itself with the great impossibilities of life, 
but it commands a performance of the small possibilities. True, its 
first duty is to those of its households, to those who are bound to- 
gether by its sacred bands;' but from such ministrations as the Order 
requires, its members learn the blessedness, the splendor of ministry 
to others, their sympathies are enlarged, and sorrow and suffering 
wherever found command their earnest attention. Thus it renders a 
service of influence whose result is the improvement of humanity. 

Odd Fellowship exercises an influence also in moulding human 
character. It does not pretend to be reformatory. It does not claim 
to teach new principles, but only to develop and strengthen those 
already possessed. It seeks only the best material obtainable, men of 
unquestioned character, and by a source of moral training makes them 
exemplars for the outside world, which will be bettered by the reflex 
of their lives and conduct. That some who bear the name are not all 
that Odd Fellows should be cannot be denied. But this does not, as 
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some detractors claim, demonstrate the uselessness of the fraternity. 
No individual is perfect. No society has ever held or can hope to hold 
an unbroken rank of perfect men. We cannot but realize at times 
that many of us fall short of the standards of the Order. But this is 
no cause for discouragement. Froude said, “Every man knows better 
than he practices, and recognizes a higher law than lie obeys.” He 
might have added that every one is better because of that better 
knowledge, that higher law. Who then shall say that Odd Fellows 
are not made better because of the high ideals placed before them? 
The fraternity presents for our guidance the purest principles which 
can animate the human heart. It bids its adherents be strong in 
friendship, radiant in love, invincible in truth. It inculcates that 
noble charity which smooths the haggard features of want, pours the 
wine of Samaritan kindness into the wounds of the suffering, rejoices 
with a brother in his prosperity, cheers him in his adversity, and de- 
fends his character from unjust and unmerited reproach; a charity 
which knows no favorites, which visits alike the prison and the palace, 
the abode of want as well as the home of plenty. It teaches every 
principle which serves to elevate the mind above the mist of doubt 
and bigotry and vice into the clear sunlight, where sparkles every 
virtue which ennobles character and exalts life. Are these lessons 
only of service to those who receive them? Does their influence ex- 
tend no further than our membership? Daniel Webster, it is said, 
was once asked what was the greatest thought he had ever enter- 
tained. After a moment’s hesitation, he replied: “The thought of my 
personal responsibility of life.” Such is indeed a great thought. No 
one who reflects upon the mighty force and kingly power of influence 
can fail to be impressed with the idea of his personal responsibility. 
Everywhere man moves lie will have associates who will be made 
better or worse through the influence of such association. Every one. 
consciously or unconsciously, either helps in the upbuilding of his com- 
panions or acts as a clog upon their progress. If, then, the lessons of 
Odd Fellowship are helpful— and who can dispute that they are? — 
their influence is felt for good in every community where its evening 
song of Friendship, Love and Truth is heard. 

There flows outward from our Order also an influence which 
strengthens patriotism. Loyalty to country is one of the first tenets 
of the fraternity, and its lessons all inculcate allegiance to the flag 
under which its members dwell. More than this, the enlarged views 
of life obtained through the companionship afforded by its Lodges 
tend to make its members students of the problems of government 
and advocates of every measure which promises the highest good. 
There will be ever in every country grave questions upon whose cor- 
rect solution depend its prosperity and advancement. In our land to- 
day the invention of machinery, unrestricted immigration, and the at- 
tractions of urban life, have tilled our cities with willing men unable 
to secure employment. Capital has combined; not always, as many 
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believe, to raise prices and dictate an unjust return, but to lessen ex- 
penses so that a fair return may be assured. Labor also has organized 
to secure a fair return for its investment. Out of these conditions 
has grown the labor problem with its strikes and lockouts, paralyzing 
industry and commerce and entailing untold suffering. Where lies 
the solution of this problem, whether in shortening the hours of labor 
that more men may find employment, in restricting immigration, in 
prohibiting, or at least controlling, by the force of law all combinations, 
or, in government control of the arteries of commerce, I shall not 
attempt to say. Certain it is that in the settlement of this problem 
Odd Fellowship will play a prominent part, not as an organization, 
but through its influence in developing patriotic, justice-loving citi- 
zens. The gathering within its lodge-rooms of employer and employee, 
of the man whose capital is money and the one whose capital is the 
labor he can perform with hands or brain, will do much to beget a 
kindlier feeling, will help to span the imaginary chasm between 
capital and labor with an arch of justice, fighting back the greed of 
capital on the one hand and keeping down the fell spirit of anarchy 
upon the other. The sympathies of the Order are with the toiling 
masses. It draws its membership from the ranks of those who toil at 
the desk, the bench, the anvil, the plow, or the loom. It ever upholds 
the dignity of labor — labor that employs the intellect, the heart, the 
hand. It says to the toiling million's, “Hold up your brow, in honest 
pride, though rough and soiled your hands may be. Such hands are 
sap-veins that provide the life-blood of the nation’s tree. There is 
glory in the shuttle’s song, there is triumph in the anvil’s stroke, 
there is merit in the brave and strong, who dig the mine and fell the 
oak.” Every lesson of the fraternity reveals duties whose perform- 
ance will help to solve some of humanities problems, will help to 
soften some of the dangers which lurk in our social or political life. 
Through these lessons it becomes a healing influence, struggling side 
by side with the church, the school and the press to elevate character, 
to exalt public opinion, to stimulate the masses to higher works, to 
unify the race. It is yielding to its high ideals, its splendid princi- 
ples, fruit for the higher development of man in justice and loyalty. 

Again, Odd Fellowship exerts an influence upon the educational 
life of the people. The rendering of its ritual, the transaction of its 
business, confer upon those who participate a practical education of 
service in all the avenues of life, an education which fits them better 
for the manifold duties of citizenship Its members, exalted high in 
the councils of state and nation, or bearing themselves proudly as sov- 
ereign citizens, are better officers and better citizens because of their 
connection with the fraternity, unless they have closed their hearts 
and minds to its inspiring influence. They are better able to see the 
right and judge the wrong. They are stronger to contend for the 
masses in every conflict for liberty. They are better prepared in every 
way to be conservers of society, the bulwark of the state. For the Or- 
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der educates for usefulness, not destruction. Its lessons remove the 
narrowness of thought, false opinions and pernicious ideas of class, that 
the mind, cleansed of evil thought, may be a strong foundation upon 
which to build the structure of manhood, that the heart, with its af- 
fections enlarged and kindled, may be a fountain from which will flow 
streams of honor, truth and justice, making green the waste places in 
our social life. The educational force of the Order may seem weak, for 
it is silent; but so are all the powers of nature. The force of heat as 
it turns water to vapor, draws it heavenward and then causes it to 
descend, refreshing the earth, is exerted quietly and unseen. The 
power of electricity as it unfolds from the dynamo is silent, but it 
turns the darkness of night to the brilliancy of day, propels cars along 
our avenues and roads, and permits conversation by voice or sign from 
city to city, from continent to continent. The morning light as it 
comes streaming across the heavens indicates no power, yet falling on 
the face of the earth it unfolds the beauty of blossom, gives energy to 
tree and herb and grass, and ripens the golden grain. The force of our 
Order’s priceless lessons, the power of its royal companionship, though 
silent and unseen, move outward and onward, conquering and to con- 
quer. What a grave responsibility rests upon our membership, if they 
keep this force so pure and strong that it will be an inspiration to a 
grander and wiser humanity than the world has yet seen! 

But the best influence of this fraternity springs from its power to 
generate and develop the spirit of brotherly love. Selfishness has ever 
been the foe of human progress. Selfish interest prompted Cain to 
slay his brother that he might be first in the affections of his parents; 
the selfishness of his brothers sold Joseph into slavery; Saul was in- 
spired by selfishness to seek the life of David, who had won his way to 
the hearts of the people. In all the ages of the world selfishness has 
prompted acts of cruelty and torture, and its pathway has been marked 
by blood and bondage. Against this ignoble spirit of selfishness the 
principle of fraternity, of brotherly love, has ever been pitted. Its 
effect is exactly opposite. It draws hearts together and animates them 
with a common hope and a common purpose. Tennyson truly wrote, 

“Love took up the harp of life, smote on all the chords with might; 

Smote the chord of self, which trembling passed in music out of sight.” 

Moses, turning from the charms of rank and power in Pharaoh’s court 
to lead a lowly people ; Jonathan, sacrificing his right to a kingly crown 
that he might save the life of David, his friend; Pythias, even risking 
life as a hostage for Damon; Sidney upon the battlefield of Zutphen, 
waiving the' cup of water offered in his aid and commanding that it 
be given to a wounded soldier lying near, % are a few examples of the 
exercise of this principle, which glisten like stars in the firmament of 
the past. Besides these, many more humble results of this principle 
appear all along the walks of life; for it is not a spirit which needs a 
great opportunity, but it prompts as well what the poet Wordsworth 
called “That better portion of a good man’s life, his little, nameless, 
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unremembered acts of kindness and of love.” Despite the examples of 
the past, despite moral and religious training, selfishness still exists 
and sheds its blighting influence on humanity. Men are all not unlike 
the Irishman who, when about to enter upon a duel, asked his seconds 
to see that he was placed three paces nearer his adversary than his 
adversary was to him. The only force which can break down this fell 
spirit is brotherly love, and the world needs the growth of this princi- 
ple. It is needed in the church, in our legislative halls, in the busy 
marts of trade. Before its progress selfishness, intolerance and vice 
will fade away even as the mist and fog vanish before the advance of 
the morning sun. It is a high and important office of Odd Fellowship 
to strengthen this principle, to encourage its practice among the broth- 
ers, to send them forth to be its disseminators among all the sons of 
men. It is a glorious cause, worthy of the best endeavor of every one. 
And if our fraternity is doing aught to strengthen this spirit of fra- 
ternity, to develop a deeper sense of brotherhood, it must be counted 
a moral force, an active agent in the great cause of human progress. 

These, my friends, are some of the many directions in which the 
fraternity of Odd Fellows is operating for the good of humanity. They 
are sufficient, I trust, to demonstrate that it is not only helpful in 
its ministrations, but helpful in its influences; not only of service in 
its work, but of service through its ideals. 

Tonight, as we gather in annual reunion with those who have con- 
tributed to the upbuilding of Odd Fellowship, there rise grave 
thoughts of the responsibility which rests upon those who now com- 
pose its fraternal host. The result of years of growth and of progress- 
ive development is ours, a legacy from the brothers of the past. Ours, 
then, the duty of maintaining the Order’s purity, of keeping it true 
to its mission of helpfulness, of strengthening its influence upon the 
world. Ours the duty of maintaining its progressive character, of 
keeping it abreast of the times. Let us not forget that “New occa- 
sions teach new duties. Time makes ancient good uncouth; we must 
upward still and onward, if we keep abreast of Truth.” 

We must ever grasp for our frateruity the new occasions, seize and 
perform the new duties, or it will be counted an unprofitable servant. 
Of a continued growth in numbers and wealth there need be no fear. 
The fraternity’s position is too firmly established to feel the pratings 
of cynics or the ban of church. Its only danger is from within, and 
its future, as has its past, will depend upon the personal character of 
its members, upon the fidelity with \#hich it cares for those united 
by its invisible bands, upon the purity and force of its ideals. But 
keep the fraternity true to its principles, keep before its members 
high ideals, and it will grow and encompass the earth. Ro long as men 
standing without its portals amid the selfishness and greed of the world 
can look to our Lodges and see them filled with men of honesty, integ- 
rity and sobriety, can note that they dwell together in harmony and 
peace, that the strong support the weak, that the rich are helpful to 
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the poor, and that the influences which emanate therefrom are good 
and for good, just so long will they seek admission to the fraternity 
with all the anxiety and ardor with which a sailor storm-tossed upon 
the ocean seeks admission to the quiet, restful harbor.

Mr. President, Past Grand Representatives, Members of the S . G. L., Sisters 

and Brothers, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

To say that I was surprised when I received the invitation from 
the President of the Past Grand Representatives’ Association to address 
you upon this occasion, is putting it mildly. I felt then, and still 
feel, my utter inadequacy for the task assigned me; but coming from 
the State, and from the county, and from the town, which bear the 
name of that sturdy old hero, whose fame and reputation is the com- 
mon property of the whole country, Israel Putnam, whose motto was: 
“I dare to lead where any dare to follow,” I felt that I could not well 
refuse. Perhaps I should change the phrases a little and say that I 
dare to follow where any dare to lead. But after such an eloquent 
address as you have already listened to, although I feel more keenly 
my inability, I feel that while not as much will be required of me, I 
yet am moved by the enthusiasm which this occasion engenders to con- 
tribute my mite “for the good of the Order/’ 1 wish in doing this I 
could add the spice of the “Nutmeg” for which Connecticut has been 
held famous, and sometimes maligned, to season the intellectual pabu- 
lum wfliicli you have and are to receive this evening. I fear, however, 
that my eloquence, like the supposititious production of my own State, 
is “wooden.” 


Speaking of this, I desire to say that if they ever did manufacture 
wooden nutmegs, they were exclusively for outside consumption and 
for the export trade. No one ever accused us of buying or using them, 
and besides, this occurred, if at all, before the establishment of Odd 
Fellowship within our borders. 


This is one of the red-letter days of Odd Fellowship; one of those 
gala occasions when the hearts of our members are gladdened by the 
presence of their brethren from the different jurisdictions. 


No one can witness such a splendid demonstration as we have seen 
today, even though he had little interest in the Order, and was not 
even a member, without feeling imbued with the spirit of the occa- 
sion. It repays us. brethren, for much hard work that we have given 
the Order. The Odd Fellows of this State and city, with their com- 
mittees, are deserving of great credit for the magnificent manner in 
which we have been and are being entertained. We shall all, I am sure, 
carry back with us most pleasant and lasting impressions of our visit. 
— 4 
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here. I am glad to be present in the beautiful city of this great and 
prosperous State, the home of the immortal Lincoln and of Grant, a 
Douglas and a Logan, names dear to every patriotic, liberty-loving 
heart; and I bring from the first State to adopt a written constitution 
and the fourth in its admission to the union of States, to the twenty- 
first, the. Prairie State, but which has so far outstripped her older 
sisters as to be the third in population, and to representatives from 
all nations, most warm, cordial and loyal greetings. 

When I note the tremendous growth, the wonderful strides, the 
vast and magnificent resources of this section, I am, as an American, 
somewhat resigned to its relinquishment, for, in the original charter 
granted to the colony of Connecticut, the western boundary was made 
the Pacific ocean, and I am satisfied that there could have been no 
improvement over present conditions or increased prosperity had this 
•section continued under the ownership and tutelage of even so good a 
.State as Connecticut. We are glad we gave you a chance, and that 
you have in so pre-eminent a manner, with the other sections, dem- 
onstrated your ability to “g o it alone.” 

I am proud of my connection with this great Order, which I be- 
lieve is held to be the greatest among fraternal orders, as it certainly 
is the most progressive. I think this can be truthfully said without 
injustice to the other orders. We do not, of course, lay claim to the 
antiquity of the grand old Masonic Order; but in all the essentials of 
brotherhood and fraternity, we are certainly their equals. 

Since the ladies were enlisted in this work, the Order has gained 
vastly iu influence and importance. All thanks to the Rebekah branch 
of the Order. May they live long and prosper. But there are higher 
things than membership in a Lodge, broader and farther reaching than 
even the obligations we assume; or, perhaps, to state the case more 
accurately, broader than we usually interpret them. 

What wonderful strides have been made among the fraternal or- 
ganizations since the advent of this century, and hw marvelous seems 
the progress of our American branch of Odd Fellowship in the seventy- 
eight years of its history! Along with the marvels and progress which 
the material world has made, Odd Fellowship has traveled with an 
equal pace, and those who can recall the Order as it was in its early 
years, and contrast this with its present development, must be amazed 
at the rapidity of its growth. 

Brothers, we have entered into a covenant, and we must, yea, it 
should be our highest privilege to maintain and carry out its heaven- 
directing principles. Shall we permit inactivity and selfishness to de- 
stroy the spirit, intent and purpose of that solemn compact? The 
responsibility is great. The world is watching us, but we are no 
longer, as of old, denounced as anti-Christian, or disorganizes of society, 
or selfish in our acts. 
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Let our actions comport with the rule laid down in the unerring 
standard of divine truth, “to do unto others as we would they should 
do unto us.’' Let us endeavor to promote harmony in our respective 
lodges; to avoid vexatious disputes, which are so often provocative of 
serious trouble; for the permanent success and prosperity of the lodge 
depends absolutely upon the maintenance of harmonious relations be- 
tween its members, and the lack of this has often led to gradual dis- 
integration. 

With these aims constantly in view, whether we walk in sunlight 
or shadow, whether our environment shall be sombre or glad, we shall 
have the serene consciousness of duty well performed, and through the 
dark night of our earthly pilgrimage shall break at last the splendor 
of the eternal dawn. 

In all the history of the world, dark and discreditable as have been 
its main episodes, there has always been an under current of loyalty 
to goodness and truth. 

And so there come drifting down to us, out of the mists and 
shadows of the past, those high thoughts which gave inspiration and 
infused courage in the loyal, truth-loving hearts of those who honestly 
tried to ameliorate the condition and elevate the character of their 
fellow* men. 

The same high resolves and lofty courage should animate us. For 
the whole world is ever kin, and in all ages and conditions the same 
thoughts and sentiments have been uppermost in the minds of men 
who have been moved by high and lofty purposes. So will the fruition 
of our hopes be realized, and our Order, grand as has been its develop- 
ment in the past, glowing with promise as its future now seems, will 
live along the years to come, more useful and more radiant with the 
reflected splendor of its glorious principles, to that far end of time 
when, at the last, footsteps of the good, the real and true shall echo 
upon the golden pavements of the starry heavens above.

Brother President , Odd Fellows , Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I am grateful for the courtesy by which I am permitted to address 
you, and request your indulgence while I speak of Odd Fellowship, as 
its teachings have impressed me during an active membership cover- 
ing about one-third of its existence. 

The Independent Order of Odd Fellows is a product of this Re- 
public, the first lodge of which was instituted in 1819, by a then ob- 
scure man, amidst difficult surroundings, with only five witnesses to its 
birth. It came as the offering of necessity, produced by the lack of 
fraternal duty and love; and when it was proclaimed by its humble 
author from the lowly place of its birth, skepticism and doubt assailed 
it, rejected it with derision, as were the conditions it was created to 
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relieve treated by the influences ever at war with right and justice. 
It was different with those who were pinched by misfortune and driven 
in the maelstrom of misery that swept like a simoon over their hopes 
and destiny. They looked upon it as a Bethlehem of the western 
world, as an Evangel with open palms tearing from the faces of the 
distressed the curtain of misery darkening their lives, to redeem 
afflicted homes from penury and ignorance. 

It was indeed a temple of humanity, dedicated to fraternity, a 
fraternity in the family of man, to foster and hasten the period when 
universal love would cement in one bond a belief in the fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of men. And who was the builder of this 
temple? No pomp or heraldry emblazoned his hitherto obscure name. 
No hereditary honors glittered around his brow. A stranger in a 
strange land, whose footprints in American soil were made as the roar 
of England’s cannon was still resounding in the capital of the young 
republic, and the dying echoes were still reverberating around the place 
selected as the home of fraternal love, where was cradled a fellowship 
born of a heart imbued with justice and true benevolence, he was 
unlearned in books, but wise in nature’s lessons; unacquainted with 
literature, yet tons of it are printed and diffused to teach the world 
what was said and done by him. His brain was not cultured by 
draughts from t lie Pierian Springs, for such fountains were closed to 
him. With his heart touched by affliction, he had drunk deep of the 
waters of life, and he stood forth redeemed and disenthralled from the 
bigoted prejudice of caste and the curse of selfishness. 

tl He could not know of another's woe 
And not feel in sorrow too; 

He could not know of another’s grief 
And not seek for kind relief.” 

In such a spirit and such heart, he, Thomas Wildey, fresh from 
the forge, organized a fraternal revolution that has now its followers 
in every clime, bound in a loving brotherhood as strong as hooks of 
steel can fasten the adamantine hills. 

With your permission, Brother President, and as a partial digres- 
sion from my subject, I want to say to our Brother Representatives 
from the magnificent Jurisdiction of Illinois, that it was a happy 
thought on their part, supported by untiring zeal in the interest of 
the Odd Fellows and citizens generally of this section of our common 
country, in inducing the Sovereign Representatives of the Order 
founded by the lamented and beloved Thomas Wildey to meet in this, 
the State of Lincoln and Grant. Such a presence in this Flower City 
reminds us of those three historic men, whose lives, starting from 
parallel conditions, moved from obscurity into such eminence that they 
will remain in the good opinion of mankind. 

The speaker paid eloquent tribute to Lincoln and Grant* 
and Wildey, the founder of Odd Fellewship. 
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What of Odd Fellowship? The morning dew corning to the 
withered grass gives it fresh beauty and strength to bear the heat 
and waste of the day. Odd Fellowship, coining to the heart of man, 
touches his withered nature, strikes from it the sordid greed of self, 
and gives him a new manhood to check the evils of the flesh. The 
tiny drop resting upon the bosom of the flower, caught up by the rays 
of the morning sun, sparkles with celestial beauty. Odd Fellowship, 
resting upon the heart, stirring the fibers of love, awakens a fraternal 
melody that goes over the world of woe like an anthem of peace and 
good will, sparkling with Faith and Hope. The stars in their courses 
shine with meteoric splendor, illuminating the broad pathway of the 
skies, and as tapers in the gateway of heaven, behold, enthroned, 
Jehovah Omnipotent and Omniscient. Odd Fellowship amidst hu- 
manity makes resplendent human love, brightens the pathway of earth’s 
weary pilgrim as a “-pillar of cloud by day and of fire by night” in the 
gateway of eternity, beholding for him a place of immortal refuge. 
All nature, bathed in the crystal dew, beautifies this glorious foot- 
stool of God as if embraced by his smiles; humanity blessed by our 
fellowship, soothed by the wand of friendship’s charity, inspires belief 
in the fatherhood of God. 

Odd Fellowship is the corner-stone of fraternal benevolence. It is 
the enduring exemplification of man’s duty to man, and an emanation 
of the heart directing the impulses to do unto others as we would 
have others do by us. 

With the beauties of creation there came man created from the 
wisdom of God, and then, as the teardrop of his pity, and from the 
conscience of his love, woman came. Man and woman, birthrights of 
genius and of love, are acknowledged to be the matchless production 
of God’s creative power. What a w-onderful being is man! As Lord 
Bacon puts it, “He is the thing around which the whole world cen- 
ters.” Of all creation, he alone held speech with the Maker. Spoken 
to from Sinai's summit, he was taught the fatherhood of God; re- 
sponding from Calvary’s cross, he taught the brotherhood of man. In 
the law from the Father is found the guidance of his faith, and in 
the act of the Son is found his contrition and redemption. In the 
Master and man is a divine unity— a God-like blending of spirit and 
matter before which all else doth bow. 

What purity of creation of woman ! and not, as Shakespeare puts 
it: “The cunningest pattern of excelling nature.” She is of such 
loveliness of character that the angels sound rhythms in her praise, 
and of such beauty and fidelity in person that man is at once her de- 
fender and her slave. She was the first to proclaim Jehovah’s triumph 
over the enemies of her people, and her faith then became The virtue 
of the ages. She was the last at the cross and first at the sepulchre, 
where she consecrated and baptized Christianity with her tears, be- 
came its god-mother, and bequeathed to it her constancy and love, her

faith and hope; and it may be but for woman’s constancy and love, 
her countenance and support, Christianity would have faded with the 
rolling-away of the stone. She is the citadel of honor, virtue and faith, 
the refuge of man’s hope and of his redemption, and she lives purified 
and redeemed from the transgressions of the world. Of all earth’s 
monarchs she alone has ruled as sovereign for sixty years, and still 
reigns with the same fidelity to duty, and loyalty to honor in wife, mother 
and queen, as when her brow was first pressed with the jeweled crown. 

Then followed a tribute to Odd Fellows’ Homes. 

Who so capable of assuming grief or alleviating unhappy surround- 
ings, and the elevation of manhood as woman? 

While much has been done by the Sovereign Legislature of our 
Order in recognition of her status in it, yet more can be and I think 
should be done. Under our law any white woman of good moral char- 
acter, 18 years of age, is eligible to membership; yet it denies the 
same right to the mother, who by her own integrity and individuality 
of character has made eligible the daughter, if she be not the wife or 
widow of an Odd Fellow. Why this distinction was ever contended 
for passes my humble comprehension. We require the help of every 
true woman in our cause, no matter if it is her unfortunate destiny 
to be the wife of a man who is incapable of appreciating the beauties 
of Odd Fellowship or of laying aside the greed of self. We want the 
wife and mother with us, feeling confident that when she is imbued 
with the purposes of Odd Fellowship, and animated by its pure prin- 
ciples, she will be able to educate the crusty and selfish husband to 
become a co-worker in bearing the burdens of one another. ‘‘Bear ye 
one another s burdens.” A mother’s presence should follow the daugh- 
ter into the Lodge-room, and tliereny intensify devotion to the Lodge 
and the home. 

I am proud to state in this presence that the representatives from 
Texas presented a resolution at the last session of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge declaring that all white women, 18 years of age and of good 
moral character, who believe, as Odd Fellowship teaches, in a Supreme 
Being, should be eligible to membership in our beloved Order. When 
we recognize the fact that woman is the only unselfish being in all 
creation; that her fortitude and fidelity make her stand while others 
fall; that in the lexicon of duty she knows no such word as fail, and 
that without her man is as chaff tossed by the hurricane of despair; 
then, and not till then, will the Order in all its completeness be the 
fraternal Gibraltar amidst the world’s desolation, standing immutable 
as a refuge against the angry billows of poverty and distress, bidding 
and beckoning the sufferer to rest in safety within the outstreched 
arms of the brotherhood. 
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Address of Honorable Charles M. Busbee, of North Caro- 
lina, Past Grand Sire, at the Lincoln Monument. 

Chevaliers and Brethren , Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I esteem it a privilege to stand with uncovered head within the 
shadows of the tomb of Abraham Lincoln. I say that as a southern 
man, truthfully and without affectation. For the name of that illus- 
trious man, whose body rests beneath the soil of the State he loved 
so well, is held in honor and high reverence among the people of the 
South. They claim the memory of his life and virtues as the common 
heritage of every American citizen. And to the Union which be pre- 
served they yield a patriotic devotion and a firm and changeless love 
second to none other. 

No greater calamity could have befallen the South at the time 
than the death of Lincoln. At that especial juncture he was by incli- 
nation and the chance of circumstances its best and most capable 
friend. During those dreadful years, when the red glare of war 
illumined the land, and the passions of men were at white heat, no 
word of bitterness or defamation toward the people of the South ever 
escaped his lips. He gave us credit for being conscientious. He never 
bore us malice. For that we revere his name. He had but one pur- 
pose; his constant and sublime desire was that the Union might be 
preserved— a union of co-equal States, as it had always been, and is 
now r and must ever be, if the Republic is to stand the test of time 
and trial, which God grant. No higher duty ever fell to the lot of 
mortal man, nor one more faithfully discharged. To him we largely 
owe the glory and unbroken strength of the nation today. 

If Lincoln had lived, there would have been no such dismal pro- 
cess of reconstruction, in many respects more disastrous than the war 
itself, which the South w r as called upon to endure. He stood and 
struggled only that the country might not be dismembered, and that 
being prevented, his great heart would have turned towards us full of 
love and pity. There would have been no corrupt and predatory State 
governments in the South, if he had lived, no engendering of racial 
antagonisms, no reign of the bayonet after the last shot had been 
fired; but there would have been a complete and speedy reconcilia- 
tion and re-union upon the basis of mutual toleration and the burial 
of passion and resentment. The love that had lived and blossomed 
for centuries between North and South would have been immediately 
awakened into new life, after its four years' sleep. The government, 
under his guiding hand, would have followed the same lines that this 
great Order followed at the session of its Sovereign Legislature in 
September, 1865, when, with united heart and voice, it declared that 
war had not severed our fraternal relations, and that the seats of the 
Southern Representatives awaited their occupancy: that the war, 
thank God, had ended, and that the Order, like the peaceful re-uniting 
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of angry and separated waters, should bear upon its bosom no token of 
the strife that was past. In that broad and tolerant spirit of frater- 
nity, without the surrender of a conviction or a principle on the part 
of the North, would the Union have been at once restored without 
the slow and chafing process of the reconstruction that was had, if 
Lincoln had lived. 

And so I say that we of the South are ever glad to do honor to 
his memory. The world is better because he lived. His soul was full 
of love of human kind; his highest hope that by his efforts peace 
with a land again united should come to the Nation so sorely tried. 
It came, but in the very hour of its coming God called him from his 
work. He was not permitted to see his country at rest, but his spirit 
remains among us, inciting us to renewed endeavor in all patriotic 
ways to make of this beloved land of ours the greatest Republic that 
the world has ever seen— the hope and safeguard of all liberty-loving 
people. 

Address of Hon. Alfred S. Pinkerton, of Massachusetts, 
Deputy Grand Sire, at Lincoln Monument, 
Springfield. 

Mr. President , Brothers , Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I have listened with pleasure to the eloquent words already spoken. 
It is fitting that those who once wore the gray should thus speak of 
him who in days less bright typified the integrity of the Nation. In 
happy phrases they referred to the statesman and the man. The hom- 
age due to faithfulness and courage has been gracefully and sincerely 
rendered. Here we could well pause; j r et I deem it a privilege, repre- 
senting, as in part I do, an entirely different portion of our common 
country than that from which my Brothers come, to add a single leaf 
to the memorial garland woven by their more skillful hands, and to 
indorse the sentiments they have uttered, even if I cannot imitate 
the graceful diction of their speech. 

It is no unmeaning pilgrimage that brings us here; no idle cere- 
mony that of this hour. Beneath this bright summer’s sky, under 
these spreading branches, in this quiet acre of the dead, the Repre- 
sentatives of an Order founded in human love and dedicated to human 
purposes have assembled to honor the memory not only of one of the 
greatest figures in the world’s history, but of one whose life and work 
testified to his faith in brotherhood; in the strength, vitality and 
power of a noble and upright manhood; in the inherent truth and 
righteousness of the sober second sense of the American people; in the 
nobility of character. 

From all portions of this land we come. Not only as Odd Fellows, 
but as citizens of the Republic. Sharers of the blessings of free gov- 
ernment, we reverently speak of one who led the hosts of light, and 
more than any other single man kept this legacy for you and me. 
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Gone are the shadows of the past; buried the years of recrimination 
and of storm. We meet here as members and lovers of an indivisible 
Union; as co defenders of the flag that Lincoln lifted, and of the Re- 
public of America, which is enshrined in every heart and sacred to 
every believer in the rights of man. Lincoln lived and died in stormy 
times. It is fitting that those who shared the turmoil of those days, 
who were participants in the events that directed the destinies of this 
land, should have precedence here. A brave man understands a brave 
man’s nature. The American soldier learned of what material his 
countrymen were made, and in the generous rivalry of peace and the 
mutual recognition of each other’s valor we would not interfere; but 
to those of us to whom the days of warfare and of passion are but 
of history; who know war only by its fruits: who enjoy the blessings 
of peace and know its cost only in the recollection of a mother’s tears 
or a sister’s pallid face; to whom it was necessary to tell the story of 
the sheathed sword now hanging on the walls of home; to whom the 
heroic figures of ’61 and '65 are but characters on time’s dial, it is a 
privilege beyond compare to testify by voice, by presence and by act, 
how much we owe to Lincoln’s example, manliness, and power. We re- 
call his wonderful career. We have read with absorbing interest the 
great debate with him whom, alone of all other sons, Illinois has hon- 
ored as she has honored Lincoln. We have traced his upward career. 
The pages of history have told us his story. By the family fireside 
we learned of his devotion to principle; of his steadfast adhesion to 
what he believed to be right; of his hate of cant and pretense; of his 
loyalty to honesty and truth; of his hours of anguish and sorrow; of 
his unswerving faith in the future of his country. Outlined against 
the veil of the past, his is the gigantic figure of the age. He seems 
the apostle of a new world; the leader of a people that is about 
to enter into its promised land. Illinois has been singularly fortunate 
in her contribution to later history. Douglas, Grant, Logan, and a host 
of others in field and cabinet, have honored this State and the Nation 
they served. But as I stood beneath the roof of an humble dwelling- 
house in this city, and realized that from its portals Lincoln went 
forth to assume the highest political title earth can give, I doubted 
if any better illustration of the possibilities of American citizenship; 
of the capabilities for self-government of our people; of their instinc- 
tive selection of the best men to work their will, could be offered than 
the career of that son of the prairies whose memory we honor to-day. 

In any other land than this it would be hardly possible, this tran- 
sition from the rail-splitter to the President. Wonderful the personal 
career of Lincoln; beyond all measure his service to this land and to 
humanity! Friend and opponent alike now recognize and acknowledge 
the wisdom of his counsels; the disinterestedness of his purposes; the 
overshadowing devotion to liberty and country that directed his every 
act. He was a student of men as well as of political economy. He 
was a politician in the best sense of the term. He was a statesman 
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worthy of the name. All that impartial history accords him we 
acknowledge; all a grateful people say in praise we concede; but I 
take it we do not to-day honor Lincoln the statesman in such a 
measure as we do Lincoln the man. So frank was he; so honest in his 
intercourse with all; so broad in his human statesmanship; so firm his 
faith in the ultimate wisdom of this people, that it has been well 
said here that the South lost its best friend when Lincoln died. His 
was not a war of conquest., but of unification; his methods of recon- 
struction were based upon the love of men and just recognition of the 
political and social rights of every citizen in every portion of this 
land. Time, that dims and defaces the memory of most men, adds 
luster to that of the few. Conquerers appear, are glorified, and for- 
gotten; history keeps their names, but they dwell not on human lips. 
The people's heart enshrines only those whose heroism and chivalry is 
born of high ideals. The name transmitted from generation unto 
generation is of one who conquered not the arms, but the hearts of 
men; who sought in aspiration and in statesmanship not personal 
aggrandizement, but the elevation of human character, the broaden- 
ing of human opportunity, the uplifting of a world. Such a man was 
Lincoln; and as we gather around this sacred spot, as we recall the 
virtues of our dead, we repeat the words: 

“Such graves as liis are pilgrim shrines, 

Shrines to no code or creed confined, 

The Delphian Yales, the Palestines, 

The Meccas of the mind.” 

Think of Lincoln as about to assume the Presidency; recall his 
career. The champion of a once unpopular cause beholding the great 
initial triumph of those principles of which he was, perhaps, the fore- 
most advocate; the victor in an intellectual warfare with a recognized 
giant of debate, with whom to break a lance was an honor to be 
coveted; in the convention of his party, grasping.the laurel wreath 
from the hands of a statesman older and approved; the acknowledged 
leader of a great political organization then for the first time assuming 
power; the herald of new methods of administration and of new poli- 
cies in government; a partisan by nature and by necessity; chosen to 
the highest office in the gift of man: called from his Springfield liom^ 
to be the leader not only of a party, but of a nation; to occupy the 
chair of Washington, of Adams, of Madison, and of Jefferson; it would 
be only human if something of the spirit of personal exultation should 
have found expression in public utterance. That such words were un- 
spoken does not indicate that he was insensible to personal success. 
He was of earthly mould; but that he believed in freedom, in the 
political principles for which he contended, and that their advance- 
ment was dearer to him than personal success, may be justly claimed 
and will be fully conceded by every student of history. Face to face 
with problems that might well have appalled statesmen of wider ex- 
perience; set in the midst of sectional strife and a war of human pas- 
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sioos; standing in the shadow of the capital of what many then be- 
lieved to be a dissolving Nation; it was not the voice of a mere polit- 
ical partisan or of a sectional captain that spoke in his first inaugural. 
Surely a great prophetic soul found expression in the words “The 
mystic cord of memory, stretching from every battle-field and patriot 
grave to every living heart and hearth-stone all over this broad land, 
will yet swell the chorus of the Union, when again touched, as surely 
they will be, by the better angels of our nature.” Has not history 
justified the prophecy? Has not the mystic cord of memory re-united 
a people strengthened by sacrifice and suffering? From the grave of 
every American soldier comes the music of the Union. The blue and the 
gray have clasped hands in a perpetual brotherhood. The “better 
angels of our nature” have regained dominion, and an imperishable 
political union, a union of the people of the republic, is the visible and 
tangible result. Again we rally around the flag, and woe to him who 
first assails it. From yonder shaft of granite looks down the rugged 
kindly face of Lincoln, and here we renew our allegiance to the land 
he served, to the citizenship he exemplified. 

I come from the home of Phillips the radical to that of Douglas 
the conservative, from the birthplace of Joe Hooker to the State that 
gave the world the modest, conquering, generous soldier of Appomat- 
tox, from the tomb of the polished and aristocratic Sumner to the 
resting-place of the apostle of the “plain” people. I am bid by the 
soldiers of John A. Andrew to place beside these blossoms of magnolia 
x this sprig of northern pine; to unite with these eloquent Brothers of 
the Southland in homage to the memory of one who was the true 
American. Living, he was a people's leader; dead, his memory is a 
world’s inspiration. Thirty-four years ago to-day he wrote the words 
that made men free. His living eyes beheld the dawn of peace; per- 
haps, from a celestial world he gazes upon a land and people in which 
and by whom his name is blessed. His works do follow him. Lift 
high the Banner of the Stars, and bear ye witness that, from ocean 
to ocean, all who dwell beneath its folds are loyal citizens of the 
Union; that, come what may, a government of and by and for the 
people shall not perish from the earth.

Sentiments Expressed by the Fraternal Press and Friends 
in Relation to the Entertainment Extended to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge and Visitors. 

They came and they met, they were royally entertained, and now 
they have gone, but with them went a memory that in after years 
will be recalled as a fond recollection of Springfield, the place where 
the remains of the martyred President, Abraham Lincoln, are now 
lying in the cold ground, and where for one short week they were the 
guests of honor in the capital city of Illinois. 
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The details were complete for the reception of the Representa- 
tives to the Sovereign Grand Lodge, which held its seventy-third 
annual session in Springfield, commencing Monday, September 20, and 
lasting until the following Saturday evening. Probably more elaborate 
preparations for an event have never been made before by the people 
of Springfield, and when Monday morning came, the city was hand- 
somely decorated and bedecked with colors of all kinds, and especially 
those emblematic of the Order of Odd Fellowship and the Rebekah 
Degree. The interest of the citizens of Springfield was not allowed to 
flag, and they did nobly by our Brothers and the Representatives of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and also the other members of the Order 
which has for its motto ‘'Friendship, Love and Truth,” who spent 
the week at the session. 

There was not a single business house around the business portion 
of the city that was not handsomely decorated, and to add to the 
beauty of the scene, two large and magnificent arches were erected by 
the city on eacn of the four corners of the square. These were put 
up at a large expense and were decorated with flags and bunting by a 
decorator from Chicago. At night the arches were brilliantly illumi- 
nated with electric lights, the three links, the words. ‘‘Friendship, 
Love and Truth,” and the word “Welcome” being displayed in elec- 
tric lights of many colors in the center of the arches.

The afternoons during the week were devoted to pleasure, sight-see- 
ing, and entertainments, all of which were provided, regardless of cost, 
by the local Lodges, and were carried out at' an expense of several 
thousand dollars.

Lodge cannot help but look back to their week's visit in Springfield 
as a pleasant one . — Odd Fellows’ Herald. 

Springfield, the home of the martyred Lincoln, and around which 
many historic memories cluster and brightly shine, has attained an 
enviable reputation for the extent and free-hearted ness of their enter- 
tainment, and the members of the Sovereign Lodge were hot disap- 
pointed in the least at their welcome or the attention paid them while 
in the city. * * * Tim beautiful work of the Rebekah Lodge 

was exemplified in the evening in Fero’s Hall by the Past Noble Grand

Every movement reflected credit upon the 
members and showed that their Captain, E. E. Sibbet, had labored 
with untiring diligence. Many were the congratulations showered 
upon their heads at the conclusion. * * * Thus closed one 

of the most enjoyable social conjunctions to the annual communication 
of the Sovereign Grand Lodge that has ever been accorded the mem- 
bers of the body, and one and all are profuse in their praise of the 
brethren and sisters of Illinois, who left nothing undone that would 
enhance the pleasures of their guests .— The Iowa Odd Fellow.

Springfield is Herself Again. 

Now that the eminent Odd Fellows who have been guests of the 
city for a week are about to take their departure, a word of reference 
to their visit is timely. It was an occasion arousing all of the old- 
time hospitality and enterprise of the capital city, which for some 
reason had been dormant, to Springfield’s detriment, if not discredit. 

It has been a number of years since a civic demonstration aroused 
the universal interest manifested in the meeting of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows.

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School Work. 

The educational department, both of school and on industrial 
lines, is going forward with most gratifying results. 

During the early part of the year it became apparent that another 
school-room must be added to the two already in use; accordingly a 
primary department was organized and placed under the care of Miss 
Mary E. Shriver, of Kinmundy, a teacher whose experience and 
recommendations have commended her to us, and her work already 
proves that she has rare ability as a teacher of small children, and 
one of the pleasantest features of a visit to the Home is to see the 
little folks at their school work. 

Miss Fannie Barr still continues teacher of the grammar depart- 
ment, while Miss Laura Taylor has charge of the intermediate. 

The same system and methods are used in the grades as taught 
in the public schools of Lincoln and Logan county. 

Eleven of the children graduated and received diplomas from the 
Home school last June; by examination they were allowed to enter 
the Lincoln High School, five of whom have availed themselves of 
this opportunity. The excellent reports received from Superintendent 
Richardson and Principal Miss Kidd, give assurance that their work is 
being well done there. 

We have now enrolled upon our school record the names of 133 
children. 

Moral and Religious Training. 

In accordance with the principles of Odd Fellowship, the Home 
adopts no tenets of any specific religious denomination. All children 
who are old enough, weather permitting, attend divine worship on 
$abbath morning, dividing the large number among the different 
churches of Lincoln. Wherever they go they are cordially received 
and they make themselves very welcome. Our Sunday School is one 
of the most delightful features, held in the double school-rooms every 
Sunday afternoon; superintendent and teachers from among the best 
citizens of Lincoln volunteering to assist us. Our only trouble now is 
the rooms are entirely too small, being more than filled. We shall 
hopefully wait for something better suited to the demands. 

Music. 

The Home band, under the direction of Prof. E. L. French, has 
made steady progress. Several of- the elder boys, who were a part of 
the class last year, have gone from the Home, but the understudy 
which the Professor had wisely prepared for this emergency are com- 
ing on with wonderful ability. 

Miss Mary Rucker has a large class of piano and vocal scholars 
among the girls, which, as in the past, is proving in all respects 
satisfactory. Music in the Home is a potent agency for good. 
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Industrial. 

One of the strongest tenets of the Home is the necessity of 
thorough instruction along the lines of an every-day life of industry, 
such as wise parents teach in their own homes, and such as will be 
called for in the lives of all children so soon as they shall go forth 
into the world to battle for themselves. Practical demonstrations of 
the value of this theory are already coming to us in reports of chil- 
dren who have gone from the Home during the past year. 

Girls are taught to bake and do cooking, as well as all other 
household work, while the boys, though helping on the farm and 
garden and heavier work of the house, can vie with the girls in mak- 
ing a good-looking bed or setting and cleaning the tables. 

We have within the past year introduced into the Home the 
Diamond System of garment-cutting. Several of the girls are becom- 
ing quite proficient in its use, cutting, fitting and making their own 
dresses. 

Who can tell what value these girls may reap from this know- 
ledge when in the near future they shall be called to make a living 
for themselves? 


Health. 

But one case of serious illness has disturbed the usual good health 
of the Home during the past year; and while thus far in our report 
we have spoken only of the bright side of our year’s experience, across 
its brightness there has fallen one dark shadow — the first death the 
Home has ever known. Brought to the Home while the superintend- 
ent, Sister Morrison, was seriously ill at the home of her daughter in 
Chicago, too sick to be refused admittance on a cold January day, the 
little one lingered till March 17th, when death kindly released her 
from suffering. 

The sanitary arrangements of the Home are in a most perfect 
condition, as shown by the report of the Home Physicians, which is 
herewith presented:

There has been no epidemic of sickness during the year. No acci- 
dents requiring surgical attention. One death from Bright’s disease 
of the kidneys contracted before entering the Home. No blame can be 
attached to any one belonging to the Home. The child was put on 
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treatment the day she came to the Home and had the best of care 
and nursing all through her sickness. The children are all healthy 
now. Nearly all of the sickness the past year was in diseased chil- 
dren coming into the Home through the certificates of over-interested 
physicians. Owing to the perfect sanitary condition and the careful 
management of the Home, the children have all been successfully 
treated and the Home is in perfect health.

Several of our children have received gratuitous treatment for dis- 
eases of the eye and ear from the David Prince Sanitarium at Spring- 
field. The most skillful treatment and generous interest shown by Dr. 
E. A. Prince entitles him to special thanks from all who are interested 
in the children of the Home. 

New Buildings, 

During the past year the Board of Directors have carried into ex- 
ecution the authority given them at the last session of the Grand 
Lodge by erecting a commodious cottage for the use of the larger 
girls. Though intended principally for dormitory purposes, it also com- 
bines a large reading-room and a pleasant reception-room. 

On Thursday, September 23d, during the late session of the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge at Springfield, this cottage was formally dedicated 
by our Worthy Grand Sire, Fred Carleton, of Texas. We feel highly 
honored in having this event in the hands of the highest official of 
our Great Order, and in the presence of so large a number of its rep- 
resentative men and women creating an inspiration not soon to be 
forgotten. 

This building accommodates forty girls, and its capacity will soon 
be taxed. 


Additional Help. 

The completion of the girls’ cottage and the addition of the pri- 
mary department of the school have necessitated the employment of 
two more assistants. 

Miss Mary Shriver, who was governess at the boys’ cottage last 
year, has been transferred to the school-room, and Miss Carrie Gibbs, 
of Mattoon, assumes the position of governess in the place made va- 
cant. 

Miss Jennie Parrill, of Farina, has been employed as governess at 
the girls’ cottage. 

There are at the main building at the present time sixty-nine 
children, Miss N. E. Vance still holding the position of governess of 
the girls, and Mrs. L. M. Neal of the boys. Mrs. Neal is also a very 
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competent nurse, looking after the entire family in that line, and 
watching them carefully when her services are required. The ladies 
in charge seem to be thoroughly in love with their work, ever willing 
to help on any line where their services may in an emergency be re- 
quired. 

Library. 

Undoubtedly the most valuable auxiliary to the advancement of 
the children of the Home is the magnificent library, the proportions 
qf which have increased very much during the past year by the sales 
of the Berry Souvenir, every penny of which, as its generous giver 
intended, has been applied to the purchase of books, and which gives 
us the pardonable pride of claiming the largest juvenile library in the 
State. We have upon our shelves more than 1,600 volumes. 

Farm, Garden, and Orchard. 

Having but 40 acres of land, a large plat of which is used as a 
lawn, and also remembering that the garden is a very important fac- 
tor of the Home, it is very evident that the productions from a farm 
proper must be somewhat meagre. 

During the past year we have suffered with others in this part of 
the country from a failure of the potato crop; and whereas we need 
to have about 400 bushels, we have in all about 150 bushels. 

Our garden has furnished an abundance of vegetables for early 
and also winter use; the orchard is doing well, but apples, pears and 
peach trees are too young to bear, while berries, grapes, currants and 
all small fruit are providing for our needs. The following is a list of 
crops raised during the year. 

150 bushels potatoes. 

400 bushels corn. 

300 bushels oats. 

100 bushels sweet corn. 

1000 heads cabbage. 

25 bushels navy beans. 

50 bushels lima beans. 

35 bushels wax beans. 

75 bushels sweet potatoes. 

15 bushels turnips. 

45 bushels beets. 

30 bushels carrots. 

30 bushels lettuce. 

38 bushels' peas. 

20 bushels parsnips, 

45 bushels tomatoes. 

25 heads cauliflower. 

50 water melons. 

700 musk melons. 

Squash and pumpkins in abundance. From the lawn has been cut 
a little more than eight tons of hay. 
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Live Stock. 

Live stock at the Home consists of 3 horses, 9 cows, 1 yearling 
heifer, 22 hogs, and 200 fowls. 

The Needs of the Future. 

The most pressing want of the immediate future at the Home is 
a building for school and chapel purposes. The rooms now used for 
school purposes in the main building are greatly needed for other pur- 
poses and are wholly inadequate for their present use. We recom- 
mend the erection of a suitable building to be used for school and 
chapel purposes solely. 


Acknowledgment. 

It gives great pleasure to make special mention of the hearty 
response coming from the Rebekah Lodges in answer to the appeal 
sent out by Superintendent Sister L. L. Morrison through circular 
letter dated July 1. 

Through this generous and speedy response, coming in less than 
two months, the new cottage for girls has been substantially and 
beautifully furnished, another evidence of loyalty from those who 
have never turned a deaf ear to appeals for the care of the fatherless, 
and whose lives “Fail not, falter not, weary not in well doing.” 

In this connection we would also remember the fraternal papers of 
our jurisdiction— the Odd Fellows Herald of Springfield, and the Illi- 
nois Odd Fellow of Chicago, by both of which papers the great prin- 
ciples of Odd Fellowship are scattered broadcast, and by whose 
untiring efforts for good the Home has been greatly aided. 

Among the many benefactors to whom we are greatly indebted, 
we make special mention of our worthy brother Swan A. Miller, of 
Chicago, President, of the Triple Link Mutual Indemnity Association 
of Illinois. His beautiful, touching exposition of “The Great Fra- 
ternity by the Side of the Cradle,” in a late leaflet, entitled, “The 
Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home of Illinois,” is worthy our most heartfelt 
appreciation and thanks. 

For the information of the membership of our Order and others 
who are interested, we are glad to be able to report that the cost per 
capita of our orphan children for the past year has been $123.17. 

Conclusion. 

Another mile-stone is passed in the journey of the Odd Fellows’ 
Orphans’ Home of Illinois. Ending as does the fifth year of its life, 
in peaceful, quiet prosperity, there is little material for the chronicle 
of any event striking or exciting. Recognizing with deepest gratitude 
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the kind Providence that has been over us, the Board of Management 
and all connected with the Home are free from any unusual anxiety 
or worry. 

The Directors take occasion to congratulate the Jurisdiction of 
Illinois and themselves, that after five years of stewardship, they feel 
warranted in saying that the tenets governing the Home have always 
been for the betterment of the conditions of the children, and the. 
elevation of the principles of our Noble Order. 

As the years go by, we continue to feel confident that the selection 
of Sister L. L. Morrison, at the opening of the Home, as its superin- 
tendent and matron, was a wise one, and that to her ability and care- 
ful training much good has resulted in the moral and intellectual 
growth of the children, as well as the success visible in every depart- 
ment of the work. 

General methods which have served so well in the past have not 
been altered, and yet there has been given that careful attention to 
detail which means minor changes whenever such changes would seem 
likely to insure greater efficiency in any department. 

We close this review believing, with the great majority, that there 
can be no more sacred or abiding work than that done for dependent 
children; and with the faith that our Grand Order in this jurdiction, 
which has so generously builded and cared for our Home in the past, 
will still continue to supply the wants of the orphans of our deceased 
sisters and brothers in all the years to come.

On May 5th, Brother R. W. S. Wheatley, P. G. M., tendered his 
resignation as Trustee of the Old Polks’ Home; and on Sept. 1st 
Brother Henry Phillips, P. G. M., also tendered his resignation as 
Trustee. I accepted these resignations with regret, as both are able 
and honored brothers, and were valuable members^of othe Board. I 
appointed Henry A. Stone, P. G. M., to fill Brother Wheatley’s vacancy, 
and C. M. Lytle, P. G. Mar., in place of Brother Phillips. Both are 
well-known brothers, and in these positions will labor zealously for 
the cause. The Grand Lodge authorized the Trustees to locate the 
Home, which they did by choosing Mattoon [as the site. They delib- 
erated' long and carefully in this matter, and in^their judgment decided 
.thus for -the best interests of the Order. Their report is herewith 
'Submitted, and for the good of the Home and the Order, I think this 
-Grand Lodge should promptly approve it. After thorough investiga- 
tion, the Board regarded the cottage plan as notTfeasible. As this is 
not in accord, however, with the instructions of the fcGrand Lodge, I 
-suggested a postponement of further action until jthiso Grand Body 
vCould approve or disapprove the change. 

Brother Stone has also presented a minority report, ^which is here- 
with submitted. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
OLD FOLKS' HOME. 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of 

Odd Fellows of the State of Illinois , George C. Rankin , Grand Master: 

Dear Brothers: Your Trustees appointed by your Honorable 
Body to locate the Home for aged and indigent Odd Fellows, their 
wives, and Daughters of Rebekah, within this Jurisdiction, would re- 
spectfully report: 

That on the 16th day of December, 1896, your Committee met at 
Decatur, Illinois, and together with the Advisory Board of the Re- 
bekah branch of the Order, organized by electing Bro. Past Grand 
Master Mansfield, Chairman, and Bro. Past Grand Jewell, Secretary, 
and Sister Past President Harris, of the Rebekah Assembly, Treasurer 
of such funds as should be contributed or furnished by the Daugh- 
ters of Rebekah. At this meeting, the Committee as originally con- 
stituted were all present, and it was determined that a circular letter 
should be sent to all the Lodges, asking for propositions from any 
locality desiring the location of the Home as to the amount proffered 
to be donated in money and lands, or either, together with a state- 
ment of facilities for water, drainage, lights, etc., all bids to be closed 
by the 25th of February, 1897. In response to such circular letter, the 
bids or propositions following this report and hereto attached and 
made part hereof were received. 

On the 18th day of March, 1897, yeur Committee met at Danville, 
Illinois, and opened all bids received, and it was then determined that 
your Committee should visit and inspect all localities which had 
offered bids or donations for such location. At this meeting at Dan- 
ville, the question was raised as to the advisability and practicability 
of building the Home strictly and entirely upon the cottage plan, as 
suggested perhaps in the circular letter sent to all the Lodges in this 
Jurisdiction by Grand Master Mansfield in October, 1896, and which 
letter is as follows: 
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“Mansfield, III., October 20, 1896. 

To the Officers and Members of Subordinate Lodges , L O. 0. F. } State of 

Illinois: 

“Brothers: At the last session of the Grand Lodge of the State 
of Illinois, the subject of the feasibility and advisability of establish- 
ing in Illinois a Horae for the aged, infirm and indigent Odd Fellows, 
their wives, and Daughters of Rebekah, was referred to the incoming 
Grand Master, with power to appoint a committee to report ways, 
means, etc. As Grand Master, I appointed as such committee E. S. 
Conway, Grand Representative, of No. 217; Henry Phillips, Past Grand 
Master, of No. 68; R. W. S. Wheatley, Past Grand Master, of No. 232; 
W. R. Jewell, Past Grand, of No. 69; M. P. Berry, Past Grand, of No. 
412. This committee held its first meeting in Chicago, and gave to 
the matter in hand thorough consideration. It was their unanimous 
opinion that the time had arrived for the Order in Illinois to take 
this step, and the committee recommended that the resolution herein 
be submitted to the ledges in Illinois. 

“The lodges of Cook county held a picnic at Momence on the 26th 
of June, and despite the fact of the hard times, they realized as net 
proceeds from the picnic the sum of about one thousand dollars as a 
nucleus of a fund for the building and establishing of a Home for the 
aged and indigent Odd Fellows, their wives, and Daughters of Rebekah 
of Illinois. Your Grand Master had the opportunity of visiting a 
number of the lodges of Cook county, prior to the picnic, meeting the 
representatives and members from all of the lodges of Cook county, 
and there seemed to be a unanimous sentiment demanding the estab- 
lishment of such a Home. The general plan, as discussed by the com- 
mittee, was that we build no costly buildings or stately mansions; 
that there be no ornate architecture, but that the Grand Lodge should 
purchase for this purpose a farm of from 240 to 320 acres in a suitable 
climate upon a line of railroad having quick access and transportation 
to Chicago or other large market, and that this farm should be in a 
locality where fruit-growing and gardening is most successful and 
most prosperous; that upon this farm there should be a colony of cottages 
of three to four rooms each, with a comfortable door-yard, ample 
gardens and room for the raising of poultry and engaging in other 
kindred pursuits; that upon this farm should be planted orchards, and 
the raising of small fruit should be carried on upon a sufficient scale; 
within five years’ time this Home would be self-sustaining. It is the 
experience of all fruit-growers that older persons take in it the deepest 
interest and are the most successful. Here our older members could 
in this way find that sort of employment, making themselves self- 
sustaining. Such a farm can now be purchased and sufficient cottages 
erected thereon to meet present demands for twenty cents per mem- 
ber in the State, and ten cents per member in the State will be suffi- 
cient to maintain the Home until it is placed upon a self-sustaining 
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basis. Odd Fellowship in Illinois has taken care of the be- 
ginning of life. Our Orphans’ Home is one of the noblest monuments 
ever built by the hand of man. The Subordinate Lodges of Illinois 
are daily and weekly taking care of brothers and sisters of the Order 
during the middle part of life, but so far we have taken no concerted 
action in taking care of those in the declining years of life. As Grand 
Master a number of appeals have come to me for assistance for those 
who are no longer able to earn their own living by reason of old age 
and its too-frequent conditions. When we have established a Home 
for the “Old Folks,” then Illinois Odd Fellowship can say to the 
world, “We are fully carrying out all of the commands of the Order: 
we visit the sick; we relieve the distressed; we bury the dead; we 
educate and care for the orphan, and we care for the widow and aged 
brother and sister.” Then we can meet the world and say that Odd 
Fellowship is worthy, in every sense of the word, of the most enlight- 
ened and best citizenship known to man. My Brothers, if you could 
but know of all of the cases where you could bring sunshine and hap- 
piness by opening the doors of our “Old Folks’ Home,” you would not 
for a moment hesitate. I appeal to you in the name and in behalf of 
those who are now old and of those who are young and will become 
old, to provide comfort for that period of life which most men dread- 
old age. Let us build this Home, and every one of us will feel that 
we have provided a resting-place for old age where the tax-collector 
and the sheriff will not disturb us. Odd Fellowship will keep the 
tires burning bright upon the hearth, and when the summer sun is hot, the 
trees which you have planted and the wells which you have dug will 
furnish shade and refreshment to those who, otherwise, would be in 
distress. 

“I therefore appeal to you to instruct your Representative, and to 
ask all of your Past Grands who attend the Grand Lodge, at its ses- 
sion of 1896, to vote for the resolution or propositions having for their 
object the establishment and maintenance of a Home for the aged 
and indigent Odd Fellows, their wives, and Daughters of Rebekah be- 
longing to and in good standing in any Odd Fellows’ or Rebekah Lodge 
in the State of Illinois, providing the cost of said Home does not ex- 
ceed twenty cents per member, per annum. I therefore ask that 
your Lodge will, on the first meeting after receiving this communica- 
tion, submit to your members for a vote thereon, the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolution. 

“Whereas, The necessity is upon the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows to provide a Home for its aged and infirm Odd Fellows, their 
wives, and the Daughters of Rebekah; therefore, be it 

“ Resolved , That our Representative to the Grand Lodge of the State 
of Illinois at its next session be, and is hereby, instructed, and any 
Past Grand from our Lodge who may attend such session be requested, 
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to support any resolution, motion or proposition which may be intro- 
duced in said Grand Lodge which has for its object the establishment 
and maintenance of a Home for the aged and indigent Odd Fellows, 
their wives, and the Rebekahs belonging to and in good standing in 
any Odd Fellows’ and Rebekah Lodge in the State of Illinois, provided 
the cost of the establishment of said Home does not exceed the sum 
of twenty cents a member, and the maintenance of same does not ex- 
ceed ten cents a member per annum.’ 

“To be more clearly understood, I ask that this resolution be read 
at your first meeting, and that your Lodge vote upon the instruction 
to your Representative, and I trust that the vote in Illinois will be 
unanimous in favor of the establishment of this noblest of enterprises, 
‘The Odd Fellows’ Old Folks’ Home.’ In the building of this Home, 
Odd Fellowship will not open the Home to the husband and exclude 
the wife; on the contrary, it will place them side by side in a com- 
fortable cottage, where they can enjoy the remainder of their days, 
and bless God and man for the gifts of the Creator and the blessings 
and comforts of Odd Fellowship. 

“The Daughters of Rebekah in Illinois led in the splendid work of 
building the Orphans’ Home. The same spirit is again at the front* 
and the Daughters of Rebekah in Illinois are now raising money and 
funds to aid in the establishment of the Old Folks’ Home. The most 
gratifying reports have been received from sister Nellie Harris, Presi- 
dent of the Rebekah Assembly, of the raising of funds and the crea- 
tion of a lively interest in this new enterprise. It has been said that 
‘the sisters stole a march on us and built the Orphans’ Home,’ and 
while we earnestly and anxiously expect and will receive their best 
effort in this new enterprise, yet the Subordinate Lodges of Illinois^ 
will not permit the sisters in this case to steal another march on us. 
They will find in the Subordinate Lodges the most active interest in 
this enterprise. 

“I direct that your Secretary read this letter to your Lodge, and 
spread the same upon the record, and that you notify me immediately 
of the result of the vote taken, simply announcing the number of 
votes in favor of the proposition and the number of votes against the 
proposition on the inclosed blank. 

‘ Wishing you the most complete success, permit me to remain, 
“Yours fraternally, 

“C. F. Mansfield, Grand Master.” 

For the purpose of gaining as much information on this point as 
possible, your committee visited the Indiana State Soldiers’ Home, 
at Lafayette, Indiana, considered as the most perfect and modern 
representative of the system of cottages for the desired purpose as a 
home for males and females. Upon such visit, much valuable informa- 
tion was obtained, and a careful examination of such home, together 
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with full and impartial information by Col. McGrew, the very intelli- 
gent and successful superintendent of such home, as to the difficulty 
in the control and management of the inmates of the cottages in 
order to obtain the best results both as to the general welfare and 
discipline of the inmates of the cottages, caused your committee to 
hesitate and consider before committing themselves to what may be 
termed the cottage plan exclusively. Experience of others seemed to 
have taught this result, that a large central building with facilities 
for the taking care of a hundred or more people, besides furnishing 
the absolutely necessary offices, was of the first importance, around 
which could be grouped cottages of various capacities and accommo- 
dations as the inclinations of this Grand Body and the necessities of 
the future might suggest and require; thus combining both the cot- 
tage and general building plan. 

At this stage of your Committee’s work, Brother Past Grand 
Master Wheatley felt compelled, on account of personal interest, to re- 
sign his place on the Committee, and Brother Past Grand Master 
Stone was duly appointed by the Grand Master to fill the vacancy 
thus created. 

As then constituted, in May, 1897, from the 10th to 21st, inclusive, 
your Committee visited the several locations offered, and made in each 
locality a most careful and disinterested investigation of all the sur- 
roundings of each proffered site. We realized that the people of the 
respective localities each felt theirs should be the favored place, and 
nothing which could be done for the purpose of creating a favorable 
impression for each site respectively was omitted to be done by their 
respective friends. During their visits, and before the Home was 
finally located, your Committee were most cordially welcomed and 
given full credit for honesty and manly integrity. The kindness 
shown us was much appreciated; but your Committee felt the obliga- 
tion placed upon them to do what seemed to them to be for the best 
interests of the Order, and ignoring the ambitions, and perhaps hoped- 
for speculations, of each and every locality. 

We demanded first of all a healthy locality, a full supply of pure 
water, and complete drainage, such drainage as could not be in the 
future complained of against us because of doing harm or injury to 
others in either health or property. Next in importance came the 
facilities for reaching the Home by public lines of travel, and of ready 
access to the controlling and leading markets of the country, and, in 
addition to these things, your Committee felt that the Home and its 
future should not be liable to the influence of a tardy growth of the 
city or village in which it should be located, but should feel the in- 
fluence, and receive the full benefit, of an increasing population, and 
the beating pulse of energetic, active business, so that its property 
should constantly increase in value and benefit. 
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Without disparagement to Olney, with its beautiful situation, its 
free and noble-hearted citizens; Clay City, with its most tempting 
location and enterprising inhabitants; Alton, with its generosity and 
so many advantages in the way of building materials and close prox- 
imity to the great City of St. Louis; Mt. Vernon, with its beautiful 
grove and active men of business; Vandalia, with a situation unsur- 
passed for loveliness and grandeur; St. Elmo, with the most remark- 
able and controlling spirit which ever led a village to a point chal- 
lenging the admiration of all who know her; Alhambra, ambitious and 
well worthy the attention of all lovers of prosperity; Fairfield, which 
should be proud of her active, pushing business men; Monmouth, justly 
proud of her schools, her manufactories, and grand and generous citi- 
zenship; Shelby ville, with its location that almost tempted to a suc- 
cess the location of the Orphans’ Home because of its enticing hills* 
and beautiful surroundings; Roodhouse and White Hall, the twin 
cities of manufacturing fame, with their beautiful surroundings, made 
a very tempting offer, which was withdrawn before a final vote on site 
was taken,— your Committee felt that Mattoon, with its ten thousand 
inhabitants, its three trunk lines of railroad giving easy access to the 
great cities of St. Louis, Chicago, Terre Haute and Indianapolis and 
the great Northwest, and Nashville, Tennessee, and the New South ? 
the activity, energy and push of its business men, the beautiful loca- 
tion of the grounds offered, the responsibilities assumed by its citizens, 
as evidenced by the bond (a copy of which is herewith presented) 
secured as no other bond in Illinois was ever before secured, with an 
inexhaustible supply of pure and healthful water furnished without 
cost to our Home, with a public sentiment almost, if not entirely, in 
our favor, located in a section of country noted for fruit-growing and 
gardening of all kinds, and conducive to health, had a claim upon the 
judgment of a majority of your Committee which could not be ignored, 
and, upon the final vote, Mattoon, by a majority, was chosen as a 
proper place at which the Home should be located. Your Committee 
feels that in so locating the Home at Mattoon it has complied with 
all the conditions and requirements set forth and demanded by the 
resolution and power which gave it existence and authority to act. 
The ballot on location was as follows: 

First ballot, Mattoon, 2, St. Elmo, 2, Olney, 1; second ballot, Mat- 
toon, 2, Alton, 2, Olney, 1; third ballot, Mattoon, 2, Vandalia, 2, 
Olney, 1; fourth ballot, Mattoon, 2, Monmouth, 1, Olney, 2; 5th ballot 
Mattoon, 2, Monmouth, 2, Olney, 1; 6th ballot, Mattoon, 3, Monmouth, 
1, Olney, 1. Monmouth was then chosen as second, and Vandalia 
third choice. 

Your Committee would further report that, having located said 
Home at Mattoon, it accepted as being amply sufficient for all its pur- 
poses one hundred and thirty-six acres of ground, which is deeded to 
your Honorable Body, without any lien or reservation or reversion, in 
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fee simple, at a price of seventy-five dollars per acre, although the 
citizens of Mattoon paid for said land the price of ninety-five dollars 
per acre, thereby leaving- due to the Grand Lodge the, sum of eighteen 
hundred dollars cash, which has been paid to your Honorable Body, 
and is available for building purposes. Mattoon’s cash bonus was 
$ 12 , 000 . 

Your Committee, in accordance with the resolution creating them, 
on the 31st day of July, at Mattoon, decided to proceed at once with 
the erection of a main building about which cottages could be ar- 
ranged as needed, and as the Grand Lodge should further direct. Your 
Committee with the architect decided upon plans for said building 
and for the proper arrangement of cottages about it. At the meeting 
in Decatur on the 4th day of September, the resignation of Judge 
Henry Phillips, on account of health and loss by fire, was announced, 
as well as the appointment of Brother C. M. Lytle, of Decatur, to 
fill the vacancy. Brother Lytle attended said meeting. All of the 
trustees having been notified of this meeting, it, was decided by a 
majority of the trustees to adopt the plans as offered by the architect, 
E. J. Hodgson, of Mattoon, and a building committee was appointed 
and authorized by the Board to proceed to make the necessary arrange- 
ments for laying the foundation and corner-stone of said building. 
Bids for different sized buildings were then ordered to be called for 
by advertising in various newspapers. Such bids were accordingly re- 
ceived, and before the Board of Trustees could be called together to 
award the contract, the following communication was received from 
Grand Master Rankin: 

‘‘Springfield, III., September 22, 1897. 

“Dear Bro. Mansfield: We had a conference yesterday and one 
to-day in regard to the Old Folks’ Home. Among those present were 
Bros. Berry, Needles, Lindly, Miller, Wheatley, Jewell, Raible, Lytle, 
Smollinger, Brainard, Kistler, Davis, Heinl, Goodrich, Howard, Con- 
way and Stone to-day. 

“It was the unanimous judgment that the Home was irrevocably 
located and settled, but that it would be wise to proceed no further 
until the Grand Lodge met. Jewell, Lytle and Raible agreed to this. 
Under all the circumstances, I think it would be best not to perfect 
any contracts until after Grand Lodge. You can, if you choose, ad- 
vertise for bids for the main building and have them ready with your 
recommendation, but do not award any contracts until later. The 
fact that the Grand Lodge authorized the cottage plan, which you 
have changed (and properly, too, in my judgment), will give you an 
excuse to delay further action until the wishes or indorsement of the 
Grand Lodge are obtained. In the interest of peace, harmony, etc., 
all believe this to be the wisest course to pursue. If I could see you 
I could talk more fully. Do not complete the contract for the founda- 
tion for the present. Fraternally, 


“George C. Rankin, G. M.” 
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On receipt of the above letter, all bids were verbally rejected and 
all work of every kind suspended, in compliance with the request of 
the Grand Master, it being deemed advisable to stop all proceedings, 
and work until this Honorable Body could' pass upon the question, 
and the Trustees were not called together to let the contract for the' 
foundation, “harmony being the strength of all institutions, and' 
especially ours.” The above request of the Grand Master and delay 
of this work was upon the protest filed by Past Grand Master Henry Stone. 
There is now subject to the use of your Committee, for the purpose 
of building said Home, about the sum of twelve thousand dollars, and 
your Committee would recommend and respectfully ask that, in addi- 
tion to the said sum of twelve thousand dollars now subject to the 
use of your Committee for erecting and building said Home and im- 
proving said premises, that there be made a further appropriation of 
twenty cents per capita per member from the funds of this Grand 
Lodge, which, together with the former sum of twelve thousand dol- 
lars, is directed to, be used and expended in the building and erecting- 
of a main or central building and improvements for said Home in and. 
upon the lands deeded to this Grand Lodge at or near Mattoon, Illi- 
nois, with all convenient speed, and that the said sum to be appro- 
priated by this Grand Lodge, together with said sum of ten thousand 
dollars heretofore appropriated for said Home, be paid by the Treas- 
urer of this Grand Lodge in the same manner as said ten thousand 
dollars was directed to be paid. 

Your Committee, after receiving the letter of the Grand Master and 
suspending operations, were unable, in the short time, to have complete 
plans of the entire building made, and to obtain bids in time to sub- 
mit the same to this session of the Grand Lodge. From an approxi- 
mate estimate of the cost of the main building, we are of the opinion 
the work can be done for twenty thousand dollars. This building will 
then have about fifty-four sleeping-rooms in addition to the offices, 
reception-rooms, dining-room, kitchen, cellar, and a two-story hospital 
attached to and connected with the main building, but far enough 
removed to give perfect quiet, purest atmosphere, greatest ventilation 
and perfect light, space to be allotted for an elevator if one shall be 
needed. A heating plant large enough to answer the needs of the in- 
stitution for a great many years will be erected and put in operation 
for approximately the sum of twenty-five hundred or three thousand 
dollars. Your attention is especially called to the contract with the 
citizens of Mattoon, which is made a part of this report. All per- 
sons who have been connected with the Board of Trustees, in an advis- 
ory capacity or otherwise, have expressed themselves that the cottage 
plan without a central building is not feasible and practicable. 

Y r our Committee have not yet adopted rules and regulations for 
the government of said Home, deeming that this was not important 
until the work had been carried to a further completion, and more 
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experience had been had in the matter. From investigation and study 
of the question, your Committee find that there will be sources of 
revenue for the maintenance of the Home other than by contributions 
from the Grand Lodge. 

Your Committee submit to you this our report of our acts and 
doings. The financial statement of expenses is hereto attached and 
made a part of this report. Every member of the Board of Trustees 
has been faithful and conscientious in the discharge of his duty, 
and from our investigation and experience in the matter, we feel con- 
fident that Illinois will be proud of the day when the Old Folks’ 
Home shall open its doors to receive those who are entitled to our 
care and protection. 

We therefore recommend that the action of your Committee in so 
locating said Old Folks’ Home upon the land mentioned in said con- 
tract and in the deed conveying said land to this Grand Lodge, and 
in the making and executing and accepting of the bond or contract 
by themselves and the officers of this Grand Lodge, and that the acts 
and doings of this Board of Trustees, be, and are hereby, in all things 
approved. 

We further recommend that the cottage plan exclusively be not 
adhered to, but that a principal building as herein indicated shall be 
erected, and construction of cottages be left for the future determina- 
tion of this Grand Lodge as from time to time necessity may require.

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MATTOON PROPOSITION 

Is contained and embodied in the following bond executed by 
her citizens: 

Know all Men by These Presents: That we, the undersigned citizens 
of the City of Mattoon, in the County of Coles and State of Illinois, 
are jointly and severally held and firmly bound unto the “Grand 
Lodge of the State of Illinois of the Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows,” in the penal sum" of twenty- five thousand dollars ($25,000.00), 
for the payment of which, well and truly to be made, we hereby 
jointly and severally bind ourselves, our heirs, executors and adminis- 
trators. 

The Condition of the above Obligation is such, That, whereas, the 
above-named “Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows,” at its annual session held in Springfield, Illi- 
nois, in the month of November, 1896, decided to establish a Home 
for the aged and indigent Odd Fellows, their wives, and Daughters of 
Rebekah in the State of Illinois, and, at the same time, appointed a 
Board of Trustees, consisting of five members, and empowered and 
directed its said Board of Trustees to determine upon a proper loca- 
tion within said State for the establishment of its said Home; and) 
whereas, the citizens of said City of Mattoon are desirous of having 
the said Home located in the said City of Mattoon or its immediate 
vicinity, and, as an inducement to the said Board of Trustees to so 
locate the same, and erect or cause to be erected upon the land se- 
lected by said Board of Trustees as a site for the location of said 
Home, or upon some part or portion thereof, a building or buildings 
of the value, when completed, of not less than twenty thousand dol' 
lars without furniture, and such building or buildings to be so erected 
within the time and space of not less than one year from and after 
January 1st, 1898; that they, the citizens of said City of Mattoon) 
promise and agree to and with the said Board of Trustees and with 
said Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows, that if they, the said Board of Trustees, would so locate 
the said Home in said City of Mattoon or in its immediate vicinity, 
that said City of Mattoon and they, the citizens of said city, among 
other things, would give, grant and extend to the said Grand Lodge 
and to the said Board of Trustees, and to their successors in office, or 
cause to be so given, granted or extended, the following items, rights, 
privileges and benefits, to-wit: 

First,— The undersigned citizens of Mattoon hereby agree that 
John M. Hopkins, within ten days from this date, shall, by good and 
sufficient warranty deed, convey the following-described land: 

The south west quarter (I) of the south east quarter (I) of section 
eighteen (18), and the north west quarter (I) of the north east quarter 
(i), and the north east quarter (i) of the north west quarter (i), and 
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six (6) acres of even width off of the north side of the north half of 
the south east quarter (1) of the north west quarter (I), and the north 
west quarter (1) of the south west quarter (£) of the north east, quar- 
ter (I), of section nineteen (19), all in Town Twelve (12) north, range 
eight (8) east of the third (3d) principal meridian, situated in the 
County of Coles and State of Illinois, in fee, free from all incum- 
brances and liens, to the Graud Lodge of the State of Illinois of the 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows, with abstract showing perfect title. 
The said undersigned citizens of Mattoon have further agreed to pay 
said Board of Trustees the sum of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00) 
cash, and to furnish said Board of Trustees one hundred and forty 
(140) acres, or less, of the John M. Hopkins land above described, as 
said Board of Trustees may desire, at seventy-five dollars ($75) per acre; 
and said citizens further agree to pay said Hopkins for the land not 
to exceed one hundred and forty (140) acres taken by said Board of 
Trustees, and, upon delivery pf deed from said Hopkins, to deduct 
from the twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00) the amount of the value 
of the actual number of acres taken at seventy-five dollars ($75) per 
acre, and to pay the balance of said twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00) 
in money to the said Board of Trustees. 

Second . — That the said City of Mattoon would, without delay, 
macadamize, or pave with brick to the limits of said city, one of the 
principal streets leading out to the site herein described selected by 
said Trustees for the location of said Home, and that the commission- 
ers of highways of the town of Lafayette, in said county, would, with- 
out delay, macadamize, or, by some other method, make into a good 
hard road the street or public highway leading from the limits of said 
city to the east line of the farm selected by said trustees for the 
location of said Home, which road passes along the entire north line 
of said farm; and if the said city, and said commissioners of highways, 
or either of them, refused or neglected to so improve said street and 
road on or before October 15, A. D. 1898, then, in that event, the cit- 
izens of said city would, upon demand, pay to the said Grand Lodge, 
in cash, a sufficient sum of money to enable it to so improve said 
street and public highway. 

Third . — That the said City of Mattoon would, by proper ordinance, 
give and grant to the said Grand Lodge, and to the Trustees of said 
Home and to their successors, full and complete power, right and 
authority to connect the sewerage system of said Home, as the same 
shall be hereafter made, with the sewer system now or hereafter to be 
used by said city, and to maintain such connection; and that the said 
City of Mattoon, without delay, would lay and extend to the buildings 
now on and hereafter to be built upon the site selected by said Trus- 
tees for the location of said Home, a good and sufficient vitrified 
sewer pipe of not less than eight inches in diameter, and would con- 
nect the same with the sewer system now used by said city, and 
thereafter, during the existence of said Home, keep the said sewer 
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free from obstruction and in good condition and repair, and thereby, 
free from all charges or assessments, take care of and carry off all the 
sewerage of said Home, and keep safe and harmless the said Grand 
Lodge, its agents, officers, superintendents and others who, by author- 
ity or appointment of said Grand Lodge, may have any care, custody or 
control of said Home or be inmates thereof, from all liability or re- 
sponsibility to any person or persons, or to any corporation or associa- 
tion, cn account of said sewerage; and in case the said City of Mattoon 
should refuse, fail or neglect to lay, connect and maintain said sewer, 
that they, the citizens of said city, would, in lieu thereof, pay in cash 
to the said Grand Lodge a sum sufficient to enable it to lay and main- 
tain said sewer as above described and to keep it safe and harmless 
from all liability on account thereof, or to otherwise provide suitable 
and proper means for the disposal of such sewerage in a safe and 
healthful manner. 

Fourth . — That the said City of Mattoon would, without delay, lay 
and extend to the buildings now on and hereafter to be built upon 
the site selected by said Trustees for the location of said Home, good 
and sufficient water mains, and connect them with the water system 
of said city, and to establish sufficient fire plugs in and about said 
Home for protection from tire, and thereafter, during the existence of 
said Home, at all times, keep the said water mains and plugs in good 
condition and repair, and furnish through them to said Home, during 
its existence, free of charge, a sufficient flow of water for its protec- 
tion from fire; and in case the said city refuses or neglects to estab~ 
lish said water system, as above set forth, that they, the citizens of 
said city, would, in lieu thereof, upon demand, pay to the said Grand 
Lodge, as liquidated damages, the sum of nine thousand dollars 
($9,000.00). 

Fifth . — That the said City of Mattoon would, without delay, extend 
its electric light lines from the said city to the buildings now and 
hereafter to be built upon the site of said Home, and place and erect 
in the street and highway leading to said site, and place and erect in 
and about the grounds and about the buildings of said Home, free of 
charge to said Grand Lodge, the same quality of arc lights and the 
same distance apart as the lights now used in the streets of said city, 
and, for the period of fifty years, free of charge to said Grand Lodge 
and said Board of Trustees, with said lights so placed as above named, 
light said streets and highway leading to the said Home, and light 
the grounds and premises about and around said buildings, the same 
as the city lights its streets, and thereafter, for the period of fifty 
years, during the existence of said Home, at all times to keep the said elec- 
tric light line in good condition and repair and furnish lights as above; or, 
in case the said city should refuse, fail or neglect to place and erect said 
lights, the said citizens of Mattoon would, upon demand, in lieu thereof, 
as liquidated damages, pay to the said Grand Lodge the sum of two 
thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00). Provided , however , should the 
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•corporate limits of said City of Mattoon be extended so as to include 
•said Home therein, this fifth clause shall not release said city from so 
lighting the streets and premises about said Home. 

Sixth.’— During the period of three years to furnish to the said 
Grand Lodge, from time to time as it needs the same, ornate and 
architectural plans and drawings and specifications for all buildings 
to be erected by the said Grand Lodge on said site, the same to be 
made by Mr. E. J. Hodgson, or some other competent architect; or, 
should they fail or neglect to furnish the same, that they, the citi- 
zens of said city, would pay the said Grand Lodge, in lieu thereof, as 
liquidated damages, the sum of seventeen hundred and fifty dollars 
•($1,750.00). 

Seventh .— That the Illinois Central Railroad Company, the Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis Railroad Company, and the Peoria, De- 
catur & Evansville Railroad Company, the lines of which companies pass 
through said city, would haul and deliver at the stations in said City 
of Mattoon all goods and materials used by the said Grand Lodge 
from time to time in erecting its buildings upon said site, either 
directly or by its contractors, at one-half their usual and customary 
freight charges upon like freight, and that this arrangement should 
hold good until said Grand Lodge had saved in freights to itself or its 
contractors, or both, the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500.00); 
and in case the said railroad companies shall refuse or neglect to do 
the same, that they, the citizens of said city, would pay to the said 
Grand Lodge, in lieu thereof, as liquidated damages, the sum of 
twenty- five hundred dollars ($2,500.00), or as much thereof as the said 
Grand Lodge had not received by way of rebate as aforesaid, either 
by itself, contractors or agents, or both. 

Eighth . — That the three railroad companies above named, or some 
one or more of them, would, during the existence of said Home, fur- 
nish to the Board of Trustees and their successors free transportation 
from their respective homes to and from the said City of Mattoon, 
and to furnish the Advisory Board not to exceed four round-trip 
passes per year on request; or, in case of their failure to do so, that 
they, the citizens of said city, would, from year to year hereafter, 
pay to said Grand Lodge, in lieu thereof, the actual cost of said trans- 
portation when attending to business of said Home. 

Ninth . — That during the existence of said Home the forty-acre 
tract of land belonging to the said Grand Lodge upon which the build- 
ings are and will be situated shall not be liable for town, school, city, 
county, State or other tax; and should the same, at any time here- 
after, during the period of fifty years, be assessed and the taxes 
thereon be collected from the said Grand Lodge, then, in that event, 
the citizens of said city agree, from year to year, to repay to the said 
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Grand Lodge all such taxes so paid by it during said period of fifty 
years, and to keep safe and harmless the said Grand Lodge from the 
payment of any taxes on such tract during said period of fifty years- 

Tenth.— And, whereas, the said “Grand Lodge of the State of Illi- 
nois of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows” has accepted the offers 
and bids so made to its Board of Trustees, and its said Board of 
Trustees have, in consideration of such offers, believing it to be a suit- 
able place, decided to locate its said Home in the immediate vicinity 
of said City of Mattoon, and upon the land so offered them by the 
citizens of said city, to-wit: the site known as the “Hopkins farm,’* 
and more particularly described as follows: The south west quarter (i) 
of the south east quarter (I) of section eighteen (18), and the north 
west quarter (I) of the north east quarter (I), and the north east 
quarter (i) of the north west quarter (i), and six (6) acres of even 
width off of the north side of the north half of the south east quar- 
ter (I) of the north west quarter (i), and the north west quarter (I) 
of the south west quarter (£) of the north east quarter (i) of section 
nineteen (19), all in town twelve (12) north, range eight (8) east of 
the third (3d) Principal Meridian, County of Coles, State of Illinois, 
which lands are in the vicinity of said City of Mattoon, and which 
tracts of land all the parties to this instrument have had in mind, 
and have considered in the making of this bond, and wherever herein 
“the site of said Home” is referred to, it is understood by all to mean 
upon the land above described. 

Eleventh. — And, whereas, doubts have arisen between the parties of 
this instrument as to the right or power of any town, city or other 
municipal corporation to make or enter into any such agreement as is 
set forth herein, it is therefore hereby expressly stipulated and agreed 
by and between the parties hereto that in case the Grand Lodge, the 
said Board of Trustees and their successors in office, for any reason 
should deem it necessary to bring or defend any suit, either at law 
or in equity, upon this instrument, either to enforce any of its terms 
or conditions, or to recover damages for their non-performance, or to 
secure the enjoyment of its rights, privileges, grants and benefits, that 
no such question shall be raised by any of the parties hereto as a de- 
fense to any suit or cause of action that may be so brought; that this 
instrument shall be and is hereby construed to mean simply— that if 
the said town or city, commissioners of highways, railroads and other 
persons, do not carry out the provisions above set forth, that the citi- 
zens of said city, whose names are hereto subscribed, will do the same, 
or, in lieu thereof, pay to the said Grand Lodge the equivalent thereof 
in cash, as above stated; and this bond is given as a guarantee that 
the citizens of said city will faithfully keep and perform these agree- 
ments as above set forth. 
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NTow, therefore, if the said Town of Lafayette, commissioners of 
highways of the said Town of Lafayette, the said City of Mattoon, the 
said railroads and each of them, and the citizens of said city and 
vicinity, shall, and each of them, well and truly do and perform all 
that is herein above agreed to be done; and, in case of their failure, 
or the failure or neglect of any one or more of them to faithfully do 
and perform the same, the citizens of the said City of Mattoon, upon 
such failure, shall pay to the said Grand Lodge, in cash, in lieu 
thereof, the respective sums of money as above agreed upon, neither 
more nor less; then this obligation shall be null and void, otherwise 
in full force and effect.

CLAY CITY. 

To the Board of Trustees ^ Old Folks Home: 

Gentlemen: In asking you to locate the Old Folks’ Home in our 
midst, we do so, believing that we offer you a site unsurpassed in the 
State, and unequaled in the “Fruit Belt.” 

We tender you, free of cost, two hundred (200) acres of land, fertile, 
unbroken, rolling, but one-eighth of a mile from the Baltimore & Ohio 
Southwestern Railroad, and but one-fourth of a mile from the village 
of Clay City, and in the county which contains more acres of apple 
orchards, than any county in the State. There are orchards in Clay 
county which have paid their owners more profit than any orange 
grove in America. Small fruits, especially strawberries, raspberries, 
blackberries, gooseberries and currants, grow to perfection here. 

The land we propose- to donate is all located in section twenty (20), 
township three (3) north, range eight (8) east of the third principal meri- 
dian, and contains one hundred and ninety (190) acres. It has an ele- 
vation of about eighty feet above the general level, and presents an 
unbroken surface, sloping to the north, south and west. 

It contains forty (40) acres of timber, ample for all building re- 
quirements, and with but little work would make one of the loveliest 
groves in this state.

ment and summary for the use of the Trustees to aid in determining 
the location of the Home: 
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St. Elmo has the most advantageous location for fruit growing in 
the central part of the State, there being shipped this year from with- 
in thirty miles of this place one hundred and three (103) car loads of 
strawberries alone, which averaged a net revenue to the shippers of 
over eight hundred dollars ($S00) per car, and within five miles of this 
place the growers received forty-two hundred dollars ($4,200) net, off 
of ten acres in berries. 

The apples and peaches are a numerous and diversified crop in this 
locality, as well as all other small fruits and vegetables, and the ex- 
cellency of the climate and adaptability of the soil for fruit raising in 
this immediate vicinity can not be surpassed. 

As to train service, we have fourteen (14) daily trains making 
regular stops at this point. 

As to water, we have a well upon the farm offered for the loca- 
tion of the Home thirty-eight feet deep which has been dug and walled 
eleven years, and at no time during that period, winter or summer, 
has the water ceased to flow over the top. Attached to this well is a 
system of water works furnishing the place with an ample supply of 
water. The well is sufficient to supply water for 1,500 to 2,000 inhabit- 
ants. In addition to that, we have in our city a bored well some 
five hundred (500) feet deep, which was tested in January of this year 
by the C. & E. I. R. R. Co., and threw a one and one-balf inch stream 
at the rate of 52 gallons per minute without the least indication of a 
decreasing water supply. 

As to drainage of our city and the site offered, we respectfully 
refer your Committee to the blue print and profile furnished for your 
Secretary, which shows the drainage on the north side of the farm, 
running in a westward direction, a fall of 32 feet 2 inches in a dis- 
tance of one-half mile, and on the south side in the same distance 
shows a fall in the drainage of 25 feet, which insures you perfect 
drainage and makes it a nice rolling body of prairie land of two hundred 
and fourteen (214) acres, lying adjacent to the City of St. Elmo against 
the south corporation line, and located upon the National Road built 
by the United States Government many years ago, which road is equal 
to any pike or boulevard in the cities for driving purposes. 

Our city is supplied with a splendid, new and complete Electric 
Light system, furnishing Arc lights for the streets and Incandescent 
lights for business and private purposes, which the owners will extend 
to the site and furnish your Trustees with ten (10) Arc lights free on 
their streets for a period of ten (10) years, and the system will be in 
operation from dusk till day-light. 

We also have the long-distance telephone, which gives us con- 
nection by telephone with St. Louis, Chicago, Indianapolis, New York, 
and all of the principal cities of the United States, east and south.

Dear Sir: The beautiful City of Mt. Vernon, 111., with seven 
thousand inhabitants, located in the center of Southern Illinois, 
is an applicant for the Old Folks’ Home of the I. O. O. F., to be lo- 
cated by your Honorable Board of Trustees. 

Mt. Yernon has an inexhaustible supply of water, with first-class 
water supply machinery, that would be available to any land near the 
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city that we might offer the Locating Committee. We also have an 
excellent electric light plant, that would furnish ample all-night ser- 
vice for both arc and incandescent lights at a very reasonable price. 
We have about a four-hundred-ton capacity coal mine, that would 
furnish all coal wanted at reasonable prices. They are now selling: 
slack at $1.00 per load, nut coal at 5 cents, and lump coal at 6 cents,, 
while large consumers get much better rates. 

We have five leading railroads running into our city, viz: Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad from St. Louis to Nashville, Tenn.; the 
Louisville, Evansville & St. Louis (Air Line) Railroad, touching all 
towns east and west of us; the Jacksonville Railroad comes to us from 
all towns northwest of us; the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railroad 
reaches us from the north and south and also from Chicago and the 
northeast part of the State, while the Wabash, Chester & Western 
Railroad comes to us from all towns in the southwestern part of the 
State, with a good prospect of being extended from Mt. Vernon to 
Terre Haute the coming summer, so your Commitiee will see that we 
are connected with railroads from all parts of the State, and, outside 
of Chicago, it would be hard to find a city with better transportation 
facilities than Mt. Vernon. 

Our best business men, as well as all our citizens, have become inter- 
ested in the Home. We have not selected any definite piece of land, 
but we have secured options on three or four suitable places, and 
thought best to let the Committee make their own selection. 

We have one farm of three hundred acres, that can be pur- 
chased for $50 per acre, that we think the Committee would readily 
see the advantages of, that runs up to the city, is one-fourth of a mile 
from the water works, one-half mile from electric light plant, the 
nearest light being about two blocks from land. We have another 
farm of one hundred and sixty acres three-fourths of a mile fur- 
ther out, that can be bought for $30 per acre. Both of these places 
have the usual improvements. We have other places where the land 
is cheaper, but the advantages are less in proportion.

■ Gentlemen— We, the committee selected by the citizens of Wayne 
Oounty, Illinois, to represent them in the following matter, agree to 
present you a farm of not less than one hundred and twenty acres 
nor more than three hundred and twenty acres, subject to items 
below. 

The “Old Folks’ Home” shall be located in Wayne County, and the 
^specific farm selected from the list presented you on your arrival by 
this committee. On your decision we will transfer same to you by 
warranty deed, free from incumbrance. 

We have an option for this purpose on twelve good farms, ranging 
in acreage as above. The difference in acreage is explained by the fact 
that some adjoin the city limits with better improvements, while none 
exceed three miles from said limits. 

We can and will obtain for you option on adjoining land, in most 
cases for very reasonable prices as regards the actual value, in case you 
desire more than our donation. 

Farms mentioned are arable, rolling and of good drainage, produc- 
ing fruits of all kinds, indigenous grain and grasses. 

Water in plenty on each farm, from either flowing springs or wells 
of pure, soft water, at depth not to exceed twenty feet in most cases. 

Fuel in profusion, either on farms mentioned or adjacent thereto, 
at less expense for that account than you can figure elsewhere. 

Wayne County took first premium at the Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago, on apples, and we produce the very best peaches.

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MINORITY REPORT. 


Mr. Geo. C. Rankin, 

Grand Master , J. 0 . O. F. Illinois , 

Monmouth , I7Z. : 

Dear Sir and Brother —Regarding the location of the 
Old Polks’ Home and the character of the improvements to 
be placed thereon, as adopted by the majority of the Trustees, 
the undersigned begs leave to make to you, as Grand Master, 
and through you to the Grand Lodge of Illinois, I; O. O. F., 
a minority report, for the following reasons: 

First — The resolution of the Grand Lodge (See Grand 
Lodge Journal, 1896, pages 216 and 217) predicated on a cir- 
cular letter previously issued by the Grand Master, C. F. 
Mansfield, under date of October 20th, 1896, (the one upon 
which every Lodge in the jurisdiction were instructed to vote 
and instruct their Representative) provided explicitly that 
the Old Folks’ Home should he located on a farm “in a 
suitable climate and that the farm purchased for the home 
“ should he in a locality where fruit growing and gardening is 
most successful and most prosperous ,” and we find, on secur- 
ing statements from the State’s most eminent horticulturists, 
that such fruit growing cannot be successfully raised in and 
about Mattoon; hence the location of the Home, as selected 
by the bare majority of this committee, is not in harmony 
with the spirit of the resolution giving them the power to 
select the location. 

Secondly — The Grand Lodge resolution referred to, and 
under which this Board of Trustees was created, stated em- 
phatically 6 1 that upon this farm there should be a colony of 
cottages of three to four rooms each, with a comfortable door- 
yard, ample gardens, and room for raising of poultry and 
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engaging in other kindred pursuits; that upon this farm should 
be planted orchards, and the raising of small fruit should be 
carried on upon a sufficient scale,” etc., and your committee 
are of the opinion, after thoroughly investigating and looking 
over the various Homes, and carefully studying the question 
from the standpoint of expediency, that the cottage plan , as 
directed in this resolution, is not the best, and that a large 
building should be put up in lieu thereof. This, however, is 
simply the opinion of the committee, and without further 
authority from the Grand Lodge, we, the undersigned, hold 
that the majority of the Board have no right, power or au- 
thority to let a contract for the erection of a large building, 
or any kind of a building, except cottages such as contem- 
plated in the said resolution of last year; and we therefore 
most earnestly urge that the matter of location, and also the 
matter of letting contracts for the erection of. a building or 
buildings, be deferred until your Committee of Trustees get 
further instructions from the Grand Lodge, and such instruc- 
tions, whatever may be the final conclusions of the Grand 
Lodge, will be heartily concurred in by the undersigned. 

We also urge upon you, as Grand Master, in view of the 
above facts, and the great importance thereof to our entire 
jurisdiction, that you, if found necessary, interpose your official 
authority to so suspend operations until passed upon by the 
Grand Lodge in session.

I regret to report that I have been compelled to suspend Kossuth 
Lodge No. 569 for its neglect and refusal to obey the instructions of 
the Grand Master, to pay certain benefits due brother Javorski, a 
member in good standing of said Lodge. The Lodge owed about $200 
to members for benefits which it neglected or refused to pay. As it 
failed to comply with the fundamental principles of Odd Fellowship, 
I considered that it had no further excuse for existence, but was a re- 
proach and an injury to the Order, and I suspended it, Bro. W. H. 
Bean acting as my special deputy in the case. Charges and specifica- 
tions have been filed against the Lodge according to law, and the case 
will be heard by the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals on Nov. 16.

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REPORT OF GRAND SECRETARY. 


Springfield, III., Nov. 16, 1897. 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, I. 0. 0. F.: 

Dear Brothers:— At the close of another year and in obedience 
to the requirements of the Grand Lodge, I present to you a brief his- 
tory of the affairs of the Order as connected with the office of Grand 
Secretary. In my report of one year ago I called attention to the fact 
that, notwithstanding the depressed financial condition of the country, 
the Order made a creditable growth, but the statistics for the year 
ending March 31, 1897, show a decrease in the Subordinate Lodge 
membership, which occurs for the first time in a long number of years. 
This is owing to two special causes: first, the difficulty experienced by 
many of our members to spare from their limited earnings the neces- 
sary amount to keep their dues paid up; and, secondly, the rigid en- 
forcement on the part of the Lodge of the law to drop all members 
who are in arrears. The surprisingly large number of 3,654 dropped in 
one year from the Subordinate Lodges, and 3,249 from the Rebekah 
Lodges, would suggest some surprise that the decrease in membership 
was not greater in the Subordinate, and a greater surprise that there 
should be any increase in the Rebekah Lodges. The additions to both 
branches of the Order during the year are the surest evidence of the 
zeal and fidelity of the membership and the popularity of the Order.

Cash Receipts for the Year. 

The work of the office for the year may be partly measured by 
the fact that the total receipts for supplies, fees and capitation tax 
for the year ending Oct. 31, 1897, amounted to the large sum of 
$59,344.71, being largely in excess of receipts for any previous year. 
In 1892, the first year of my official service, the total receipts were 
$27,603.37. The increased work and responsibility of the office must 
be apparent from this fact alone. 

Exchange of Rituals. 

The Sovereign Grand Lodge having issued new rituals, and pro- 
vided for the basis of exchanging the old ones for the new ones, a 
circular letter was sent from this office to all the Subordinate and 
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Rebekah Lodges, informing them of the rate of exchange and the 
necessity for such exchange, as demanded by the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge. At the present date I have, in conjunction with the Grand 
Master, certified to J. Frank Grant, Secretary of the Sovereign Lodge, 
to the destruction of four thousand two 'hundred and eighty-three 
rituals, and probably there will be live hundred more exchanged by 
the first of January, 1898. This exchange of rituals has caused for 
the office an unusual amount of extra work.

Opinion by Bro. Henry Phillips, of No. 68. 

At the November session, 1896, of this committee, it was held that 
Bro. Robinson had appealed this case, and the same was remanded 
with direction to permit all proper evidence to be taken and that such 
evidence be certified to this committee. From the evidence now be- 
fore us we find that on September 10th, 1895, Bro. Robinson was dis- 
charged from the sick list, with his full knowledge and consent. We 
also find that the weight and preponderance of the evidence shows 
that Bro. Robinson’s condition of health was not such as to entitle 
him to claim sick benefits since September 10, 1895. Even were this 
not the case, it is our opinion that when a brother has been once 
discharged from the sick list in a proper way before he can 
again be placed upon it, he must make known his condition to his 
Lodge in the proper manner. There seems to be nothing in the 
record to satisfy us that this was done. In fact, about a full month 
from November 21 to December 21, 1895, Bro. Robinson was absent 
from his home, and no word was received by his Lodge that he was 
sick. Lodges are entitled to be informed at the time claims for bene- 
fits are supposed to be accruing, and not be left in ignorance until an 
aggregated claim is presented. It is the opinion of the committee 
that this appeal should be dismissed, and the action of the Lodge sus- 
tained, and it is so ordered.

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

This is an appeal from the action of Nashville Lodge No. 37, (to 
which Lodge the case was sent by Grand Master Mansfield, upon a 
change of venue from ‘Marion Lodge No. 13) in expelling the appellant 
from the Order. From the evidence and copy of the record in this

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case, which is very voluminous, the following facts are given: On 
August 25th, 1895, an investigating committee (which had been ap- 
pointed at a previous meeting) reported in the usual form and pre- 
ferred the following charges and specifications: 

Charge 1— We charge Bro. W. H. Herdman with defrauding Ma- 
rion Lodge No. 13, out of a sum of money. 

Specification 1— -That he borrowed from said Lodge many years 
ago said money, and when suit was brought on said claim for the 
recovery thereof, he employed counsel to defend against said suit. 

Specification 2— That on March 14th, 1872, judgment was obtained 
against him in the Circuit Court of Jefferson County for $212.08 and 
no part of said sum has ever been paid by him. 

Charge No. 2— We charge Bro. W. H. Herdman with defrauding 
a brother Odd Fellow. 

Specification No. 1— That he employed Bro. T. H. McBride to move 
the house he now lives in and agreed to pay for the same $125.00. 
That he paid the sum of $75.00, and no more, and has failed and re- 
fused to pay the residue, notwithstanding the work was performed 
more than three years ago. 

Specification No. 2— That in May or June of 1895, he employed 
Bro. T. H. McBride to remove a building off the lot just north of his 
residence lot and agreed to pay therefor the sum of $20.00, ten (10) 
dollars of which was to be paid in the week following the completion 
of the work and ten (10) dollars the next week thereafter. That five 
(5) dollars of said sum remains due and unpaid; that he has failed and 
refused to pay the residue, though often requested. 

Charge No. 3— We charge Bro. W. H. Herdman with adultery. 

Specification No. 1— That Bro. W. H. Herdman has been in adul- 
tery with Nancy E. Lewis on or about March 1st, 1894, and at divers 
other times in and near the city of Mt. Vernon, Illinois. 

The Noble Grand instructed the Secretary to furnish the accused 
with a copy of the charges and a notice to appear in two (2) weeks 
to answer. 

September 10th, 1S95, Bro. Herdman being present, was asked to 
plead to the charges, to which appellant made answer that he ap- 
peared only for the purpose of moving to quash the service of the 
alleged or supposed charges by copy thereof, as the supposed copy 
is not signed by the committee and does not conform with the law 
as laid down in the code. This motion to quash was supported by an 
affidavit made by appellant setting forth the above facts. The motion 
to quash the service of the charges by copy was overruled by the 
Noble Grand, and the Secretary ordered to enter the same in full iu 
the record. Bro. Herdman was again asked to plead to the charges 
and specifications, when the appellant moved that the charges and 
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specifications be quashed, claiming that Charges Nos. 1 and 2, together 
with the specifications thereunder, all refer to private business affairs, 
and do not state or charge any offense under the laws of the Order, 
and that this Lodge has no jurisdiction to try the same. That Charge 
No. 3 and the specifications thereunder, are vague not fixing the place 
or state where the alleged offense (adultery) took place. The Noble 
Grand overruled this motion to quash also, and appellant gave notice 
that he took exceptions to said ruling of the Noble Grand. 

Bro. Herdman then pleaded not guilty to each and all of the 
charges and specifications. The Noble Grand appointed Bro. J. Lee 
Crowder as commissioner to take evidence, and he was duly obligated 
as such. 

During the time that the copnnissioner was taking the testimony, 
the appellant made a motion to quash and dismiss said charges upon 
the grounds that said testimony was not taken within the time 
specified in Section 5. of Article 7, of the Constitution governing Subor- 
dinate Lodges, viz.: “two (2) weeks,” which motion was overruled by 
the Lodge, and the commissioner finished taking the testimony in the 
case. 

February 4th, 1S96, the commissioner reported the testimony all 
taken and the case closed up by the consent of both sides; also that 
appellant refused to allow the sitting Noble Grand to pass upon the 
objected evidence taken by the commissioner, for the reason that he 
(the Noble Grand) was a witness in the case. The Lodge did not grant 
Bro. Herdman his request, but postponed further action uutil the 
next meeting of the Lodge. 

February 11th, 189<>. At this meeting, Bro. Herdman and two other 
brothers made proper application for a change of venue, and the 
same was forwarded to Grand Master C. F. Mansfield for his decision. 

March 3d, 1896, order from the Grand Master sending the case of 
Marion Ledge No. 13 vs*. Bro. W. H. Herdman to Arbeiter Lodge No. 
385, located at Nashville, Illinois, to be tried. 

July 28th, 1896, Nashville Lodge No. 37, located at Nashville, Illi- 
nois, was ordered by Grand Master Mansfield to proceed with the 
trial of Marion Lodge No. 13 vs. Bro. W. H. Herdman, and the record 
shows that upon motion, a committee was appointed by the Noble 
Grand to take charge of the case. 

August 25th, 1896, the Secretary of Nashville Lodge No. 37, was 
instructed to uotify the Secretary of Marion Lodge No. 13 that the 
case of said Lodge vs. Bro. W. H. Herdman would be taken up and 
tried on Tuesday evening, September 8th, 1S96, and that the Secretary 
of said Marion Lodge No. 13 is directed to notify the defendant, Bro. 
W. H. Herdman, of the date of said trial. 

September 8th, 1896, the committee appointed to take charge of 
the Herdman case reported “That they had notified Marion Lodge 
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No. 13, I. O. O. F., and that said Lodge had notified Bro. W. H. Herd- 
man that the trial was set for September 8th, 1896. The committee 
from Marion Lodge No. 13 reported that the prosecution was ready 
for trial. The defendant, Bro. W. H. Herdman, answered that he 
appeared only for the purpose of making a motion “To dismiss the 
charges upon the grounds that Nashville Lodge had no jurisdiction 
over the case.” The Noble Grand overruled the motion to dismiss, 
to which ruling of the Noble Grand the defendant, Bro. W. H. Herd- 
man, excepts, and withdrew from the Lodge room. 

The Lodge then proceeded to hear the testimony read. The Lodge 
then proceeded to ballot upon the several charges and specifications, 
and the defendant was declared guilty of all the said charges and 
specifications. The ballot was then spread upon the highest punish- 
ment, viz., Expulsion, and Bro. Herdman was declared expelled from 
the Order, and the Secretary was instructed to so notify the Secre- 
tary of Marion Lodge No. 13. 

October 27th, 1896, the appellant made a demand on Marion Lodge 
No. 13 for a certified copy of the records of Nashville Dodge No. 37. 

Bro. W. H. Herdman. ga\e notice of his appeal from the action 
and judgment of the Lodge in the matter of charges preferred against 
Bro. W. H. Herdman on August 27, 1895, and assigns the following 
as grounds for such appeal: 

First— That his motion to quash the charges Nos. 1 and 2 and each 
and all the specifications thereunder upon the grounds that the same 
related to private business transactions was overruled by the Noble 
Grand. Also that Charge No. 3 should be dismissed on the grounds 
that same was vague, was also overruled by the Noble Grand. 

Second— That the trial was not held upon the fourth regular meet- 
ing after the charges were preferred. 

Third— That the testimony of the witnesses was not taken in depo- 
sition form as required by our laws, and was not read over to said 
witnesses, nor subscribed to by them after the same was written 
down. n i 

Fourth— That hearsay or secondary evidence was admitted by the 
commissioner. 

Fifth— That the commissioner did not take the evidence nor return 
the same to the Noble Grand within the time prescribed by our laws. 

Sixth— That the Noble Grafld did not give any notice to appellant 
to meet him not later than three (3) days before the fourth (4th) regu- 
lar meeting to pass upon the objected evidence. 

Seventh— That Bro. H. G. Jones was a member of the prosecuting 
committee that presented the charges on August 27th, 1895, and was 
elected Vice Grand in September, 1895, and served as such officer, 
was then elected Noble Grand in March, 1896, and filled that office 
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during the term just closed, and has continued to act as a member 
of said prosecuting committee up to the Sth day of September last, 
when said alleged trial was held by Nashville Lodge No. 37. 

Eighth— That after the commissioner had made his report and 
delivered the testimony to the Lodge, a change of venue was asked 
for and Grand Master Mansfield allowed said change of venue and 
ordered the case sent to Arbeiter Lodge No. 385. located at Nashville, 
Illinois, (which is a German speaking Lodge) and at the same time 
instructed the Noble Grand of said Arbeiter Lodge No. 385 to issue 
proper notice to all parties concerned and also that he should rule 
upon the objected evidence, and that said Arbeiter Lodge should then 
proceed to try the case according to law. These instructions of the 
Grand Master were not complied with nor any notices sent either to 
the prosecuting committee nor the appellant. But appellant was in- 
formed that said Arbeiter Lodge No. 3S5 did proceed to try him and 
that said Lodge did vote to expell appellant without giving any notice 
either to Marion Lodge No. 33, nor to appellant. The Grand Master, 
after being informed of the action of Arbeiter Lodge stated that it 
was an error, that he intended all the time for the case to go to 
Nashville Lodge No. 37. 

Ninth— That after Nashville Lodge Lodge No. 37 was notified by 
the Grand Master to try the case, appellant did not receive any 
notice from said Lodge until the 31st day of August, 1896, when he 
was notified that the trial would take place on September 8th, 1896. 

Tenth— That the appellant did appear at said Nashville Lodge No. 
37, on the evening of September Sth, 1896, and entered a special ap- 
pearance for the purpose of entering a motion to quash and dismiss 
the said charges and the specifications thereunder, but was prevented 
from so doing by the Noble Grand of said Nashville Lodge, who or- 
dered the protest of appellant placed upon the Secretary’s desk, to 
which order the appellant excepted thereto and retired from the Lodge 
room, and the said Nashville Lodge No. 37 proceeded In the absence 
of appellant to try and expelled him from the Order. 

The evidence taken by the commissioner does not prove the Charge 
No. 3 or the specifications thereunder. 

OPINION. 

The evidence in this case, together with the record, is very volum- 
inous, and the committee has gone over same very carefully. Charges 
Nos. 1 and 2, together with the specifications thereunder, refer to busi- 
ness matters that have happened between appellant and Marion Lodge 
and between appellant and a brother Odd Fellow. 

Charge No. 1 charges appellant with defrauding Marlon Lodge 
No. 13 out of a sum of money. 
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It appears from the evidence that on January 5th, 1861, the ap- 
pellant borrowed one hundred ($100) dollars from the Widows’ and Or- 
phans’ Fund of said Lodge. That said amount has not been repaid by 
appellant. The Lodge sued in the Circuit Court of Jefferson County 
in the year 1S71, and obtained a judgment against said appellant for 
the money borrowed together with interest to date. 

Charge No. 2 and the specification thereunder refers to a business 
transaction that appellant had with Bro. T. H. McBride. These two 
charges ought never to have been brought. It has always been the 
rule of our Order, that it cannot be made a debt collecting agency. 
Sec. No. 628 of the Illinois Code, reads as follows: “Pecuniary rela- 
tions among brothers which are of a civil nature, and do not entail 
public scandal on the Order, and controversies which Involve property 
rights and civil contracts, frequently involving, as they do, long, in- 
tricate and conflicting accounts, requiring close and patient scrutiny 
and impartial investigation, should always be submitted to the legal 
institutions of the land, and should not be brought into Lodges for 
arbitration, nor as ground of charges, unless false pretense, fraud or 
dishonesty is Involved in the transaction.’’ The motion made by ap- 
pellant on the night of September 10th, 1895, to dismiss charges Nos. 
1 and 2 was a proper motion to make, and should have been sus- 
tained by the Noble Grand and said charges should have been dis- 
missed. 

The record is full of errors. We will not mention them all In de- 
tail, but state some of the most Important and vital ones. The evi- 
dence taken by the commissioner was not taken in deposition form. 
Hearsay or secondary evidence was admitted. The Noble Grand did 
not give appellant any notice of the time and place to meet and pass 
upon the objected testimony. That Bro. H. G. Jones, one of the 
prosecuting committee, was Vice Grand and Noble Grand of Marion 
Lodge during the time that this trial of appellant’s has been before 
said Marion Lodge, which is contrary to our laws. That when the 
case was sent upon a change of venue by Grand Master Mansfield 
to Arbelter Lodge No. 385, said Lodge failed to notify either the 
prosecuting committee of Marion Lodge or the appellant of the 
date of trial; also the date set to pass upon the objected testimony, 
but proceeded, tried and expelled appellant from the Order. Grand 
Master Mansfield afterwards sent the case to Nashville Lodge No. 37, 
located at Nashville, to be tried, and although said Lodge did notify' 
Marion Lodge No. 13 of the day set for said trial, no notice was sent 
by the Noble Grand of said Lodge to either the prosecuting commit- 
tee nor appellant of the time and place when he, the Noble Grand, 
would pass upon the objected testimony. On the date set for the trial 
of said cause, appellant did make a special appearance at said Nash- 
ville Lodge No. 37, for the purpose of making a motion to dismiss the 
charges, but w r as prevented from so doing by the Noble Grand of said

Lodge, which is clearly a grave error, as our laws provide that every 
opportunity shall be given to a brother to defend himself during the 
process of the trial. Then said Nashville Lodge proceeded with the 
trial in the absence of appellant, found him quilty of all the charges 
and specifications thereunder, and fixed the penalty at expulsion from 
the Order. 

lour committee is of the opinion that the appeal should be sus- 
tained upon the ground that the first and second charges were im- 
proper; also that the Noble Grand erred in not passing upon the ob- 
jected testimony before the trial commenced, and for the other Mrregu- 
larities charged by appellant In his appeal to this committee. It is 
therefore the order of this committee that the case be remanded back 
with permission to Marion Lodge No. 13 to prepare proper charges 
and specifications against the appellant. 

Appeal sustained, case remanded back to Lodge with instructions.

This is an appeal from the judgment of Mt. Pleasant Lodge No. 
126, expelling Bro. J. H. Preston, a member of said Lodge. 

STATEMENT. 

The record shows that on June 10th, 1896, the following charges- 
and specifications were preferred against the accused. 

“To the Officers and Members of Mt. Pleasant Lodge No. 126, 
I. O. O. F.: The' undersigned, your committee, appointed to investi- 
gate the complaint against Bro. J. H. Preston, a member of thia 
Lodge, respectfully beg leave to report that we have - made due in- 
vestigation as to the matters complained of and find from the evidence 
that Bro. J. H. Preston may be and probably is guilty of conduct 
unbecoming an Odd Fellow. . 

We therefore prefer the following charges: 

We charge Bro. J. H. Preston with conduct unbecoming an Odd 
Fellow. 

Specification No. 1 — That Bro. J. H. Preston did on or about the 
18th day of December, A. D., 1895, through Olive Lodge No. 98, I. O. 
O. F ., apply for and obtain benefits from this Lodge which he knew 
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he was not entitled to, and demand having been made to him to re- 
fund to this Lodge the money so obtained he refuses and still refuses 
to refund to this Lodge the money rightfully belonging to it. 

Specification No. 2— We charge Bro. J. H. Preston with dishon- 
esty, deception and fraud. First, by retaining money belonging to 
this Lodge, after being notified to return same. Second, by furnishing 
a certificate of disability to this Lodge from a traveling quack doctor. 
Third, by fraudently receiving and retaining money which he knew 
he w r as not entitled to. Witnesses on the part of the prosecution 
are J. T. North, T. II. Cusey. I«\ M. Clarno, Joseph Beemen and Grant 
Cardiff.

At a meeting of the Lodge June 24th, 1896, Bro. J. H. Preston, 
being present, was asked by the Noble Grand if he (Preston) admitted 
the evidence. Bro. Preston answered, No! The Secretary then read 
the charges and specifications. The Noble Grand then asked the ac- 
cused if he was ready for trial, and he answered, No, and stated that 
he had furnished the Secretary with a list of witnesses who he wanted 
cited and that his counsel was not present. The Noble Grand then 
set the trial for two weeks from that time. Noble Grand then ap- 
pointed a commissioner to take the evidence. July 8th, 1896, the com- 
missioner not having taken the evidence on account of sickness, the 
case w r as continued to July 22d, 1896. On July 22d the prosecution 
asked and obtained leave to amend the caption of the charges. Both 
parties announced ready for trial. The Secretary read the charges 
and specifications. The evidence w'as then read and the ease argued. 
The accused then retired from the Lodge room. 

The Noble Grand ordered the charges and specifications read. On 
Charge 1 and Specification 1. and charge was sustained. Ballot was 
then spread on Charge 1 of Specification 2, and charge was sustained. 
Ballot w r as then spread on Charge 2 of Specification 3 and the charge 
w r as sustained The Lodge then proceeded to vote on penalty, tho 
highest, that of expulsion, and the Noble Grand declared Bro. J. H. 
Preston expelled from the Lodge. 

Two appeals of this case have been perfected. One by the accused, 
the other by three members of the Lodge. 

We will consider both the appeals together as one appeal. 

FACTS. 

We have carefully considered this case, and find that from the 
evidence that Bro J. W Preston, the accused, lived on a farm within 
about five miles of Olive Lodge No. 9S, and about thirteen miles from 
—12 
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his Lodge, Mt. Pleasant Lodge No. 126. That Bro. Preston had not 
been in good health for some years, but was able to be around doing 
chores and some work on his farm, although for the year or two last 
past, before the time for which benefits were claimed, his family 
had done the farm work principally. In the latter part of June, 1S95, 
he went to see a physician about his condition and got a supply of 
medicine. About June 26, 1895, Bro. Preston was taken down. It 
appears from the several certificates of various physicians that Bro. 
Preston was suffering from general debility and rheumatism and was 
unable to perform manual labor and about November 5, 1S95, dis- 
pepsia and heart trouble was added to his ailments. In that condition 
he seems to have continued from June 26th, 1S95, to the latter part 
of February, 1S96. the date of his last physician’s certificate before 
us. He does not appear to have been confined to his bed all the time, 
but was up a part of the time, yet all the while suffering from his ail- 
ments, he did some chores at times and w T cnt to town to see physicians, 
but rode on a train most of the time. At one time in August, he 
visited the County Fair, but was weak and did not get out of the hack. 
‘There is absolutely no evidence to show that at any time from June 
:26th, 1895, to the time of the trial Bro. Preston was able to do anything. 
On the contrary, the evidence shows that he was in bad physical condi- 
tion during all of the time and if he was able to do anything, the evi- 
dence entirely fails to show it. 

On July 9th, 1895, Bro. Preston was reported sick to Olive Lodge 
No. 98, which Lodge immediately notified Mt. Pleasant Lodge No. 
126, of Bro. Preston’s sickness, but heard nothing from Mt. Pleasant, 
tn a few weeks after that, Olive Lodge No. 98 allowed Bro. Preston six 
weeks benefds (Bro Preston at the time holding a visiting card) and 
notified Mt. Peasant Lodge and sent physician’s certificate to them. 
It further appears that Olive Lodge wrote several letters to Mt. Pleas- 
ant Lodge calling their attention to Bro. Preston’s case and to the fact 
that Olive Lodge had allowed Bro. Preston six weeks’ benefits, as per 
visiting card, and urging Mt. Pleasant Lodge to remit. Finally Mt. 
Pleasant Lodge sent draft to Olive Lodge for $11.00, claiming that the 
physician’s certificate did not cover six weeks. After some correspond- 
ence and sending additional certificates, Mt. Pleasant Lodge finally re- 
mitted the balance of the six weeks’ benefits allowed by Olive Lodge, 
making 817.00. Afterward, Olive Lodge allowed Bro. Preston five 
weeks’ more benefits, and on December ISth, 1S95, Mt. Pleasant Lodge 
sent Olive Lodge draft for the five weeks’ benefits $15.00. Olive Lodge 
had asked Mt. Pleasant Lodge to be relieved from looking after Bro. 
Preston on account of the delays and contentions of Mt. Pleasant Lodge 

Some time in December, 1S95, Bros. North and Cusey, members 
of the Visiting Committee of Mt. Pleasant Lodge, visited Bro. Preston 
for the first time, and they claim that Preston told them that his first 
sickness was from June 26th, 1S95, to August 8th, 1S95, and that he 
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had another sickness from November 5th to 2S, 1S95. These worthy 
brothers wrote out the following statement and asked Bro. Preston to 
sign it: 

Farmer City, June 2Gtli, 1S95. 

Received of .Mt. Pleasant Lodge seventeen dollars ($17.00) as bene- 
fits from June 29th up till August Sth. J. H. PRESTON. 

Also, November 5th till November 2Sth, certificate from Dr. Bishop, 
signed J. H. Preston. There is some conflict of evidence as to whether 
Bro. Preston read or heard read the above statement. These same 
brothers again visited Bro. Preston about January 29th, 1S96, and 
spoke to him about the statement previously signed* by him, and they 
produced a type written statement which they asked him to sign, and 
told him this statement was “the same form but not worded just as 
the other one,” which last certificate was as follows: 

“To the Officers and Members of Mt. Pleasant Lodge No. 126, I. O, 

O. F., of Farmer City, 111.: 

“I, J. H. Preston, a member of said Lodge, claim benefits from said 
Lodge from June 29th, 1S95, to August Sth, 1S95, and I do not claim 
benefits from August Sth to November 5th, 1S95. I also claim benefits 
from November 5th, 1S95 to November 2Sth, 1S95. 

Witness my hand this 29th day of January, 1S9G. 

(Signed) J. H. PRESTON ” 

In presence of J. T. North and T. H. Cusey. 

On same date, January 29th, 1S96, Mt. Pleasant Lodge wrote the 
following letter to Bro. Preston: 

“Farmer City, January 29, 1S9G. 

J. H. Preston, Esq., Berkbeck, 111. 

“Dear Sir and Brother: I am instructed by this Lodge to de- 
mand of you the sum of $1G.00, as amount of benefits over paid by 
this Lodge to you according to statements made and signed by you. 
Please remit at once and oblige. In F., L. and T. 

R. CLEARWATER, Secretary. 

P. S.— Received your certificate tonight. Also your statement. The 
Sick Committee have declared you off the sick list. 

(Seal) R. CLEARWATER, Secretary.” 

About February 12th, 1S96, the following certificate was sent to 
Mt. Pleasant Lodge: 

“To Whom This May Concern: 

“This may certify that Mr. J. H. Preston has been under my treat- 
ment since November 5th, 1S95, for general debility and rheumatism 
of left shoulder. His infirmities have been of such a nature that he 
has been unable to perform manual labor. This is his condition at this 
date and likely to continue for months to come. 

“Given under my hand this 12th day of February, 1S9G. 

ISAAC N. BISHOP, M. D.” 
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On February 19th, 1S96, the following was sent to Bro. Preston: 

“Hall of j\It. Pleasant Lodge No. 126, I. O. O. F. 

“Farmer City, 111., Feb. 19, 1S96. 

“Mr. J. H. Preston, Berkbeck, 111.: 

“Dear Sir and Brother: The sum of thirteen ($13) dollars of over- 
paid benefits by this Lodge to you is hereby demanded, and you 
are hereby notified to return this amount to this Lodge within five 
days from the date of this notice, otherwise charges will be preferred 
against you for receiving and retaining money from the Lodge that 
you were not entitled to. Done by order of the Lodge, at its regular 
meeting February 12th, 1896. 

Attest: T. H. CUSEY, Pro. Tern. Noble Grand. 

(Seal) K. CLEARWATER, Secretary.” 

The evidence discloses the fact that Mt. Pleasant Lodge had paid 
the expenses of Bros. North and Cusey for a trip to see the Grand 
Master about this case without direction from the Lodge to make the 
trip. 

OPINION. 

The evidence in this case is quite voluminous and a considerable 
part of it immaterial and improper. In all cases the evidence should 
be confined to the issue and not go outside of the issue being inves- 
tigated. 

We have carefully considered this case. It will not be necessary 
in deciding this case to consider in detail all of the objections urged 
by the appellants. 

We are of the opinion that the charges and specifications in this 
case are not sufficient under the law. Sections 668 and 669, Illinois 
Code, Sections from 32 page 302, Illinois Code, White’s Digest, Sec- 
tions 1565 and 1566, Case 108, page 90, Illinois Journal, 1895, Case 140. 
page 169, Illinois Journal, 1S96. 

The record before us fails to give the vote cast for or against sus- 
taining the charges or specifications, or the total vote cast. 

Section 7, Article VII, of the Constitution, provides that charges and 
specifications must be sustained in whole or in part by a “vote of two- 
thirds” of the members entitled to vote on the question, and the 
punishment must be fixed by a “two-thirds vote.” The record must 
show that the proceedings in the case were as the law directs. We 
can only know what steps were taken in a case by an examination of 
the record. We have no right to presume what the record fails to 
show, and for anything that appears in this record the accused may 
have been declared expelled on a majority vote, which the law does 
not tolerate. To sustain charges and fix a penalty requires a two 
thirds vote. 
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See case SS, page 70, Illinois Journal, 1S95, case 110. page 123, Illi- 
nois Journal 1S95, case 140, page 169, Illinois Journal 1S90, Sec. 7, 
Article VII, Subordinate Lodge Constitution. 

Does the evidence sustain the judgment of the Lodge? Section 3, 
Article IV., Constitution, prescribes the duty of the Visiting Committee 
and provides: “If a member of another Lodge be sick and apply to 
this Lodge for relief, his case shall be referred to the Visiting Commit- 
tee, as if he were a member of this Lodge, and if he be entitled to re- 
ceive benefits from his own Lodge, this Lodge shall advance the sum 
thus due him and forward an account of same to his Lodge without 
delay.” 

Bro. Preston, holding a visiting card at the time, applied to or was 
reported to Olive Lodge No. 9S, and that Lodge allowed him benefits 
as the law directs. (Sections 579 and 5S0, Illinois Code, Section 115, 
White’s Digest), and without delay, notified Bro. Preston’s Lodge, as 
provided by law. In this case there is no evidence even tending to 
show that Bro. Preston applied for or received any benefits that he 
was not entitled to. There is no evidence showing even the slightest 
suspicion of deception, fraud or dishonesty on the part of Bro. Preston. 
In fact, the evidence shows that in this entire controversy, Bro. 
Preston has acted frank, fair and honest. Has never covered up or tried 
to evade anything. Neither is there one word of evidence in the case 
tending to reflect on the professional standing and character of any 
physician who gave Bro. Preston a certificate. The fact that a brother 
accepts benefits which he believed to be due him and which was 
allowed by a Lodge, does not constitute fraud. Frequently controversy 
arises between a Lodge and its members as to benefits. We cannot 
say that in such cases the brother claiming the benefits will be guilty 
of dishonesty and fraud for contending for wliat he honestly thought 
was his right. Something more is necessary to make out so grave a 
charge as the one made against Bro. Preston. In other words, it would 
be necessary to show that the brother knew he was not entitled to 
benefits, or that he had knowingly misrepresented his condition, and 
the Lodge had paid the benefits, relying on such false and fraudulent 
representations. Case 126, page 135, Illinois Journal, 1S96. 

The entire evidence in this case goes to show that Bro. Preston 
had for some time been in a bad physical condition. Section 8, Article 
X., Constitution, provides for the payment of “weekly” benefits, etc. 
All benefits should be paid every week and not allowed to run for 
months. The law directs and intends benefits should be paid weekly. 
Had Mt. Pleasant Lodge looked after Bro. Preston as industriously 
during his sickness and with as much energy as they have followed 
the prosecution of this case, the situation might have been different. 
A brother once on the sick list cannot be removed therefrom without 
due notice and investigation. Section 546 B. Sup. Illinois Code. Case 
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No. 71, page 63, Illinois Journal, 1895. A brother always has the right 
to be heard in his own behalf. Yet, we find “the Sick Committee de- 
clared him off the sick list.”' 

A careful study of the record and evidence in this case readily 
discloses the “foot prints in the sand” leading in a direction that the 
spirit of our Order cannot follow. We refrain from commenting further 
on the facts. We are of opinion that the evidence entirely fails to sustain 
the action of the Lodge. Therefore, the appeals are sustained and the 
action of the Lodge is reversed, and Mt. Pleasant Lodge No. 126 is 
hereby directed to restore Bro. J. H. Preston to membership in said 
Lodge and restore him to all rights and benefits same as if the charges 
In this case had never been.

STATEMENT. 

This case appears to be a matter taken up with the Grand Master 
relating to benefits. There is no record, only some correspondence be- 
between the Grand Master and the parties, which seems to have resulted 
in the Grand Master writing to Bro. Geo. E. Wilde the following letter: 
“George E. Wilde: 

“Dear Sir and Brother: Your claim for benefits against Macon 
Ledge not one of sympathy, but depends solely and entirely upon the 
question whether or not you were in good standing, and from the 
account submitted to me you were not in good standing. I asked you 
some time ago to give me any evidence you had upon that question, 
and you have not furnished me with any. I am, therefore, compelled 
to decide that you are not entitled to benefits under the showing made 
by Macon Lodge. I regret very much that you should be in arrears, 
but it so happened. Fraternally yours, 

C. F. MANSFIELD, Grand Master.” 

There is no appeal from the above decision of the Grand Master. 
In fact nothing to show how this case got before this committee. The 
supposed appeal is therefore dismissed.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

This is an appeal from the action of Chosen Friends Lodge in 
refusing to pay Bro. Roby a balance of certain sick benefits claimed 
by him. 

There does not appear to be any material disagreement as to the 
facts in this case. From the agreed facts, as shown by the record, 
it appears that Bro. Roby was reported sick May 12th, 1S94, and was 
paid sick benefits for fifty-two consecutive weeks; the benefits for the 
fix st six weeks being at the rate of $5.00 per week, and thereafter at the 
rate of $3.00 per week, until the full pei-iod of fifty-two weeks had been 
paid. 

On June 9th, 1S94, the Lodge adopted an amendment to its by- 
laws providing that the sick benefits should be $3.00 per week. (Prior 
to that the by-laws had pi*ovided for sick benefits at the rate of $5.00 
per week), and also that after the benefits had been paid for fifty-two 
consecutive weeks the benefits should be $1.00 per week. This amend- 
ment w T as not approved by this committee until August, 1S95. 

In 3uly, 1895, Bro. Roby made a claim for nine weeks’ sickness, 
extending from April 20th to June 22d, 1S95, at $2.00 per week, the 
rate fixed by the old by-law, and thereupon the question arose whether 
or not the bi'other was entitled to $2.00 per week, as fixed by the old by- 
law, or to $1.00, as the amended by-law then provided. The Lodge 
refused to pay the benefits claimed, and thereupon Bx*o. Roby took an 
appeal to this committee, and an opinion was rendered that the Lodge 
must pay at the rate of $2.00 per week, holding that the old by-law was 
in force until the amendment was approved by this committee in 
August, 1S95, G. I,. J., 1896, page 173. 

In September*. 1S95, the brother made the claim now before us for 
unpaid benefits of $2.00 per week for forty-six weeks, being the time- 
prior to April 20, 1S95, basing his claim on the ground that the old 
law was in force during all that time. 

When the brother made his claim for nine weeks’ benefits above 
mentioned, he was fully cognizant of the fact that if he was then 
entitled to be -paid $2.00 per week for nine weeks’ sickness, the same 
rule would apply to claim now before us, yet he made no demand upon 
the Lodge for the claim. 

This committee has repeatedly held that when a bx*other presents a 
claim to his Lodge, it should include all items claimed to be due and 
owing him by the Lodge prior to the filing of such claim. 
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We do not believe in allowing a brother to divide his claims into 
separate demands, especially after knowledge of the supposed wrong 
or error has come to his knowledge. 

See Parker vs. Pride, of the Valley Lodge, G. L. J., 1892, page 411, 
and case 141, Dubose vs. Mt. Pulaski Lodge, G. L. J., 1896, page 173. 

This committee is, therefore, of the opinion that Bro. Roby has 
knowingly acquiesced in the action of his Lodge, after full knowledge 
of his rights, and is now estopped from making the claim now pre- 
sented to us for consideration. 

The action of the Lodge in refusing to pay the benefits claimed is 
therefore affirmed.

Paul Lodge No. 691. ) 

Opinion by Bro. Henry Phillips, of No. 68. 

This case comes to us under peculiar circumstances. It seems 
from the papers before us, that on May 7th, 1896, Bro. Sehuman fell 
from a wagon in Chicago and, it is claimed, injured himself. He was 
a member in good standing of Paul Lodge No. 691, of Elgin, 111. On 
the 8th of June, 1896, Souvenir Lodge No. 831, of Chicago, notified Paul 
Lodge of the situation of Bro. Sehuman, and Paul Lodge authorized 
Souvenir Lodge to pay Bro. Sehuman five dollars per week sick 
benefits, from the time he reported himself sick to Souvenir Lodge, 
and that Bro. Sehuman send to his Lodge physician v s certificate, etc. 
No certificate was sent, but iustead of such certificate an affidavit of 
three members of Souvenir Lodge as to the extent of the sickness of 
Bro. Sehuman. This was not deemed satisfactory to Paul Lodge, and 
the Lodge paid no benefits. It dees not appear that any benefits were 
paid by Souvenir Lodge on account of Bro. Sehuman, but the matter 
was referred to Bro. Mansfield, Grand Master, who suggested that an 
appeal be taken to this committee. It does not appear that Bro. 
Sehuman ever presented a claim to his Lodge for benefits, neither had 
Souvenir Lodge ever paid him any benefits, and therefore could have 
no right to demand repayment from Paul Lodge. It is the duty of 
a member of a Lodge, if he thinks he is entitled to sick benefits to 
present to his Lodge his claim in writing, clearly setting out the dates 
from which and to which benefits are claimed, accompanied by the 
proper certificate of a qualified physician as to the nature and char- 
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acter of the illness, and the circumstances attending the same. This 
enables the Lodge to pay such benefits or to refuse the same, from 
which action an appeal can be taken. In the case before us, no such 
action was taken. 

It is clear that Paul Lodge No. 691 has never been properly notified 
of an appeal in this matter, if any appeal has been taken, and it does 
not seetn that this committee has jurisdiction of the case. It is, there- 
fore, considered and ordered that the appeal be and is hereby dis- 
missed without prejudice to any further action which may be taken 
by either the Lodge or the Brother in the premises.

This is an appeal from the action of O’Fallon Lodge No. 431 in not 
finding Bro. R. Brigham guilty on charge preferred. 

It appears from the record before this committee that the follow- 
ing charge and specifications were preferred against Bro. Robert 
Brigham: 

Charge— We charge Bro. R. Brigham with having deserted his 
wife and family on or about June 1st, 1S96. 

Specification 1— That Bro. Robert Brigham deserted his wife and 
children at Sandoval, 111. 

Specification 2— That two of the children were dangerously ill and 
unprovided for. 

At a regular meeting of the Lodge the charges and specifications 
were read, and Bro. Brigham pleaded guilty to the charge. 

Noble Grand ordered ballot spread on highest penalty, Expulsion, 
which was not sustained. Ballot was then spread for suspension, 
'which w T as also declared lost. It was then moved that a fine be 
assessed to the amount his desertion of family had cost the Lodge. 
This motion w r as also lost, and Bro. Robert Brigham was entirely 
acquitted of the charge against him. From this action of the Lodge 
the appellants appeal, setting forth their reason for appeal: First, in 
not inflicting any penalty. Second — That as soon as the accused plead 
guilty the Noble Grand permitted debate before any ballot was held. 
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OPINION. 

It is held that as the accused plead quilty to the charge, the Lodge 
should have inflicted some penalty. The appeal is therefore sustained, 
case remanded back to the Lodge, with instruction to inflict penalty 
of suspension for not less than six months. Appeal sustained with, 
instruction.

W. D. Varner, et al. 
vs. 

Marsetta Lodge No. 523. 



Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, P. G. R., of No. 232. 

This is an appeal from the action of Marsetta Lodge No. 523, expell- 
ing Bro. W. D. Varner, a member of said Lodge. The record in this 
case fails to disclose the various steps taken in the case leading up to 
the trial. It appears that at some time (the record fails to show when) 
charges were preferred against Bro. W. D. Varner, charging him “with 
defrauding his creditors, including members of the Order.” Evidence 
of several witnesses appear to have been taken by a commissioner, but 
there is nothing in the record to show when, how or by whom such com- 
missioner was appointed or authorized to take evidence. There is no 
record that the accused was ever cited to appear or ever did appear 
and plead to the charges. The first Lodge record is that on December 
ISth, 1S9G, the case of W. D. Varner w T as called up. The Prosecuting 
Committee reported ready for trial, when the attorney for the ac- 
cused asked for a continuance, which was denied. A motion carried 
to proceed with the trial. The attorney for accused then asked the 
Lodge Deputy to stay the proceeding one week, which was refused, 
and the trial then proceeded. It appears from the evidence that Bro. 
Varner had been engaged in business at Marsetta, Fulton County, and 
had became indebted to various parties and that about September 19th,. 
3S96, he left the county without paying his debts, as he had promised 
to. The evidence of his several creditors was taken by the commis- 
sioner, showing the amount due them severally and the promises as 
to payment made by the accused to them respectively. It is not neces- 
sary to give in detail the statements of the several witnesses, as there 
is no evidence tending to show that any of the debts had been fraudu- 
lently contracted. The specification in the charge being as follows: 
“That he defrauded brothers ***** of money due them by 
absconding on or about September 19th, 1S96, with money which 
should have applied toward paying his creditors.” 
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The evidence further shows that all or nearly all, the accused’s 
debts, were afterwards settled by cash or note, some of them just 
before the trial. The Lodge record (the only record of proceedings 
before us) after stating about the applications for continuance, etc., 
before mentioned, and after the evidence was read to the Lodge, states 
as follows: “The charges and specifications were then read to the 
Lodge. The Noble Grand then ordered a ballot on the charge and 
specification, after which the Noble Grand reported the charges sus- 
tained as the result of the ballot. The following resolution was then 
offered by Bro. F. C. Smith: Resolved, That we proceed to ballot on 
penalty of expulsion as penalty for charges, which have been sus- 
tained against W. D. Varner. The ballot was taken on the above 
resolution, which resulted in the penalty of expulsion of W. D. Varner 
from membership from this Lodge.” 

OPINION. 

It will not be necessary to consider the several grounds of appeal 
to fully dispose of this case. This is clearly a case wherein it is 
attempted to impose a penalty on the brother for his failure to comply 
with his promises to pay pecuniary obligations where there was no 
fraud or deception in contracting or incurring the liability. The Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge have fully settled the law governing this case. 
The Sovereign Grand Lodge Journal of 1S79, says, pages S07G-S174: 
“Members of the Order should not be held amenable to its penalties 
for a failure to comply with promises to pay pecuniary obligations. 
Such obligations are generally honestly incurred and promises to pay 
them made in good faith, and a failure to do so is the more the result 
of financial misfortune, over w T hich the debtor has no control, than 
intentional wrong. All grievances of this character are properly re- 
ferable to the courts of competent jurisdiction, for a full and complete 
remedy. An attempt to collect debts or to enforce any kind of pecu- 
niary obligation through the instrumentality of our Code of trials is 
subversive of justice and against the spirit and Teachings of our Order, 
unless, however, the obligation was incurred through some false pre- 
tense or the transaction involves some act of personal dishonesty sub- 
jecting the offender to a prosecution and conviction under the laws of 
the land.” 

We think it unnecessary to refer to more law on this question, as 
the law fully covers the facts in the case before us. Hence, on the 
evidence before us on this case there could be no conviction. 

But there is another reason why this appeal must be sustained. 
The record in this case above quoted entirely fails to give the ballot 
or the number voting for conviction, etc. Section 7, Article VII., Con- 
stitution of Subordinate Lodges, provides: “If the charges be sus- 
tained in whole or in part by a ‘vote of tw r o thirds’ of the members 
entitled to vote on the question, then the accused shall retire to the

ante-room. The Secretary shall then read to the Lodge the charge 
or charges, or part or parts thereof, that have been sustained, when 
the Noble Grand, without motion, shall proceed to put to vote the 
highest order of punishment, etc.* * * and shall so proceed until 
some order of punishment is agreed to by a ‘vote of two-thirds’ of the 
members present.’' 

Section 693, Illinois Code, provides: “The first charge shall be 
read, then the specifications under said charge shall be read and bal- 
loted on in their order. Then the vote should be taken on the charge 
itself.” The Lodge “must vote on each specification separately, and 
then on the charge.” Yet, the record in this case shows that “the 
Noble Grand ordered a vote to be taken on the charge and specifica- 
tion, after which the Noble Grand reported the charge sustained.” 
IIow is this committee, the Lodge or any one to know that the accused 
was legally expelled? The Noble Grand may have declared the ac- 
cused expelled on a majority vote! We can only know what action 
the Lodge took from what the record of its proceedings show. We 
cannot presume anything. The record must show the vote, giving the 
total number of votes cast, the number for conviction and the number 
for acquittal. In fact the record of the Lodge must show every step 
taken in a case from beginning to end, for only by an examination of 
the record may we know what was done. We cannot go outside of 
the record to determine what the Lodge did. In this case, many state- 
ments are made in the written arguments, as to what was said and 
done in the progress of the trial, but we cannot decide from such 
statements. This committee will be governed by the law, the evidence 
and the record of the Lodge proceedings, as certified to by the Secre- 
tary. The law requires Secretaries to make their records full and com- - 
plete of what transpires in a trial. 

The appeal is therefore sustained, the action of the Lodge expelling 
Bro. W. D. Varner is hereby reversed, and the Lodge directed to re- 
store Bro. W. D. Varner to membership in the Lodge as of the date 
he was expelled.

C. Beardsley 1 Before Committee on Judiciary 

vs. - and Appeals. 

Central Park Lodge No. 328. i February Session, 1S97. 

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

This is an appeal by Bro. Beardsley in suspending him on March 
31st, 1896, for non-payment of dues. 
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It is shown by the record in this case that on January 1, 1S96, the 
brother was indebted to the Lodge in the sum of ten dollars, for his 
Second and Third Degrees, which had been conferred without requiring 
the prepayment of the degree fees. 

The appellant had a receipt for dues to January 1st, 1S96. The 
brother had received his degrees in November and December, 1893. 

On March 31, 1S96, the appellant was dropped for non-payment of 
dues, he being then present in the Lodge, acting as one of the Sup- 
porters to the Vice Grand. It appears that the Noble Grand asked him 
if he had anything to say, and replied that he had not. 

Bro. Beardsley claims that he did not understand the purport of the 
Noble Grand’s inquiry when he made his answer, and did not know 
that the Lodge had taken any action in his case. In December last he 
requested the Lodge to reconsider its action, on the ground that the 
ten dollars due for degree fees could not be counted as dues. The 
Lodge refusing to take any action, the brother took this appeal. 

The Lodge has presented for our consideration the question as to 
whether an appeal will now lie in this case. It has moved to dismiss 
the appeal on the ground that it was not taken within three months 
as provided in Clause 1, Section 791, Illinois Code, 1SS1. 

This committee has investigated and. considered this case most 
earnestly and are of the opinion that the motion of the Lodge to dis- 
miss the appeal is one that we have no right to overlook or ignore. 
The right to appeal “is gone and cannot be revived.” Section 797, Illi- 
nois Code, 1881. 

The motion to dismiss the appeal is therefore sustained. Appeal 
dismissed.

STATEMENT. 

The record in this case shows that on December 8th, 1896, com- 
plaint was made in open Lodge against a member thereof, a committee 
appointed to investigate said complaint. 

On December 22d, 1896, said committee made report, “That upon 
investigation we find that complaint was made without authority.” 
The report was, on motion, received, and the committee discharged. 
This appeal is from the action of the Lodge receiving the report and 
discharging the committee. 
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OPINION. 

We are of the opinion that under onr law, whether or not charges 
should be preferred when a complaint has been made, is a question 
left to the judgment of the committee investigating the complaint, and 
when in the judgment of the investigating committee there are not 
sufficient grounds for charges, and they so report, no appeal will lie 
from their report, as the report is not a final disposition of the com- 
plaint, and a new committee may be appointed or new complaint 
made. This appeal is hereby dismissed.

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge in refusing Appellant 
eight (8) weeks sick benefits which he claims are due him for sickness 
dating from January 29, 1896, up to March 25, 1896, which at seven (7) 
dollars per week would amount to $56. 
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Thisappeal first came before this Committee at the November session, 
1S96, when an order was made that the Grand Secretary write to the 
Dodge for a copy of all the records and papers relating to the appeal, 
and the case continued to the February session of the Committee. At 
the February session the copy of the Record and all papers in the case 
had not been received by the Grand Secretary, and the case was again 
continued to the May session of the Committee, and the same order 
made for a copy of all the records and papers in the case, to be sent 
to the Grand Secretary by the Lodge. 

It seems as if the Lodge was determined not to furnish the Committee 
with a copy of the records and all papers in this appeal case, and thus 
prevent by indirect means the final adjudication of this case. 

Your Committee is therefore of the opinion that the Appellant should 
not be thus kept from receiving his sick benefits by any such means, 
and the Committee believes that justice demands that an opinion or de- 
cision should be given in the appeal case without any further delay. It 
is therefore the order of this Committee, that the appeal of Appellant 
be sustained and the Lodge ordered to pay him the sum of fifty-six 
<56) dollars for eight (8) weeks sick benefits claimed by him and not 
paid by the Lodge. Appeal sustained, benefits ordered paid.

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge in refusing to pay 
benefits, also an appeal from the action of the Lodge in declaring Ap- 
pellant off the sick list, but as the same evidence appears in both cases, 
the two appeals will be considered together. 

It appears from the record in that case that on December 10, 1895, 
Bro. Herdman was reported to have been hurt by a fall from a wagon, 
the N. G. reported that he and Bro. J. G. Varnell had been to visit Bro. 
Herdman on the day he was hurt and that they had been treated rudely, 
and that they did not know how he (Bro. Herdman) was at that time. 

On Dec. 17, 1895, the Visiting Committee report Bro. Herdman well 
and $3 due him for one (1) week’s sickness from Dec. 6, to Dec. 13, 1895, 
on motion the report was received and an order issued for the amount, 
Bro. Herdman duly notified. 

On Dec. 24, 1895, Bro. Herdman was present and when the minutes 
were read did not object to being taken off the sick list. He did, how- 
ever, claim that he was not well as reported by the Visiting Committee 
Dec. 13, and demanded an investigation. 
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On Feb. 18, 1896, Bro. Herdman presented a bill or claim to the Lodge 
for sick benefits from June 11, 1895, up to Feb. 18, 1896, making a total 
of thirty-six (36), amounting to $108, from which he deducted $3 paid 
him Dec. 17, 1895, and $12 paid him Jan. 14, 1896, which makes a total 
deduction of $15, and left a balance due upon his claim of $93. This 
claim was referred to the Visiting Committee with instructions to report 
thereon at the next Lodge meeting. 

On March 10, 1896, Bro. Herdman asked for the report of the Visiting 
Committee, which was not made.. 

On March 17, 1896, the Visiting Committee reported upon the claim of 
Bro. Herdman as follows: * * * “Beg to report that we have attended 
the duties assigned us and report that on Jan. 14, 1896, we reported the 
Brother well and recommended that he be taken off the sick (report) 
list, we therefore recommend that the claim be not allowed," signed by 
the Visiting Committee. On motion the above report of the Visiting 
Committee was received and adopted. 

On March 31, 1896, Bro. Herdman read notice of appeal in the two 
cases. We give some of the reasons assigned for these appeals: 

First — That on the second day of June, A. D., 1894, I was taken sick 
with rheumatism and at that time I was a beneficiary member of the 
Lodge and was placed upon the sick list. 

Second — That on the eighteenth of September, 1894, the Visiting Com- 
mittee of said Lodge reported that I was entitled to fifteen weeks sick 
benefits from June 2, 1894, up to Sept. 18, 1894, and the sum of $45 was 
ordered paid me by the Lodge from this action an appeal was taken 
by T. H. McBride et al., to the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. 
Said Committee after due investigation sustained the action of the 
Lodge and ordered the appeal dismissed and the benefits paid. 

Third — That my sickness was continuous and that the Visiting Com- 
mittee failed to perform its duty by not reporting my case at each 
meeting of the Lodge. On June 11, 1895, I presented claim to the Lodge 
for sick benefits from Sept. 18, 1894, up to June 11, 1895, which was re- 
ferred to the Visiting Committee, said Committee reported: “That I was 
well and not entitled to benefits." This report was adopted by the Lodge 
and from said action I took* an appeal to the Committee on Judiciary 
and Appeals, who sustained my appeal and ordered the benefits paid. 

The record shows the following in reference to Bro. Herdman being • 
taken off the sick list: 

On Jan. 14, 1896, the Visiting Committee reported, allowing him four 
(4) weeks benefits, $12, and recommending that he (Bro. Herdman) be 
taken off the sick list. The report was adopted and the recommendation 
concurred in. 

On Jan. 21, 1896, Bro. Herdman protested against the action of the 
Visiting Committee and the Lodge in taking him off the sick list against 
his protest, and asked the Lodge to appoint a Commission to take the 
testimony in the case. 
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Bro. W. W. Addison was appointed Commissioner. On Jan. 28, 1896, 
Bro. Addison was obligated by the N. G. to act as Commissioner. 

On March 24, 1896, the report of the Commissioner was read and the 
protest of Bro. Herdman was not sustained. 

On March 31, 1896, Bro. Herdman gave notice of appeal in the two 
cases. 


OPINION. 

This trouble between the Appellant and Marion Lodge No. 13, has 
been before the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals for the past two 
years, and two reports, have already been written upon the subject. 
The Committee have very carefully gone over the evidence taken before 
the Commission as to the sickness of Appellant and they are of th& 
opinion that Bro. Herdman was still sick with the same trouble, viz.r 
Rheumatism, that he had when he was first taken sick June 2, 1894. Iik 
reference to the claim for sick benefits from June 11, 1895, up to Feb. 18,. 
1896, your Committee is of the opinion that Bro. Herdman is entitled to- 
said benefits, and that the Visiting Committee of said Lodge did not. 
perform its duty, viz., report the condition of every sick Brother to the 
Lodge at each Lodge meeting. It is therefore considered and adjudged 
by this Committee that Marion Lodge No. 13, pay to Bro. Herdman the; 
balance due him, after deducting the credit of $15, for the sick benefits 
claimed by him from June 11, 1895, up to Feb. 18, 1896, and that Bro. 
Herdman be placed back upon the sick list of the lodge from the date 
he was taken off by action of the Lodge. Appeal sustained and the 
Lodge ordered to pay benefits and to replace the Appellant upon the sick 
list of the Lodge.

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge in refusing to pay 
Appellant sick benefits. The Appellant was a school teacher and fol- 
lowed that profession up to April, 1896, when owing to some complaints 
made to the School Trustees as to his deafness, Appellant withdrew his 
application for reappointment. Appellant then obtained employment as 
a travelling salesman for a publishing house at Buffalo, N. Y., but 
owing to his poor health found that he could not perform the work re- 
quired of him and was obliged to abandon the business. Soon after this 
the Appellant entered the Soldiers’ Home at Quincy, and on the fourth 
day of September, 1S96, he sent a claim to his Lodge for sick benefits 
commencing May 1, 1896, and continuing up to Sept. 4, 1896, this claim 
was accompanied by a certificate of the surgeon from the Soldiers’ Home 
at Quincy, stating that Appellant had been sick from May 1, 1896, and 
was still unable to perform any labor. The Appellant also wrote the 
Lodge that he would take one hundred dollars ($100) and a withdrawal 
card from the Lodge. The case was upon vote of the Lodge referred to 
the then Grand Master Bro. C. S. Mansfield, who instructed the Lodge 
to refuse to pay the sick benefits claimed, which instruction was fol- 
lowed out by the Lodge and the sick benefits claimed by Appellant re- 
fused, and from this action of the Lodge the Appellant appeals to this 
Committee. 


OPINION. 

The Appellant in this case did not notify his Lodge or the nearest 
Lodge to his then place of residence when he first became sick and 
entitled to sick benefits. The By-Laws of the Lodge to which he be- 
longed requires that notice must be given, and that the right to sick 
benefits shall not accrue when due diligence is not used prior to such 
notice being sent to the Visiting Committee. Appellant did not notify 
his own Lodge or the Lodge at Quincy of his sickness until over four 
months had elapsed since (as he claims) that he was first taken sick. 
And the Lodge did right to refuse payment of the Appellant’s claim. The 
Lodge had no power to give the Appellant the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars and a withdrawal card from the Lodge. The Committee is of the 
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opinion that Appellant cannot recover benefits prior to the presentation 
of his claim to the Lodge and that the appeal be dismissed. 

Appeal dismissed, action of the Lodge sustained.

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge in taking the Appellant 
off the sick list of the Lodge and also for refusing to pay him sick bene- 
fits. 

It appears from the record in the case that the Appellant had been 
on the sick list of the Lodge for about one year prior to Dec. 15, 1896, 
and had been regularly paid sick benefits up to that time. 

On Dec. 1, 1896, the Noble Grand appointed Doctors Hall and Harlan, 
who were members of the Lodge in good standing to wait upon and in- 
vestigate the claim of Appellant. These two Brothers were to act with 
the Visiting Committee of the Lodge. 

After an examination, which was made at the home of Appellant at 
Mt. Vernon, Illinois, on Dec. 15, 1896, the Committee reported to the Lodge 
that they found Appellant in apparently physical good health, and ad- 
vised that he be taken off the sick list, and no benefits be paid him from 
and after the fifteenth day of December, the date of the examination. 
This report was adopted by the Lodge Dec. 29. 

The Appellant was notified of the action of the Lodge and he gave 
notice of appeal Feb. 1, 1897. The Appellant also sent the Lodge certifi- 
cates of his condition, signed by Dr. H. S. Plummer and Dr. F. E. Mc- 
Cleave, two reputable physicians of Mt. Vernon, who state that the 
Appellant is in a very bad condition of health, so much so, that he is 
not able to perform any manual labor whereby he could earn a living. 

OPINION. 

As the evidence of the Medical Experts in this case is so very con- 
tradictory in its character, the Committee is unwilling to pass upon the 
merits of the appeal in its present shape. It is therefore ordered that 
this case be sent back to the Lodge for further investigation. That the 
N. G. shall appoint a Commissioner, who shall take the evidence both 
of the Lodge and the Appellant, after notifying both the Lodge and the 
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Appellant of the time and place of the taking of such testimony, and 
that the Lodge shall then pass upon such evidence as shall he taken by 
the Commissioner. Case remanded with instructions.

No fraud, false pretense or dishonesty was alleged, charged or proven 
to have been involved in the transaction. 

The case appears to have been regularly tried, the Brother was 
found guilty and the penalty fixed at expulsion, from which action of the 
Lodge the Brother appeals. 

In the opinion of the Committee no cause of action is charged or 
stated. The charge should have been dismissed by the Lodge, or the 
Brother acquitted. 

“An attempt to collect debts, or to enforce any kind of pecuniary 
obligation, through the instrumentality of our code of trials, is subver- 
sive of justice, and against the spirit and teachings of our Order." 

Sov. Grand Lodge Digest 1S95, Section 1601, see also 111. Code, Section 

628 . 

The appeal is therefore sustained and the action of the Lodge re- 
versed, with directions to reinstate the accused to good standing in the 
Lodge. 

Reversed and remanded with directions.

This is an appeal taken by Bro. J. A. Landes, a member of Remem- 
berance Lodge No. 77, from the refusal of the Grand Master to appoint 
the Brother an Official Instructor. 

The law relating to Official Instructors is as follows: 

“The Grand Master is authorized to appoint a sufficient number of 
thoroughly qualified and Competent Official Instructors," * * * 111. 
909 — (Journal 1885.) 

Sup. 111. Code, Sec. 145 B. 

It is admitted that Brother Landes passed a satisfactory examina- 
tion in the written and unwritten work of the Order. 

Under this law the Grand Master is made the sole judge as to 
whether a Brother is “thoroughly qualified and competent" and as to 
how many Official Instructors the Order requires, or in other words, con- 
stitute a “sufficient number." 

This discretion we have no desire to review unless the law clearly 
authorizes us so to do. In the opinion of this Committee there is no law 
that would warrant us in reviewing the discretionary acts of the Grand 
Master. Nor have we been referred to any bearing on the case that 
would in any wise justify us in so doing. 

It appears that after the installation of the Grand Master at the 
last session of the Grand Lodge, a notice was published in the Fraternal 
papers, stating that the Grand Master would appoint as Official Instruct- 
ors all Brothers that passed the required examination and were other- 
wise duly qualified in every way. 

Bro. Landes in the argument before the Committee admitted that if 
the notice had not been published, that the Grand Master would appoint 
all duly qualified Brothers as Official Instructors, then this Committee 
would have no authority to review the acts of the Grand Master in this 
particular, even if the Brother seeking to be appointed was qualified in 
every way. J j jj 
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That articles published in newspapers cannot confer jurisdiction 
on this Committee is to evident to require argument or the citation of 
authorities. 

This Committee must decline to assume jurisdiction in cases not 
conferred by the law which created it. It is a well established principal 
of the law that where an executive officer is invested by law with the 
discretion of doing or not doing a certain act, courts will not interfere 
to control the exercise of such discretion. 

Entertaining as we do the views above expressed, we must dismiss 
this appeal for want of jurisdiction.

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

This is an appeal taken by the appellant from the action of the 
Lodge in accepting the leport of a special committee appointed to 
investigate an open complaint made by Appellant against a Brother 
of said Lodge for abuse of Ills wife. 

The record of the Lodge shows that the open complaint was made 
at the regular meeting of the Lodge held on April 13, 1897, and was by 
the Noble Grand referred to a committee to investigate. The complaint 
charges “Repeated abuse of his wife.” 

At the next regular meeting of the Lodge, the committee submitted 
the following report: 

Bloomington, 111., April 20, 1897. 

To the Officers and Members of Remembrance Lodge No. 77, I. O. O. F.r 

Your committee appointed to investigate the charge against Brother 
Past Grand H. W. Stillhamer, report that we have fully and fairly 
investigated the charge and find from the records of the McLean County 
Circuit Court, that Bro. Stillhamer’s wife did obtain a divorce from him 
on the grounds of cruelty, and wc further find from the facts that Bro. 
Stillhamer and his wife, mutually agreed to a legal separation, and the 
plea of cruelty was agreed to by them through their attorneys, he 
agreeing not to appear at the trial of the case, and from all the 
facts that we could obtain and believing as we do that these charges 
were instigated and brought in a spirit of malice and spite, and 
for the purposes of harrowing this Lodge, we therefore recommend 
that the charges be dismissed.

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OPINION. 

This Committee has already given an opinion upon a similar case

as then given. The complaint either open or private is the preliminary 
step to bring a member of the Order to trial, and the investigating 
committee, which is appointed by the Noble Grand to investigate said 
complaint, brings in the charge or charges, or else there is nothing 
before the Lodge, upon which the Brother can be -tried. If the com- 
mittee fail to prefer charges no rights are lost or any injustice done. 

The report is not the final action upon the question, as another 
complaint can be filed and another committee be appointed; therefore, 
no appeal can be taken. 

The investigating committee is like a grand jury, it cannot be com- 
pelled to find an indictment or charges, and without same there can be 
no trial upon the merits of the case.

Opinion by Bro. Henry Phillips, of No. 68. 

We are of the opinion, that this appeal is properly taken to this 
Committee, the question involved being one of fact. The record shows 
that Bro. Murphy received an injury upon his left leg on the 9th day 
of February, 1897. For this injury, no claim for benefits was made. 
On the 18th of February, 1897, Bro. Murphy claims to have so injured 
his right leg as to render him unable to attend to his business, and for 
this latter injury, one 'week’s benefits are claimed from February 18 
to February 25. To support this claim, the certificate of his physician 
is produced, w r hich states that Bro. Murphy was “wholly incapacitated 
from manual labor of any kind”; also the certificate of Nellie Chambers, 
which states that she took charge of Dr. Murphy’s office from February 
38 to 25, and conducted the public telephone, etc., and that Dr. Murphy 
was unable to perform any manual labor during that period”; also, Bro. 
Murphy’s own evidence. 

It appears that Bro. Murphy is a dentist, and keeps the public 
telephone in his office; admits that he was at his office every day; that 
his physician directed him to keep off his feet as much as possible; and 
states that he was riding his bicycle every day during this week with the 
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•exception of one or two days. Five witnesses testify that during all 
this time from February 18 to 25, Bro. Murphy was upon the street, 
walking, and riding his bicycle; one or two saying he walked a little 
lame, and others not noticing such lameness. Taking the evidence in 
the record we are of the opinion that Bro. 'Murphy has failed to establish 
his claim, and the appeal herein is dismissed.

Opinion by Bro. C. M. Samson, of No. 440. 


This is an appeal by Bro. Otis J. Ferrill from the action of Relief 
Lodge in expelling him for contempt. 

An open complaint having been made against Bro. Ferrill, a com- 
mittee was appointed who reported charges and specification on June 
11, 1897. A copy of charges and specifications and a citation to appear 
and answer the same were ordered served upon the Brother, the cita- 
tion to be returnable at the second meeting thereafter. At the meet- 
ing of the Lodge, held on the 25th of June, Bro. Ferrill appeared in 
the Lodge, when the charges were read and the Noble Grand called 
upon the accused Brother to plead, guilty or not guilty. 

Instead of pleading to the charges, Bro. Ferrill filed with the Lodge 
a petition for a change of venue, which was received by the Lodge. 

The accused declined to plead, stating that he had not come for 
the purpose of pleading, but only to file his application for a change 
of venue. The Noble Grand directed the Secretary to read the law 
relating to change of venue (Sec. 711, 111. Code. 1881) and again asked 
the accused to plead to the charges, who replied that the Lodge could 
not force him into a trial; that he had applied for a change of venue 
and did not have to answer to his Lodge. After having the law ex- 
plained to him, he was again for the third time asked to plead, and 
then warned that he was liable to be expelled for contempt on his re- 
fusal so to do. The record shows that upon this third demand being 
made upon the accused, he told the Noble Grand “that it was none 
of his business or the Lodge’s business whether he was guilty or not,” 
and thereupon the Lodge summarily expelled Bro. Ferrill for contempt. 

The only question is, Was the Brother guilty of contempt in re- 
fusing to plead, when called upon to do so. 
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A plea is the Defendant’s answer to the charges. 

The refusal or willful neglect of a member of a Subordinate Lodge 
to appear and answer charges preferred against him, constitutes con- 
tempt, and renders him liable to punishment therefor. White’s Sov. 
Digest 715 (1895). 

In refusing to plead, the Brother clearly placed himself in con- 
tempt of the Lodge. The fact that he had deposited with the Lodge 
an application for a change of venue, does not in any way relieve the 
Brother from the duty he owed to his Lodge. 

The change of venue could only be granted by the Grand Master 
and might not have been allowed. Whether it was or not could in 
no wise interefere with the progress of the case in Relief Lodge until 
after the evidence had been taken and the case was ready for trial. 
(Sec. 711, 111. Code, 1881; Sub. Cent., Sec. 19, Article VII). 

Until such time as a plea was entered, no commissioner could be 
appointed, and no evidence could be taken. 

It was the duty of the accused to plead when the Noble Grand called 
upon him to do so. His refusal placed himself in contempt, and the 
Lodge had the legal right to summarily expel him therefor. 

The appeal is without merit, and must be dismissed.

CASE NO. 174. 

In Matter of Appeal of Guiding Star Lodge ) Before Committee on Judi- 
vs. t ciary and Appeals, Au- 

No. 819. ; gust Session, 1897. 

Opinion by Bro. Henry Phillips, of No. 68. 

From the papers and records in this case we gather the following 
facts: 

At a regular meeting of Guiding Star Lodge No. 319, on April 21, 
1897, the petition or application of William Lamb to become a member 
of the Lodge was balloted upon and the candidate was rejected, and 
the initiation, fee of $5.00 returned to the candidate. Nothing more 
seems to have been done at that meeting so far as the matter of William 
Lamb is concerned. Some two or three days after the 21st, the Lodge 
Deputy called upon the Recording Secretary and directed or requested 
him to refrain from sending the name of William Lamb to neighboring 
Lodges as a rejected petitioner or candidate, and this direction or re- 
quest was complied with, and no rejection notices were sent out. At 
the meeting of the Lodge on April 28, the Noble Grand declared the 
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ballot taken on the 21st illegal, and referred the petition or application 
of William Lamb back to the committee (supposed to be the Committee 
for Investigation), after which the petition of William Lamb for mem- 
bership in the Lodge was withdrawn. From the action of the Noble 
Grand and the Lodge this appeal is taken. 

It is difficult to understand how any person filling the office of 
Noble Grand could be so far forgetful of the law of the Order, as to 
take, or permit to be taken, such action as the foregoing. The law is 
clear that when the result of the ballot has been declared, the Noble 
Grand has no more power or control over it. If error or fraud be 
charged on the ballot for membership, it may be declared void and 
a new ballot ordered by the Lodge. But this action must be taken 
at the same meeting at ''which the ballot, alleged to be fraudulent or 
erroneous, was taken. It was clearly the duty of the Recording Secre- 
tary to have immediately notified neighboring Lodges and not to have 
permitted himself, by entreaty or command, to fail in so plain a duty. 
The Deputy Grand Master of the Lodge must have known that he was 
doing what he had no right to do, in either directing or requesting 
the Secretary not to do his duty. The appeal will be sustained, and 
Guiding Star Lodge No. 319 is ordered to set aside as void and of no 
effect, all acts and proceedings concerning the matter of the petition 
or application of William Lamb to become a member of said Lodge, 
had in said Lodge subsequent to the proceedings of the meeting of 
said Lodge on April 21, 1897, and that the Recording Secretary of said 
Lodge forthwith notify all Lodges in the same place where said Guiding 
Star Lodge No. 319 is situated of the said rejection of William Lamb.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

This is an appeal by Bro. Thimmig from the action of said Lodge in 
denying him benefits for fifteen weeks’ sickness from December 15, 1896, 
to April 13, 1897. 

It appears from the record in this case that the Brother was re- 
ported to his Lodge, as sick, on September 22, 1896; the trouble being 
some disease of the eyes. Benefits were paid him from time to time 
up to December 8, 1896. 

On December 22, 1896, the visiting committee reported that Bro. 
Thimmig was not entitled to one week’s benefits claimed by him. 
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At the meeting of the Lodge on December 29, 1896, the question of 
benefits claimed by Bro. Thimmig was again brought to the attention 
of the Lodge. At that time Bro. Blanchard, a member of the visiting 
committee, reported that Bro. Thimmig made the proposition that if 
the Lodge would allow the three weeks’ benefits claimed by the Brother, 
he (Thimmig) would not claim any more benefits for the disability com- 
plained of. Some of the visiting committee approved of this settlement, 
and, on motion, an order was drawn on the treasurer for the three 
weeks’ benefits. 

Nothing more was heard of the case until March 16, 1897, when one 
of the visiting committee reported that Bro. Thimmig had been to St. 
Louis to be treated for his eyes and expressed his opinion that the 
Brother ought to be allowed one week’s benefits, being for the time 
the Brother spent in St. Louis and this amount was paid the Brother. 

On June 1, 1897, the bill above mentioned was presented to the 
Lodge and payment was subsequently refused. 

We are of the opinion that the settlement made by the Lodge with 
Bro. Thimmig of a disputed claim was just and equitable, and that he 
•cannot now be heard to complain, and that he is estopped from making 
the demand for payment of the bill for benefits above referred to. 

This appeal is therefore dismissed and the action of the Lodge 
in refusing to pay the benefits claimed is approved. Appeal dismissed.

Opinion by George F. Howard, P. G. M., of No. 664. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge in not allowing the 
Appellant sick benefits as claimed by him. 

The copy of the records show that on .the 31st day of March, 1897, 
the Appellant was reported sick, and the visiting committee notified. 

On April 7, the visiting committee reported that Bro. Ackerly was 
under the care of a magnetic healer; it was also ordered at this meet- 
ing of the Lodge, that Bro. Ackerly be instructed to procure from the 
Lodge physician (Dr. Weeks) a certificate as to his bodily health. 

At the meeting of the Lodge, held April 14, Bro. Ackerly presented 
the report of the lodge physician, which was accepted, and ordered 
filed. 

It was also ordered “That the visiting committee confer with Dr. 
Weeks and report to the lodge.” After doing so, the visiting committee 
presented the following report:

“We, the committee, decide that Bro. Ackerly is not entiled to 
benefit.” Signed by the committee. 

This report of the committee was, upon motion adopted, and spread 
upon the records. 

At a regular meeting of the Lodge, held on April 28, Appellant was 
present and made a statement to the Lodge as to his sickness. 

A motion to reconsider the case of Bro. Ackerly’s sick benefits was 
made, and upon a point of order being made “That a motion to re- 
consider could not be made, as one meeting had intervened since the 
action was taken.” 

The Noble Grand asked for time in which to decide the point of 
order, and the whole question was laid upon the table for one week. 

At the meeting of the Lodge, held on May 5th, the Noble Grand 
gave his decision, “That the point of order was well taken.” 

At the meeting of May 12th, a communication was read from Ap- 
pellant appealing from the decision of the Noble Grand to the Lodge 
Deputy Grand Master. 

On May 26th, the Lodge Deputy Grand Master gave his decision 
sustaining the Noble Grand in ruling the point of order well taken, and 
from this decision, and the action of the Lodge in refusing him sick 
benefits, the Appellant appeals to this committee. The following are 
the certificates presented to the Lodge: 

This is to certify that I have examined Bro. Ackerly and find some 
rheumatism in left knee and some in ankles; this seems more weakness 
of the joints as the result of rheumatism than rheumatism, at present. 

(Signed) W. R. WEEKS, M. D. 

Chicago, Junt 7, 1897. 

This is to certify that on March 22d, Wm. Ackerly placed himself under 
my treatment for rheumatism and is at present time under my care. 

Has been partially able to carry on his business since May 17, 1897. 

MRS. FRANK GERISH, Magnetic Healer. 

These certificates do not appear to the committee to be sufficiently 
definite to establish the degree of the sickness complained of or that 
the Brother was thereby prevented from following his usual vocation 
or superintending the same to a degree. 

We cannot therefore say that the Lodge did not do right in re- 
fusing the Appellant the sick benefits claimed. 

The Lodge Deputy Grand Master did right in sustaining the action 
of the Noble Grand upon the point of order. 

It is therefore the order of this committee, that the appeal be dis- 
missed and the action of the Lodge be sustained. 

Aopeal dismissed.

This is a petition for rehearing. 

The law governing motions for rehearing of cases decided by this 
Committee was clearly laid down in Case No. 35, on page 891, Journal 
of Grand Lodge 1894, where it is said: “If the petition is based on 
newly discovered evidence it must clearly appear from the petition that 
such party has discovered new and important evidence which was 
unknown to such party and could not have been discovered by the ex- 
ercise of due diligence before the hearing. Each party should pro- 
duce before the tribunal trying the case all evidence known or desired 
before submitting the case for judgment.” 

In the case under consideration all the so-called, newly discovered 
evidence was fully known to the petitioner before the trial of the case 
and should have been produced at the trial. It will not do to submit a 
case on evidence and judgment, say you have more evidence, all the 
e 'dence desired should be offered. 

We have fully considered this petition and find nothing under the 
law or the fact to warrant us in granting a new trial.

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, of No. 232. 


The record in this case discloses that charges of embezzlement and 
neglect of his family were preferred against the accused, and that he 
was tried, found guilty and expelled by his Lodge. 

But the record entirely fails to give this committee jurisdiction of 
the case. The law relating to appeals is in full force and effect and 
must be observed and obeyed just as any other law. It would seem 
impossible for any one to stray from the line of procedure relating 
to appeals so clearly laid down in the laws of the Order. 

Sec. 791, III. Code, 1881, provides that a member expelled by his Lodge 
may appeal, etc., “by depositing with the Secretary of his Lodge within 
three months after such sentence shall have been pronounced against 
him, a notice of appeal with the grounds thereof.” He must set forth his 
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grounds of appeal, in plain, explicit terms, stating the errors, illegalities 
and injustices of which he complains and against whch he appeals. 
(See form 39, page 305, 111. Code, 1881; also page 280 to 283, see case 111 
111. Journal, 1895, page 103. 

Article VI., Sec. 1, Grand Lodge Constitution, provides: “The Com- 
mittee on Judiciary and Appeals shall have appellate jurisdiction to 
hear and determine all questions arising by appeal from the action or 
judgment of any Subordinate Lodge.” This Committee is governed 
by the law and is a court of review. We are, therefore, bound by 
record of procedure as certified under the seal of the Lodge, and will 
hear and determine questions of law and fact presented by the record. 
Whatever action may have been taken or proceedings had by the Lodge, 
we can only know from what the record shows. We can not indulge in 
presumptions. The record should show affirmatively that all legal 
steps have been taken in the course of proceeding. (See Sections 5, 6, 
7 and 8, Art. VII., Subordinate Lodge Constitution; also Journal of 111. 
1S96, Case 111, page 103). 

The law having provided how an appeal may be taken from the 
action or judgment of a Subordinate Lodge, to give this Committee 
jurisdiction of the case, the law relating to appeals must be followed. 
The Sovereign Grand Lodge has said, “That a Grand Lodge can not 
entertain an appeal in disregard of its own laws, nor suspend its laws 
to entertain an appeal.” Journal Sovereign Grand Lodge, pages 3381 
and 3468. The Record of this case entirely fails to disclose a notice of 
appeal or reasons therefor or assign any error as required by law. It 
does not satisfy the law and give jurisdiction to bundle up a confused 
mass of papers, documents and copy of records and call it an appeal. 
The Appellant having failed to give the Lodge notice of appeal, together 
with reasons thereof, as required by law, to appeal, has been taken, 
and the judgment of the Lodge must stand, and the case is dismissed 
from further consideration by this Committee for want of jurisdiction.

Remembrance Lodge No. a ^ Before Committee on Judiciary and 
Bro. Joseph A. Landes. \ Appeals-August Session. 

Opinion by Brother C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

On the 24th day of November, 1896, charges were regularly pre~ 
ferred against Brother Landes, a member of Remembrance Lodge No. 
77. There were two charges, the first being for “slander and lit>el, ’’ 
under which there were six specifications: the second charge being for 
“fraud," under which there were three specifications. 

At the meeting on Dec. 8, 1896, that being the second meeting 
after the presentation of the charges, they were read, and Bro. Landes 
was called upon to plead to the charges, and entered a plea of “Not 
Guilty.” 

At the meeting held December 15, 1896, the Secretary was ordered 
to read the specifications under' both charges, and Bro. Landes pleaded 
“not guilty” to all specifications. A commissioner was then appointed 
to take the evidence. Subsequently the evidence was taken on behalf 
of booh prosecution and defense. An application having been made 
for a change of venue on behalf of the defense, the Grand Master 
changed the venue to Bloomington Lodge No. 400 for trial. 

After the evidence had been taken, it, together witl; the record 
of Lodge No. 77 relating thereto, was duly transmitted to Bloom- 
ington Lodge. Bro. R. L. Fleming, an attorney, had been employed 
by the prosecuting committee as its counsel, and had appeared for it 
in the taking of the evidence, etc., and both he and the prosecuting 
committee were present when the case was called for trial in Bloom- 
ington Lodge. Upon the case being called for trial in Lodge No. 400, 
the charges and specifications were again read, to each of which Bro. 
Landes a second time pleaded “not guilty.” 

Immediately thereafter Bro. Landes moved to dismiss charge one 
and the specifications thereunder. Br©. Fleming then attempted to 
take the floor as the attorney for the prosecution, to which Bro. 
Landes objected, on the ground that the records failed to show that 
Bro. Fleming had been appointed by the Noble Grand of Lodge No. 
77 to conduct the trial on behalf of that Lodge. The Noble Grand of 
No. 400 sustained the objection, notwithstanding the fact that the 
prosecuting committee then stated that Bro. Fleming had been em- 
ployed as its counsel to conduct the trial; and to this action of the 
Noble Grand the prosecutiug committee then entered its written pro- 
test. The Noble Grand then dismissed charge one as being “vague 
and indefinite.” It does not appear from the records that any motion 
was made by the defense to dismiss charge two, but after remarks 
the Noble Grand ruled that charge out of order and dismissed it on 
account of “want of jurisdiction.” From this action an appeal was 
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taken to this committee. Various errors are assigned, the second, 
third, fourth and fifth being the only ones that require our consider- 
ation. 

The second error charges that the Noble Grand and Lodge erred 
in denying prosecuting committee the aid of counsel on the night of 
trial. 

Ihird — That the Noble Grand erred in dismissing charge one and 
all specifications thereunder. 

Fourth —' That the Noble Grand erred in dismissing charge two and 
all specifications thereunder. 

Fifth — That the Noble Grand erred in dismissing charges one and 
two and specifications thereunder after the case was called for trial 
and after the defendant had entered a plea of “not guilty.” 

It is urged in defense of the action of the Noble Grand in refus- 
ing to hear Bro. Fleming, the counsel for the prosecuting committee, 
that it was necessary for Bro. Fleming to produce written authority 
from the Noble Grand of Remembrance Lodge before he had any right 
to be heard; and on this point we are referred to that part of Article 
VII., Section 20, of Subordinate Constitution, which says: “Upon 
which removal the prosecuting committee, or some advocate appointed 
by the Noble Grand of the removing Lodge, may prosecute the case.” 

Bro. Landes, in his argument before this committee, admitted that 
the prosecuting committee had a right to prosecute the case in Bloom- 
ington Lodge, and had the right to employ counsel to take evidence 
and conduct the trial in Lodge No. 77, if no change of venue had been 
had, and this without the consent and authority of the Noble Grand 
or Lodge. This is undoubtedly the law. Illinois Code 1881, 653; Arti- 
cle VII., Section 3, Subordinate Constitution. 

We are of the opinion that, even though a change of venue is 
granted, the prosecuting committee loses none of its rights relating to the 
trial. The committee has the legal right to follow and conduct the 
prosecution in the Lodge to which the venue is changed, and no 
change of venue can deprive the committee of any of its rights and 
privileges. 

The objection to the appearance of Bro. Fleming was wholly with- 
out merit and should have been overruled, and Bro. Fleming, on be- 
half of the committee, should have been granted a hearing. To 
refuse him this right was clearly erroneous. 

The next question in this case is, Did the Noble Grand err in dis- 
missing the charges after plea of not guilty had been entered and the 
evidence had been taken? The charges were in form, but it is claimed 
that the specifications under the first charge were vague and indefinite, 
and for that reason the Noble Grand dismissed them. We are of the 
—14 
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opinion that specification one under charge one does not state an 
offense 'in its present form, and if this specification be true, it would 
not be sufficient to sustain a finding of guilty. 

The allegations in specifications three and four are that “he spoke 


of Bro as a damned thief.” It is claimed that the words, 

“he spoke of Bro. as,” are not sufficiently definite to fix the 


offense, and that the exact words spoken should have been set forth. 
While it would undoubtedly be the better practice to do so, it is 
hardly to be expected that the words are to be set forth with as great 
exactness of expression and legal phraseology as in a declaration in an 
action at law. 

The same objection is urged against the use of the word “charac- 
terized” in specification five, and the word “charged” in the sixth. 
These objections are all technical and do not go to the real merits of 
the case, and should have been raised before plea was entered and the 
evidence was taken. It is also objected in the argument before this 
committee that specifications two, three, four, five and six, under 
charge one, do not state that the article published and words spoken 
were false and malicious. 

The words set forth in the specifications are actionable per se; and 
while it is the better form to charge that they are false and malicious, 
it would not be neccessary in the first instance for the prosecution to 
make proof of their falsity’, or that they were uttered maliciously. 
The falsity of the charge is to be implied until the contrary is shown, 
is a principle of law, and malice in general is to be presumed until the 
contrary is proved. It would be in better form to allege that the 
words were falsely and maliciously uttered, but we do not consider it 
absolutely essential so to do, especially after a plea of not guilty has 
been entered. In any event, it would devolve on the defendant to 
justify the uttering of the words charged. 

In specifications one and two, under charge two, it was alleged 
that the defendant obtained goods on “false representation,” not al- 
leging in what the false representation consisted. It would have been 
better to have set forth what the representations were, in order that 
the evidence might be confined to the direct point of the controversy. 

In specification three, under charge two, it is alleged that “on or 
about the 12th day of August, 1895, he secured the ignature of Bro 

as surety on a note of $150 on false representation of 

his ability to pay the same.” This specification we believe to be suf- 
ficient, where a plea of not guilty is entered, although it would have 
been better to have set forth more in detail to whom the false repre- 
sentations were made and whom the word “his” in the expression of 
“his ability to pay” refers to. The Noble Grand dismisses charge two 
for “want of jurisdiction.” This was error. Where fraud is charged 
in transactions between brothers, and is properly set forth in specifi- 
cations, a Lodge may inquire into it. 
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The brother who is accused of “false and fraudulent representa- 
tion, whereby another brother is injured, cannot escape the penalty 
inflicted by the laws of our Order, on the ground that the other may 
have a remedy in the civil courts. 

These specifications under charge two are not as definite and cer- 
tain as they should have been, but when properly set forth the Lodge 
has the clear legal right to pass upon the guilt or innocence of the 
accused brother. 

In view of the error committed by the Noble Grand of Blooming- 
ton Lodge, we must reverse and remand this case to said Lodge for 
trial, with leave to the prosecuting committee to amend and make 
more certain such of the specifications as now appear to be somewhat 
indefinite and uncertain. That upon the trial of said case in said 
Bloomington Lodge said committee be allowed to prosecute in person, 
nnd by counsel, if they so desire. Reversed and remanded.

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, of No. 232. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge expelling Bro. 
Kimmerly. 

From the record it appears that at a regular meeting of the Lodge 
April 19th, 1897, charges were preferred against Bro. Kimmerly, as 
follows: 


“ Charge 1st— We charge Bro. William Kimmerly with disgracing 
the Order. 

u {Specification 1st — That he was intoxicated on the evening of Feb- 
ruary 14, 1897, when he returned from Glasford with a casket for the 
remains of his wife. 


“ Specification 2d — That at the funeral of his wife, February 15, 1897, 
he was intoxicated. 
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“ Specification 3d — That on the night following the burial of his 
wife he attended a dance, and while there was staggering drunk.” 

The defendant was duly cited to appear and plead to the charges 
and specifications, and did appear, and plead “not guilty.” A com- 
missioner was regularly appointed to take evidence, which was in due 
time reported to the Lodge. The proceedings leading up to the trial 
appear to have been regular. The trial was had and resulted in the 
expulsion of the defendant; from which action of the Lodge in expell- 
ing the defendant appeals, and assigns for his appeal the following 
reasons: 

“First— Did not have a fair and impartial trial. 

“Second — The Lodge having two professional lawyers acting as 
Noble Grand and Vice Grand in prosecuting the case. 

“Third — Evidence stating that my family was neglected on account 
of my want of drink, which is absolutely false.” 

The record in this case is quite voluminous. Considerable evi- 
dence was taken on both sides. However, for the purpose of disposing 
of the case, it is unnecessary for us to do so, and we refrain from 
commenting on the evidence. We discover nothing of record indicat- 
ing any unfairness in the proceedings, neither can we discover any 
objections to the conduct of the Noble Grand or Vice Grand. 

There is some evidence relating to the neglect of his family by 
the defendant. However, under the charges and specifications in this 
case, we hold such evidence not proper, inasmuch as the evidence 
should be in support of or refutation of the charges and specifications; 
all evidence should be confined and limited to the issues made by the 
charges and specifications. “Charges and .specifications must not be 
vague: they should set forth definitely some offense with sufficient 
clearness in the specifications to enable a brother to know to what he is 
to answer.” — 111. Code 1881, Sec. 668. 

The charge in the case at bar is “disgracing the Order”; but each 
specification is for intoxication, hence the evidence should have been 
confined to the question of intoxication. 

Section 10, Article VII, Constitution, says: “The only legal pen- 
alties for misconduct are fine, reprimand, suspension, and expulsion. 
Fine is not allowed as a penalty for violation of the principles of the 
Order.” 

Section 11, of Article VII, Constitution, provides: “The penalty 
for intoxication is reprimand for the first offense, suspension for the 
second, and expulsion for the third; and no other penalties are legal .” 

Section 12, Article VII, Constitution, provides: “When a definite 
penalty is fixed by the law for any offense, a brother convicted thereof 
is sentenced without further vote,” etc.

In tliis case there is nothing in the record to show that the 
brother had ever before been convicted on a charge of intoxication. 
Hence, under the law, on conviction for the first offense, reprimand 
was the only penalty the Lodge could inflict, and under no circum- 
stances could the Lodge expel for intoxication unless the record shows 
it to be the third conviction on a charge of intoxication. 

The specifications in this case only charging intoxication, and 
there being nothing in the record of former convictions of that of- 
fense, all the Lodge could do was to reprimand; under the record of 
this case it was error to expel the brother. 

The appeal is therefore sustained, the action of the Lodge expell- 
ing the brother is reversed, and the cause remanded back to the Lodge 
with instructions to reinstate the accused and proceed to inflict the 
penalty provded by law — that of reprimand

Bro. James Anderson, formerly a member of Raymond Lodge, com- 
plained to the Grand Master that he had been illegally dropped for 
non-payment of dues in July, 1894, claiming that at the time of such 
dropping he was nine months in arrears. ✓ 


The brother bases his contention on the admitted facts that, 
Oct. 4, 1891, the Lodge granted him a visiting card for one year, that 
is, to Oct. 4, 1892, and that on May 6, 1893, he paid the Lodge $3.90, 
being dues for three quarters, and that on Oct. 28, 1893, he paid the 
further sum of $1.30; and these amounts, the brother contends, paid 
his dues in full to Oct. 1, 1893. 


The Lodge records, however, show that at the time the card was 
issued an error was committed, and that the card should have been 
issued for only about five months instead of one year. 

While it is true the brother paid $5.20 (one year’s dues) for hli 
card, yet when the card was issued, the amount thus paid was $2.95 
short of paying the brother’s dues to Oct. 1, 1892. 
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The brother has filed with the record three notices that he re- 
ceived from the Secretary of the Lodge, dated Jan. 1st, April 1st and 
July 1st, 1894, all showing that the Lodge claimed the brother was 
indebted for dues from July 1, 1893. 

The brother appears to have protested to the Secretary that the 
notices were incorrect, and then allowed the matter to drop, and did 
not pay any of the dues claimed. 

The Grand Master appointed Bro. Chas. M. Lytle a special deputy 
to investigate the complaint; and on the facts above stated, he re- 
ported that, in his opinion, the brother had been legally dropped, and 
recommended that the case be dismissed. That report was approved 
by the Grand Master, who then dismissed the complaint. 

We are of the opinion that the Grand Master's finding, upon the 
facts shown by the record, was correct, and that same should be ap- 
proved, and the appeal be dismissed. 

Action of the Grand Master sustained, and appeal dismissed.

STATEMENT. 

It appears from the record in this case that, in August, 1897, 
written complaint was filed by Bro. Dubose against the defendant, 
charging him with engaging in the business of bartender, etc. A 
committee was appointed to investigate the complaint, and on the 
7th day of September, 1897, said investigating committee made report 
to the Lodge “That they found no grounds for charges”; which re- 
port was received and the committee discharged. 

September 14th, 1897, M. A. Dubose (who had made the complaint 
in August) ^ refiles his complaint; and, on motion, the complaint was 
laid on the table by the Lodge. On September 21st, 1897, the same 
brother files again the same charges in substance, with the addition 
that the accused had stated that “he did not care what the Lodge 
would do or say.” 

A committee was appointed to investigate the last complaint, and 
on October 13th, 1897, said committee reported, “That we find Bro. 
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Connelley guilty of using language as charged, and recommend him 
to the mercy of the Lodge, as we are confident that he would not} 
have used such language had he not, in our opinion, been persecuted by 
Bro. Dubose in further charges brought against him, which were of no 
consequence further than to show he wished to make things as unpleas- 
ant for the Lodge and Bro. Connelley as possible. We are of opinion 
that a reprimand would be more than enough as punishment for the 
accused brother.” Whereupon the Noble Grand reprimanded Bro. G. 
W. Connelley for using language unbecoming an Odd Fellow. 

OPINION. 

There are several reasons why this appeal cannot be entertained. 

First . — The law is well settled that to take an appeal from the 
action of the Lodge the appellant must “file with the Secretary of the 
Lodge, within three months after such sentence or judgment shall 
have been pronounced, a notice in writing of appeal, with the grounds 
thereof.”— Code 1896, Sec. 1998. 

One brother can appeal from the action of his Lodge only when 
he has been ‘‘deprived of some right, honor, privilege, or benefit.” 
In all cases in which three members of a Lodge shall regard tli6 
action of the Lodge as “illegal or unjust,” they may appeal. 

In the case at bar there is no notice of appeal or reasons given 

for appeal, no assignment of error, and the appeal appears only to 

have been taken by Bro. Dubose alone, as it appears from a statement 
in the record by the Secretary. — Secs. 1998, 1999 and 2000, Code 1896; 
Form of Appeal, Sec. 2007, Code 1896. Verbal notice of intention to 
appeal is not sufficient.— Case 111, Journal of 1896, page 103. 

“No appeal may be taken from the report of an Investigating 
Committee,” etc.— Sec. 1870, Code 1896. 

We are of opinion that no appeal was proper in this case; and if 

an appeal had been proper, it could not be taken by one member, 

unless he was deprived of some right, honor, privilege, or benefit. 
No appeal was taken as provided by law, giving reasons and assigning 
errors. 

Therefore, the supposed appeal in this cause is hereby dismissed.

STATEMENT. 

This is an appeal by Bro. A. H. Marsh from the action and judg- 
ment of the Lodge in expelling the accused. 

The charges are irregular and informal.— Secs. 1871, 1872 and 1873, 
111. Code 1896. There are three specifications, charging in substance 
that the defendant did, about the month of August, 1895, at Gales- 
burg, Knox county, Illinois, without cause or justification, abandon 
his wife and two children under the age of 12 years, and neglect to 
support the same, etc. 

It appears from the record that on Oct. 11, 1897, parties appeared 
and announced themselves ready for trial, and that the witnesses were 
duly obligated by the Noble Grand, and the evidence heard in open 
Lodge, except one witness, who was not a member of the Order, whose 
evidence was taken in deposition form, and was read before the Lodge 
after the evidence for the Lodge was all heard. The defendant offered 
some ex-parte statements from parties in Texas, which were considered 
by the Lodge, and not made a part of the record, but placed on file 
with the papers. 

The record shows: “The charges again read to the Lodge, a vote 
on specifications Nos. 1, 2 and 3 were separately taken, and each was 
sustained by the Lodge. A vote on the charges was taken, and they 
were sustained by the Lodge. The charges and specifications being sus- 
tained against Bro. A. H. Marsh, the Lodge proceeded to vote on the 
highest penalty, which was expulsion. A vote being taken, and the 
ballot being in the affirmative, Bro. Marsh was declared by the Noble 
Grand expelled from Galesburg Lodge No. 142, I. O. O. F.” 

The defendant filed his appeal in writing, aud assigns the follow- 
ing reasons and errors: 

“First— Improper evidence was admitted upon the trial of said 
cause.” 

“Second— Evidence was not in accord with the charges and speci- 
fications.” 

“Third — Verdict was not according to the evidence.” 

“Fourth— Verdict was contrary to law.” 

“Fifth— Trial was improperly conducted.” 

“Sixth— Defendant was not properly served with notice of charges 
and specifications before trial.” 
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OPINION. 

The first error assigned by the appellant is that “improper evidence 
was admitted.” A very considerable portion of the evidence taken in 
this case is directed to the habits of the accused as to drinking to 
excess, etc. This was not proper, inasmuch as there is no charge or 
specification relating to or setting up the offense of intoxication. 
Ex-parte statements, taken without notice or opportunity to cross- 
examine, are not proper evidence. It is a well-settled rule of law that 
all the evidence should be confined to the issue made by the charges 
and specifications, and should not go outside of the issue being investi- 
gated under the charges and specifications. 

Case No. 151, page 178, Grand Secretary’s Report, 1897; Secs. 1914, 
1915, 1923, 1927, Code 1896. 

The same applies to the second error assigned. For reasons here- 
inafter stated, we do not deem it best to discuss the the third and 
fourth errors assigned, for the reason that there may be further pro- 
ceedings by the Lodge. 

The fifth error assigned is “that the trial was improperly con- 
ducted.” 

Section 7, Article VII, of the Constitution, provides that charges 
and specifications must be sustained in whole or in part by a two 
thirds vote . The punishment must be fixed by a two-thirds vote , etc 
The record should show the number of votes cast, both for and against.

Sec. 7, Art. VII, Subordinate Lodge Constitution. 

The records of the Lodge must show strict compliance with the 
law, and no presumption of fair dealing can be had when the record 
fails to show it. (Sec. 1927, 111. Code 1896.) Yet the record before us 
shows “a vote on specifications Nos. 1, 2 and 3 were separately taken, 
and each were sustained by the Lodge.” The same as to the punish- 
ment: “A vote being taken, and the ballot being in the affirmative , Bro. 
Marsh was declared expelled,” etc. 

The record, therefore, fails to show a legal vote, and we cannot 
indulge the presumption that the legal two-thirds vote favored sustain- 
ing the charges or fixing the punishment. (Sec. 1927, 111. Code 1896.) 

We refrain from further comment on the evidence, for the reason 
that the cause must be remanded back to the Lodge for further pro- 
ceedings. 
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The appeal is sustained, and the cause is remanded back to the 
Lodge for new trial in conformity with the law, with leave to file new 
or amended charges and specifications, and take new and other evi- 
dence, after giving due uotice to the accused. 

Reversed and remanded.

STATEMENT. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Grand Master. 

It appears from the correspondence between the Grand Master, 
the Lodge, and the brother, that Bro. Ross joined the Lodge in April, 
1879, and remained a member of said Lodge until May 30, 1885, when 
he was dropped for non-payment of dues, and so remained until Aug. 
1, 1891, when he petitioned the Lodge for re-instatement and was ad- 
mitted. No complaint seems to have been made by the brother until 
within about a year, when it appears that he claimed that he wa& 
illegally dropped for N. P. D. in 1885, and asked the Lodge to make 
its record show that he had been illegally dropped. This the Lodge 
refused to do. The matter was taken up with Grand Master Rankin, 
who investigated the case fully and carefully. On April 13, 1897 r 
Grand Master Rankin gave the following opinion: 

“IX M. Garrison , Secretary No. 1+86: 

“Dear Sir and Brother: — I have examined the papers submitted 
to me in the case of G. W. Ross, and I am unable to find anything 
that indicates that he was improperly dropped for non-payment of 
dues in 1885. If there was any illegality in that proceeding, it seems 
that he would have known it and would have objected at that time, 
or within a reasonable time thereafter. There is no evidence, how- 
ever, of any objection on his part or by any one for him. In August, 
1891, Bro. Ross made application for re-instatement, and made no com- 
plaint then that he had been illegally dropped, and made no such 
claim until within a year ago. Taking the records as they have been 
submitted to me, and all the circumstances, I am of opinion that there 
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is no ground for Bro. Ross’s complaint, and that he was properly and 
legally dropped from membership in 1S85. You will communicate this 
opinion to the Lodge, and also to Bro. Ross. 

‘‘Fraternally yours, 

“Geo. C. Rankin, G. M.” 

Bro. Ross appeals from this decision of the Grand Master. 

We are of the opinion that the decision of the Grand Master 
should be confirmed. We can find no error to base a different conclu- 
sion on. We are further of the opinion that the action of Bro. Ross in 
allowing the matter to rest so long would create grave doubts as to 
the merit of his complaint, and his voluntary action petitioning for 
re-instatement is a conclusive bar to further complaint on his part. 
Had he never been legally dropped, then he could not be legally re- 
instated; and by his petition for re-instatement he admits the legality 
of the action of the Lodge dropping him. 

Therefore, the appeal is dismissed, and the action and judgment 
of the Grand Master is affirmed.

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge acquitting Bro. 
A. Walley. 


statement. 


In July, 1897, the following charges and specifications were pre- 
ferred against Bro. A. Walley, a member of Black Hawk Lodge, No. 776. 

“Charge First — We charge Bro. A. Walley with being a bar-tender 
in Wooster’s saloon, in the village of Capron, 111. 

“Specification First — That during the months of May and June, 1897, 
while in the employ of Bro. N. H. Wooster, Jr., he was tending bar 
in said Wooster’s saloon. 

“ Specification Second — That on the 5th day of July, A. D. 1897, he 
was bar-tender in Wooster’s saloon, and during most of the month 
was engaged in the same business.” 
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August 20, 1897, the accused “plead not guilty” to the charges. 
The Noble Grand appointed H. B. Stevenson commissioner to take 
the evidence. 

September 3, 1897, it was moved and seconded by II. L. Puffer and 
L. E. Chamberlain that the case of Bro. A. Walley be dismissed, as 
the law referring to such cases was made after Bro. Walley became a 
member of the Order. The Noble Grand declared said motion out of 
order. Bro. Puffer appealed to the Lodge, and the Noble Grand de- 
clared Bro. Puffer out of order. 

September 17, 1897, the evidence in the case was read, and after 
argument, “the ballot was then spread and found to contain twenty- 
two white balls and eleven black balls, and the Noble Grand declared 
the charges not sustained against Bro. A. Walley.” 

September 24, 1897, three members of the Lodge filed notice of 
appeal, and assigned the following errors: 

“First —' The findings of the Lodge are contrary to evidence. 

“Second — The Lodge ignored the opinion of the Grand Sire on the 
constitutional amendment prohibiting saloon-keepers and bar-tenders 
from becoming members of the Order, which was approved by the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge; therefore the findings were contrary to law.” 

OPINION. 

It will not be necessary to consider the evidence in detail to dis- 
pose of the case. 

Under our law, “No saloon-keeper, bar-tender, or professional 
gambler, shall be eligible to membership in this Order.” — Section 5, 
Article XVI, Constitution Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Under Section 5, Article XYI, Sovereign Grand Lodge Constitu- 
tion, “A brother is liable to charges who, not being engaged as a 
saloon-keeper or bar-tender at the time the law was passed, has since 
engaged in it; so, also, when a brother gives up the business, he can- 
not again return to it without violating the law.”— Sec. 1832, 111. Code 
1896; Sovereign Grand Lodge Journal, pages 14681 and 15019. 

A Grand Lodge has no power to say that those engaged in the 
saloon business, or as bar-tender, when Section 5, Article XYI, 
amendment, was passed are guilty of such conduct and subject them 
to it.— Decision of the Grand Sire, page 187, 111. Journal, 1896. 

“A brother who was a member of a Lodge and a bar-keeper when 
the amendment to Section 5, Article XYI, Constitution of Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, went into effect, can take a withdrawal card and con- 
tinue in such employment; another Lodge may admit him to member- 
ship, he being already a member of the Order.— Twenty-eighth de- 
cision of Grand Sire, page 248, 111. Journal, 1897. 
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Hence it appears from the law that the amendment above cited 
referring to saloon-keepers and bar-tenders does not affect the rights 
of a brother engaged in the business at the time such amendment 
took effect; in other words, the amendment does not affect vested 
rights. 

In the case at bar there is nothing in the charges or the specifi- 
cations showing how long Bro. Walley had been employed as a bar- 
tender, or whether he was so engaged at the time said amendment 
went into effect, or had gone out of the business and had re-engaged 
in it. The charge is “with being a bar-tender,” etc. If he had not 
been engaged in such business before the time charged, then the 
charge should allege that he engaged in such business; or if he had 
been so engaged and quit the business and again engaged therein, it 
should be so stated in the charges and specifications. It is not suffi- 
cient to charge him with being “a bar-tender”: sufficient must be 
stated to show that the law is applicable to him. The charges and 
specifications fail to show an offense under the law. We may further 
say that there is no evidence that Bro. Walley was, at the time men- 
tioned in the specifications, employed as a bar-keeper. The strongest 
view that can be taken of the evidence is that he sometimes waited 
on customers in a saloon; but there is no evidence to the effect that 
he was employed for that business, and we have no right to indulge 
in presumptions. 

But there is another and more serious reason why the judgment 
cannot stand. The Lodge Record, September 17th, 1897, is as follows: 
“The testimony in the case of Bro. A. Walley was read and Bro. 
John Lascells spoke on behalf of the prosecution, and Bro. Robert 
Wright for the defense. The ballot was spread and found to contain 
twenty-two white balls and eleven black balls. The Noble Grand de- 
clared the charges not sustained against Bro. A. Walley.” 

Sections 7 and 8 of Article VII, Subordinate Lodge Constitution, 
provide how the vote shall be taken by a Lodge, and the Constitu- 
tion must be followed. 

First — “The charge should be read, then the specifications under 
said charge should be read and balloted on in their order.” 

“A Lodge must ballot on each specification separately , and then on the 
charges.” 

“The records of the Lodge must show the number of balls cast for 
and against the accused upon each charge and specification. It should 
show the number of voting members present and entitled to vote.” — 
Sections 1933 and 1934, Illinois Code 1896. 

“All votes taken under the provisions of this Article (111. Sub. 
Const. Art. VII) shall be by ballot with balls.”— Sections 1938 and 1939, 
Illinois Code 1896. 
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‘•The Noble Grand should carefully explain before the balloting 
that a white ball is to be cast for conviction, or for the penalty under 
consideration, indicating the affirmative of the question; and that a 
black ball is against sustaining the charges, or against the penalty, 
indicating the negative,” etc.— Section 1940, Illinois Code 1896; Illi- 
nois Journal, Yol. VII, page 510. Numerous decisions of the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary and Appeals might be cited to same effect. 

Here we have a record before us which fails entirely to follow the 
law relating to balloting. If the Noble Grand followed the law and 
the ballot was legal, then the brother was expelled, for there were 22 
white, and 11 black balls: but the record fails to show any vote on 
the specifications separately. Yet, in the face of the ballot, the Noble 
Grand’ declares the charges not sustained, when there is a two-thirds 
ballot for conviction. However, the record fails to show that a legal 
ballot was taken as required by the law. We can not indulge pre- 
sumptions. The record must show affirmatively that the proceedings 
were regular and in conformity to law; and the record before us 
shows that the proceedings were irregular and illegal. 

For the errors indicated, the judgment can not stand. The 
appeal is therefore sustained and the case dismissed without prejudice, 
so that further proceedings may be had, if so desired by the Lodge, 
in conformity with law. 

Appeal sustained and case dismissed.

On the 29th day of September, 1897, the Grand Master, through 
his special deputy, W. H. Bean, arrested the charter of Kossuth Lodge 
for neglecting and disregarding the orders of the Grand Master relat- 
ing to the payment of certain benefits to Bro. T. V. Javorsky, a 
member of said Lodge. 

Thereupon the Grand Master, on October 9, 1897, filed with the 
Grand Secretary charges against said Lodge, in accordance with Sec- 
tion 1 of Article IX of the Grand Lodge Constitution. The officers 
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and trustees were duly notified of the Grand Master’s action, and also 
of the fact that he had fixed November 16, 1897, as the day when the 
case would be tried by the Judiciary and Appeals Committee. 

A Commissioner was duly appointed to take evidence relating to 
the charges made by the Grand Master, which evidence, taken in legal 
form, was presented and considered by your committee. 

In the charges filed by the Grand Master, as above stated, it was 
charged that said Lodge had violated the principles of the Order in 
that it had refused to pay sick-benefits legally due Bro. Javorsky, a 
member of said Lodge in good standing, and that they refused to obey 
the commands of the Grand Master to pay such benefits, etc. 

The evidence taken by Commissioner and presented and consid- 
ered by this committee fully sustains the charges made by the Grand 
Master, and your committee are of the opinion that the action of the 
Grand Master therein should be approved, and that the charter of said 
Kossuth Lodge, No. 569, should be revoked. 

There also appeared before your committee, by their agents, the 
following-named members of said Lodge, in good standing, who en- 
tered their appearance and a plea of not guilty to the charges pre- 
ferred against said Lodge, viz: 

Hy. D. Kurtz, M. Yan Gelder, Thomas Y. Javorsky, A. Rosenthal, 
A. Brodsky, and David H. Stern. 

Your committee heard the evidence offered on behalf of each of 
said brothers, and are of the opinion that Hy. D. Kurtz, M. Yan 
Gelder, Thomas Y. Javorsky, A. Rosenthal and A. Brodsky were in 
fact innocent of the offenses charged by the Grand Master, and that 
each of said brothers last named should be and is acquitted thereof, 
and that the Grand Secretary issue a card to each of said brothers 
last named as in case of a defunct Lodge. 

That as to the case of Bro. David H. Stern, your committee are 
not fully satisfied as to his innocence, and this committee have con- 
tinued the further hearing on this case to the February session, 1898, 
of this committee, with leave to present further evidence in his behalf.

CASE HO. 187. 

Leopold Hilb ) Before Committee on Judiciary and 

Morris Levit^Lodge- Deputy, t Appeals. November Session. 

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of Ho. 440. 

It appears from the record before us, that Bro. S. Wolf, a mem- 
ber of Washington Lodge, was fined $2.00 for not visiting two sick 
brothers, and 50 cents for not reporting thereon. At a subsequent 
meeting of the Lodge, Bro. Wolf reported that he had visited both of 
the sick brothers for which the fines had been imposed, and that he 
was prevented from reporting at the prior meeting by reason of sick- 
ness in his own family. 

The Lodge refused to excuse him, and he appealed to the Lodge 
Deputy, who decided that, under the by-laws, the Lodge did wrong 
in not remitting the fines. From the decision of the Lodge Deputy 
Bro. Hilb appealed to the Grand Master, who, after a full investiga- 
tion of the facts, held it was the duty of the Lodge to release Bro. 
Wolf from the fines that had been imposed, and ordered that the ap- 
peal to him be dismissed and that the fines be remitted. From the 
decision of the Grand Master Bro. Hilb appealed, and the record is 
sent to this committee. 

Waiving the question of the right of Bro. Hilb to appeal from the 
decision of the Grand Master to this committee, we are of the opinion 
that the Grand Master was justified by the facts in deciding that the

CASE NO. 190. 

A. W. Wexelberg ) Before Committee on Judiciary and 

Fort Dearborn Lodge No. 214. ) Appeals. November Session. 

STATEMENT. 

This is an appeal by Fort Dearborn Lodge from the judgment of 
the Grand Master, directing said Lodge to pay certain benefits to 
Bro. A. Wexelberg, a member of said Lodge. It appears from the 
files in this case that in March, 1893, Bro. Wexelberg applied to his 
Lodge for benefits on account of nervous trouble produced by hem- 
orrhoids. An operation was performed on the brother, and soon there- 
after he was taken to the Garfield Sanitarium, where he was again 
operated on, and in four weeks he was sent home apparently cured. 
In about one week he was returned to said sanitarium in a condition 
similar to when he was first taken there. After three weeks’ further 
treatment he seemed perfectly well, and was again sent home. This 
sanitarium was conducted by Dr. Skiles, and -was not a hospital for 
insane. This sickness of Bro. Wexelberg continued for twenty-three 
weeks, during which time the Lodge paid him benefits to the amount 
of $108. On or about Sept. 5, 1893, he was reported by the Visiting 
Committee as well, and was by the Lodge declared off the sick-list, 
and benefits discontinued. The brother was duly notified that he had 
been declared off the sick-list. No complaint or objection was ever 
made of the action of the Lodge declaring him off the sick-list or 
stopping the payment of benefits. 

The brother kept pnying dues until about September, 1895, mak- 
ing no claim for benefits, and after which date no dues were paid. About 
June, 1896, Mrs. 'Wexelberg, wife of the brother, wrote to the Lodge 
stating that the brother had been confined in the Hospital for Insane 
at Elgin since June 3, 1896. About June 16, 1896, the Noble Grand of 
Fort Dearborn Lodge, wrote Mrs. Wexelberg, and informed her that 
Bro. Wexelberg had paid no dues since January, 1896, and was there- 
fore not entitled to benefits. 

On June 23, 1896, Mrs. Wexelberg wrote to Bro. E. E. Siblet, a 
member of Cook County Lodge, and complained that she had not 
heard from Fort Dearborn Lodge, etc. Again, on June 25, 1896, she 
wrote Bro. Siblet the following letter: 

—15 
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“June 25, 1896., 

Mr. Siblet: 

Kind Sir:— Today I received a few lines from Fort Dearborn 
Lodge informing me that there was no dues (benefits) due me, as I 
had not paid my dues since Jan. 15. I have all my receipts to that 
time, and have always paid when I have been notified. Since they 
have not sent me any due-bill, they are to blame, and it is not my 
loss. But they have not even sent any one to me to know whether I 
am in want or not. I think they are trying pretty hard to get out 
of helping me to what is justly due me. Have you had any word as 
jet? I shall not let this month pass by. Please let me hear from 
jou, and oblige 

Mrs. Wexelberg.” 

About September 1st, 1896, Cook County Lodge addressed a let- 
ter to the Grand Master calling attention to the case, stating that 
Cook County Lodge considered it necessary to call attention of Fort 
Dearborn Lodge to the case; and thereupon Fort Dearborn appointed 
a brother to investigate the cause. The result of the matter was 
that Grand Master Rankin appointed Bro. R. G. Stripp Special Dep- 
uty to investigate the case. In May, 1897, Bro. Stripp made a report 
ta the Grand Master. It appears that the investigation made by Spe- 
cial Deputy Stripp was purely ex parte. He called on Mrs. Wexelberg 
and got her statement without notice to Fort Dearborn Lodge, which 
statement was not under the sanctity of an oath or obligation; he 
also called on Fort Dearborn Lodge and requested a history of Bro. 
Wexelberg dating back to March, 1893, together with copies of all 
documents, certificates, etc., bearing on the case, which was furnished. 
(Special Deputy Stripp came before this committee and admitted that 
he had not notified Fort Dearborn Lodge that he would take the 
statement of Mrs. Wexelberg, and that her statement was not under 
oath or obligation, etc.) 

The certificate of physician reported by Special Deputy is as 
follows: 

“Englewood, Illinois. 

“This is to certify that Mr. A. Wexelberg, of 7310 Yale Avenue, 
has been insane since Janury, 1893; he has not been confined to an 
asylum all the time, but should have been. At no time during the 
time intervening between that time and this has he been sane. 

“Cora E. Taylor, M. D.” 

We find also among the papers the following certificate: 

“Chicago, III., September 1st, 1897. 

“Mr. A. W. Wexelberg was referred to me and sent to Garfield 
Park Sanitarium in 1893, on account of nervous trouble produced by 
hemorrhoids. He was operated on and in four weeks sent home ap- 
parently cured of his trouble. In one week he was returned to the 
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Sanitarium in a very excited condition, similar to what he was at 
first. After three weeks he seemed well and was again sent home, 
since which time I have not seen him. 

“H. P. Skiles, M. D.” 

Grand Master Rankin, after receiving the report of Bro. Stripp, 
Special Deputy, sent the following letter to Fort Dearborn Lodge 
Deputy: 

“Dear Bro.: I have just received the report and recommenda- 
tion of Robert G. Stripp, Special Deputy, in the matter of the claim 
of Wexelberg against your Lodge. From all the evidence in the case, 
I am led to believe that Fort Dearborn Lodge erred in declaring Bro. 
Wexelberg off the sick-list at the time it did. I think he was en- 
titled to benefits, and that he should be paid by your Lodge the 
amount of benefits due him since your last payment up to the pres- 
ent time, less the amount due the Lodge for quarterly dues, etc. 
You will instruct your Lodge to act in accordance with this opinion 
and report to me. 

“Trusting that your Lodge wishes to do what is right and proper 
in this case, and will not see the brother and his family suffer longer, 

“I am fraternally yours, 

“Geo. C. Rankin, 

“Grand Master.” 

On motion, the Lodge took an appeal from the judgment of the 
Grand Master, and assigns the following errors: 

‘ s First — The Grand Master erred in issuing said order in this: 
That no appeal. had ever been legally taken from the action of the 
Lodge in this case; that no uotice of appeal from its action in the 
premises has been given or attested by Fort Dearborn Lodge, nor has 
said Lodge ever been requested to attest or forward such appeal; that 
no trial has been asked for by or on behalf of Bro. Wexelberg as to 
his right to benefits. 

“/Second— That the said order of the Grand Master is contrary to 
the evidence that was before him, and said order is not justified by 
the facts in the case. 

“Third — That in this matter Fort Dearborn Lodge had a legal 
right to be heard, to secure witnesses, to examine and cross-examine 
witnesses, to have an opportunity to bring in its records— all of which 
rights have been denied the said Lodge. There has been no trial, 
only an ex-parte examination. No complaint has ever been legally 
made of the action of the Lodge. No opportunity to examine or cross- 
examine witnesses has ever been afforded to said Lodge, and from the 
first the Lodge has been systematically kept in the dark as to the 
steps taken by or in behalf of Bro. Wexelberg. 

“ Fourth — That the physician’s certificate forwarded to the Lodge 
at the time application was made for benefits, viz., in June, 1896, a 
copy of which was sent to the Special Deputy, was by him ignored, 
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and a certificate of different character and import was surreptitiously 
put in its place, without the knowledge or the consent of said Lodge; 
and said illegal certificate was made, in said Deputy’s report to the 
Grand Master, the only and all-sufficient evidence of the very matter 
in controversy herein, contrary to the laws and usages of Odd Fellow- 
ship and contrary to the evidence in the case.” 

It is further claimed by the Lodge that the first intimation that 
benefits were claimed in this case on the ground of insanity, or any 
ground, since being dropped from sick-list, became known to the 
Lodge for the first time by the report of the Special Deputy. It is 
contended by the Lodge that the brother was more than nine months 
in arrears for dues at the time of making claim for benefits. The 
By-Laws of Fort Dearborn Lodge provide that when a member is in- 
debted for dues for more than thirteen weeks he shall not be entitled 
to benefits, and after payment of dues he shall not be entitled to 
benefits until a like number of weeks thereafter shall have elapsed. 
The By-Laws of said Lodge further provide that notice of sickness 
must be sent to the Visiting Committee, etc. 

OPINION. 

It will not be necessary to consider in detail the various objections 
made by appellant. The law seems well settled that a brother or a 
Lodge can not be denied a right or benefit without having an oppor- 
tunity to be heard, and to produce evidence, cross-examine witnesses, 
etc. Sec. 1499a, Code 1896; Case 122, 111. Jour. 1896, page 114. 

“When a brother is reported sick, the Visiting Committee should 
make a report at each Lodge meeting of his condition until he is re- 
covered. When a brother is declared off the sick-list and notified of 
such action , if he is not satisfied, he may present his claim to the Lodge; 
and the Lodge should, on notice, investigate the facts and hear what 
evidence the brother may offer to sustain his claim, as well as evi- 
dence offered against his claim. In other words, such claim should be 
allowed or refused from evidence before the Lodge. The law provides 
how evidence should be taken in deposition form on both sides by a 
commissioner duly appointed to take evidence. Sec. 1499, 111. Code 
1896; Case 122, 111. Jour. 1896, page 114. 

While the Grand Masterumay, under our law (Sec. 1496, 111. Code 
1896), upon a petition of a brother , even after the time for appeal has 
elapsed, investigate a case as to the refusal of a Lodge to pay benefits, 
and order the Lodge to pay benefits, such judgment and order of the 
Grand Master should only be made after a full investigation and 
opportunity to both the brother and the Lodge to produce their evi- 
dence, etc. 

“In Odd Fellowship all parties must have an opportunity to be 
beard and. present their case before a right should be denied.” Sec. 
1499a, . 111. Code 1896. 
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A brother once on the sick-list cannot be taken therefrom with- 
out notice and investiqation. (Sec. 1500, 111. Code 1896; 111. Jour. 1891, 
page 140.) “A claimant’s rights to benefits cannot be prejudiced by 
neglect of the Visiting Committee.” (Sec. 1502, 111. Code 1896; Case 
No. 90, 111. Jour. 1895, page 78.) 

In the case under consideration, the matter came before the Grand 
Master, not on a petition by the brother, but on a statement from a 
sister Lodge. The Grand Master appointed a Special Deputy to in- 
vestigate the case. But the Special Deputy did not afford opportunity 
to the Lodge or to the brother to present their case; he gave no 
notice of taking evidence on either side, but proceeded to procure 
ex-parte statements, not under the solemnity of oath or obligation, 
without notice or opportunity to cross-examine, as the law directs; 
and from the findings of the Special Deputy the Grand Master pro- 
mulgated a peremptory order on the Lodge to pay the benefits. 

Under the law above cited, we think the claim should have first 
been presented to the Lodge, and a Commissioner should have been 
appointed by the Noble Grand to take all the evidence, both for the 
claimant and for the Lodge, after due notice to both parties of the 
time and place of taking such evidence. Such evidence should then 
be presented to the Lodge. After hearing such evidence and argu- 
ment, the Lodge should pass on the case. 

When the matter was taken up by the Grand Master, his Deputy 
should have notified both the claimant and the Lodge to produce 
their evidence, giving the adverse party notice of time and place of 
the taking of such evidence, and thus afford opportunity to cross- 
examine; in other words, the judgment of the Grand Master 
should have been based on evidence, and not ex-parte state- 
ments, with no opportunity to cross-examine witnesses or offer 
rebutting evidence if desired. Such investigation should court a full, 
fair and impartial hearing and a discovery of the full truth; such a 
hearing is due, and is the right of both the brother and the Lodge. 

We are of opinion that no sufficient investigation was made by 
the Special Deputy, and the judgment of the Grand Master was based 
on the report of the Special Deputy and not upon evidence as re- 
quired by law. 

We are of opinion that the Special Deputy should have given 
notice to the claimant and to the Lodge to produce their evidence; 
thereupon he should have fixed a time and place to hear such evi- 
dence, giving the adverse party due notice of the time and place of 
taking such evidence. Such evidence should have been taken in depo- 
sition form, as provided by law. After each party had been given 
opportunity to be heard, he should report such evidence to the Grand 
Master with his finding. We are unwilling to say that a Lodge or 
a brother may be deprived of a right without an opportunity to be 
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heard and offer evidence, No Lodge or a brother should be deprived 
of a right on ex-parte statements; all parties should be afforded oppor- 
tunity to fully and fairly present their case. 

We refrain from expressing any opinion as to the merits of this 
case, for the reason that parties interested may desire to again take 
the matter up in a legal way. 

It is therefore ordered that the appeal be sustained and the judg- 
ment of the Grand Master declaring the brother illegally dropped from 
the sick-list and ordering the Lodge to pay benefits is reversed, and 
the claim of Bro. A. W. Wexelberg is dismissed without prejudice, 
with leave to file his claim for benefits with his Lodge. And it is 
further ordered that, should Bro. Wexelberg’s claim be filed with the 
Lodge, that then said Lodge shall, without delay, appoint a Com- 
missioner to take the evidence in deposition form, both for the claim- 
ant and for the Lodge, as provided by law, and report same to the 
Lodge without delay; and said Lodge to give judgment after hearing 
the cause, etc. 

Appeal sustained, the action of the Grand Master is reversed, and 
claim dismissed with leave to file same with Lodge, with directions.

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GRAND REPRESENTATIVES' REPORT. 


To the Officers and : Members of the Grand Lodge of the SUite 
of Illinois , Independent Order of Odd Fellows: 

Brethren — As the representatives of this Grand Body 
to the Sovereign Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows, we herewith 
present our report of the important acts and doings of the 
supreme legislative branch of the Order, at its recent session, 
held in Springfield, Illinois, September 20-25, 1897. 

On Illinois Soil. 

For the second time in its history, the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge held its annual meeting in Illinois, the former occa- 
sion being the meeting of 1871, in the City of Chicago. 

The special committee appointed for the State of Illinois 
on entertainment of the Sovereign Grand Lodge having made 
full report through the Grand Master, reference is hereby 
made to the detail of that report for information as to the 
hospitable manner in which the brotherhood of Illinois 
welcomed and entertained our brothers and sisters from other 
jurisdictions. 

That our efforts were appreciated and our entertainment 
well received is indicated by the following paragraph from 
the annual report of the Grand Secretary, J. Frank Grant: 

While assembled to-day in the thriving capital of the Empire 
State of the West, it is our purpose to rekindle in the bosoms of 
representative Qdd Fellows those sublime principles that are calcu- 
lated to make men social and humane. Our hearts are made glad 
when we see such a manifestation of the magnitude and sincerity of 
the welcome from the generous brotherhood of the great Jurisdiction 
of Illinois to this Sovereign Grand Body. 

Judging from the programme prepared by the Committee, there is 
to be no abatement, on this occasion, of the elaborateness which has 
heretofore characterized the ceremonies of entertainment. But when

we consider the° rapid growth of our beloved Order in this State by a 
comparison of its history in its incipiency with that of the present 
date, we are not surprised at this manifestation of fraternal feeling, 
for wherever ennobling principles permeate a liberty-loving people, 
hearts are softened and hospitality strengthened. 

August 11, 1836, was the date, and the City of Alton the place, 
when, under a dispensation, the first Lodge of Odd Fellows was insti- 
tuted in the State of Illinois. To the far West, as it was then 
known. Samuel L. Miller had come to link together his fellows in 
Friendship, Love and Truth, and while he brought the blessings, of 
our Order westward, he did honor to Columbia Lodge, No. 3, of Balti- 
more, Md., for it was there that he had been initiated and advanced 
into the mysteries of the Fraternity. At the session of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States, held in October, 1836, Western Star 
Lodge, No. 1, was granted its Charter. Among those who sought 
refuge in this noble band were Albert G. Wolford, afterward Deputy 
•Grand Master, and James E. Starr, afterward Grand Master and Grand 
Representative. I should feel it a lack of duty and respect should I 
fail to mention that, in March, 1838, Thomas Wildey, Past Grand Sire, 
during his meanderings west and south, visited the new Lodge at 
Alton, and while there, on June 20, 1838, instituted Alton Lodge, No. 
% After making a tour through the State, on the 22d day of August, 
1838, he instituted the Grand Lodge of Illinois, whose membership, we 
.-are told, consisted of five Grand Officers, and two Past Grands who 
were admitted after its organization. The growth of the Order in the 
State has been almost phenomenal. The first tabulated report was 
made May 25, 1846, giving a total of twelve Subordinate Lodges, with 
a membership of 616, and a revenue of $1,576.16. On December 31, 
1896, there were 867 Lodges, reporting 51,425 members. While they 
receive $442,937.13 yearly revenue, they dispense $146,787.80 for the help 
of their brethren. The invested funds of the various lodges are shown 
to be $694,943.38. 

The officers and members of this Grand Body are profoundly grate- 
ful to the good people of Springfield for granting us the privilege of 
holding our sessions in their commodious capitol building. They will 
carry to their distant homes impressions of its architectural beauty 
and attractiveness; and, while telling of their pleasant sojourn in the 
“Floral City,” they can give proof of the enlightened and prosperous 
condition of its citizens by describing one of the most magnificent 
buildings known to modern architecture. After the enjoyment of 
true American hospitality, and the “good-byes” haVe been said, we 
shall have a higher appreciation of those who help to adorn the land 
of the free and the home of the brave. 

Under such favorable auspices, it is but natural to hope that the 
business of the session will progress harmoniously, and that the legis- 
lation enacted will bear the impress of deliberative wisdom for which 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge has been so long deservedly praised. 

Condition of the Order. 

In his report, the Grand Sire touched upon matters of 
interest to the Order, and in speaking of its general con- 
dition, said: 

The condition of the various branches of the Order are fairly good, 
although, owing to the depressed condition of business in the United 
States, coupled with the excitement always attendant on a presi- 
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dential election in this country, I am unable to report any large in- 
crease during the year 1896; but we are not going backward. The 
membership of the Subordinate Lodges shows an increase, while the 
Rebekah branch has made very large proportionate gains. • 

In the Encampment branch I regret to say that the figures show a 
slight decrease, while the Patriarchs Militant have gained in mem- 
bership, showing that the legislation of past years which invested 
them with more authority to govern themselves has been wise and 
beneficial to this branch. 

Incorporated in the Grand Sire’s Report is also the re- 
port of the Deputy Grand Sire for Europe, Herman Block, 
always a very interesting document. 

Introductory to his report, Grand Secretary Grant says: 

By an examination of the table accompanying this report, which 
gives the increase and decrease in membership during the year, it will 
be seen that the loss in the Encampment branch has been unusually 
heavy, while the gain in Subordinate Lodge membership has been the 
smallest since 1885, when it was 1,080. The prevailing depression in 
business affairs, which, judging from the reports of Grand Secretaries 
and Grand Scribes, seems to be felt in all sections of the country, 
must account to a great degree for this tardy growth; but another, 
and doubtless a more prominent stumbling-block in the way of pro- 
gress, is the strongly-marked lack of personal interest among the 
membership in the work of the Lodges and Encampments. A re- 
newal of that interest which prompted the brother to unite with the 
Order is necessary. 

But while these have languished, the prosperous Rebekah branch, 
with her small fees and light dues, has vigorously grown. If our 
membership has not kept pace with the rate of increase during the 
past twelve years, discouragement need not follow. It is in lessons of 
experience that we are taught the performance of duty.

Decisions of Grand Sire Carleton. 

We herewith give the Decisions of Grand Sire Carleton y 
as amended and approved by the Sovereign Grand Lodge: 


SUBORDINATE LODGE DECISIONS. 

1. Question .— Can one Lodge sue another in the civil courts withont violating: the law of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge? answer . — They may do bo unles* inhibited by their Grand Lodge 
Conelitniion, there being nothing in the general Jaws of the Order forbiddiug it 

2. Question .— Can a brother who owes a Lodge a note for Third Degree claim benefits? 
Answer. — A brother owing a Lodge a note for Third Degree is entitled to benefits, he being 
othei wi-e entitled to receive them. 

4. Question.— Ip it permissible to admit, members during conferring any of the degrees, or 
may members be admitted during or introducing first and second parts while the candidate is 
taken out into the ante-room ? Answer.— So. 

5. Question .— Where a brother ha* been dropped for non-payment of dues, and before one 
year fi 0111 date of his suspension applies for reinstatement and pays one year’s dues, i* it hia 
right to be reinstated, o'' ha* the Lodge the righi t> ballot on such application and refuse to 
readmit him ? Answer.— Ye*, upon application and payment ot one year's dues, a member who 
has be-n -Depended tor non-payment of due* for le^p than twelve mouths must be reinstated by 
his Lo tge without ballot, in absence of local law to the contrary. 

6. Question .— Can a Grand Master is>u^ dispensation to a Subordinate Lodge empowering 
it to confer degrees the same night the candidate is initiated? Answer.— Yee, he can, unless 
the law* of the Grand Jurisdiction otherwise provide. 

7. Question.— D ► sections 18i9 and 183d, White’s Digest, edition of 1895, prohibit the printing 
by a subordinate Lodge of the Funeral Ceremony, uot for sale, but for its own convenience? 
Answer. — Yes. 

8. Statement.— A brother who has been suspended for more than five years for non-pay- 
ment ot does, and is now about sixty years of age, wants to be reinstated in hie Lodge as a 
non-henetieial member. 

Question.— What will the brother have to pay the Lodge, and would the brother then be ex- 
empt from dues, and would the L )dge have to pay per capita tax on the brother? Answer.— 
In order for any brother to be reinstated who ha** been suspended for more than five years, he 
' mu-t pay th-» amount, of one year’s due*, unless otherwise provided by local law. although he 
may take a D smis-al v’erffl ate for one dollar: in his application for reini-iatemeut, he must 
fun her ('how, it the application I* for non-heueficial membership, that he has been a member 
of i lie Order lor five >ears In the ab-ence of local law otherwise providing, he must pay hues 
and tbe Lodge must pay per < a|>ita tax on him. 

9. Question.— Is it neces.' ary, when two Subordinate Ledges, urd^r the Immediate jurifdic- 
t ! on oi i.ne Sovereign Grand L *dge, consolidate under the charter, n*me and number of one of 
them, the other surrendering its rhirierto the District Depniy G-and Sire, aDd He papers, 

' books, etc., to the one retaining its chaiter, name and number, to apply tor and procure a new 
charter? Answer.— 
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10. Question.— Which officer, the Recording Secretary or the Permanent Secretary, is the 
proper one to sign the certificate for dues prescribed by the Sovereign Grand Lodge at its last 
session? Answer.— The Permanent Secretary. 

11. Question. — Must a hrother pay dues in advance, the same as on a visiting card, in order 
to visit on a receipt? Answer.— Yes. 

12. Question. -Can a brother deposit the receipt in another Lodge for admission, the same 
as a Visiting Card? Answer.— Yes. 

13. Question.— Must the A. T. P. W. he given to all brothers on paying up their dues? 
Answer.— No, if they only pay their dues to date. 

14. Question.— A member of a Lodge on Febrnary 1, 1897, owes $3 dnes: he goes to his Lodge 
and pays $1 of said dues and demands a Visiting Certificate: is the Lodge compelled to issue 
said Visiting Certificate ai d give him tne A. T P. W,? Answer.— The Lodge is compelled to 
issue the Visiting Cenificate, nnt it ie not allowed to give the A. T. P. W. There is no such 
thing known to the law as a “Visiting Certificate ” li is a certificate showing the payment of 
dueB. which certificate, coupled with the A. T. P. W., entitlea the holder to visit Lodges out- 
side his jurisdiction. 

15 Quest ion. —When a brother pays his dnes, is the Secretary of the Lodge compelled to give 
him a certificate under the law of 1S96, or may the Secretary use another form of receipt when 
the brother does not desire the A. T. P W. ? Answer.— When a brother pays his dues, i he 
Secretary ia not allowed to give him a receipt for same except on the form issued and sold by 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge, notwithstanding the brother does not desire the A. T. P. W. 

16. Question. — When a brother pays his dues and does not desire a receipt, la the Secretary 
compelled to issue to him a certificate under the law of 1896? Answer.— No. 

17. Question.— If a brother faila to pay hia duea on the last meeting-night of the Lodge in 
the lerm, and comes forward and pays at the commencment of ihe succeeding term, is he non- 
beneficial? a nswer.— While Ihe term of a Subordinate Lodge must begin at certain slated 
periods, viz., first meetings in January and July or April and October, yet such commencement 
of a term has no necessary reference to when and how dues shall be paid, and a brother is ben- 
eficial just so long as he does not owe hie Lodge one-fourth of the anuual amount fixed by its 
by- laws for dues and legal assessments. 

19. Question.— A Grand Master suspends a Lodge; the Grand Lodge held that it was illegally 
suspended; that the Grand Master had no authority under the law lo suspend it. What per 
capita tax should the Lodge pay? Answer — When a Lodge has been suspended, and it haa 
afterward been decfded by proper authority that its suspension w r as illegal, and it has been re- 
instated, such Lodge should not be required to pay per capita tax for the period it was under 
suspension. 

20. Question.— Can Lodges provide by by-law for the admission of non-beneflcial Odd Fel- 
lows, when no action has been taken by the State Grand Lodgp? Answer — A Lodge cannot 
provide by by-law for admission of non beneficial Odd Fellow's, unless the Grand Lodge of the 
jurisdiction has by some legislative sction authorized Lodges to do so. 

21. Question.— In an initiation, should the acting P. G. (in closing his charge) greet and 
welcome the brother by giving him the initiatory grip? A nsiver. — No. 

23. Question.— Have Grand M isters the power under the law to grant, dispensations to Sub- 
ordinate Lodges upon request of said Lodges to permit them to admit applicants into Lodges 
for a less fee than what their by-laws call for, for a limited time? Answer.— No, they cannot 
grant snch dispensations. They must change their by-law’s and have them properly approved 
if they wish to change the fee charged for initiation. 

23. Question Can a Subordinate Lodge appropriate any of its fnnds io pay the premium on 
a surety bond issued by a guarantee or indemnity company to bond its Treasurer or Trustees? 
A nswer.— Yes. 

24. Question.— Does a Subordinate Lodge have the right to adopt or make a by-law confin- 
ing sick-benefits to Degree members only, as provided in Digest, page51, eection 16? Answer. — 
Yes, unless otherwise provided hy local law' 

25. Question.— Does the last clause of Section 1 of Article VIII of the Constitution of New 
Hampshire, which reads as follows, “shall be entitled to receive from the funds of hie Lodge 
such sum as the hy-lawe may determine,” leave it to the Subordinate Lodge by-laws to determ- 
ine who are beneficial members. Answer.— Yea. 

i 

26. Question. — In view of the lawa set forth in Sections 726 and 727 of the new Digest of 1S95, 
if a Lodge fixes its initiation fee so that it is less than the sum fixed for one year's dues, can 
such Lodge lawfully reinstate a member who has been dropped for non-payment of dues, w'ithin 
one year, for a sum eaual to the initiation lee? A nswer— Such Lodge cannot lawfully reinstate 
a member so drooped for less than the amount of one year’s dups, such being the law as set 
forth in Section 726. Digest of 1895, which law ie plain and unambiguous, although, in view of 
the possible facts, he might have to pay more than a member who has been suspended for more 
than a year. 

27. Question.— Under Ihe same laws (Sections 726 and 727) ran such Lodge lawfully charge 
the amount of one year’s du«s tor reinstatement of a member who has been dropped for non- 
payment of dues for more thau one year? Answer. — A member who has been suspended for 
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non-payment of dues for more t han one year, cannot be ]awf n i ly charged for reinstatement more 
than tne amount charged an initiate of the same age, although the Lodge may charge less if its 
local law so provides. 

28. Question — A brother who was a member of a Lodge and a barkeeper when the amend- 
ment to Section 5, Article XVI , Constitution of the Sjvereign Grand Lodge, went Into effect,, 
takes a Withdrawal Card therefrom, continues in the occupation of barkeeper, and within a 
year from the issuance of said card, deposits it with another Lodge and applies for membership 
therein. Can such Lodge admit him? Answer.— Yes, the Lodge can admit the brother to 
membership in the Lodge, he being already a member of the Order. 

29. Question.— Can a Grand Body compel its subordinates to purchase a given number of 
rituals? Answer.— Grand Bodies may compel their subordinates to purchase a given number of 
rituals not exceeding the number allowed by the laws of this Grand Body. 

30. Statement.— A brother is paid up in full until December 31, 1895. lie pays nothing more, 
bnt on Jane 8. 1896, is by the Probate Judge of the county in which he resides adjudged insane. 
The verdict of the jury and decision of the Probate Judge is that he is insane and has been for 
six months prior thereto. Then he was on that date ordered committed to ihe State Insane 
Asylum at Topeka, Kan., and was so committed, and has been at all times since and is now 
confined there The brother having no property, it was ordered by the Court that the expense 
of the proceedings be at the cost of the county and the keeping at the cost of the State. The 
brother is the only support of his family. 

Question.— Is the Subordinate Lodge to which he is attached, and in which he was in good 
standing on December 31, 1895, and until 13 weeks thereafter, debtor to him or his family for 
sick-benefits? Answer. — The brother’s family is entitled to the benefit provided by the by-laws 
of the Lodge to which he helongs, he being in good standing at the time he became insane. See 
Sections 42, 43 and 47, White’s Digest, edition of 1895. 

31 Question.— Has a Lodge the right to appropriate the funds of the Lodge to pay railroad 
fare and carriage hire of its members to aitend the funeral of a member who died and was 
buried seveial miles from the lodge-room? Answer. — No. 

32. Question. — Can a Lodge be organized in a good building on the ground floor? Answer. — 
Yes: yet all Lodges are admonished to see to it that they surround themselves against intrusion 
by outsiders: that is to say, no person or persons should b8 permitted to gain a knowledge of 
what is going ui in the Lodge-room by approaching it too closely. 

33. Question.— Is it legal for a Subordinate Lodge to purchase an American flag? Answer . 
— It is. See Articles 355 and 359, White’s Digest. 

34. Question.— Has a member of a Lodge who prefers charges against another member of 
same Lodge, a right to appeal from the action of hie Lodge in finding the brother not guilty? 
Answer.— Yes. 

35. Question.— Has the Grand Master the right to set aside the action of a Lodge and order a 
new trial. Answer— No. 

36. Question— A member being dropped for non-payment of dues, and being rejected upon 
application for reinstatement, can he renew his application for reinstatement at the expiration 
of six months? Answer.— Yes, he can renew his application for reinstatement any number of 
times after rejection, each time waiting until the expiration of the time limited by local law, 
provided in other cases of application by candidates for admission. 

37. Question. — When a brother who has been suspended for non-payment of dues applies to 
be reinitiated, must the application be referred to a committee before it can be balloted upon, 
if the by-laws of the Lodge provide that the billot may be taken without such reference, pro- 
vided the Grand Lodge of the jurisdiction where such Lodge is situated has not required appli- 
cations for reinstatement to be referred to a committee before final action by the Lodge? 
Answer.— When a brother suspended for non-payment of dues applies to be reinstated, the ap- 
plication need not be referred to a committee before it can be balloted upon, if the by-laws of 
the Lodge provide that the ballot may be taken without, such reference; provided, the Grand 
Lodge of the jurisdiction where such Lodge is situated has not required applications for rein- 
statement to be referred to a committee before final action by the Lodge. 

38. Question —Since the adoption of the amendment to the Constitution of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge known as the liquor law, can a person who has been initiated in good faith and 
in ignorance on his part of the law, be advanced to a higher degree, the Lodge ascertaining 
after initiation and before advancement that he is a saloonkeeper? Answer.— No. 

39. Question.- Can a member whose dnes are paid to January 1, 1897, be suspended on De- 
cember 2^, 1897? Answer.— No. The period from January 1, 1897. to December 28, 1897, is not 
one year, and therefore a brother who is clear of the books on the 1st day of January can not 
be suspended on the 2Sib day of the next ensuing December. 

40. Question.— Upon the resignation of a V r ice Grand, a member was elected to fill the 
vacancy, but was not installed into the office, but served to tbe end of the term for a majority of 
the nights, and wa* then elected and installed as Noble Grand and served 10 the end of the 
term ; is he entitled to the honors of the office? Answer.— Yes, he is entitled to the honors; he 
was elected and installed as Noble Grand, served as such for the term, so no matter what mere 
irregularities there were in his installation and service as Vice Grand, he is entitled to the 
honors as Noble and Past Grand. 
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ENCAMPMENT DECISIONS. 

41 Question — Ts a member of a defunct Encampment who is a member in good standing of a 
Subordinate Lodge entitled to make application for membership in another Encampment by 
initiation; if so, does it require a dispent-ation for such puruose? Answer .— A member in good 
standing of a Subordinate Lodge, claiming to be a member of a defunct Encampment, but 
unable to obtain satisfactory proof of such fact, may apply for membership into a Subordinate 
Encampm -nt by initiation, but each application should state that he did not lose membership 
in snch defunct Encampment by suspension or expulsion, and no dispensation is necessary to 
allow such Encampment to admit such applicant. 

42. Question.— Does the law passed at the last session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, 
which allows Encampments under the jurisdiction of Grand Encampments to reduce their 
degree fees to $ l each, and dues to $1 per year to non-beneticial members, apply to Encamp- 
ments working under the jurisdiction of the Sovereign Grand Lodge? Answer.— Subordinate 
Encampments under the jurisdiction of the Sovereign Grand Lodge are aut horized to fix the 
minimum price for the 6* grees at $1 each, or $3 for the three degrees, and to fix annual dues at 
a minimum price of not less than $1. 

43. Question.— Can the same patriarch hold the two offices of Grand Junior Warden and 
Grand Treasurer in the Grand Encampment at one and the same time? Answer. — The same 
patriarch cannot legally hold the two offices of Grand Junior Warden and Grand Treasurer in 
the Grand Encampment at one and the same time. 

44. Question.— What office or offices must a patriarch fill to become eligible to serve as 
Chief Patriarch? Answer.— A Grand Jurisdiction may provide by law that service in the office 
of Senior Warden alone will render a patriarch eligible for the office of Chief Patriarch; but 
unless a jurisdiction does so provide, a patriarch, to he eligible to the office of Chief Patriarch, 
must have served a term as Senior Warden and High Priest. 

45. Question.— If n patriarch pays his dues on the last meeting-night for quarter ending 
March 31, can he, on the evening of payment, ask for and receive the T. P. W? Answer. — Yea. 

46. Question.— When a Subordinate Encampment has a Financial Scribe, shall he sign the 
certificate for does? Answer. — Yes; but the Recording Scribe must affix the seal. 

47. Question— In the ritual the words ‘'Most Excellent High Priest” are printed. lathis 
correct aDd official as printed? Answer.— Yes. 

48. Question.— Are Past High Priests previous to 1892 allowed to wear P. C. P. collars in 
Encampments? Ansiver.— No. 


REBEKAH DECISIONS. 

49. Question.— Is the wife of an Odd Fellow who is but 16 or 17 years of age eligible for 
membersdup in a Rebekah Lodge? Answer — White women, without regard to age, who are 
wives of Odd Fellows in good standing, are eligible to membership in Rebekah Lodges, subject 
to the laws relative to residence of the Sovereign Grand Lodge and the Grand Lodge of the 
jurisdiction in which application is made. 

50. Question.— How many black balls are required to reject an application for membership 
in a Rebekah Lodge? Answer.— Not less than three black halls shall be tequired to reject 
an application for membership in a Rebekah Lodge. Grand Lodges may require a larger, but 
not a smaller, number than three to lejectsuch an application. 

51. Question.— Must the Secretary and President of the Reheksh Stste Assembly make a 
report direct to the Grand Master of the condition of the Rebekah Lodges? Answer.— All Re- 
bekah Lodges, unl'ss by terms of charter granted to the Rebekah Assembly it is otherwise 
provided, must make annual returns to ibe Grand Secretary of the Grand Loose, and in juris- 
dictions where, by the terms of the charter granted to the Rebekah Assemby, it is provided that 
Secretaries of Subordinate Rebekah i odgeB shall report to the Secretary of the Rebekah 
Assembly, then and in that case it shall be the duty ot the Secretary of the Rebekah Assembly 
to make returns of the Subordinate Lodges to the Grand Secretary. 

52. Question.— Can the staff of Rebekah Lodges have their photographs taken in tbelr 
robes and costumes for their own use? Answer.— a Rebekah Lodge cannot legally have photo- 
graphs of its staff taken in the robes and costumes nsed in conferring the degree, for the indi- 
vidual use of its members. 

53. Quest ion . — Does Section 10 of the Rebrkah Code, as amended, do avay with Section 1,175 
of White’s Digest of ls>95, or wbat is the standing of a brother iu a Rebekah Lodge who is sus- 
pended. either for non-payment of dues or for cause, in his Subordinate Lodge? Answer.— Section 
1,175 of White’s Digest remains in force, and a brother's standing in a Rebekah Lodge depends 
npon hie continuous good standing in a Subordinate Ledge in good standing, except in case of 
a brother holding a withdrawal card iu date, his membership in a Rebekah Lodge is not affei ted 
thereby, provided he keeps nis dues in the Rebekah Lodge paid, for one year from date of with- 
drawal card. 

54. Question.— Can Subordinate Jurisdictions still authorize their Rebekah Lodges to set 
aside 5 per cent, of the receipts for dues for contingent fund, notwithstanding the 34tli section 
of the Code for Rebekah Lodges? Answer.— Yes, they can. 

55. Question —When should the A. P. W. be given, in a Rebekah Lodge, as per Rebekah 
ritual, or after the candidate has signed the constitution? Answer. — The A. P. W. is given by 
the Noble Grand of a Rebekah Lodge to a candidate in the course of instruction, prior to 
signing the constitution. 
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56. Question —A member of a Rebekah Lodge was tried and suspended for two years. She 
appealed to the Grand Lodge, and while the appeal was still pending, and before the session of 
the Grand Lodge, chargee were preferred against her on some matters growing out of the pre- 
vious transaction, but she paid no attention to the said charges, and the Lodge thereupon 
expelled her for contempt. Shortly afterwards the Grand Lodge reinstated her on the first 
charges, but the Lodge refuses to permit her attendance, and claims she was expelled on the 
second chargea. Wasthe action of the Lodge in reiunng to reinstate her legal ? Answer . — 
On authority of Sections 1,611, 1,612 and 1,613, White'e Digest, edition 1895, the action ot the 
Lodge was legal. 

57. Question. — The Constitution of a Rebekah Assembly provides for the election of a Noble 
Grand, Vice Grand, Secretary, Treasurer, and financial Secretary by Rebekah Lodges. Is not 
this provision of the Constitution requiring the election of a Financial Secretary in conflict 
with the law of the Sovereign Grand Lodge in 1895? Answer.— Yes, it is. The law of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge provides that the officers of a Rebekah Lodge shall be a Noble Grand, 
Vice Grand, a Secretary, a Financial Secietary, if necessary, etc. T he kgisla' ion of the Sover- 
eign Giand Lodge leaves it to the discretion of the Rebekah Lodges as to whether or not it is 
necessary for them to elect a Financial Secretary. 

58. Statement.— In the Constitution and By-Laws of a Rebekah Assembly as approved by 
the Grand Lodge of a jurisdiction, the following appears: “In the absence of the President, 
they shall at constitutional periods install officers of Rebekah Lodges, who are properly qual- 
ified hy previous service in oflice, and have committed their charges of office to memorj, and 
to communicate the annual and semi-annual passwords to the Noble and Vice Grand, they 
having fully exemplified the unwritten work of the Rebekah Degree in open Lodge.” Question. — 
Is the following poriion of the above Constitution legal? to wit: -'They having fully ex- 
emplified the unwritten work of the Rebekah Degree in open Lodge,” Inasmuch as the ritual of 
Rebekah Degree Lodges directs, through the N. G., the candidates elect to retire; furiher, % ould 
the D. D Grand President, or other installing officer, insist or compel the N. G. and V G. of a 
Rebekah Lodge to exemplify the unwritten work in open Lodge, either before or during the 
ceremony of installation? Answer— Yes, such section of the Constitution is legal. See Article 
1,835, White’s Digest, edition 1895. 

59. Question.— Under Section 33 of the Code for Rebekah Lodges, do the laws digested in 
Sections 726 and 727 of Digest apply to Rebekah Lodges? ^.nswer.— Sections 726 and 727 of the 
Digest apply to applicants for reinstatement into Rehekah Lodges, as well as they do to Sub- 
ordinate Lodges, Section 33 specially stating that all the laws, rules and regulations of the 
“Sovereign Grand Lodge now in force, or that may hereafter be adopted for the government of 
Subordinate Grand Jnri-dictions, or that in any way affect the rights of individual members, are 
made to apply, wnere applicable, in all their force to country, provincial, state and territorial 
junsdiciions of the Degree of Rebekah,” etc.; then, as no specific provision is made In the Code 
for reinstatement, the general law, as found in the sections of the Digest referred to, certainly 
governs. 

60. Question —What regalia should a brol her of the Rebekah Degree wear in a Rebekah 
Lodge? Answer. — Where ibe Rebekah Code, Section 25, slates that brothers should wear the 
regalia that they are entitled to wear in the Subordinate Lodge, it must be construed to refer to 
those brothers who do not hold oflice in the Rebekah Lodge. Section 25, Rebekah Code, speci- 
fies what ihe regalia shall be for a Rebekah Lodge. Section 1,218, Digest 1895, states “that an 
Encampment member may wear his Encampment regalia when sitting in his own Lodge, unless 
he is a Lodge officer, in which case he must wear the regalia of his oflice.” Hence, when anyone 
is elected to < ffice in a Rehekah Lodge, whether male or female, they must wear the regalia 
provided by law for such office. 

61. Question.— Hae a Grand Lodge, under the Rebekah Code, any authority to anthorize the 
existence of any other Rebekah Grand Body than an Assembly? Answer.— No. 

62. Question.— Under Section 24, Rebekah Code, revised in 1896, can we require Lodges to 
vote yes or no? Answer.— Section 24, Rebskah Code, as amended, provides that “votes in all 
other cases” (excepting such as are specially stated shall be by ballot), "shalt be viva voce 
which means that the vote may be either yea or nay, or yes or no. 

63. Question.- Has a hrother a right to wear his Encampment regalia when sitting in a 
Rebekah Lodge? Answer— Yes, unless he is an officer in the Rebekah Lodge, in which case he 
must wear the regalia of his office, as prescribed in Section 25 of the Rebekah Code. 

64. Question — Can a brother holding a live withdrawal card from a Subordinate and 
Rebekah Lodge join a RebPkah Lodge by deposit of card, without first having renewed his mem- 
bership in a Subordinate Lodge? Answr.-He can not.. He must be a member of a Subordi- 
naie Lodge. A brother holding a withdrawal card is a member of the Order, but not of a 
Lodge. 

P. M. DECISIONS. 

65. Question.— Has a Department Council or Commander the power or authority to grant 
removal of Department Council headquarters? A nswer— Upon receipt of petition by ihe De- 
partment Council, praying for a removal of Department Council headquarters, setting forih 
the reasons therefor, the Department Council may grant or reject the petition. 

66. Question.— Is the Captain of a Senior Canton, who has been acting as Department Com- 
mander, entiiled to a commission as Department Commander, or does he act in that capacity 
until the Department is in aposition to regularly elect a Department Commander? Answer.— He 
is not entitled to a commission as Department Commander until he shall have been elected to 
that position. 
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67. Statement.— A Chevalier holds a commission as Colonel of First Recriment, by virtne of 
which he became Department Commander under the Patriarchs Militant Code; his successor 
was commissioned hy the department, he paying the fee to the departmei t for the same. 
Question— Is a Department Commander under the law governing the Patriarchs M ilitant re- 
quired to obtain his commission from the Adjutant General and pay the fee for the same? 
Answer.— Yes, 

68. Statement.— A Canton surrenders Its charter and forwards lis effects to Department 
headquarters. None of the Chevaliers have discharges, no action having heen taken bv the 
Canton in regard to discharges. Question —Can any of the Chevaliers of the detunct Canton be 
charier members of a new Canton without first obtaining honorable discharges in accordance 
w iih Sectious 24 and 31, P. M Code? Answer.— No; such members cannot become applicants 
for a charter for a new Canton without first obtaining honorable discharges. They are in the 
same portion as a member of a defunct Lodge is, who cannot he one of those applying for a 
charter for a new Lodge, he not having a Withdrawal Card. 

69. Question,— Can such Chevaliers (those referred to in the preceding question) be classed 
as Royal Purple members, and be applicants for a charter? Answer.— They cannot. They are 
already members of a Canton, although defu net, and mutt sever connection with such Canton 
before they can ever join another. 

70. Question— Who has the power to grant an application of a Canton, asking to be allowed 
to remove its place of meeting? Answer.— Such application can only be granted by a Depart- 
ment Council, where one exists, which has such power; where such council does not exist, the 
Commander of the Department can act upon and grant the application. 

71. Question.— A Department holds its election for Department Commander. Upon receipt 
of the returns It is found that a majority of Cantons have votqd for a certain candidate. The 
minority of Cantons have voted for a certain other candidate. The Cantons in the minority 
have the largest membership. The Cantons in the majority have a less number of members. 
The Depaitment Commander has for the past decided that a majority of Cantons voting for 
Department Commander or General cast the deciding vote, and that custom has always pre- 
vailed. Answer. — A majority of the Chevaliers voting for Department Commander, without 
reference to the number of Cantons participating in the election, elects the Commander. 

72. Question.— Is It legal and proper for a Canton to elect a board of trustees to have charge 
of such invested funds as mav be authorized by the Canton, they to give satisfactory boud as 
any other officer holding money? Answer.— Yes. 

MISCELLANEOUS DECISIONS. 

73. Question.— What names should go on duplicate charters? Answer. — All the namesap- 
pearing on original charter must be inserted in duplicate charter 

74. Question.— Will the ordinary receipt be Illegal when Issued simply as a receipt for dues 
paid? Answer.— Yes. it will be illegal 

75. Can the same member of the Order holl at the same time the two offices of Grand Senior 
Warden in the Grand Encampment and Representative to ibe Sovereign Grand Lodge from the 
Grand Lodge? Answer. — The same member of the Order can hold the two offices of Grand 
Senior Warden in the Grand Encampment, and Representative to the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
from the Grand Lodge at the same time. 

76. Question . — Can a brother who is in possession of a certificate and the A. T. P. W. visit a 
Lodge within the jurisdiction containing hie own Lodge, he being without the P. W. of the cur- 
rent term? Answer.— Yes. 

77. Statement.— Confusion having arisen over the legislation of the last session of the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge concerning interstate visitation on certificate for dues. Question —Is it 
mandatory under said legislation that Subordinate Lodges and Eucarapmeurs shall use ex- 
clusively the certificates mentioned in such legislation? Answer.— No, not to the exclusion of 
the visiting card. 

78. Question.— Does the Sovereign Grand Lodge have exclusive power to print such certifi- 
cates? Answer. — Yes. 

79. Question.— May State Grand Lodges and Encampments print such certificates for the 
use of subordinates within their jurisdiction? Answer . — No. 

80. Question.— May Subordinate Lodges and Encampments provide themselves with any 
form of receipt for dues, notwithstanding such legislation? Answer— No. 

81 Question.— Can a brother visit on an official receipt beyond the date for which his dues 
are paid? Answer.— No. 

82. Question— Is any other receipt for dues except the official receipt permissible to be used 
simply as a receipt for dues? Answer .So. 

83 Question. — If a patriarch or brother pays twenty-six or fifty-two weeks In a year, can he 
demand an official receipt each lime if he pays every meeting-night in the year? Answer.— Yes. 

84 Question — Can a Lodge or Encampment charge three cpnts or any other price for the 
receipts, or must ihev fnrni-h ih« same free if dims are paid? A newer.- No. A Lodge or 
Encampment cannot charge any price for the receipt, but must furnish it free of charge. 
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85. Question.— Did the resolutions from committee changing or tacking on to Article 16, 
Section 1, S. G. L. Constitution, to recognize said official receipt aa a proper card, change the 
section; if so, should it not have laid over one year? A nswer.— No, it did not change the 
section. 

86. Question.— Can a trial committee In any or all cases appoint a stenographer or type- 
writer to lake down the evidence in casee, he or ehe not being a member of the Order? Answer. 
A trial committee cannot appoint a stenographer or typewriter to take down the evidence, such 
persons not being members of the Order. 

87. Question— Ie it legal to allow a Grand Warden to be put in possession of a Rebekah 
Ritual, he not being a member of the Rebekah Lodge? Answer.— No. 

88. Question.— Are the words occurring in decision 152 of P. G S. Stebbins of 1896, ‘-in 
every branch of the Order,” to be construed as abolishing the retiring password in the Grand 
Lodge and Grand Encampment? Answer.— Yes, and instructions in the use of such aboltshed 
passwords should be therefore omitted in giving instructions in the unwritten work in the 
Grand Bodies ae well as in Subordinates. 

* 

89 Question.— If a member Is in arrears for dues and pays part or all of such arrearages and 
nothing in advance, can he demand ae a receipt the visiting certificate? Answer.— Yes. 

9U. Question. — To receive a visiting certificate, does a member have to pay in advance the 
same ae tie does when receiving a visiting card, and if a member in arrears fur dues pays part 
or all of same, and uothing in advance, can he demand the official certificate and the A. T. P. 
W.? Answer.— He can demand the official certificate, but not the A. T. P. W. 

91. Question.— When does a woman cease to be a member of her father’s family and cease 
to be entitled to funeral benefits by reason of her age? Answer.— All orphans under the age 
of twenty-one years are entitled to receive funeral benefits, bee Section 90, White’s Digest, 
edition of 1895. 

92. Question. — Must Lodges and Encampments use the new form of receipt or certificate, 
to the entire exclusion of any and all other forme of receipts for dues? Answer.— Yea. 

93. Question.— Can a member, when paying his dues, accept the ordinary form of receipt if 
it suits him and does not desire to visit in another jurisdiction? Answer. — No. 

94. Question —If this is the only legal receipt, and a brother’s dues mnBt be paid in advance 
before he can use the same for the purpose of visiting another Lodge, what form of receipt 
may be issued to a member who is paying arrearages, but not in advance? Answer.— The 
form issued and sold by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, “said form of a receipt (certificate; to be 
universal throughout all jurisdictions on this continent, and to be used as the only and legal 
receipt (certificate) for dues , assessments, fees, etc ., by alt Lodges , Encampments , and Rebekah 
Lodges 

95. Question — Can a Lodge or Encampment prescribe by by-law that a small fee shall be 
paid by the brother on the issuance of the new form of receipt? Answer.— No. 

96. Question— Has a State Grand Lodge the right to provide where one black ball appears 
in balloting for a candidate lor admission, that one or more additional ballots shall betaken? - 
Answer.— Yes; State Grand Bodies have the right to make such rules and regulations in regard 
to balloting as those contained in the Constitution for Subordinate Lodges. 

97. Question.— Is it legal and proper for Subordinate and Grand Lodges to authenticate 
documents issued by them with a printed impression of the seal, or must it be actually im- 
pressed upon them? Answer.— Yes, it is legitimate and proper to use sprinted seal on official 
documents, when it is not convenient to actually impress it. 

98. Question.— Grand Sire Underwood decided that the D. D. G. M. when installing should 
be addressed as Grand Master. The new ritual says they shall be addressed by their own proper 
title, which is D. D G. M. The ritual says in a Rebekah Lodge the installing officer shall be 
addressed as Special Deputy Grand Master. Which governs? A nswer.— The ritual governs. 

99. Question.— Under the wording of the fine print at the end of the instruction in each 
degree relative to who may be kept out of a Lodge, can a member suspended for non-payment 
of dnes be kept out? Answer.— Yes. 

100. Question.— Have members of the Order a right to form independent organizations, 
with officers, take the name of the Lodge to which they” belong, and confine membership to that 
Lodge, but the Lodge have no control or supervision of any kind over it? Answer • — No. 

101. Question.— Can I, aa Grand Master of TSxas, legally appoint a Past Grand of the Juris- 
diction of Illinois, but now residing in Texas, as Special Dieirict Deputy Grand Master, he 
possessing peculiar qualifications for the position ae an organizer? Answer.— No, he is not 
eligible for appointment to the position. 

102. Question— A member of a Lodge in Texas obtains a withdrawal card; changes hie resi- 
dence to another jurisdiction, having, however, no settled residence therein; can he, within 
twelve months from the date ot the issuance of the card, deposit it and apply for membership 
in the Lodge granting it, he not being a resident of the Jurisdiction of Texas? Answer. — He 
can not. 

103. Question.— If a member of the Order went into the saloon business between the time • 
when the amendment to Section 5, Article 16, Constitution of ihe S. G. L., was adopied in 1895,. 
and the date of the approval of decision 88 by Grand Sire Stebbina in 1896, did he violate the 
Constitution, and should charges be preferred against him for conduct unbecoming an Odd. 
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Fellow? Answer.— Yes, under the law and decisions 88 and 1U4. session of 1896, such member 
le liable to have charges preferred against him, and, if convicted, should be expelled from ihe 
Order. 

104. Question.— Can a brother visit upon an expired visiting certificate? Answer.— Ho. 

105. Question.— Where there is an apparent conflict between the ritual, the Constitution of 
the soveieigan Grand Lodge, or the Oonssitution of Subordinate Lodges, which should gov- 
ern? Answer — Ihe Constitution of the Sovereign Grand Lodge is supreme law, and where 
any other law conflicts with it, such other law must give way to it. 

106. Question.— Can a Rebekah or Subordinate Lodge legally refuse to grant a withdrawal 
caid (except to investigate) to members who are clear of the books of whatsoever kind, good 
moral character, and free jrom charges, etc.? Ans wer,— Yes. 

107. Question.— A person regularly proposed affd elected a member by initiation; a special 
meeting was called to initiate him, but four members of the Lodge attended. They, with the 
assistance of members of other Lodges, initiated him. What is his standing? Answer — He is 
a full member of the initiatory degree, although the Lodge acted in violation of Jaw id con- 
ferring the degree, but the initiate is in no manner chargeable with this. Having received the 
degree, it cannot be taken from him, although the Lodge is subject to discipline for conferring 
the degree with lees than a quorum of its members present, bee Sections 669 and 690, White’s 
Digest. 

108. Question.— Can the Grand Master of Oregon grant permission for a resident of Idaho to 
join a Lodge in Oregon, every other requisite for admission, such as consent of Idaho, nearness 
to the Oregon Lodge, etc., existing? Answer.— Yes. 

109. Question. — Can a Subordinate Lodge provide by bv-law that an initiate shall receive no 
benefits until six months after his initiation? Answer.— Yes, it can, provided they are so per- 
mitted by the uniform constitution of Its jurisdiction. 

110. Question— Is it not obligatory on all Lodges to pay at least the minimum benefits to 
initiates and to members of the first degree as well as to members of the third degree? 
Answer.— It is not; the Lodge, if not inhibited by the Grand Lodge of the jurisdiction, has a 
right to declare what class of members shall be beneficial, and may provide that only members 
who have attained ihe third degree shall be beneficial, but if they pay to any class, benefits, it 
must not be less than two dollars per week. 

111. Question.— Please state all the conditions under which a Lodge may deny benefits or 
all but the minimum benefits to members Answer.— This question has been in effect answered 
in the preceding answers. The law is that a Subordinate Lodge has the right to declare what 
classes of* members shall be beneficial: it may so divide the members into classes as to give one 
rate of benefit to an initiate, another rate to a first degree member, another to a second, and to a 
third, but it cannot give to any member declared by it beneficial a less rate than two dollars per 
week. All these divisions, however, are subject to the laws enacted by the Grand Lodge, it hav- 
ing, however, no power to say that a Lodge may pay less than two dollars per week to any mem- 
ber it has declared beneficial. 

112. Question— Has a band a right to use the name “Patriarchs Militant Band” without per- 
mission, or use it. being members of the t. O. O. F , but not members of a Canton? Answer.— A 
band has no right to use the name of the Patriarchs Militant, either wiih or without permission 
ot the P. M. auihorilies; and if the persons composing the band are members of the Order* 
charges can be preferred against them in their Lodges ana Encampments. 

114 Question — Can the Noble Grand and Secretary issue an order for the semi-annual pass- 
word which will extend beyond their term of office, and good up to the time the brother pays 
his dues? Answer.— Yes, they can. 

115. Question.— Under Section 985, W. D. 1895, what is the extent of the “declination” re- 
quired? Would every Past Grand of the Lodge have to be elected and then decline before dis- 
pensation provided could be asked? Answer. — It is not necessary for every qualified Past 
Grand belonging to the Lodge to decline to accept after they are elected, it is sufficient if on 
the night ot election all present decline an eleciion. 

DECISIONS DISAPPROVED. 

3. Statement - The by-laws of a Lodge provide for the payment to its Treasurer the sum of 
fifty cents per month for his services as Treasurer, and also require the payment by iis mem- 
bers the sum of fifty cents per month for dues. The Treasurer was taken sick, owing the Lodge 
$2 for four months’ dues, and the Lodge owed him $2 for four months’ service as Treasurer. 

Question.— Was he in good standing in his Lodge and entitled to benefits? Answer.— Yes. 

18. Ques f ion.— If a brother is reported sick with a chronic disease (rheumatism) and the 
Lodge p tys forty weeks’ benefits at two dollars per week: the brother is then a little belter and 
is reported from the sick list: in a short time is reported sick again from same dNeai-e, and 
continues sick for a long time; must the Locge pay him two dollars per week for fifiy-two 
weeks from the date of last report, or can they pay the balance of twelve weeks, which would 
have b j eu »he brother’s due if he had not bsen reported recovered from first sickness, and then 
one d dlar per week thereafter? Would you call itais last sickness a new one or a continuation 
of the old, where the disease is the same? Answer.— [t is two separaie cases of sickness, and 
the Lodge must pay him two dollars per week from date of last sickness. 

113. Question. — Can a lady have the grand decoration of chivalry conferred upon her? 
Answer - The grand decoration of chivalry can be conferred upon a lady as well as upon a 
broih^r; both are eligible for the decoration of chivalry, and I hold that the same rule will 
apply to the grand decoration. 
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New Legislation. 

The following new legislation was enacted by the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge: 


OFFICIAL CERTIFICATE. 

That hereafter the official receipt (certificate) shall be designated 
as the “Official Certificate/’ and shall be issued in all cases when mem- 
bers pay dues and assessments to subordinate bodies and shall request 
a receipt, and that such change be made in the form and matter as 
to make it plain and distinct, with ample space for necessary signa- 
tures, and a line for the location of body issuing it, and the date. 

That the official certificate shall be issued by and signed by the 
Permanent Secretary of Subordinate Lodge, if there be one; the Finan- 
cial Scribe, if there be one, of Encampments, or the Secretary of Rebe- 
kah Lodge, attested by the seal of the body issuing the same. If a 
Lodge has no Permanent Secretary, the certificate shall be signed by 
the Secretary, and if an Encampment has no Financial Scribe, shall be 
signed by the Scribe. 

That the official certificate provided for by the legislation of 1896 
shall be furnished to Subordinate Grand Bodies at and for the rate of 
eighty cents per hundred, and to Subordinate Lodges, Subordinate 
Encampments and Rebekah Lodges at the rate of one dollar per hundred. 

That the official certificate and the visiting card shall be the only 
legal acknowledgment for dues and assessments paid by a member to 
the Subordinate Lodge, Subordinate Encampment, or Rebekah Lodge. 

That in all other respects than as hereinabove set forth, said official 
certificate shall conform to and carry with it all rights and privileges 
provided by the legislation of 1896, relative to the subject-matter here-' 
in above referred to. 

That the said official certificate heretofore engraved shall hereafter 
be lithographed, thus materially reducing its cost to this Grand Body; and 
if the same can be done, that the right to prepare it, and its exclusive 
use, be protected by letters-patent; otherwise, that it be copyrighted. 

REBEKAH LEGISLATION. 

The special committee appointed under a resolution offered that a 
committee of five prepare and report at this session a Rebekah Ritual, 
consisted of Reps. Nye of Minnesota, Humphrey of Illinois, Ross of 
Ontario, ISolen of Tennessee, and Pillsbury of Massachusetts. They 
called in consultation several prominent Rebekahs from other jurisdic- 
tions, and the result of their labors is a Ritual which, it is expected, 
will give general satisfaction. In its consideration each representative 
was furnished with a galle} r -proof copy, and careful scrutiny was given 
it before being adopted. The resolution authorizing the appointment 
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of the special committee also provided that the new Ritual be fur- 
nished to Rebekah Lodges in exchange for the Rituals now in use, 
free of charge. 

That the 20th day of September be recognized as the anniversary 
of the institution of the Rebekah Degree, and that it be annually 
celebrated and commemorated by proper and appropriate ceremonies. 

That the several Grand Lodges under the jurisdiction of this 
Sovereign Grand Lodge be, and they are hereby, permitted to authorize 
and empower the Presidents of their Rebekah Assemblies to appoint 
and commission district deputies for Rebekah Lodges in their respec- 
tive jurisdictions. 

That it shall be the duty of the Secretary of each Rebekah Lodge 
to furnish to the Secretary of each Subordinate Lodge to which any 
member of such Rebekah Lodge belongs, a list of the members of said 
Subordinate Lodge who are also members of said Rebekah Lodge: and 
thereafter to notify the Secretary of the proper Subordinate Lodge 
when any brother shall become a member of said Rebekah Lodge; 
and it shall be the duty of each Secretary of a Subordinate Lodge thus 
notified that a member or members of his Lodge are members of such 
Rebekah Lodge, to inform the Secretary of said Rebekah Lodge, without 
unnecessary delay, of the withdrawal by card, dropping, suspension, 
expulsion, or reinstatement of any such member. 

The Rebekah Code was amended by defining the regalia and jewels 
to be worn by officers of Rebekah Lodges and for officers of a Rebekah 
Assembly. The regalia for officers of a Rebekah Lodge (which include 
Past Noble Grands) apply to all officers and Past Noble Grands irrespective 
of sex. Brethren who are not officers nor Past Noble Grands shall wear 
the regalia they are entitled to wear in a Rebekah Lodge. 

P. M. LEGISLATION. 

That the fiscal year, which shall govern the annual reports of the 
Cantons to their Department Commanders and to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, shall close December 31 of each year. 

That a special committee be appointed to prepare an authorized 
Patriarchs Militant drill and tactics, and present the same for the 
consideration of the Sovereign Grand Lodge at its next session. 

That the Committee on Printing Supplies be authorized to have 
printed, in pamphlet form, not to exceed one thousand copies of the 
revised Degree of the Decoration of Chivalry, and placed on sale as 
supplies at a price not to exceed twenty-five cents per copy. 

That Sec. 64 of the P. M. Code be amended to read as follows: 
In case any officer elected shall refuse to accept or neglect to qualify, 
or in case a vacancy shall occur at any time, the Department Com- 
mander may fill the vacancy by appointment, or may order and conduct 
another election. And that upon the resignation of the Department 
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Commander, or from any cause a vacancy occurs in that office, a new 
election shall be ordered by the Assistant Adjutant General, and in the 
order calling for said election, a notice of thirty (30) days shall be given 
for nominations, and thirty (30) days for elections and returns, and in 
the interim the second ranking officer shall be in command. 

That during the recess of the Sovereign Grand Lodge (when not 
in annual session) each Department Commander of the Patriarchs 
Militant, who is a Past Grand in good standing in a Subordinate Lodge 
in good standing, and has received the Royal Purple Degree, and is a 
member in good standing in an Encampment in good standing, and has re- 
ceived the Grand Lodge Degree, holding a certificate of the Grand Master 
and Grand Secretary, under seal of the Grand Lodge of his jurisdic- 
tion, .stating the foregoing, and that he is such Department Comman- 
der, shall be given access to the secret work of the Patriarchs Militant 
Degree, 

That the pattern and design of the Patriarchs Militant button 
or badge, adopted by this Grand Lodge, at its session held in 
Dallas, Texas, in 1896, be patented by the Grand Secretary in the 
name of the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows; and the Grand Secretary is hereby authorized to exchange 
the button or badge for all that may have been sold not authorized by 
this body, free of cost to the member purchasing the same. As amended, 
the report was adopted. 

The special committee on advisability of creating an active mili- 
tary commander for the Patriarchs Militant, consists of Reps. Cadle of 
Missouri, Nutt of New Jersey, White of Washington; on militant regu- 
lations, Reps. Cable of Ohio, Norton of Minnesota, Guthrie of New 
York; Patriarchs Militant tactics, Reps. Witherup of Pennsylvania, 
Bruton of North Carolina, Uline of District of Columbia. 

ENCAMPMENT LEGISLATION. 

That Sec. 1002, White’s Digest, requiring service in the offices of 
Senior Warden and High Priest as a qualification to the office of Chief 
Patriarch, is the general law, and in the absence of legislation by 
subordinate jurisdictions making it unnecessary to serve as High Priest, 
a Patriarch must serve a term as Senior Warden and High Priest to 
be eligible as Chief Patriarch. 

That on the occasion of the grand parade and other ceremonies to 
be given in Boston in 1898, in honor of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, 
that Subordinate Encampments be allowed to wear the old or Royal 
Purple Degree uniform. 

That the Grand Patriarch or D. D. G. P. officiating as installing 
officer in Subordinate Encampments, may invite a Canton, or a dele- 
gation of Chevaliers, to act as an escort to him, or assist in said in- 
stallation, and they may, upon such an occasion, wear the uniform of 
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the Patriarchs Militant; provided, however, if the Grand Patriarch or 
D. D. G. P. is a Chevalier, he shall, in addition to his uniform, wear 
the jewel or regalia he is entitled to wear as such installing officer. 

MISCELLANEOUS AND GENERAL LEGISLATION. 

That the special committee on Juvenile Degree be discharged, and 
the further consideration of the subject be indefinitely postponed. 

That appellants must furnish two hundred and fifty copies of all 
appeal papers, as required by the legislation of 1855 and 1887. 

That the statistics of the Manchester Unity be no longer compiled 
and printed in the Journal of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

That in case of the absence of the brother or sister paying dues, 
a duly-accredited order for A. T. P. W. shall accompany said receipt. 

That hereafter the printed Journal shall no longer be designated 
or referred to as the “Revised Journal,” but as the “Journal of Pro- 
ceedings.” 

That the sum of $1,500 be annually appropriated, commencing 
with this session, for the use of the Grand Sire for office expenses 
and for visitation. 

That the Grand Secretary be directed to ship a complete set of 
the bound proceedings to every Odd Fellows 7 Home which has not al- 
ready received them, without charge. 

That the Grand Secretary be, and is hereby, directed in all future 
editions of the Digest to have section 1834 eliminated, as it was 
never enacted into law by this Grand Body. 

That this Sovereign Grand Lodge express, and place upon record, 
the sincere sympathy of this great brotherhood for our unfortunate 
and suffering brethren on the Island of Cuba. 

That all cards in the Grand Secretary’s office, and in the posses- 
sion of Subordinate Lodges, which have on the margin the fac-simile 
signature of Theo. A. Ross, Grand Secretary, are hereby declared legal. 

That the sum of $500 be, and is hereby, appropriated to defray the 
traveling and other expenses incurred on behalf of the Order by the 
Special Deputy Grand Sire, Herman Block, during the ensuing year. 

That the Grand Sire appoint a special committee, consisting of 
three members, to consider and codify the Funeral and Burial Cere- 
mony, and make their report to this Sovereign Body at its next an- 
nual session. 

That hereafter all assets of Subordinate Lodges whose charters 
have been surrendered may be placed to the credit of a fund to be 
called and known as “Aged Odd Fellows’ Fund.” Such fund may 
also be increased and maintained by voluntary contributions, and by 
such other means as are not inconsistent with the laws of the Order. 
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That Section 194, Digest of 1895, be amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: That all withdrawal cards, visiting cards, and certificates for 
dues, assessments, fees, etc., should be signed by the holder thereof, 
in the presence of the officer by whom the A. T. P. W. or A. P. W. 
is communicated. 

That the sum of one hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, be, and the same is hereby, appropriated for the repair 
and preservation of the Wildey and Ridgely monuments, and that the 
representatives from Maryland, in connection with the Grand Secre- 
tary, be appointed a committee to carry into effect the above object. 

That after January 1, 1898, no Grand or Subordinate body shall 
receive any credit for old rituals returned or destroyed, but all Grand 
and Subordinate bodies shall pay full price for all new rittials purchased. 

That Section 958, of Digest of 1895, be amended by striking out 
the word “permanent” in the second line, and inserting the word 
“financial,” so that the Permanent Secretary will hereafter be known 
as Financial Secretary. 

That Grand Lodges may provide for the payment of a system of uni- 
form dues and benefits (graded according to age), provided that the 
amount of benefits is not less than the minimum established by the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

That it shall be unlawful for any Grand Master, Grand Patriarch, 
Grand or Subordinate Lodge or Encampment, or any officer or mem- 
ber thereof, or any committee of any jurisdiction, to solicit aid or re- 
lief for any purpose, or in any manner, either by direct request for 
funds, sale of tickets or chances, or by any scheme whatever, from 
the Lodges, Encampments, or members of any other jurisdiction, with- 
out having first obtained the consent of the Grand Master of such 
other jurisdiction, if such appeal is to be made to the Lodges or mem- 
bers thereof, or of the Grand Patriarch, if such an appeal is to be 
made to Encampments or patriarchs thereof. Such consent can only 
be obtained upon proper request therefor, duly made by the Grand 
Master or Grand Patriarch of the soliciting jurisdiction of the Grand 
Master or Grand Patriarch of the solicited jurisdiction. 

That all State, District and Territorial Grand Lodges, Encamp- 
ments, and Department Councils shall enforce upon their subordinates 
a strict adherence to the work of the Order, according to the forms 
furnished by the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows, and shall be held responsible for any irregularities that 
they may allow under their jurisdiction. They shall neither adopt 
or use, nor suffer to be adopted or used in their jurisdiction, any 
other charges, lectures, degrees, ceremonies, forms of installation or 
regalia, than those prescribed by the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows. 

That any member of the Order who shall introduce, sell or offer 
to introduce or sell to any Subordinate Lodge, Rebekah Lodge, En- 
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campment. or Canton of Patriarchs Militant, any device which in its 
character is calculated to make ridiculous the sublime lessons taught 
by the degrees of the Order, shall be guilty of an offense against the 
Order, and on conviction thereof, shall be expelled. 

The Committee on Printing Supplies and the sub-Committee on* 
Finance were directed to confer together for the purpose of determin- 
ing whether or not more economical and better methods can be car- 
ried into effect in the purchase of supplies, and the publication of the 
Journals of Proceedings. 

The sub-Committee on Finance for 1897-8 consists of Reps. Conway,, 
of Illinois, and Stier, of Washington, D. C. ; the Committee on Print- 
ing Supplies, of Reps. Farnham, of Rhode Island; Iszard, of New 
Jersey; Witherup, of Pennsylvania; and Grand Secretary Grant and 
Grand Treasurer Muckle. 

In the future, the Committee on Printing Supplies is to require, 
in placing the contract for the printing of the Journal of Proceedings, 
that the contractor shall deliver the printed books in sixty days, or 
less, from the time of receiving the copy for the same from the Grand 
Secretary; and also under a valid bond, a money forfeiture of such an 
amount as they shall deem just for every day over sixty days that the 
contractor shall fail to fulfill the assigned contract. 

Subordinate Lodges and Encampments, either separately or in 
conjunction, are permitted to hire physicians to attend Odd Fel- 
lows and their families afflicted with a contagious disease whenever 
the board of health of any state, city, town, or village, declare a con- 
tagious disease to be epidemic. This law was passed especially to aid 
the Odd Fellows of New Orleans, who are now struggling with the 
yellow-fever scourge. 

THE REPRESENTATION. 

The Sovereign Grand Lodge was attended by nine Grand Officers, 
eight Past Grand Sires, and one hundred and eighty-six Grand Repre- 
sentatives. Every Grand Jurisdiction subordinate to the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge was represented, except the Grand Encampment of 
Arizona. 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 

All the proposed amendments to the Sovereign Grand Lodge Con- 
stitution were indefinitely postponed, including the propositions for 
“Bieqnial Sessions/’ “Qualifications for Grand Representatives,” “Re- 
duction of Representation in the Sovereign Grand Lodge,” the 
“Eighteen-year-old Amendment,” the “Juvenile Branch,” the “Bureau 
of Correspondence and Information,” the “Admission to the Rebekah 
Lodge of all white women over the age of 18 years,” etc., and for 
“National Homes and Sanitariums”; but all were renewed, and will 
come up again next year.

Kane Lodge No. 47, I. O. O. F., 

Elgin, Illinois, November 2, 1897. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , I. 0. O. F.: 

Greeting: The following memorial has been fully discussed and 
adopted unanimously by Kane Lodge No. 47, I. O. O. F., located at 
Elgin, Illinois, as representing her sentiment on the subject-matterr 
to-wit: 

First — There should be a more economical use of the large revenue 
collected and dispensed by your honorable body. 

Second — That your honorable body should so instruct your repre- 
sentatives to the Sovereign Grand Lodge that .that august body may 
know the sentiments of the Subordinate Lodges throughout this great 
State, which we believe to be the same as our own, on the subject of 
economy. 

Third — At the coming session of your body there will be large 
sums of money appropriated for the several benevolent institutions 
instituted and about to be instituted in this jurisdiction, besides the 
amount for mileage and per diem and other expenses of your Grand 
Body. 

Fourth— We believe that, if the usual amount is appropriated, an 
addition must be made to our already high enough per capita tax, 
which will be the means of forcing a raise of dues or a reduction of 
benefits, or both, which will check the growth and cripple to a large 
extent the usefulness of our Order. 

Fifth — As a remedy, we believe that biennial sessions of your 
Grand Lodge will help more than it will injure our Order. 

Sixth— We believe that instead of the donation of thousands of 
dollars to our Representatives under the guise of mileage, that 
is, six cents per mile one way, paid when the actual expense in 
some instances is less than one cent per mile, should cease, and actual 
transportation expenses only be allowed. 

Seventh— We believe that the expenses of the Grand Lodge can be 
materially lessened by district representation instead of the present 
system, which, with its eight hundred representatives and numerous 
Past Grands, is an unwieldy body and a hindrance to proper legislation. 

Fighth—We therefore humbly ask your Honorable Body to so 
amend your constitution along the line of our several suggestions that 
our benevolent work already begun may be carried on to the honor of 
the Order without the amount becoming such a load that our backs, 
already bending, may not be broken.

Proposed amendment to the Constitution of the Grand Lodge: 

Whereas, In view of the fact that reasonable economy in any 
government is a wise provision to incorporate in its Constitution, and 
thus avoid needless expenditure of the people’s money, is not only ex- 
pedient, but advisable; and 

Whereas, We believe that what holds good in our civil govern- 
ment will be equally good in the government of societies, and to that 
end we believe that biennial sessions of the Grand Lodge of this 
State will be a right step in the direction of reasonable economy in 
the affairs of the Order in this State; therefore, be it 

Resolved , That in Section 1 of Article YII of the Constitution of 
the Grand Lodge of Illinois, I. O. O. F., wherever the word “annual” 
appears it be stricken out, and the word “biennial” be substituted there- 
for, so that the said section, when amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 1. The Grand Lodge shall meet biennially on the Third 
Tuesday in November. This meeting shall be styled the Biennial Ses- 
sion. Special sessions shall be held on the call of the Grand Master. 
When in biennial or special session, fifty representative members 
shall be necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness; and the Grand Lodge may adjourn from time to time until the 
business of the session shall have been disposed of. The Biennial Session 
shall be held in the City of Springfield, except when otherwise 
ordered by a vote of two-thirds of the representatives present. A 
special session shall be held at the time and place designated by the 
Grand Master in the call. 

Resolved , That Section 2 of Article YII be amended by striking 
out the word “annual” wherever it appears and the word “biennial” 
be substituted therefor, so that when the section is amended it shall 
read as follows: 

Section 2. At the Biennial Sessions the elective Grand Officers 
shall be elected, and all business requiring the attention of the Grand 
Lodge transacted. At a special session, no business shall be transacted 
excepting that for which the session was called, which business must 
be distinctly stated in the call. 

Resolved, That in Section 2 and Section 6 of Article IY, wherever 
the word “annual” appears the same be stricken out and the word 
“biennial” substituted, so that those sections may conform to the above 
amended article and sections.

Whereas, Fraternity is the foundation stone of Odd Fellowship, 
the Alpha and the Omega Of the Order, the one sweet lesson taught 
fifty-two times in the year to and by nearly a million Odd Fellows in 
the United States; it follows that we more than any other class of 
citizens are deeply interested in everything that makes for the fra- 
ternization of the world; and 

Whereas, The Anglo-American Treaty of Arbitration agreed upon 
by the Secretary of State and the Ambassador of Great Britain — a 
treaty originated by Secretary Gresham, completed by Secretary Olney, 
and supported by Secretary Sherman; a treaty recommended by the 
Queen of Great Britain and by the Presidents of the United States in 
succession; a treaty supported by the intelligent Christian sentiment 
of the whole country.— has been defeated practically by four men; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved , That the Grand Lodge of the I. O. O. F. of Illinois deeply 
regrets the rejection of the treaty, as it was the first attempt to form 
a permanent International Court of Justice; but rejoices to know that 
of the twenty-six Senators who voted against the treaty, ten repre- 
sented a smaller number of our people than can be found in any one 
of our five great cities. 

Resolved , That it is the duty of our government to conclude arbi- 
tration treaties with all nations, simply as business propositions, and 
without reference to the history, character or pretensions of the con- 
tracting parties. 

Resolved , That the commercial and financial interests, as well as 
the educated Christian sentiment of the Republic, demand interna- 
tional arbitration as a substitute for war in the settlement of all in- 
ternational disputes, and insist that the ^ American people shall lead 
in this great movement to bless mankind.

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, 2. O. 0. F.: 

Your Committee on the State of the Order would respectfully report 
as follows, in regard to the matter of Grand Secretary’s office, in refer- 
ence to the action of the Grand Lodge at its last session found on 
page 237 of the Journal of 1896, and the report of the Grand Lodge 
Finance Committee on page 271, constituting the Grand Master, the 
Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer a committee to carry into effect, 
were adopted as follows: 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , I. 0. 0. F.: 

Whereas, In the construction of the splendid temple now in pro- 
cess of erection, the Odd Fellows of the City of Springfield give evi- 
dence of that commendable spirit of progress which so much charac- 
terizes our noble Order, and is so worthy of commendation and en- 
couragement: therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the incoming Grand Master, Grand Secretary and 
Grand Treasurer be, and they are hereby, authorized to secure suitable 
rooms and ample vaults for the archives and office of the Grand Sec- 
retary of this Grand Lodge in said building, and on the best terms 
that can be obtained. 
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Resolved , That the term of years for which a lease of these rooms 
shall be had be left to the judgment of the Grand Officers named, as 
upon such term of years the rental value will be largely based. 

Under the above instructions, the Grand Secretary, Grand Treas- 
urer and myself visited and thoroughly examined the Odd Fellows’ 
building, and secured quarters for the office of the Grand Secretary on 
the fourth floor of said building at a rental of $50.00 per month. 

The rooms covered by the lease were numbered originally from 
405 to 411 inclusive, 414 and 415, and a large brick vault, all on the 
west side of the fourth floor of said building. The rooms were found 
to be too small for the convenience of the offices of the Grand Secre- 
tary, and accordingly several partitions were removed, thus making 
fewer rooms, but occupying the same space. The room covered by 
this lease is about twice the space ever occupied by the Grand Secre- 
tary in prior leases, and lias been greatly needed for years, as all 
brothers having occasion to visit the offices during the Grand Lodge 
sessions will testify. In order to secure the best terms possible, a five- 
year lease was taken. 

The lease was signed on the 26th day of December, 1896; and the 
term of years was from March 1st, 1897, or as soon thereafter as the 
building would be ready for occupancy, to the first day of March, 
1902, a. d. 

The building was not sufficiently completed to warrant the Grand 
Secretary in moving into the new quarters until the first of May, 1897, 
at which time the offices were removed. The carpets and part of the 
furniture in the offices were almost worthless, having been used for 
many years, and the enlarged quarters necessitated the expenditure of 
about $300.00 in new furnishings. We believe that all who visit the 
new quarters will agree that the Order now has offices which reflect 
credit upon the great Order of Odd Fellows in Illinois, and at a rea- 
sonable expense to the fraternity. 

We are of the opinion that the above-named committee have car- 
ried out the work assigned to them to the best interests of the Order, 
and have provided ample room and excellent accommodations for years 
to come; and we therefore recommend that the action of said commit- 
tee be fully approved and indorsed.

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, 1. 0. 0. F.: 

Sirs and Brothers: Much ill-feeling is often allowed to creep 
into many of our Subordinate Lodges, especially those having a large 
membership, which is due, to a very large extent, to the manner of 
the selection and election of the officers of the Lodge under the pres- 
ent law which governs the same, and often shows a tendency towards 
political methods of electioneering, which is contrary to and not in 
accord with the true spirit of Odd Fellowship; and that the cause 
may be removed, so far as possible, be it 

Resolved, That Article Y of the Constitution for the government 
of Subordinate Lodges be amended as follows: 

First — Strike out all of Section 3 of Article V. 

Second — Section 4 shall be known as Section 3, Article V. 

Third— Strike out all of Section 5 of Article Y, and substitute the 
following, to be known as Section 4, Article Y, and shall read as fol- 
lows: “Section 4. The election of officers shall be by ballot. A major- 
ity of all votes cast shall be necessary to an election.” 

Fourth — Section 6 of Article V shall be known as Section 5, 
Article Y. 

Fifth— Article Y thus amended shall read as follows: 
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ARTICLE V. ELECTIONS, ETC. 

Section 3. No brother shall be eligible to the chair of Noble 
Grand unless he has served a regular term as Vice Grand, nor shall 
any brother be eligible as Vice Grand unless he has served one term in 
some inferior office. But if all qualified members refuse to accept the office 
of Noble Grand or Vice Grand, a Third Degree member may, under dis- 
pensation, be elected to either of said offices without further service. 

Section 2. All elective and appointive officers must have the 
Scarlet Degree before they are installed. 

Section 3. The elective officers, except the Treasurer and Financial 
Secretary, shall be chosen at the first regular meetings in March and 
September, and shall hold their respective oftices for six months and 
until their successors shall have been installed. They shall be in- 
stalled at the first regular meetings in April and October. The Treas- 
urer and the Financial Secretary (if there be one) shall be elected 
in March and shall be installed at the first meeting in April, and 
both shall serve for one year. If a public installation of officers be 
had. it may be at any time other than that specified above, but not 
prior to the first meetings in April and October. 

Sectiou 4. The election of officers shall be by ballot. A majority 
of all votes cast shall be necessary to an election. 

Section 5. If any officer shall be absent for three successive meet- 
ings, except for sickness, his office may be declared vacant by vote of 
the Lodge, if he is an elective officer, but by the officer who appointed 
him, if he be au appointed officer. All vacancies shall be filled in the 
manner of the former selection, to serve the residue of the term, and 
the officer so serving shall be entitled to the full honors of the office. 

Rep. Maxfield, of No. 96, presented the following, which 
was referred to the Committee on Legislation. See tenth 
report of that committee. 

Document No. 52. 

Whereas, There is at times trouble and delay in procuring evi- 
dence in Lodge trials, and at all times it is only through courtesy of 
individuals who are not Odd Fellows, and believing that the same 
courtesy should be extended to them as asked of them, and that there 
should be no distinction made as to the form of obligation and mode 
of taking evidence; therefore, 

Resolved, That Section (5) five of Article (7) seven of the Subordinate 
Lodge Constitution be amended by striking out the words ‘‘who may he 
members of the Order, and cause such witnesses who may not be members 
of the Order to be obligated by a proper officer authorized to administer 
oaths, so that that part of the section relating to taking evidence shall 
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read as -follows: “Then the Noble Grand shall appoint a competent 
member of the Lodge as a commissioner, or a committee of one, to 
take the evidence, both for the Lodge and the accused, in deposition 
form, by writing down both the questions and answers in full; and 
the said commissioner to take evidence shall be first obligated 
by the Noble Grand to perform such duty, and he shall be authorized

We, the undersigned, Committee and also members of Downer’s 
Grove Lodge No. 750, I. O. O. F., were duly appointed by the mem- 
, bers of Downer’s Grove Lodge No. 750, I.O. O. F., to draft the past and 
present condition of a brother, H. F. Johnson, which hereinafter will be 
fully explained in detail, to be presented to the Grand Lodge of the 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows by the representative of our Lodge, 
Bro. A. J. Cooper, and herein do earnestly solicit aid from the Grand 
Lodge, or permission from that Grand Body to circulate among all the 
Subordinate Lodges throughout this Grand Jurisdiction a relief call, 
for the relief of our worthy and afflicted brother, whose condition we 
feel confident, after having become known, will reach the conscience 
and touch the heart of every Odd Fellow in Illinois. 

The following statement shows what our Lodge has done for 
Brother Johnson besides meeting the obligations to the other brothers 
of the Order, and the expenditures of running the Lodge. 

Brother II. F. Johnson joined our Lodge in April, 1892. In July, 
1892, laid up for two weeks with a sprained ankle; amount $600. In 
January and February, 1893, laid up with inflammation of the eyes 
five weeks; amount $15.00. In September, 1894, laid up with broken 
collar-bone for five weeks; amount $15.00. In January, February and 
October, 1895, laid up nine weeks with inflammatory rheumatism, $27.00. 
In March, 1896, laid up for two weeks with same complaint; amount 
$6.00. From June 10th, 1896, up to the present time drew benefits 
continuously at the full rate; amount $188.00. Sent to Presbyterian 
Hospital seven weeks in September and October, 1896, expenses being 
paid by individual subscriptions by the members of our Lodge, $60.00. 

At another time, a fund of $57.00, raised by members of the Order 
and outside friends, was used to send the brother to a hospital at 
Burlington, his board being paid while he was there. Bro. Johnson 
has a wife and three children; the children, being young, are not able 
to render any assistance in supporting the family, and Mrs. Johnson, 
in caring for the children and Bro. Johnson, has her Lands full. The 
doctors state that it is not probable that Bro. Johnson will ever be 
able to gain a livelihood for himself or family. 

Total amount paid Bro. Johnson from the funds of this Lodge. $257 00 


From members and friends by subscription 117 00 

Grand total $374 00 
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We have at present two other sick members, one of whom is 
liable to be on the sick-list for some time to come. At present we 
have but $55.00 in the treasury, and outstanding sick-benefits to the 
amount of $30.00, besides $50.00 a brother gave us the use of until 
we are able to pay it back. We have laid several special assessments, 
and the brothers paid them cheerfully with the exception of a few, 
whose membership has been dropped. But as we have a number of 
members who are doing, at present all they can, we feel that to con- 
tinue the special-assessment plan would mean the loss of a number of 
members, whom we cannot afford to lose; so we feel that with a little 
assistance in the trials and struggles which are inseparable from hu- 
man life, we will gain honor for the institution of Odd Fellowship.

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , I. O. 0. F.: 

Whereas, This Grand Lodge, at its session in November, 1896, in 
accordance with a resolution of this Grand Body, November, 1895, 
provided, by proper limitations and restrictions, for the establishment 
of a Home for Aged and Indigent Odd Fellows, their wives, and 
Daughters of Rebekah of Illinois, with express directions as to the 
character of the lands to be selected, and the uses to which the same 
should be suited; the kind of buildings to be erected thereon 
for said Home, and limiting the cost thereof to such sum of money a& 
should be equivalent to twenty cents per member, and the mainte- 
nance of said Home to not exceed ten cents per member per annum, 
and that in aid of said benevolent purpose the Grand Lodge at its 
last session appropriated the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) for 
the Erection of cottages as in said resolution provided; and that in 
pursuance of said action of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master, being 
empowered so to do, appointed a Board of Trustees for said “Old 
Folks 1 Home” consisting of five members, to carry into effect the 
charitable purposes of said resolution, and of the Grand Lodge in this 
behalf; and 

Whereas, As appears by the majority and minority reports of the 
said Board of Trustees now on file with the Grand Secretary, there 
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are conflicting opinions as to the course pursued, and the action of 
the majority of said Board of Trustees in the selection of the site by 
them chosen, and the contract, if such it be, by said majority of the 
trustees entered into with certain of the citizens of Mattoon, and the 
proposed erection of a costly mansion instead of cottages, as author- 
ized by the Grand Lodge; and 

Whereas, A serious financial question confronts this Grand Body, 
the proper solution of which demands our most earnest and candid 
consideration; therefore, be it 

Resolved , That all legislation looking toward the establishment of 
an Old Folks 1 Home, heretofore enacted by this Grand Lodge, be hereby 
rescinded; that the Board of Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home be 
discharged, and their acts as such Trustees be not approved. 

Resolved, further, That the incoming Grand Master appoint a Special 
Committee of three members to confer with the citizens of Mattoon 
and make a settlement with them of the business transactions be- 
tween said citizens *and said Board of Trustees, by giving said citizens 
the option of accepting a deed for the real estate by them donated as 
a site for said Home, or of accepting the purchase price therefor, and 
by further paying to the said citizens the moneys expended by them 
since the location of said Home by the said Trustees. 

Resolved , further , That the amount to be so paid be determined by 
the regular Finance Committee of this Grand Lodge, upon their au- 
diting the bills presented by the said citizens of Mattoon to said Spe- 
cial Committee, and when said amount is ascertained, a voucher shall 
be drawn therefor. 

It was announced that Bro. J. W. Fletcher, Rep. of No. 
127, had received a telegram from his home in relation to 
his father, who was dying, and Bro. Fletcher requested to 
be excused from further attendance. 

On motion, Bro. Fletcher was excused, and was allowed 
mileage and per diem. 

The Grand Marshal announced that Sister Harris and 
Sister Morrison, Past Presidents of the Rebekah State Assem- 
bly, were at the door, and requested suspension of business, 
and permission to present the report of the Advisory Board of 
Old Folks’ Home to the Rebekah Assembly, and the resolu- 
tion of the Assembly. 

On motion, the request was granted, and the Grand Mas- 
ter introduced Sisters Morrison and Harris, who addressed 
the Grand , Lodge, after which said report and resolution 
were read, as follows. 
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Document No. 66a. 

Chicago, III., Nov. 15, 1897. 

To the Officers and Members State Assembly: 

While we feel that there is but little that we can say in a report 
as the Advisory Board of the Old People's Odd Fellows’ Home, yet we 
feel that we ought to acknowledge to the Assembly the honor that 
has been extended to us by being designated to fill so important a 
position in connection with the creation and maintenance of an in- 
stitution as inspiring and commendable as this one. Your committee 
is not unmindful of the further fact that its usefulness is greatly 
abridged by the knowledge that whatever we do is only in the nature 
of advice, which our brothers may or may not be governed by, as suits 
their pleasure; but of this we are not offering any complaint, for our 
treatment by the Board of Trustees has been of the most cordial sort, 
and every privilege has been extended to the Advisory Board that 
it was possible, under the rules, for the brothers to grant to us. The 
question at this time is not who shall vote, but shall we have the 
Home for which we have worked so earnestly in the past, and for which 
we are ready to work until the goal we long to reach has been attained. 
The first thing to be done, after the recess of this body, was to organize 
the Board for the purpose of more fully putting into execution the ob- 
jects for which it was appointed: and. as a result, Sister Harris, of the 
Advisory Board, was chosen Treasurer, for the purpose of holding 
such moneys as might be donated by the sisters in their individual 
capacity, or by the Rebekah Lodges; and we are glad to say, at this 
time, that the Treasurer has had some work to do, in taking care of 
the fund that has been raised by the sisters of the Order, having 
collected several hundred dollars, which is being held to the credit of 
the fund for the Old Folks' Home. Of the details of the work of the 
Board during its existence we feel that you have no particular inter- 
est, so far as a report upon the same by us is concerned, for this is 
fully set forth in the report of the Board of Trustees, who have given 
the full particulars of all that was done. As to the position taken by 
the Advisory Board, we wish to say that the report of the majority of 
the Board of Trustees has the unanimous indorsement of the members 
of the Advisory Committee, and we do now recommend that the As- 
sembly take such steps as, in its judgment, may seem best to further 
the work, along the line mapped out by the majority of the Trustees. 
We are regretful that we have to report that a delay has been occa- 
sioned, and, while we deplore it, we are confident that in the end it 
will prove to have been for the best- Our reason for this belief is 
actuated by a desire to have all the differences of opinion settled, and 
that amicably, too, and that it should be done before circumstances 
may have arisen that would obviate the possibility of retracing steps 
that may have been injudiciously, or otherwise, made. We are very 
jealous of the time that is being lost, and feel that we can illy afford 
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it; yet, at the same time, a question as momentous as that of the Old 
Folks’ Home will not lose any of its importance, or its success be materi- 
ally retarded, until, as in the present case, the exigencies that may 
have arisen, or misconceptions that may have appeared, shall have 
been fully and satisfactorily settled. The Advisory Board is inspired 
with too infinite a faith in the Odd Fellows and Bebekahs of this 
State, to have its hopes dimmed by a stay of the work now before us, for 
it is realized that the need of an Old Folks’ Home has long been ap- 
parent; it is recognized by the Order at large that the building and 
maintaining of such an institution has been outlined by the great un- 
seen force that directs our destinies, that this necessity has crept 
upon us by slow gradations, just as time brings new changes in all 
things, and that it is right and proper that it should be built; and be- 
ing right, we feel that it will be built, for the great sea of public 
sentiment that caused the work to be started cannot be stilled until 
that work has been completed.

tions; and 

Whereas, Said committee have advertised for bids, and intend to 
build the Home on a so-called hospital or penitentiary plan, instead of 
cottages, as originally instructed; and 

Whereas, Cook County is the place where the “Home” had its 
inception, where the Odd Fellows raised the first “thousand dollars’* 
as the nucleus for the establishment of a Home; and 

Whereas, Cook County’s rights to be represented on said Com- 
mittee have been ignored, and the claims of the part of our State 
north of Springfield entirely disregarded, although it must be con-

To the Officers and Members of Cook County Lodge No. 2^0, I. O. O. F.: 

Your Committee appointed to carefully investigate the protest 
of Nonpareil Lodge No. 331, I. O. O. F., against the Trustees of the 
Illinois Odd Fellows’ Old Folks’ Home, submit herewith the report of 
its investigation: 

The resolutions adopted by Nonpareil Lodge No. 331, and sent out 
to the Lodges of this county, contain the following points of protest: 

1. Objection to the location of the Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon, 
because (a) of it being an unhealthful portion of the state, and (b) 
also because the offer made by that city was not the best presented 
,to the Board for consideration. 

2. Objection to the erection of a large building instead of cot- 
tages. 

3. Objection to. the fact that Cook County is not represented on 
the Board, nor the northern part of the State having received no 
recognition whatever. 
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4. Objection to and severe criticism of the members of the Board 
of Trustees for acting arbitrarily in the matter pertaining to the pro- 
posed Old Folks’ Home. 

Your Committee desires to make the following statements and 
recommendations, after thorough and careful research: 

1. (a) There is no foundation whatever for the statement that 
Mattoon is located in an unhealthy portion of the State. This point 
was never raised prior to the location of the Home. The truth is, 
that this locality in the State has as good average health as any other 
part of Illinois. 

(b) The statement that the offer made by Mattoon was not the 
best is found to be unquestionably a mistake, and misleading. Mat- 
toon has so far carried out its part of the contract, and the secured 
donations are now not less than $24,000. 136 acres of land has been 
deeded to the Grand Lodge of Illinois, in fee simple, clear of all in- 
cumbrance, and there is no better land in the State than this. It is 
found also that the citizens of Mattoon, to the number of about 120, 
and whose aggregate wealth is scarcely less than $1,000,000, have given 
a bond for $25,000 to see that all remaining conditions of the contract, 
which was carefully drawn by Grand Warden M. P. Berry, of Carthage, 
111., and revised by Past Grand Masters Phillips and Mansfield, be car- 
ried out as agreed. Of the conditions yet to be complied with, atten- 
tion is directed to the agreement by the City of Mattoon to furnish 
free of cost for fifty years all water used for fire purposes, that the 
street leading to the buildings of the Old Folks’ Home shall be 
lighted with the same kind of arc lights as now used by said City of 
Mattoon for its streets, and also that the grounds of said Home be 
similarly lighted. All such lights to be furnished free of cost to the 
Grand Lodge of Illinois for a period of fifty years. It is further agreed 
in this contract that the forty acres of land and all property of said 
Home on which the buildings are located shall be free from taxation 
for a period of fifty years. The second best offer, in the opinion of a 
majority of the members of the Board of Trustees, was that 
of Monmouth, which offered $20,000 in cash. Monmouth is the 
home of Grand Master Geo. C. Rankin. The third best offer appears 
to be that of Alton, the home of Past Grand Patriarch Julius A. 
Raible. 

2. The objection to a large building instead of cottages may or 
may not be well founded. There seems to be a lack of full instruc- 
tions by the Grand Lodge in this particular. On pages 216 and 217 
of the Grand Lodge Journal of 1896 is found the legislation creating 
the Board of Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home. The Board is in- 
structed to procure by purchase not to exceed 320 acres of land and 
not less than 100 acres, at a cost not to exceed $10,000. It is ; also in- 
structed to erect “suitable and proper cottages,” as the same are 
needed, to provide proper superintendence, to make such rules, 
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conditions and regulations for the admission and residence at 
such Home as may be deemed wise and proper by said Board. 
In fact, the Board is given full power. Of the $10,000 appro- 
priated by the Grand Lodge to buy land not one dollar has 
been used. The members of , the Board and the members 
of the Advisory Board have carefully and thoroughly investigated every 
offer made as a site, and also investigated the wisdom of the exclusive 
cottage plan. It is the opinion of four of the live members of the 
Board that a main building should be erected, and then afterward, if 
it be deemed practicable, to erect from time to time such cottages as 
may be needed. The City of Mattoon has given already not less than 
$24,000, and the other conditions of the contract, when carried out, 
will aggregate not less than $40,000, making a total of $64,000. With 
this magnanimous and liberal support of this enterprising city, it 
r would appear that the Grand Lodge can well afford to erect a sub- 
stantial building, and in the judgment of four of the live members of 
the Board this should be done. 

3. In regard to Cook County’s rights to be represented *on the 
Board being ignored, attention is called to the fact that Grand Rep- 
resentative E. S. Conway was chairman of the first Old Folks’ Home 
Committee, and is at present a member of the Orphans’ Home Board, 
giving Cook County two members on this Board. In the opinion of 
your committee, Cook County has been properly recognized. In regard 
to Northern Illinois not receiving any recognition whatever, attention 
is called to the fact that the only city in this part of the State which 
made a bid is that of Monmouth, and it was the second choice of the 
Board of Trustees. From this it would appear that it received proper 
consideration, and Northern Illinois has no just grounds for protest. 

4. Your committee recommends that the severe criticisms of the 
members of the Board of Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home by Nonpa- 
reil Lodge be disapproved, and that, in the opinion of Cook County 
Lodge, No. 240, the said Board of Trustees has not acted arbitrarily, 
but, on the contrary, has protected the interests of the Grand Lodge 
of Illinois, and instead of condemnation is entitled to the thanks of 
the entire membership of the State. It is further recommended that 
the representative of this Lodge to the Grand Lodge be and is hereby 
instructed to vote to indorse the work of the Old Folks’ Home Board 
at the session of the Grand Lodge in November. Your committee 
also recommends that Cook County Lodge, No. 240, disapprove of the 
action of Nonpareil Lodge in sending out hasty resolutions of protest 
in the matter, as it tends to create discord and is a detriment to the 
interests of the Order.

Sanders: I wrote you some time ago, and not hearing from 
you since, 1 thought possibly the letter might have got lost, but how- 
ever, I shall endeavor to write you a few lines this evening in regard 
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to my health. I hardly know what to say or what to think; one 
thing certain, I do not have as many hemorrhages as I did in Illi- 
nois, but have not gained one pound in flesh. I am around most of 
the time, and I suppose, if the whole thing was summed up, I could 
truthfully say that there is some little improvement: any at all in my 
case would be all that I could expect. I am satisfied that I am bet- 
ter than I would have been had I staid in Girard. My wife is not 
at all well since she came here. The climate don’t seem to agree with 
her. She had a slight touch of heart trouble before she came here, 
but nothing to what it is now. The least little exertion com- 
pletely exhausts her. If she don’t improve shortly, she may go 
back to Girard. Bro. Sanders, what do you think? is it possible to 
carry out your idea suggested just before the Grand Lodge met last 
year, that is a contribution from the Grand Lodge? I am sure I 
don’t know what to think. If my wife was stout I would try and get 
along this time without any assistance, but the way things look now 
I must make a raise somewhere. My Lodge will not be able to do me 
any good. If I could get the loan of two or three hundred dollars I 
could make it all right. There are several chances where we could buy 
the furniture in a rooming-house, and they are good paying properties^; 
then, we would be in a manner independent. You have to pay that 
much money before you can take charge; but when a fellow hasn’t got 
it, those opportunities avail him nothing. Bro. Sanders, let me hear 
from you soon as to what you think of this matter. I wish I was 
able to see my way clear; it takes so much money for medicine in ad- 
dition to our living that it is really discouraging.

Be it resolved , By the Representatives in this Grand Lodge, that we 
are opposed to any further revision of the Subordinate Lodge Rituals 
for the next fifty (50) years. 

The Special Committee on Old Folks’ Home presented 
the following report, which was made a special order for 
Thursday morning. 


Document No. 136. 

First report, by Bro. Chas. S. Thornton, of No. 858. 

Your Special Committee on that part of the Grand Master’s Re- 
port referring to the Old Folks’ Home, and also resolutions offered by 
Brothers Melville, Merrills and Cohen, would respectfully report as 
follows: 

This Grand Lodge, at its Annual Session in 1896, by direction of 
ninety-six per cent, of the Subordinate Lodges of Illinois, whose 
action was dictated after the most mature consideration, passed with- 
out a dissenting vote the following enactment: “There is hereby es- 
tablished, and to be maintained by this Grand Lodge a Home for the 
aged and indigent Odd Fellows, their wives, and Daughters of Rebekah 
within this jurisdiction.” At thesame time Trustees were appointed, 
five from this Grand Lodge, and five Rebekahs constituting an Advisory 
Board, who were directed to secure a suitable location. In the resolution 
giving such direction the Trustees were in no way restricted as to such 
location, nor were they in any way directed as to the place they should 
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locate the Home. They were “authorized and directed to obtain by pur- 
chase a site.” The Board of Trustees, after many days of personal inspec- 
tion, comparison, consultation with many hundreds of the members of the 
Order, and the most careful consideration of the relative values of the 
several locations submitted, and of the advantages and disadvantages of 
each one of the same, entered into a contract with one hundred and 
twelve of the citizens of Mattoon, whereby there was conveyed by 
deed to this Grand Body one hundred and thirty-six acres of land,, 
actually costing the citizens making the purchase the sum of $12,920, 
said citizens agreeing, and binding such agreement by a bond executed 
by themselves, to pay taxes levied during the next fifty years upon 
the buildings and forty acres of ground upon which the same stand, all 
necessary sewerage facilities to extend and connect with the Home,, 
and to furnish a copious supply of water for protection against fire 
free of charge, and a supply for house purposes at a favorable reduc- 
tion in rates; to extend its electric light system and furnish light in* 
the streets and about the buildings of the Home for the period of 
fifty years without expense to this Order, to furnish, free of charge,, 
the services of a competent architect, and to macadamize or pave with 
brick immediately to the limits of the city, and to continue such 
highway from the limits to the Home property, paving or macadamiz- 
ing same. Other privileges have been granted not necessary here to 
enumerate, inasmuch as they are fully set forth in the report, except- 
ing that $1,800 has been paid in cash as a gift to this Body by the citizens 
of Mattoon. The Trustees accepted the deed, and filed the same for record, 
and the Order now owns the property in fee simple, and has good 
title to the same. In return for this land and for the privileges- 
granted, which have been fairly estimated to be worth not less than 
fifty thousand dollars, the Trustees agreed in writing to expend 
twenty thousand dollars in the construction of a building or buildings- 
which, when erected, shall belong to the Order, and to which neither 
the City of Mattoon nor its citizens shall have any claim. In other 
words, Mattoon has presented to this Grand Lodge one hundred and 
thirty-six acres of land, with many privileges, on condition that the 
Order shall erect for its own use a building or buildings costing twenty 
thousand dollars. 

Although the citizens of certain places not selected by the Trus- 
tees feel somewhat disappointed at their failure to secure the Home, 
yet your committee is of the opinion that the Trustees should re- 
ceive the congratulations of the Order for the magnificent results of 
their efforts in this regard. 

This very favorable contract was entered into and signed by four 
of the five members of the Board of Trustees, authorized and directed 
by this Grand Body, and was also signed by the Grand Master and the 
Grand Secretary on behalf of this Grand Body, binding this Grand 
Lodge to carry out in good faith said contract. It was also approved 
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by all the members of the Advisory Board of Rebekahs. The Trustees 
have sufficient means at their command to commence the construction 
of the building-, but in addition thereto it will be necessary to expend 
six thousand dollars during the coming year in order to complete the 
same. Of this amount, they expect to obtain through the co-opera- 
tion of the Rebekah branch of the Order the sum of one thousand 
dollars. For the balance, an assessment of ten cents per capita will 
be necessary. These sums will enable the Trustees to complete the 
central building of the Home sufficient for its needs, in all probability, 
for some years to come. To this building may be added from time to 
time thereafter, as necessity may require, additional cottages or build- 
ings. 

The erection of a central building, it is hardly necessary to say, 
is a first necessity for culinary and dining purposes, and the addition 
of fifty rooms, which will save in fuel, care and cost of construction, 
is unquestionably advantageous at this time in the interest of econ- 
omy, and will limit the assessment for this year to but ten cents per 
capita. Future expenditures can, in the estimation of the Trustees, 
by the enactment of judicious and fair rules, be limited to an annual 
assessment of ten cents per capita, unless this Grand Body shall 
desire to make more liberal provision. 

The completion of this plan for an Old Folks’ Home, which in 
some form has been before this Grand Body frequently since 1883, 
will prove of great benefit to those Lodges which are struggling, with 
insufficient resources, to maintain aged and infirm members, and will 
present to the Order everywhere an example of fraternity and liberal- 
ity which will prove an inspiration to other jurisdictions and an in- 
centive to greater growth and usefulness in this state. 

The resolutions which have been referred to your committee — 
one offered by Brothers Melville and Merrills, of No. 693 and No. 650, 
respectively, the other by Brother Henry M. Cohen, of No. 331— each 
of said resolutions asking that this Grand Lodge shall stultify itself 
and bring discredit upon itself and the Order by refusing to live up 
to obligations entered into under its direction, and by its authority 
sanctioned and ratified by the Grand Master and Grand Secretary of 
this Grand Lodge, and by declining to carry out the contract which 
its officers have made, and by which this Grand Body has already 
acquired title to one hundred and thirty-six acres of ground, with 
privileges already referred to, are too puerile and too abhorrent to that 
sense of fair dealing held by every Odd Fellow to warrant the belief 
that they could have been presented with the idea of their being 
seriously considered. It is unnecessary for your committee to do more 
in answer to the publicity attained by these resolutions than to pub- 
lish, on your behalf, the fact that this Grand Lodge, from which, like 
a fountain, flow the principles of true Odd Fellowship, cannot be 
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presented to the world with its waters tainted with dishonorable 
action, by double dealing, by shifty policies, or by a disregard of its 
obligations. 

Your committee are of the opinion that there is but one honor* 
able course for this Grand Lodge to pursue: to ratify the action of 
itself, of its officers, of the Trustees of* the Old Folks’ Home, to ap- 
prove the report of the Grand Master in this regard, and to author- 
ize a capitation tax of ten cents per capita to complete the work or- 
dered unanimously by the Grand Lodge last year, to disapprove the 
resolutions offered by Brothers Melville, Merrills and Cohen, and thus 
give opportunity to the Order to carry out its true and liberal policy 
of relieving the distressed and caring for the infirm.

Sixth report, by Bro. 1 J. R. Kewley, of No 450. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , I. 0. 0. F.: 

Your Committee on Printing would respectfully report as follows, 
in regard to the matter of the “Illinois Code of 1896”: 

Pursuant to authority granted by the adoption of Document No. 
79, page 268, Journal of 1896, your committee has had printed two 
thousand copies of said “Code,” and the same is now on sale in the 
Grand Secretary's office. Early in the year we learned that Bro. 
Charles S. Thornton, by embodying the 1896 decisions and legislations 
of the Sovereign and Grand Lodges, would so enlarge the work that 
it was useless to have it printed in same size page as that of “Willard’s 
Code,” hence all bids were rejected and new ones invited for a book 
of the same size page as our Annual Journal. By doing this we also 
hoped to bring the entire cost within the estimate of one year ago. The 
copy having been completed, the committee met July 9tli, and found 
the bids ranged from $1.95 to $2.75 per completed page, including electro- 
type plates; that of the Calumet Book and Engraving Co., of Chicago, 
being the lowest, the contract was let to it at $1.95 per completed 
page, including plates, and it was to have been completed in forty-five 
days. Delay was encountered in the editor’s office in perfecting the 
index and re-arranging some portions of the work after it was put into 
type, so that, with additional delays in ‘the printing office, the com- 
pletion of the Code in time for delivery prior to the present session 
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was impossible. The Code proved to be much larger than the five hun- 
dred pages estimated, thus materially increasing the cost; and grow- 
ing out of the work in the compiler’s office, as indicated above, a bill 

for extras was created. The entire cost, including the plates, will 
nearly equal the selling price at two dollars per copy; yet it must not 
be forgotten that we have a well-bound book, good paper, clear type, 
in fact, no doubt, the largest, best and most complete Code ever 
published by the Order, and that the ownership of the plates, costing 
over two hundred and fifty dollars, is a considerable profit in itself, 

and that with them, at least one dollar and a half profit per 

copy will be realized upon future editions, one of which will soon be 
needed. 

The bill of the printers is attached hereto, and its payment is 
recommended by your committee.

Bro. Charles F. Mansfield, P.G.M., addressed the Grand 
Lodge as follows: 

During my term as Grand Master, I received a fund from the 
Lodges in aid of the cyclone sufferers. I deposited the money in the 
two banks at my home. I drew out the money that was paid to the 
sufferers at East St. Louis and other points, the balance of the funds 
remaining in the two banks. When the Grand Lodge met last year 
it approved the account, and the balance remaining in my hands was 
then ascertained. When I went home from the Grand Lodge, on the 
24th day of November, I drew out from the two banks the amount 
necessary to pay over to the Grand Lodge the balance due it, and I 
purchased at each bank a draft in favor of Bro. Thomas B. Needles, 
Grand Treasurer, for an amount aggregating the sum due the Grand 
Lodge, which I forwarded to Bro. Needles. Bro. Needles received this 
draft issued by the Farmers’ Bank for $969.30 and sent it on to Chi- 
cago for collection in the usual course of business. This bank did not 
have the funds in Chicago, and the draft went to protest. Bro. 
Needles, having received that information, telegraphed me, but when 
his message came my baby was lying a corpse and friends were gath- 
ered for the funeral. I sent the message down to the bank, and the 
banker said he would attend to it right away. 

The explanation is this from the banker: He had been buying 
lands extensively in Indiana, and had sold the lands at an advanced 
price; but the parties who bought the lands from him were unable to 
meet their obligations, and this banker had to pay out a great many 
thousand dollars to save his own second mortgages, and his cash was 
overdrawn. He promised me that he would attend to it in a short 
time. I wrote to Bro. Needles to that effect. I told Bro. Needles “the 
banker is a friend of mine, and the amount will be made good by 
me. I wish that you would do the collecting instead of myself.” The 
-24 
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matter was continued along; tbe banker promised several times to 
pay it. I went away from my home, and when I returned, found that 
it had not been paid. I again went to the banker and said to him 
that I must have this matter settled up. Can you give some security? 
He said he had a great many bushels of corn on which he could issue 
grain receipts, but he was short on cash. He then gave me a grain 
receipt, and I went to Chicago to get the money. The bank said, “We 
will loan you the money on your note, but we won’t loan money out 
on the grain receipt. You go and have the corn turned over to you. ,, 
The banker gave me a bill of sale for 10,000 bushels of grain, and I 
placed a notice on the crib, “This is the property of C. F. Mansfield. ” 
The banker gave me his note for the amount of this draft and the 
interest from the day I bought it until the time his note should 
become due, and that interest is $18. This I offered to turn over to 
Bro. Needles, Grand Treasurer; but Bro. Needles said he had no 
authority to receive it, but I sent it back to him, and he has held it 
until this session, and he again presented me with this check for $18. 
This money does not belong to me; that banker having his draft go 
to protest ought to pay it, and I want to present it to the Grand Lodge, 
as it belongs to the Grand Lodge. 

It is not my fault that this draft went to protest. It was one of 
those things that occurred during the hard times. I desire to report 
the amount of the draft to the Grand Lodge, $18 interest from the 
Farmers & Merchants Bank paid for the funds delayed in their hands 
because of the protest of their draft. 

Bro. Howard, P.G.M., moved that the explanation of 
Bro. Mansfield in relation to $18.00 interest on the Cyclone 
fund be accepted and made a matter of record, and that the 
amount be turned over to the Grand Treasurer and placed in 
the treasury of the Grand Lodge; and the motion prevailed. 

On motion of Bro. Phillips, P.G.M., it was ordered that 
when the Grand Lodge adjourns it be to meet at 7:30 o’clock 
this evening.

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as fol- 
lows, in regard to the matter of the resolution* of Representative J. N. 
Beidelman, of Lodge No. 362, in reference to the mode of selecting the 
various committees. Beg leave to report that this subject-matter has 
been before this Grand Lodge and passed upon almost yearly for 
several years past. We are still of the opinion that the interests of 
this Grand Lodge are best subserved by leaying the matter of selecting 
the committees in the hands of the Grand Master, as he is in a posi- 
tion to know who is best qualified to perform the important duties of 
these positions.

GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 


To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , I.O.O.F.: 

Brothers: On retiring from the office of Grand Master of the 
Jurisdiction of Illinois, it gives me pleasure to furnish you with a 
statement of my stewardship. I desire to return my warmest thanks 
to the brothers and sisters of this jurisdiction for their work and 
assistance rendered, and the contidence expressed during my adminis- 
tration as Grand Master. I congratulate the jurisdiction upon the 
year’s work accomplished, believing, as I do, that we have taken an 
advanced step in building up and permanently improving the great 
Order of Charity and Benevolence. 

I find that sixty years ago in August the Grand Lodge of the 
State of Illinois was organized, by a few brothers, in a small room at 
Alton. The minutes show that they adjourned, after installing the 
officers, to meet at “candle-light. 5. Tonight, in this spacious hall, 
which is a credit to the commonwealth of Illinois, beneath the electric 
lights, it becomes my duty and high privilege to call to order the 
Grand Lodge of Illinois, in the presence of a membership of delegates 
and Past Grands of more than twelve hundred. This rapid growth has 
been the result of the energy of the individual members of the Subor- 
dinate Lodges, and the knowledge that the public have attained of the 
tenets of our Order, by the practical charity daily exercised by the 
Lodges in this jurisdiction. The contrast between the number assem- 
bled tonight and the number that constituted the Grand Lodge sixty 
years ago, as well as the difference in the place of meeting, is in- 
dicative of the growth of Odd Fellowship in our state. 

To a body of brothers whose long connection with the Order has 
fully acquainted them with the benefits to be derived, the beautiful 
lessons taught, and the beneficial results of membership, it is unnec- 
essary, and it- would be useless for me, here, to endeavor to portray 
them, or say anything in laudation that would be entertaining or ben- 
eficial. Odd Fellowship, in its practical way, speaks for itself. 

State of the Order. 

I have endeavored, during the year, to visit as many Lodges as it 
was possible for me to visit, and I have found, wherever I have been. 
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a renewed interest in Odd Fellowship. I believe we are all to be con- 
gratulated upon the state of the Order, as found at the close of this 
year. It is true, not many new Subordinate Lodges have been insti- 
tuted, for the reason that the territory for new Lodges in the State 
is very limited, owing to the fact that Lodges have been organized in 
almost every city or village of importance in the State of Illinois. 
Our growth in the future must, of necessity, be in the Lodges that 
have already been chartered. The brotherhood, for several years, has 
been turning its attention from the establishing of Lodges in the State 
to the carrying out of the great principles of our Order, by establish- 
ing Homes for the Orphans and the aged and indigent Odd Fellows, 
their wives, and Daughters of Rebekah. The result of the work accom- 
plished along this line will be made apparent by the reports of the 
trustees of these institutions. 

No means is at the disposal of the Grand Master for the purpose 
of building up the Order. It was for this reason, and with a hope of 
enthusing the membership, that the Grand Master established the Roll 
of Honor, to be printed in the Grand Lodge report. 

Harmony prevails throughout the jurisdiction, and a united effort 
has been made all along the line to advance the best interests of our 
Fraternity. 


Proclamations. 

The usual proclamations have been issued by the Grand Master for 
the observance of the anniversary of the birth of Odd Fellowship, and 
for the observance of Memorial Day. These proclamations were duly 
heeded by the members of the Subordinate Lodges, and their observ- 
ance was more uniform in the State this year than ever before in the 
history of Odd Fellowship? which is clearly an indication of an in- 
creased appreciation of the benefits derived from membership in our 
Order, and teaches us that, as civilization advances and the higher 
principles of our Order are more thoroughly inculcated, we learn 
to more fully appreciate the good accomplished, and the memory of 
those who have departed to join the Grand Lodge on high. 

Special Sessions of the Grand Lodge. 

Our Grand Officers, during the past year, have held several sessions 
of the Grand Lodge, scattered over the entire jurisdiction, for the pur- 
pose of conferring the Grand Lodge Degree upon worthy Past Grands. 
These meetings of the Grand Lodge have been well attended, and the 
Degree has been conferred upon hundreds of Past Grands in this State. 
I heartily recommend the holding of special sessions of the Grand 
Lodge wherever and whenever it is practicable to do so, in different 
localities of the State, for the purpose of conferring the Grand Lodge 
Degree. The reasons for this are so apparent that the subject needs 
no discussion at my hands in this report.

Appeals for Aid. 

During my term of office 1 have received many communications 
asking me to permit an appeal for aid to be made to the Subordinate 
Lodges of the State. I have granted but few of these, for the reason 
that the brotherhood has been taxed so heavily in the construction of 
the Old Folks' Home, and for the further reason that in many of these 
requests for aid I find that they are made for the purpose of re-estab- 
lishing a brother who has been in business and lost his property through 
fire, which property was not covered by insurance. Odd Fellowship is 
practical in its workings, and should teach men to be practical in bus- 
iness life. With a membership of almost sixty thousand, it would be 
impossible for the Order to reimburse all such losses in the jurisdic- 
tion. Dispensations have only been granted (with one exception) where 
the money was for the purpose of obtaining the necessities of life. I 
believe that the law, when properly construed, means that appeals for 
aid should be made through the Grand Secretary’s office, and money 
furnished for these charitable purposes should come through the office 
of the Grand Secretary, and by him be reported to the Grand Lodge, so 
that every brother in the jurisdiction might know fully what was done 
with the money granted by his Lodge for charitable purposes. In a 
communication to the Lodges I so indicated my construction of the 
law, and requested that it be done, and the Grand Secretary will fully 
report whatever has been raised along these lines. While, my dear 
brothers, we fully sympathize with a brother who is unfortunate in the 
loss of his property, still, in our Lodge-rooms, we should see that the 
attention of every brother is called to the absolute necessity, in this 
day and age, of carrying his property fully insured, so that, if calamity 
befalls him, he will be reimbursed without appealing to the charity of 
the membership of the Order.

As I have indicated, the 
work of Odd Fellowship will not be so much along the line of charter- 
ing new Lodges as it will be in the future in strengthening old ones.

Consolidation of Lodges. 

It has been the object of the Grand Master, during the past year, 
to secure the consolidation of as many Lodges as was possible, where 
there were two small Lodges situated at one place, or in contiguous 
territory. 1 am glad to report to the brotherhood that this has been 
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accomplished in several cases, and that many will be consolidated dur- 
ing the coming year. This speaks well for the growth of business 
principles and harmony in our Order, and I recommend a continuation 
of a policy that will secure the consolidation of such Lodges in the 
near future. 


SUBORDINATE LODGES CONSOLIDATED. 

Upon a proper petition, I granted a dispensation for the consolida- 
tion of Union Lodge, No. 9, of Chicago, and Freedom Lodge, No. 367, 
of Chicago, which consolidation was made by Special Deputy Past 
Grand Master J. L. Barnum. of Chicago, on February 17, 1898. Consol- 
idated under the name and number of Union Lodge, No. 9. 

Dispensation was issued April 28 for the consolidation of Toledo 
Lodge, No. 355, of Toledo, 111., and Janesville Lodge, No. 754, of Janes- 
' ville, 111. Brother Col. Young, of Toledo, was commissioned Special 
Deputy to effect the consolidation. Consolidated May 2, 1898, the name 
of Toledo Lodge, No. 355, being taken 

Dispensation was issued April 28 for the consolidation of Crystal 
Fount Lodge, No. 178, of Dover, 111., and Tonnaluka Lodge, No. 89, of 
Princeton, 111. Brother S. W. Heaton effected the consolidation. The 
name and number of Tonnaluka Lodge. No. 89, was taken. Consolida- 
tion effected May 4, 1898. 

On June 7 dispensation was granted, and Past Grand Master J. L. 
Barnum, of Chicago, was appointed Special Deputy to effect the con- 
solidation of Union Lodge, No. 9. of Chicago, and Rocluimbeau Lodge, 
No. 532, of Chicago, which consolidation was completed by the Special 
Deputy on June 16, 4898, under the name and number of Union Lodge, 
No. 9. 

Upon proper petition being made by Congress Lodge, No. 362, of 
Chicago, and Imperial Lodge, No. 335, of Chicago, I granted a dispen- 
sation for the consolidation of these Lodges under the name and num- 
ber of Congress Lodge, No. 362. The consolidation was effected by Past 
Grand Master J. L. Barnum, of Chicago, on June 27, 1898. 

On January 13 I granted a dispensation to Adams Lodge, No. 365, 
of Quincy, to change the work of the Lodge from the German into the 
English language. 

And we further report the following Rebekah Lodges consolidated: 

REBEKAH LODGES CONSOLIDATED. 

On August 10 I issued dispensation and commissioned Mrs. Myrtle 
Norfolk, of Toledo, to effect the consolidation of Zerah Rebekah Lodge, 
No. 86, of Jewett, with Evergreen Lodge, No. 30, of Toledo, both in 
Cumberland county. Consolidation effected August 13, 1898. 
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Lodges Closed. 

Few Lodges Lave been closed during my term of office, and the 
members of these Lodges have immediately sought membership in 
other Lodges. These results are evidence of the fact that new Lodges 
should not be chartered without a sufficient number to guaranty the- 
maintenance of the same.

SUBORDINATE LODGES CLOSED. 

Etna Lodge, No. 519, .located at Etna, 111., was closed by Special 
Deputy Brother J. T. Matthews, of Mattoon, 111. The furniture and 
other property belonging to the Lodge was sold, and the receipts and 
cash on hand, in all $43.70, was remitted to the Grand Secretary, to- 
gether with the books, seal, etc., on December 13, 1897. 

Baldwin Lodge, No. 797, of Baldwin, was closed by Special Deputy 
Brother James Eccles, of Red Bud, 111. Commission was issued on July 
6, and the Lodge effects, together with draft for $76.46, were received 
by the Grand Secretary on July 11, 1898. 

REBEKAH LODGES CLOSED. 

June Rebekah Lodge, No. 284, located at Marseilles, 111., was closed 
on April 15, by Special Lieputy Brother J. Adams Wilson, of Ottawa,. 
111., and the rituals, seal, books, etc. shipped to the Grand Secretary. 

Electric Rebekah Lodge, No. 334, located at Normal, 111., was closed 
by Special Deputy Brother Watson Stewart, of Normal, 111., and the 
effects, consisting of rituals, seal, books, etc., were shipped to the 
Grand Secretary on November 19, 1898. 

Removals. 

Dispensation was granted for the removal of the following Lodges:. 

Asbury Lodge, No. 248, removed from Long Prairie to Six Mile, 
Wayne County. 

Rockefeller Lodge, No. 815, removed from Rockefeller, Lake County,, 
to Gray’s Lake. 

Somonauk Lodge, No. 181, removed from Somonauk, DeKalb County,, 
to Sandwich, 111. 

Loogootee Lodge, No. 216, removed from Old Loogootee to New 
Loogootee, on railroad, Fayette County. 

Losses by Fire. 

Illini Lodge, No. 4, Urania Lodge, No. 243, and Jacksonville Rebekah 
Lodge, No. 13, all located in Jacksonville, 111., were burned out on 
August 4, 1898. The loss was practically total, with the exception of 
the Lodge Records, but was covered by insurance. Duplicate charters 
were issued on August 6, and the Lodges have met regularly since th& 
fire. 
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Cliromo Lodge, No. 512, and Tower Hill Rebekah Lodge. No. ‘156, 
located at Tower Hill, 111., were burned out on February 4. The loss 
was practically total and no insurance, as the policy had expired a short 
time previous. Duplicate charters were issued, and they have con- 
tinued to hold meetings. 

Ambrosia Lodge, No. 778. located at Atlas, 111., was burned out May 
31. A duplicate charter was issued. 

Change of Venue. 

The Grand Master has been called upon this year to grant change 
of venue in many cases. This, under the law, is a matter that is en- 
tirely discretionary with the Grand Master. I have always felt and 
maintained that where a sufficient amount of evidence could be given, 
showing that justice would not be done to the party applying for change 
of venue, a change of venue should be granted, and has been in every 
instance, and only returned to the original Lodge for trial in one 
case. 

Weak Lodges. 

We find, after investigating the condition of the Lodges of the 
State, that there are some that are in distressed condition, owing to- 
the limited membership. There is but one way that I can see that 
these Lodges can be strengthened and built up: and I would recom- 
mend that the Grand Lodge appropriate a fixed sum, to be at the dis- 
posal of the Grand Master, to send a good and energetic Odd Fellow 
to these weak Lodges to revive and build them up. I do not believe 
that any money in the Order could be expended for a better purpose,, 
and bring better returns than money spent in this way. 

Dispensations. 

The usual number of dispensations for the holding of picnics, fes- 
tivals. suppers, balls, musical entertainments, to take part in public 
installations, processions, to hold anniversaries, dedications, etc., have 
been granted. There seems to be a spirit in the Lodges, which 
is highly commendable, to increase the social features of Odd Fellow- 
ship, and 1 heartily indorse and recommend the cultivation of the 
same in every Lodge in this jurisdiction. 

Official Instructors. 

I have intrusted entirely in the hands of Grand Representative 
W. E. Garlin, the work of Official Instructors, appointing him Super- 
intendent of Instructors, and I am receiving, at this time, the reports 
of many of them. I desire, through this medium, to return my thanks 
to the many Examiners and Instructors, who have done efficient work 
for the Order, and to compliment the jurisdiction upon the rapid 
progress it is making in proficiency in the unwritten work. I here- 
with submit the report of Grand Representative W. E. Carlin: 
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Hon . Cicero J. Lindly , Grand Master l.O.O. F., Greenville , III: 

Dear Sir and Brother: I have the honor to report to you that 
the Official Examiners and Instructors generally that have been com- 
missioned by you during tbe year for Subordinate and Rebekali Lodges, 
have done fair work, so far as I have received reports from them. 
The work now is largely that of instructing classes in a Lodge, or in- 
dividual members, as almost every Lodge has one or more members 
who are proficient, in the unwritten work. For this reason not many 
Lodges call upon the Instructors, as they have in former years. Some 
very good work, however, has been done in Chicago and Cook County 
by the Official Examiners there, in holding general schools in Rebekah 
Lodges. From observation during several years, in which it has been 
my privilege to visit Lodges in other jurisdictions and witness their 
work in initiations and conferring degrees, 1 feel safe in saying that 
Illinois has a very much greater proportion of members in all branches 
of the Order who have perfect knowledge of the unwritten work than 
has any other Grand Jurisdiction. I think all interested in the work 
may justly feel pride in this fact: and that it encourages us to main- 
tain the high standard of proficiency, in this regard, that has been 
secured. 

A fair proportion of the Official Instructors have reported, but at 
this time I deem it unnecessary to enter into details as to grades and 
numbers of the various members they have examined. Thanking you 
for the confidence reposed in me, for the uniform courtesy extended, 
for the prompt attention to all my requests during the year, and con- 
gratulating you on the general good results to the Order during your 
administration, 1 am.

Roll of Honor. 

At the beginning of the year I issued a letter to the Lodges creat- 
ing a Roll of Honor, which will be printed in the Grand Lodge report. 
The following is the letter addressed to the Lodges: 

To the Officers and Members of Subordinate Lodges , LO.O.F . , of Illinois: 

Believing that all those who labor in the vineyard of Odd Fellow- 
ship should have proper recognition and credit for the same, the Grand 
Officers of the Jurisdiction of Illinois have mutually agreed to estab- 
lish a “Grand Lodge Roll of Honor,’* to be printed in the Grand Lodge 
report. The “Roll of Honor” shall be made up of all brothers who 
have secured an application that has been accepted and the applicant 
initiated into the Order. The one having secured the largest number 
of applications shall head the list, the next largest the second place, 
etc. The roll will contain the name of every brother who has secured 
an application, and, the applicant having been initiated, the Secretary 
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of the Lodge to which he belongs will forward certificate, stating the 
fact that he has secured a member or members, under seal of the Lodge, 
to the Grand Master’s office at Greenville, Hi., where a record will be 
kept and due credit given to each and every one. 

The experience of the Grand Master has been that the work of 
building up the Lodge is generally done by those who seldom receive 
credit for the same, and the Grand Master believes that they should 
receive credit for their work, and he knows of no better way than to 
give them an honorable position in the record of the proceedings of 
the Grand Lodge of this Grand Jurisdiction. I believe that it is pos- 
sible for each Odd Fellow in this jurisdiction to secure, during the 
coming year, one member, and I hope that each and every one will 
strive to do so, and to have his name upon this roll.

I would recommend that the Grand Master continue this Roll of 
Honor, keeping the records in the books that I have provided for the 
purpose, and printing them annually in the report of the Grand Lodge. 
As I have notified the Lodges that the Roll of Honor would close by 
November 10, it is impossible to present the same with this report, 
but it will be presented at the Grand Lodge, and printed in the Grand 
Lodge Journal. 


Delinquent Members. 

I have sent communications to the Lodges touching upon the 
question of the dropping of members for non-payment of dues, asking 
the Lodges, before a member is dropped, to appoint a committee of 
his best friends in the Lodge to talk with him on this subject, and' 
see if it is not possible to have him remain in, and pay his dues. The 
communication is as follows: 

To the Officers and Members of the Subordinate Xodges: 

During the last year the reports from the Subordinate Lodges 
show, to my great surprise, that a large number of brothers have been 
dropped for non-payment of dues. While it is necessary for the Sec- 
retary to notify a brother that he is in arrears before he can be sus- 
pended, this notice is of such a character that it does not distinctly 
call the attention of the brother to the necessity of immediate action, 
and is often lightly received. 1 desire to impress upon the mind of 
the Brotherhood the necessity of retaining all worthy members, and 
ask them at a certain time before a brother is dropped for non-pay- 
ment of dues, that the Noble Grand appoint a committee, consisting 
of his best friends in' the Ledge, to visit the brother, and urge him 
to place himself right upon the books. This has been tried in sev- 
eral Lodges in .the State with very beneficial results, and to my 
knowledge, wherever this has been the rule, few brothers have been 
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dropped. 1 hope that the brothers will act upon this suggestion with- 
out further notice. I desire, also, through this medium, to announce 
to the Brotherhood in Illinois that the vote on biennial sessions in 
the Subordinate Lodges was good, and that biennial sessions have car- 
ried by an overwhelming majority. I think the jurisdiction is to be 
-congratulated upon the wisdom of the Brothers in this matter.

Since this communication was sent out, I have received many 
letters that their Lodges have adopted this plan. I would recommend 
that the Grand Lodge would adopt this rule in regard to dropping 
members for non-payment of dues. 

Finance. 

The increased per capita tax of the last year, and the financial 
■condition of the Grand Lodge, has led us to carefully consider this 
.question. Early in my administration, after carefully investigating 
the finances of the Grand Lodge, I reached the conclusion that the 
most practical way of reducing the per capita tax was by holding 
biennial sessions, and during the year when visiting Lodges, I talked 
this question over with many of the leading and influential Odd Fel- 
lows of the State, and finally decided to submit this question to a 
vote of the Subordinate Lodges. I sent out a communication to the 
various lodges of the State asking them to vote on biennial sessions 
at the last meeting in September. The vote as taken at this time 
in the Subordinate Lodges in the State is overwhelmingly in favor of 
biennial sessions, and a large majority of Representatives to the Grand 
Lodge have been instructed to vote for biennial sessions. The reports 
of Lodges received at the time of the writing of this report, which is 
the first of November, is 709. Out of this number 3SS Lodges vote 
unanimously for the adoption of biennial sessions, and 01 vote unani- 
mously against. One hundred and fifty- one Lodges gave a majority 
for biennial sessions, and 79 a majority against. The vote shows a 
majority of more than four to one of the votes cast in favor of biennial 
sessions. Seeing that the Brotherhood was in favor of this means of 
retrenchment, I have asked the Legislative Committee of the Grand 
Lodge to meet Monday morning. November 14th. at Springfield, with care- 
fully prepared amendments to the Constitution and By-laws relative to 
this question, taking all of those that have been proposed by various 
members and organizations as a basis. 

I desire here to thank the organization in Cook county for the 
efficient services they rendered in putting this question of biennial 
sessions before the Odd FeRows of Illinois. I believe that it. will be 
a success. I know that it will be a saving to the Lpdges of one-half 
the cost of mileage and per diem, and the printing of the Journals, 
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which will go far towards the support of the Old Folks’ and Orphans’ 
Homes. I ask of you in the consideration of this question, when it 
is brought before the Grand Lodge, to give it your earnest considera- 
tion, exercising your best judgment, and above all, to carry out to the 
letter the wishes of the majority of the Subordinate Lodges of the 
State, by passing laws amending our Constitution and. By-laws so that 
we will have biennial sessions in the future. I believe that the Grand 
Lodge should instruct its Representatives to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge to use their influence and vote for biennial sessions of that 
body. 

Mileage and Per Diem. 

There has been a great deal of discussion among the Odd Fellows 
of this jurisdiction as to what is the proper mileage to be paid to the 
Representatives. If it is the desire of the members of the Grand 
Lodge that actual expenses alone should be paid for traveling, then I 
submit for your candid consideration the following plan: 

When the Grand Secretary shall send to the Lodges the papers 
for their last semi-annual report, the Grand Secretary shall inclose an 
order upon the railroad for a round trip ticket from the place where 
the Lodge is situated to Springfield. The Representative of the Lodge 
shall take this order, signed by the Secretary and Grand Master, to 
the station agent, who will issue a ticket, taking up the order, and 
returning it to a central point in Chicago, where all will be sent. 

The Railroad Committee, in conjunction with the Grand Treas- 
urer and the Chairman of the Mileage and Per Diem Committee, shall 
meet with the railroad representatives, and cancel the orders, and the 
Grand Secretary shall, upon their approval, issue an order upon the 
Grand Treasurer for the full amount of all railroad transportation to 
the Grand Lodge. Per diem only shall be paid the Representatives 
while the Lodge is in session. 

This plan has been submitted by several leading Odd Fellows, and 
I submit it to you for your candid consideration, adoption or rejec- 
tion. This, if adopted, will be a great saving to the Order. 

Old Folks’ Home. 

I herewith submit to the Grand Lodge the report of the Trustees 
of the Old Folks’ Home. I congratulate the jurisdiction upon the com- 
pletion of this work. It is with pride that I point to the fact that 
during my administration the corner-stone of this structure has been 
laid, and that it has also been dedicated during my term of office. 
I bespeak of you, my Brothers and Sisters, your heartiest and warmest 
support of this Institution. Much has been said and written in regard 
to the Old Folks’ Home. Many beautiful pictures have been drawn, 
but nothing has been said that indicates so strongly the indorsement 
of this jurisdiction as when your Grand Master made an appeal to the 
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Lodges for a donation of a sufficient amount of money to complete 
the contract for the building. With a magnanimity unparalleled in 
Fraternal institutions, the money was raised and the Home completed. 
No picture has been as beautiful so the building itself since completed. 

It was found that it was necessary to have $20,000 to build the 
building and complete the first story. When this was done the Board 
found that they could complete the second story for about one-half 
the amount that it would cost at any other time to do the work, so 
they let the contract to complete the second story, which left them at 
that time, with the contract so made, about $1,000 in debt. If only 
the first story was completed, there would be but room for about 
thirty-two inmates, but, by completing the second story, they can pro- 
vide for at least one hundred and two. I believe that the Board acted 
wisely in completing the second story of this building, and hope that 
the jurisdiction will indorse their course. 

BY-LAWS GOVERNING THE OLD FOLKS' HOME. 

This is, indeed, an important question that presents itself for our 
consideration. That is, the mode of conducting the Old Folks’ Home; 
and it is now for you to determine what laws shall govern the admis- 
sion of the brothers to the Home, and in what manner the Home shall 
be maintained. Two plans have been presented that I think are worthy 
of consideration. One is for the Lodge to which the member seeking 
admission belongs to pay a certain amount per week for the mainten- 
ance of the member while at the Home, thus supporting the Home 
largely by the amount paid by the Subordinate Lodges for the care of 
members sent from their respective Lodges. The other plan is for the 
Grand Lodge to appropriate a certain amount of money to maintain 
the Home, and raise the same by per capita tax. I do not believe that 
the Home will, for several years to come, need more than ten cents 
per capita to maintain it. I believe that the laws governing this Home 
should be made so as to permit members to donate a sufficient amount 
of money or property to the Home for the purpose of their own main- 
tenance at that place. I have recommended to the Board of Trustees 
that the committee empowered to draft the By-laws to govern the Old 
Folks’ Home should present to the Grand Lodge two sets of By-laws, 
based upon these two plans of maintaining the Home. These are to 
be submitted to the Grand Lodge, and the plan which, in their judg- 
ment, is deemed best, I hope it will adopt. This demands at your hands, 
my dear Brothers, careful consideration, as the future of the Home 
may depend upon the legislation adopted by this session of the Grand 
Lodge. 

I have received since the dedication of the Old Folks’ Home on 
the 25th of October, the resignation of Past Grand Master Henry A. 
Stone, as a member of the Board of Trustees, his resignation to take 
effect November 15th, which has been duly accepted. 


Tuesday, I 
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Orphans’ Home. 

I herewith submit the report of the Trustees of the Orphans’ 
Home for your consideration. During my term of office I have made 
several visits to the Orphans’ Home to examine the manner of doing 
business by the Board, the expenditures and -receipts of the institu- 
tion, etc. I congratulate the jurisdiction upon the efficient manner 
in which this institution is conducted. The Grand Lodge at its last 
session made a sufficient appropriation for the construction of a chapel 
and school building, which I am proud to report have been completed 
and are ready for dedication. We are all firm believers in a Divine 
Being and true religion, and in education, and every Odd Fellow is 
anxious that' these children of deceased Brothers, committed to our 
keeping, should receive a fair education. This we are endeavoring to 
do at the Home, aided by the devoted and efficient labors of the Super- 
intendent, Sister L. L. Morrison. 

1 found the orchard, garden, etc., in splendid condition, produc- 
ing berries, vegetables and fruits in a sufficient quantity to supply 
the Home. 1 believe that it will be necessary during the coming year 
to build, in addition to the main building, a laundry and bakery. I 
recommend to the Grand Lodge that such appropriations be made as. 
are necessary for the economical administration of this Home. 

I cannot close this report without referring to my Assistant Grand 
Officers and the interest they have taken in the success of the work 
of the year, and I congratulate the Order upon the efficient work of 
the several committees. I am under many obligations to Brother 
James R. Miller, the present Grand Secretary, for the many courtesies 
extended, and I congratulate the jurisdiction upon the efficient man- 
ner in which he conducts his office. 

This, to me, has been a very pleasant year, and one that I will 
remember in after life, and point to with a great deal of pride. Many 
are the pleasant associations and friendships formed. I return my 
sincere thanks to the Brothers and Sisters for their support, and bid 
you all God-speed in your future journey.

The average number of children in the Home during the past 
year was 144. From a careful and concise computation, we find that 
the cost per capita of providing for their varied wants, including 
board, clothing and school, was $110.50. 

When it is considered that during the year covered by this report 
almost all articles used at the Home have borne a higher price than 
in the preceding years, this reduction in the amount of expense per 
capita tells a very satisfactory story of the benefits resulting from the 
products of the farm and garden.

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Library. 

The library still continues to grow, through the generosity of 
friends, and especially of Deputy Grand Master M. P. Berry, to whose 
oft-repeated donations we are indebted for the valuable collection of 
books at our command. We now have the pardonable pride of claim- 
ing the largest juvenile library in the state. We have upon our 
shelves nearly 1,700 volumes, an auxiliary of pleasure and profit to 
all. 

The New School Building. 

The new building for school purposes, ordered by the Grand Lodge 
at its last session, is so nearly completed that we expect to occupy it 
within the next month. This building also contains a room for the 
use of the children in devotional exercises and a room devoted to 
gymnasium purposes. The building has been erected wholly within 
the appropriation, and we regard it as one of the most advantageous 
contracts made by this Board. 

School Work. 

The educational system and methods of school work are the same 
as used in the public schools of Lincoln; children graduating in the 
Home school are allowed to enter the city high school, conditions and 
circumstances indicating that this is the proper thing to do. Miss 
Fannie Barr still continues as principal and teacher of the grammar 
department. Miss Mary E. Shriver has charge of the intermediate 
grades, formerly in charge of Miss Laura Taylor, resigned, while Miss 
Maud Andrus has the primary department, last year in charge of Miss 
Shriver. 

Six of our children graduated and received diplomas from the 
Home school last June. Two have availed themselves of the advant- 
ages of the Lincoln high school, the remainder having sought other 
homes, provided by interested friends. 

We have upon our school roll at this time 125 names. 

Special. 

Inasmuch as no extra expense would accrue from the same, ste- 
nography of the Pernin method and typewriting have been introduced 
into the educational department of the Home, under the supervision 
of Miss Waterman as teacher, who is also governess at one of the 
cottages. Marked success has attended the work in this department. 

Three of our pupils are ready for positions, and a second class is 
making good progress in connection with regular school work. 

Music. 

Music, wherever found, is an incentive, and breathes the spirit of 
a better life, and all children seem to have, as it were, a vibrating, 
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musical organization. To those who are not thrown in daily contact 
with crowds of busy brains and voices, it is almost impossible to con- 
ceive of the power of music in creating the charm of contentment, 
and soothing to sweet peace discordant thoughts and inclinations. 
Under this head we would mention the proficient work still in pro- 
gress under the direction of Prof. E. L. French with the Home Band. 

The boys who were so advanced last year have most of them 
gone, but the younger class has come on, and are showing wonderful 
ability, and are never so happy as when engaged in practice. 

Miss Hulda Peters, who has charge of the piano and vocal scholars 
since the resignation of Miss Pucker last year, is proving in all re- 
spects a satisfactory teacher, as our every-day music of school, home 
and Sunday school will demonstrate. 

Moral and Religious Training. 

In accordance with the principles of Odd Fellowship, the Home 
adopts no specific denominational teaching. 

• Showing due respect to the observance of the Sabbath, no unnec- 
essary labor is performed on that day, and all children who are old 
enough are expected to attend divine worship, dividing the large 
number among the different churches in Lincoln; and, as far as prac- 
ticable, children are encouraged to attend the same denominational 
church which their parents were accustomed to attend while living. 

Wherever they go, they meet with a cordial welcome. 

The Sunday school, held every Sunday afternoon, of late in our 
school-rooms, but, as we trust, in the near future in our beautiful 
new chapel-room, is one of the delightful accessories of the Home. 
To hear the loud chorus of the 140 children (for the babies try to sing 
too) is a feature of the Home life not soon to be forgotten. 

Our superintendent, and teachers from among the different churches 
and best citizens of Lincoln, come to our assistance the year round, 
through sun and snow, and the interest shown by them has a broad 
helpfulness and encouragement for all the Home family, and an inval- 
uable service in the saving, educating and ennobling of the children 
bereft of paternal care. 

Industrial. 

One of the strongest tenets of the Home is the necessity of the 
children being taught along the lines of an every-day life of industry, 
and one of the important duties of superintendent, teacher and gov- 
erness is to inspire in the mind of the child ideas of self-reliance and 
independence. 

There is a great work to be done before the boy or girl is equipped 
to make a proper start on the journey of life, and the chief labor lies 
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in the direction of the intellect and in moral training and discipline. 
To this end, the children are taught at an early age to feel that some 
labor is expected of them, and that they hold an important place in 
the welfare of the Home they enjoy. 

Girls are taught to do housework of various kinds; sewing, mend- 
ing and cooking, and some time of each day is devoted to domestic 
work. A system of garment-cutting has worked wonders for us during 
the past year, and many of our girls are able to cut and make gar- 
ments for themselves. 

The boys, while not provided with the variety of work that might 
be serviceable, are of great help in the garden and the care of the 
stock, as well as the heavier work of the house; withal, the boys can 
vie with the girls in making a good-looking bed or setting and clear- 
ing the table. 

Health. 

If there is one thing more than another which becomes us to rec- 
ognize with deepest gratitude the kind Providence that has been over 
us, not only for the year just passed, but for all the years of the 
Home’s existence, it is the exceptional health of the children; and 
while we recognize the sanitary conditions and habits as having much 
to do with good results, we can but feel that a power divine watches 
over and protects us in a special manner. 

The annual report of our Home physicians, which is herewith ap- 
pended, will be read with interest:

Gentlemen— We hereby submit to your honorable Board our re- 
port for medical and surgical attendance during the year ending 
October 31st, 1898.

There has been no sickness at any time requiring more than one 
visit. Only two slight accidents, as above mentioned. Taking into 
account the number of children and the physical condition of some 
when received, we think the record is phenomenal. We can only ac- 
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count for it in the perfect management and strict sanitary rules as 
practiced there. In nearly every instance the health and character of 
the child improves after being there a short time.

The Needs of the Future. 

The wants of the Home in the way of permanent improvements 
have been met in so large a measure that we now feel able to say 
that when sufficient accommodations have been furnished for doing 
the baking and laundry work of the Home, that practically no further 
improvement will need be made for many years to come. 

When Brother Mansfield was Grand Master, he reported to this 
Grand Body recommending the erection of a separate building for 
laundry purposes, and the Grand Lodge approved such recommenda- 
tion: but we have never been able to make this improvement out of 
the appropriation set apart for our use. The time has now come 
when ample and permanent facilities for doing the laundry work and 
baking should be provided, and we are of opinion that such accommo- 
dations could, with economy, be placed under one roof. We respect- 
fully recommend that an appropriation of $20,000 be made for the use 
of the Home for the ensuing year. 

Acknowledgment. 

It gives us great pleasure to acknowledge the same loyalty and 
support from the membership of the Order during the past year that 
in preceding years has been extended to the Home. 

As will be seen from acknowledgements of donations of cash and 
clothing received, the great heart of Odd Fellowship still swells with 
generous sympathy and love for the children of our deceased Brothers 
and Sisters. Among other benefactors to whom we are greatly in- 
debted is Sister Sophia Niemeyer, of Sophia Rebekah Lodge, Ko. 96, 
through whose beneficence we have the beautiful memorial window 
that ornaments the new auditorium room of the new school-building. 
This is a magnificent production of art, portraying “Christ blessing 
little children.” There is no more beautiful window in the state. 

To the Cook County Odd Fellows’ Picnic and Anniversary Organ- 
ization we desire to make grateful acknowledgment of their generous 
spirit and continued interest in the physical and moral training of 
the children, as evidenced by its unanimous offer to furnish the gym- 
nasium and chapel at a cost of about $1,000. This generous proposi- 
tion was accepted by the Board, and we hope, in a short time, to 
have the same completed, both of them being located in our new 
school-building. 
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We would also acknowledge the many favors received from the 
Fraternal papers of this jurisdiction, “The Odd Fellows’ Herald” of 
Springfield, and “The Illinois Odd Fellow” of Chicago, not forgetting 
“The Rebekah World,” also of Chicago. The great principles of Odd 
Fellowship are scattered broadcast by all these papers, and the good 
and welfare of our Home greatly aided. 

The ladies of the Advisory Board have exercised a happy and bene- 
ficent influence over the children of the Home, and their counsel and 
advice has been helpful to us in the carrying out of our duties. 

In Memoriam. 

As we draw our report to a close, there steals o'er our hearts the 
precious memory of the sainted Brother and Sister whose cheerful 
faces greet us no more; whose voices mingle no more in councils of 
wisdom and truth: whose willing hands and hearts minister no longer 
in deeds of charity and love to orphan children. 

During the past year there have gone to the higher life two of 
the most efficient workers, two of the most loving friends the Or- 
phans’ Home has ever known. Brother W. H. Crocker and Sister 
Maria A. Spalding have been identified with the work of the Home 
from its incipiency, and until within a short time of their death were 
members of the Board of Directors, Brother Crocker filling the office of 
Secretary. 

Ever remembered by those whose good fortune it was to be asso- 
ciated with them in life, they have gone to that rest which awaits 
those who have left to the world a memory hallowed with Christian 
graces.

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OLD FOLKS’ HOME REPORT. 


Mattoon, III., Oct. 31, 1898. 

lion. Cicero J. Lwdly. Grand Master of the Grand Lodqe , State of Illinois: 

The Trustees of the I. O. O. F. Old Folks’ Home, in obedience to 
the requirements of the Grand Lodge, present this, their first annual 
report, for the year ending November 1, 1898. 

• On December 17, 1897, the members of this Board, in response to 
the call of Chairman C. F. Mansfield, convened in the city of Mattoon, 
all members being present. The following officers and committees were 
duly and properly created for the official year: 

Chairman, C. F. Mansfield; Secretary, C. M. Lytle; Committee on 
Grounds and Buildings, C. F. Mansfield, W. B. Jewell and C. M. Lytle; 
Committee on Buies and Begulations, J. H. Baible, W. B. Jewell, 
Henry A. Stone, and Mrs. Jennie A. Ticknor of the Advisory Members: 

After disposing of such routine matters as were presented to the 
Board, much careful thought and consideration was given to the work 
for the coming year in establishing the Home. Architect E. J. Hodg- 
son was called into the meeting for the purpose of counseling with us, 
and, as the result of such, he was directed to prepare plans and speci- 
fications for the Central or Administration Building, the same to be 
ready for consideration by the Board at its next meeting. 

Begular meeting of the Board convened at Mattoon February 4, 
1898, all members present except W. B. Jewell, who was detained at 
home on account of sickness. In compliance with the request of the 
Board, Architect Hodgson presented a very complete set of plans, and 
specifications accompanying the same, which, after having been fully 
discussed and carefully considered by the members of the Board, were 
unanimously adopted, and the architect and secretary were directed to 
co-operate in advertising for bids for the proposed work, same to close 
April 1, 1898, and to be opened at a full meetiug of the Board of 
Trustees and Advisory Members, to be held April 5. 

On April 5th the Trustees and Advisory Members convened in 
Mattoon, all members being present. In addition, Grand Master 
Lindly, Grand Bepresentative Humphrey, and others of the Fraternity 
were with us.* Brothers Stone, Baible and Lytle were named as a 
special committee for the purpose of opening and registering the bids 
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received by the secretary. This committee reported the examination 
of forty-eight bids for the construction and finishing of the proposed 
building. The following were found to be the lowest responsible bids: 

Bullard & Cope, on general construction $17,665 00 

R. G. Capen & Son, plumbing and heating 2,333 00 

$19,988 00 

It was estimated the available fund at the disposal of the Trus- 
tees Was about $14,840.94, leaving a deficit of about $5,159.06. In order 
that the contract might be closed and the work commenced without 
delay, the entire Board of Trustees and Advisory Members entered 
into and signed the following bond: 

Mattoon, III., April 5th, 1898. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois of I. O. O. F. : 

Cicero J. Lindly, Grand Master, 

Dear SrR and Brother— Whereas, the Trustees of the Old Folks’ 
Home have, on the part of the Grand Lodge, entered into a contract 
with the citizens of Mattoon to spend an amount equal to $20,000 in 
buildings on the land east of the city of Mattoon; and whereas, the 
amount in hand available is $14,840.94; and whereas, your Board of 
Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home have this day let the contract for 
the main or central building of said Home, omitting the finishing of 
the second and third floors, and omitting the hospital; and whereas, 
there is a deficit of $5,159.06 to erect said building, which deficit will 
be raised by donation: 

We, the undersigned, agree to absolve the said Grand Lodge from 
said amount, unless said Grand Lodge shall voluntarily agree to pay 
the same or any part thereof. 

It is expressly understood that all donations from every one/ shall 
be sacredly applied to wipe out the deficit. Your trustees will 
earnestly continue to solicit funds, relying upon the generosity of the 
Order to complete this noble object.

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This the Grand Master accepted, and the committee on building 
were instructed to at once notify Bullard & Cope that their bid was 
accepted, and a like notice to R. G. Capen & Son. The building com- 
mittee was further instructed to execute contracts with the above 
parties in accordance with their several bids. This was done. May 
25th, 1898, the corner-stone of the I. O. O. F. Old Folks’ Home was 
laid with appropriate ceremonies in the presence of the Grand Mas- 
ter, the officers of the Grand Lodge, Representatives of the Grand 
Encampment, the Department of Patriarchs Militant, the Rebekah 
Assembly, and thousands of Odd Fellows and friends of the Fraternity. 

It was the original intention of the Trustees to complete the 
building from the basement to the second floor only, during the pres- 
ent year; but at the meeting of the board on September 26tli the 
matter was fully discussed, and the finishing of the second floor was 
decided upon, from the fact that a large saving in the cost could be 
made by completing this part of the work while contractors were on 
the ground with material and their force of workmen. A contract 
was entered into with Bullard & Cope and R. G. Capon & Son to 
complete the entire second floor at a cost of $2,145. 

On Tuesday, October 25th, the Grand Master and officers of the 
Grand Lodge assembled together in the presence of a vast concourse 
of the members and friends of the Order, and completed the formal 
work of dedicating the Old Folks’ Home. 

Owing to unavoidable delays, a few weeks’ additional time will be 
required by the contractors to complete their work on the building. 
We feel that we may safely say that by the time of the meeting of 
the Grand Lodge on November 15th, the building will be turned over 
to your Trustees, completed from the basement to the third floor, with 
the full assurance upon our part that we present to the Grand Lodge' 
one of the most substantial buildings ever erected at so comparatively 
small cost. It is very plain, but of an imposing appearance, calcu- 
lated to convey to the observer its substantiality. It presents a 
northern frontage from east to west of 182 feet, three stories in 
height, with the exception of the dining-room and kitchen, which are 
but one story. The depth is 45 feet. The building is built of brick 
and stone, having spacious porches and verandas on the north and 
east. The halls are wide and roomy. The interior is finished in plain 
southern pine in its natural color. Floors of the same. The rooms 
are light, airy and well ventilated, heated by steam and arranged for 
both electric and gas lighting. 

So far as finished under the present contracts, the Home will 
afford comfortable accommodation for one hundred inmates. Just 200 
feet west of the building there is a beautiful grove of sturdy young 
maples and quite a large number of fruit trees, berries and other 
shrubbery. 
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In the erection of a building of any size, there is always more or 
less extras to be accounted for. In this case we feel that we have 
gotten along with very few. Among those we were obliged to take 
up after the original contract was made was the matter of additional 
drainage, which was a very important matter. The entire basement 
and all cellar-ways are perfectly tiled; a large tile crosses the grounds 
from the building to the stream at the southern boundary of the 
farm. 

With this exception, the other matters are very small indeed, and 
the expense of the whole will not exceed $600. 

We are unable at the making of this report to otter an exact 
statement of the finances, but from such information as we are able 
to obtain we are of the opinion that there is sufficient funds at the 
disposal of the Board to complete and pay all our contracts for this 
year. 

The farm is in excellent condition and will produce for the year 
ending March 1, 1899, a cash rental of $559.36. 

We have on the farm, in addition to the Home building, a good 
farm dwelling, a very good barn and outhouses. 

We have placed on the building $11,500 fire and $5,000 tornado 
insurance. 

The valuation of the property is as follows: 


136 acres land $12,240 00 

Buildings thereon 24,000 00 


$36,240 00 

The committee on rules and regulations have not, as yet, been 
able to complete their report to the entire satisfaction of themselves, 
but will be able to do so before the meeting of the Grand Lodge, and 
will present the same for the consideration of that body at its regular 
session. 

Your Trustees submit to you this report of their official acts and 
doings. The financial statement of expenses is hereto attached and 
made a part of this report. Your Trustees further desire to express 
to you, and through you to the entire membership of the Grand Jur- 
isdiction, our most sincere and heartfelt thanks for the cordial sup- 
port and generous donations that have been accorded the enterprise. 
Every member of the Board has been faithful, conscientious and 
economical in the discharge of every duty devolving upon them, and 
most complete harmony has prevailed in all our deliberations and 
councils. 

The Advisory Board have rendered valuable aid, and have willingly 
and cheerfully assisted us when called upon to do so. 
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We expect to open tlie doors of the Old Folks 5 Home on January 
1st, 1899, to receive those who are entitled to our care and protection. 
We feel that when this is done the Odd Fellows of Illinois will each 
and every one have reason to feel proud of the work that has been 
accomplished. 

We would recommend that, for the proper furnishing of the Home 
for occupancy, a special fund of $1,500, or such part thereof as may 
be necessary, be set aside from the funds of the Grand Lodge and 
placed at the disposal of your Trustees for that particular purpose.

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REPORT OF GRAND SECRETARY. 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge of Illinois 1 . 0. 0. F.: 

In obedience to the requirements of our laws and for the purpose 
of giving: information concerning the progress of the Order as related 
to the official acts of the' Grand Secretary, I present to you at the 
close of another year my Annual Report. 

For the second time in the recent history of the Order in Illinois, 
the annual report shows a decrease in Subordinate Lodge membership. 
The records for the year ending March 31, 189S, show a loss in Sub- 
ordinate Lodge membership of 497, and a gain in llebekah Lodge mem- 
bership of 680. This contrast in results in these two branches of the 
Order is suggestive of the facts that the financial burdens, of the 
Order fall more heavily on the Subordinate Lodges, and that the busi- 
ness depression, with the largest per-capita tax ever levied on the 
Subordinate Lodges, caused the dropping of 3,923 members who fell 
behind in their dues, which could not be overcome by the additions. 
The figures showing an apparent decline in Lodge interest must not 
be taken as a true index to the spirit and work of the Order in our 
State. Never in the history of the Order has there been demonstrated 
in practical benevolence such self-sacrificing devotion and personal 
loyalty to the noble purposes of the Order as during the last year. 
One hundred and fifty-live children cared for at the Orphans’ Home, 
and a new school-building for the Orphans' Home at a cost of $8,000; 
$20,000 for the erection of an Old Folks’ Home, including a voluntary 
contribution of $6,961.65 and not one dollar of indebtedness, tell a 
wonderful story of the strength of the Order, measured by deeds and 
not by numbers. 

The fidelity of the Order and the zeal of the membership need 
no better evidence than this record of its work. 

The year just closed has been one of unusual agitation and excite- 
ment concerning matters of a national character, so occupying the 
minds of the people, that our country's interests have demanded the 
first and best efforts of our population, calling many true and loyal 
members of our Order from their homes and Lodges to the army and 
navy. 

While we, as a nation, have prosecuted a war with a foreign power 
based wholly on the cause of humanity, and while our Order has felt 
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the loss of many of our brave boys on sea and land, we may justly 
congratulate ourselves, as American citizens and Odd Fellows, that, by 
the bravery and patriotic devotion of these boys, the flag has not met 
with a single defeat, and floats to day in triumph where it never 
waved before, offering peace, protection and prosperity to a people 
heretofore the victims of tyranny and oppression. 

Organizations. 

Perhaps no one thing has so retarded the growth of Odd Fellow- 
ship in Illinois as has the organization of Fraternal Life Insurance 
Associations. In the past few years many such organizations have 
sprung up, offering life insurance at unreasonably low rates. Several 
such companies have been organized in this city and have had won- 
derful growth, one of which was organized in 1895 and now has a mem- 
bership of over forty thousand. Many Odd Fellows have felt it of 
first importance to provide life insurance for those depending upon 
them, and, not being able to continue membership in several organi- 
zations. have allowed themselves to be dropped from membership in 
Odd Fellow Lodges. 

This is pre-eminently a day of organization, and all classes of 
society are organizing for all sorts of purposes, all of which necessarily 
operates, to a certain extent, against organizations which were pre- 
viously in the field. I see no remedy for this, except that time will 
surely weed out the organizations which are not founded upon a per- 
manent basis; and we can rest assured that among the remaining ones 
will be found the Independent Order of Odd Fellows. 

The report of the Grand Master will show the number of Lodges 
Instituted, both Subordinate and Rebekah, the number of Lodges 
Consolidated, and the number of Lodges Closed or Removed, and the 
Losses by Fire.

Veteran Jewels. 

There have been purchased and presented to veteran members of 
the Subordinate Lodges during the year 123 jewels. It is a pleasant 
experience to a member who has been in constant service for 25 years 
to be kindly remembered by his brothers with -a Veteran Jewel, the 
budge of worthy, faithful service. 

Visitations by Grand Officers. 

My experience when Grand Master, and especially since 1 have 
been your Grand Secretary, has most positively demonstrated that no 
work of a Grand Officer so encourages and stimulates the membership 
of the Lodges as do personal visits. 

Could each Lodge be visited once during the year by one of our 
Grand Officers, I feel assured that the result would be a rich harvest 
of increased membership. 

Realizing the value of such official visitations, Grand Master 
Lindly held a series or meetings in the City of Chicago, grouping the 
Lodges, both Subordinate and Rebekali. Two Grand Jurisdictions, 
by action of their Grand Lodges, have placed in the field paid agents 
who give all their time to visiting Lodges. 

With a purpose to serve the best interests of the Order, not alone 
in the office, but among the membership, I have responded to many 
invitations coming from different portions' of the state to deliver 
addresses to the members in their Lodge-rooms and to public gather- 
ings, making no charge except actual expenses. As to the results of 
this work I shall not speak, but leave it to the considerate judgment 
of this Grand Lodge. 
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Condition of the Order. 

The result of figures compiled from the semi-annual reports of the 
Subordinate Lodges for the term ending September 30th, 1898, s^ows 
a net loss in membership in the Subordinate Lodges of 232 members. 

Considering that this period covers the summer months, in which 
little Lodge work is done, this loss is small, and judging by the 
activity which seems to prevail in the Order at the present time, we 
believe that the Order will show a gain in membership for the year 
ending next April, as it is confidently expected that the gain in mem- 
bership during the winter months will more than offset the loss dur- 
ing the past summer season. 

Weak Lodges. 

Among the perplexing questions is the one — What can be done to 
stimulate the weak Lodges? The following figures show that there 
are 126 Subordinate Lodges in Illinois working with a membership of 
25 members or less. There are two Lodges working with a member- 
ship of 6 members, three with 7, two with 8, two with 9, six with 10,. 
three with 11, three with 12, five with 13, four with 14, four with 15, 
seven with 16, four with 17, nine with 18, seven with 19, nine with 
20, nine with 21, ten with 22, seven with 23, twelve with 24, and 
eighteen with 25 members. 

These figures present a condition that loudly calls for missionary 
work. The communities in which a large majority of these Lodges are 
located are favorable to the principles of the Order, and possess suf- 
ficient population to strengthen and build up these Lodges. 

I would suggest to the incoming Grand Master that, in- the selec- 
tion of the Deputy for these weak Lodges, he impose a condition 
that these Lodges be either increased in membership, consolidated, or 
closed. 


Biennial Sessions of the Grand Lodge. 

We have in Illinois a Subordinate Lodge membership of 50,928. 
The following three items of expense amount to $53,245.43, or more 
than one dollar for each member in Illinois. Mileage and per diem of 
last session of the Grand Lodge, $14,197.96; Orphans’ Home, $20,720.80; 
Old Folks’ Home, $18,326.67. 

It will be seen that a capitation tax of one dollar per member 
would not meet these three items of expense. When we take into 
consideration the many other obligations which must be met, we 
have a condition which calls for the best judgment of the Order. If 
we continue under the present arrangement, the Order must stand a 
heavy capitation tax. There seem to be but three ways in which 
sufficient money can be raised to meet the obligations of the Grand 
Lodge without maintaining a very high capitation tax, viz: Biennial 
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sessions of the Grand Lodge, district representation, lowering the 
mileage and per diem of Representatives and committeemen. From 
the vote recently taken, it would seem that the Subordinate Lodges 
favor biennial sessions of the Grand Lodge. 

Trustees of the Orphans’ and Old Folks’ Homes. 

My business and social relations with these two important agents 
of the Grand Lodge have been pleasant and cordial. All bills allowed 
by the two Boards of Trustees are forwarded to me with an attached 
certificate signed by the President and Secretary of the Board and 
countersigned by the Grand Master. These bills and vouchers are 
kept on tile in my office for future reference, and orders on the 
Grand Treasurer are drawn for the several amounts. Upon these 
vouchers the Grand Master and myself have drawn orders on the 
Grand Treasurer for the sum of $18,326.67 to pay bills contracted by 
the Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home, and the sum of $20,720.80 to pay 
bills contracted by the Trustees of the Orphans’ Home, making a 
total disbursment for these two charities of the sum of $39,047.47. 

Lodge Secretaries. 

In the important matter of Secretaries many Lodges have not 
been as careful as they should have been in the selection of compe- 
tent, accurate, active members to till these responsible positions. I 
have been greatly annoyed by the inaccuracy of Lodge Secretaries. 

It is a daily occurence to receive orders for Grand Lodge supplies 
without the cash accompanying the order, as required by the law. In 
many cases the seal of the Lodge is not attached. I frequently re- 
ceive money without any instructions whatever, and am compelled to 
depend upon the postmark or in some other way ascertain from whence 
it came and for what purpose sent. In the case of the Financial 
Secretary. I believe him to be the most important officer in the 
Lodge, and by proper selections for this office, a very large per cent, 
of the 3,923 members dropped the past year for non-payment of dues 
could have been retained in the Order. 

Grand Lodge Supplies. 

From the report of the Secretary of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, 
we find that Illinois paid the S. G. L. a larger sum for Grand Lodge 
supplies than any other jurisdiction in the United States. This sum 
is unusually large for the reason that it involved a portion of the 
rituals which were needed to supply the Lodges with the revised 
edition. The amount of money paid to the S. G. L. during a year 
by some of the leading jurisdictions is as follows: Illinois, $3,784.00; 
New York, $3,185.08; Pennsylvania, $2,928.38: Massachusetts, $2,151.30, 
and Ohio, $2,029.50. From this statement it. will be seen that the 
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Lodges in Illinois have been liberal buyers of Grand Lodge supplies. 
While the Official Certificates answer all purposes of visitation, I have 
sold a large number of Visiting Cards to the Order in Illinois, a large 
portion of which expense, it would seem, could have been saved, had 
the membership been satisfied to use the Certificate. The filling of a 
vast number of orders for supplies constitutes no small portion of the 
duties of the Grand Secretary. 

Judiciary and Appeals Committee. 

As Secretary of the Judiciary and Appeals Committee, I report 
that four sessions of this committee were held, as provided by law, on 
the third Tuesdays of November, 1897, February, May and August of 
the present year. At the November session ten opinions were ren- 
dered and the by-laws from thirty-two Subordinate and eight Rebekah 
Lodges were acted upon. At the February session twelve opinions were 
rendered and the by-laws from sixty Subordinate and ten Rebekah 
Lodges were acted upon. At the May session nine opinions were ren- 
dered and the by-laws from forty-six Subordinate and ten Rebekah 
Lodges were acted upon. At the August session six opinions were 
rendered and the by-laws from twenty-seven Subordinate and five Re- 
bekah Lodges acted upon,— making a total of thirty-seven opinions 
rendered and 198 codes of by-laws acted upon. Several cases coming in the 
present year’s business are now under consideration by the committee. 
The work of the Judiciary and Appeals Committee has been thorough 
and conscientious, and I believe their opinions have given general 
satisfaction. 

Rebekah Rituals. 

In January I received from J. Frank Grant, Secretary of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, a shipment of 1,500 Rebekah Rituals of the 
edition of 1897, to be exchanged without cost to the Rebekah Lodges 
for editions of the Rebekah Ritual of 1896. 

This is the second time within the past two years that I have 
been called upon to supply the entire list of Rebekah Lodges in Illi- 
nois with new Rituals, which has involved considerable work on the 
part of this office. 

Office-Rent. 

Some criticism has been made on the amount of office-rent paid 
for the use of the Grand Secretary. The rent paid for the Grand 
Secretary's offices as compared with the leading Grand Jurisdictions, 
among which we rank, is reasonable. The Grand Lodge of Pennsyl- 
vania pays four times as much rent as the Grand Lodge of Illinois. 
The Grand Lodge of New York pays three times as much, and the 
Grand Lodge of California pays twice as much rent as Illinois. In 
some of the jurisdictions the Grand Secretary’s office is in a building 
owned by the Order, and pays little or no rent. A few of the juris- 
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dictions pay rent as follows: Pennsylvania. $2,500; New York, $1,800: 
California, $1,200; Massachusetts, $700, and Illinois $600. The Grand 
Lodge was favored in the leasing of its present quarters, and is now 
occupying its present elegant and convenient quarters for less rent 
than other tenants pay. The offices have been admired by every vis- 
iting Odd Fellow from all sections of the United States, and are such 
as are needed and of which the Order in Illinois can be justly proud. 

Grand Lodge Journal. 

The Grand Lodge Journal for the session of 1897 is the largest 
Journal issued by any jurisdiction in the United States. Our Journals 
have for several years been among the largest, but the last volume 
was made unusually large by reason of a lengthy account of the enter- 
tainment of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, which honored this jurisdic- 
tion by its presence in Springfield from September 20 to 25. The 
Journal of 1897 is a volume of 540 pages, and was completed and in 
the hands of the Representatives and Lodges in a little more than 
one month from the date of adjournment. In former years it required 
from four to six months to complete a Journal one-half the size of 
the Annual Journal of the present time, but the membership are now 
disappointed if they do not receive the completed Journal within 
thirty days. In order to satisfy this desire, I have, for several years, 
secured the services of Past Grand Secretary N. C. Nason, of Shelby- 
ville, who takes entire charge of the compilation, proof-reading and 
indexing of the Journal. For this service, which requires a high 

degree of ability, I have paid annually $125 out of my own salary. 

• 

Daily Journal. 

The custom of issuing a Daily Journal during the Grand Lodge 
session has been sufficiently tried, until I believe I voice the senti- 
ment of the Grand Lodge when I say it is popular with the Repre- 
sentatives and should be continued. We believe it has been of great 
assistance to the members of the Grand Lodge, enabling them to bet- 
ter understand the matter before them for action, and has also been 
of great benefit to them in preparing and making an intelligent 
report of the proceedings to their respective Lodges. The printer’s 
bill for the Daily Journal of 1897 was $165. In addition to this should 
be counted the expense of the stenographers, which was $35, making a 
total expense of $200. 

Old Folks’ Home Donations. 

In response to the appeal for donations sent out by Grand Master 
Lindly to the Lodges to increase the sum on hand to a sufficient 
amount to warrant the Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home in making a 
contract for a twenty-thousaud-dollar building, there was contributed 
the generous sum of $6,961.65, being another test of the loyalty of the 
membership to the noblest and most sacred purposes of the Order. 
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Following is a list of the donations received by the Grand 
Secretary for the Old Folks’ Horae from Nov. 1st, 1897, to Nov. 1st, 
1898, which have been remitted to the Grand Treasurer. A few dona- 
tions have been received since Nov. 1st, 1898:

The following amendments to the Grand Lodge Constitution were 
laid over under the rules for one year: 


Document No. 5, Page 263. 

Besolvecl , That Section 10, Article VI, of the Constitution of this 
Grand Lodge be and is hereby amended by adding the words: “Pro- 
vided, that the Representative of no Lodge shall draw from the funds 
of this Grand Lodge for mileage and per diem more money than is 
paid in per capita tax by his said Lodge/’ 

Document No. 6, Page 263. 

Amend Section 10 of Article YI, Constitution Grand Lodge of 
Illinois, by adding after words “per diem/’ “Provided, however, no 
Representative shall receive an amount in excess of what his Lodge 
pays in per capita.” 


Document No. 8, Page 265. 

Resolved , That in Section 1 of Article YII of the Constitution of 
the Grand Lodge of Illinois, I. O. O. F., wherever the word “annual” 
appears it be stricken out, and the word “biennial” be substituted there- 
for, so that the said section, when amended, shall read as follows: 

Section 1. The Grand Lodge shall meet biennially on the Third 
Tuesday in November. This meeting shall be styled the Biennial Ses- 
sion. Special sessions shall be held on the call of the Grand Master. 
When in biennial or special session, fifty representative members shall 
be necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of business; 
and the Grand Lodge may adjourn from time to time until the busi- 
ness of the session shall have been disposed of. The Biennial Session 
shall be held in the City of Springfield, except when otherwise ordered 
by a vote of two-thirds of the representatives present. A special ses- 
sion shall be held at the time and place designated by the Grand 
Master in the call. 
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Resolved , That Section 2 of Article VII be amended by striking 
out the word “annual” wherever it appears and the word “biennial” 
be substituted therefor, so that when the section is amended it shall 
read as follows: 

Section 2. At the Biennial Sessions the elective Grand Officers 
shall be elected, and all business requiring the attention of the Grand 
Lodge transacted. At a special session, no business shall be transacted 
excepting that for which the session was called, which business must 
be distinctly stated in the call. 

Resolved , That in Section 2 and Section 6 of Article IV, wherever 
the word “annual” appears the same be stricken out and the word 
“biennial” substituted, so that those sections may conform to the 
above amended article and sections. 

Document No. 45, Page 290. 

Resolved , That Section 1 of Article VIII of the Grand Lodge Con- 
stitution be amended by inserting after the words “at such place,” in 
the thirteenth line of such section, the following: 

And provided, further , That where there are twenty or more Lodges 
working in the language of a proposed Lodge, the application shall be 
approved with the consent of two-tliirds of the twelve nearest Lodges 
to the location of the proposed Lodge.

CASE NO. 176. 

A. Low \ Before Committee on Judiciary and 

vs. Appeals. 

Martinsville Lodge No. 134. \ February Session, 1898. 

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Sampson, of No. 440. 

This is an appeal taken by four members of Martinsville Lodge, 
from its action in refusing to pay three weeks’ sick benefits to Bro. A. 
Low. The grounds assigned for the appeal are: 

1. That the decision of the Lodge is not in accordance with the law 
and the evidence. 

2. That illegal votes were cast and counted. 

Bro. A. Low, a member in good standing of Martinsville Lodge, pre- 
sented on June 8th, 1897, a claim, in writing, for sick benefits, from Feb- 
ruary 2nd, 1897, to February 23rd, 1897. 

Evidence was offered in behalf of the Brother and the Lodge, most 
of the evidence being taken in deposition form, both parties being repre- 
sented. 

From the evidence it appears that Bro. Low, who was the owner of 
a store in Martinsville, was taken with bleeding of the lungs, and had 
bleeding piles about the 2nd day of February, 1897, and that he then 
hired a Mr. Norris to assist him in the store. During the three weeks 
the sickness is claimed to have continued, Bro. Low "admits he was at 
the store a portion of the time to attend to business that Mr. Norris 
could not do; that during the time he was at the store, he sometimes 
waited on customers, though how often this occurred, or at what time 
during the sickness, the record does not disclose. 

He attended a public installation of the encampment on February 
12th, 1897, and was around his store that day. 

Bro. Low’s sickness does not appear to have been reported to the 
Lodge until the evening of February 23rd, 1897. When some of the 
visiting committee called to see Bro. Low, they found him at the store, 
and reported him not entitled to benefits. 

It further appears from the evidence, that Bro. Low’s place of busi- 
ness was the second door from that of the Chairman of the Visiting 
Committee, and that Bro. Low never called upon or mentioned the fact 
of the sickness to him. 
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The physician who prescribed for the Brother does not appear to 
have visited him at his home, but to have called upon Bro. Low at his 
store. Section 1 of Article III of the By-Laws of said Lodge is as fol- 
lows: 

“Any Brother becoming sick shall send notice thereof, as soon as it 
may be possible, to some member of the Visiting Committee. No 
Brother living within five miles of the Lodge room shall be entitled to 
benefits w T hose case has not been reported to the Visiting Committee, 
unless it shall appear that he used due diligence to report himself to 
them, and no benefit shall be allowed for more than one week’s sick- 
ness prior to such notice being sent to the Committee.” 

From the record it is very evident that if Bro. Low was sick, as 
claimed, ^e would, under this section of the By-Laws, be entitled to only 
one week’s sick benefits, instead of three as claimed. See also, clause 
seven, Section 1493, 111. Code, 1896. 

While the evidence as to the sickness is somewhat conflicting, it ap- 
pears to have been fairly taken and submitted to the Lodge for its action. 
It no where appears that the Lodge “acted improperly, hastily, or in a 
spirit unworthy of our Order.” Section 1549, 111. Code, 1896. 

We therefore hold that the first ground assigned for this appeal is 
not sustained. As to the second assignment of error, that “illegal votes 
were cast and counted,” it is sufficient to say that the record does not 
disclose any such fact (if such were the fact) and we are therefore pre- 
cluded from considering that objection. 

We are of the opinion that the appeal should be dismissed. 

Appeal dismissed, action of Lodge sustained.

Paul Lodge No. 691. \ February Session, 1898. 

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, of No. 232. 

leoruary 11th, 1897, Paul Lodge expelled August Schuman for con- 
tempt and afterwards refused to grant him a new trial. 


This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge. 
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The record shows that on January 28, 1897, charges were preferred 
against the accused and read in open Lodge, the Secretary instructed 
to furnish the accused with a copy of the charges and cite him to appear 
before the Lodge on February 11th and plead to the charges. 

February 10th the accused addressed the following letter to the 
Lodge: 

“Chicago, Feb. 10th, 1897. 

Dear Brothers: — Your letter citing me to appear at the Lodge on the 
11th of February received. It is impossible for me to do that, as I have 
very sore eyes and am liable to take more cold. You state that I opened 
a saloon on the 4th of July. Now w r hat has that got to do with it? My 
wife is attending to the saloon while I am in bed, we have to make a 
living. At the time we did not live in the saloon, my wife attended to 
the saloon so much that she hardly had time to get meals. Do as you 
please, whether I am a bad Brother or not. 

Respectfully, 

AUGUST SCHUMAN.” 

The foregoing letter was read before the Lodge at regular meeting 
February 11th. 

The charges were read and on vote of the Lodge the Brother was ex- 
pelled for contempt. 

It appears that in June, 1897, the accused applied to the Lodge for 
a new trial under Section 14 of Article VIII, of the Constitution. The 
Lodge refused to grant a new trial. 

The following errors are assigned as ground for appeal : 

“1st. That he never received a copy of the charges either construct- 
ively or in fact setting out specifically the nature of the charges against 
him.” 

“2nd. That he never at any time received notice to appear for trial 
either directly or indirectly.” 

“3rd. That he has never been afforded an opportunity at any stage 
of the proceedings in said Lodge to defend himself against said charges 
if any were preferred against him.” 

“4th. That he has never been given an opportunity to appear for 
trial enner by himself or by his attorney.” 

“5th. That said proeeeedings for contempt were otherwise unlawful 
and contrary to the Constitution of the Subordinate Lodge. Section 14, 
Article VII, Grand and Sovereign Grand Lodges and the principles of 
the order.” 

“6th. The said proceedings of expulsion for contempt were con- 
trary to the laws of the land.” 
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“7th. That unjustice has been done him and he is fairly entitled 
to a new trjal.” 

The record entirely fails to show that citation to appear and plead 
to the charges were served or that a copy of the charges and specifica- 
tions were furnished the accused as regarded by law. 

OPINION. 

Section 5, Article VI, of the Constitution, provides the mode of pro- 
ceedure where charges are preferred. They “shall be read in open Lodge 
at a regular meeting. The Secretary shall immediately furnish a copy 
thereof under seal of the Lodge to the member so accused, and at the 
same time cite said member to appear before the Lodge at the second 
regular meeting thereafter to plead guilty or not guilty to each of the 
charges and specifications, etc.” 

“If the Secretary is unable personally to serve a copy of the charges 
and citation on the accused member by reason of his permanent absence, 
concealment or incarceration, a copy of the citation and charges left at 
his usual or last known place or abode, or deposited in the mail, so di- 
rected, shall be deemed a legal notice or citation; and the Lodge may 
proceed with the trial as if the accused were present. The Noble Grand 
shall appoint consul to defend him if none appears for him.” Section 6, 
Article VII, Constitution. Sec. 1886, Code 1896. 

“The citation with the copy of the charges should be delivered to 
the accused in person, by the Secretary if possible.” Sec. 1885, Code 1896. 

“A member may be tried, that is evidence on the charges against 
him may be considered by the Lodge and his guilt or innocence decided 
by the Lodge. 1st, if copy of charges and summons to attend trial have 
been actually served on him and he appears, or, 2nd, if on such actual 
summons he makes a written defense (or is defended by his attorney) 
or waives defense and desires the trial to proceed in his absence, or 
3rd, if he has absconded or is permanently absent or in concealment 
and constructive service of charges and notice have been made.” Sec. 
1892, Code 1896. 

“But a member may not be tried (as defined above) if on actual 
notice he refuses to stand trial and does not appear and remain in the 
Lodge nor make proxy or written defense or waiver as above, in that 
ease he may ue dealt with for contempt but not on the merits of he case 
charged.” Sec. 1892, Code 1896. 

“When a party is expelled for contempt in not appearing for trial 
the record should by some positive evidence show that a copy of the 
charges were served on the accused as well as the suflicient notice of the 
time and place of trial and the summons of the accused to be present.” 
Sec. 1895, Code 1896. 
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When charges are preferred against a Brother and he cannot be 
found “so that the charges preferred or notice of trial cannot be per- 
sonally served upon him, the Lodge may regularly proceed with the trial 
upon proof of the fact showing that such personal service has been 
impracticable and that a copy of the charges and notice of trial has 
been served on the accused as provided in Sec. 1886, (Code 1896, and 
Sec. 6, Art. VII, Constitution) on * * * date. Provided, that such 

papers shall be deemed to have been served upon the Brother only from 
the date when the constructive service above prescribed is complete. 
And provided further, that in case such Brother returns within six 
months after the conclusion of the trial, not having appeared on such 
trial either in person or by counsel, and asks for a new trial the same* 
shall be granted to him/’ Sec. 1896, Code 1896. 

It is clear under the law that before a Lodge may proceed to expell 
a member for contempt it must affirmatively and clearly appear that 
such accused member has been personally served with a copy of the 
charges and specincations under the seal of the Lodge, and cited to ap- 
pear and plead as the law directs. Unless the accused has been fur- 
nished with a copy of the charges and specifications under the seal of 
the Lodge or served as the law directs, the Lodge is without jurisdiction 
to proceed unless the accused shall appear by himself or counsel and 
thereby waive service. 

The first question for solution in this case is: Was the accused 
legally served with a copy of the chaiges and citation as the law directs?’ 
In determining this question we are governed by the record. It is the* 
duty of the Secretary to report to the Lodge fully how he served the. 
citation and copy of the charges, etc., giving date of service. Sec. 1886, 
111. Code 1896, gives a form of return to be made by the Secretary when 
he can not serve them personally. Where personal service is made by 
the Secretary he should so certify to the Lodge. The record of the 
Lodge must show clearly how and where a copy of the charges and cita- 
tion w r as served on the accused. Without such a showing the Lodge is- 
without jurisdiction to proceed further until such service has been had. 
The record fn this case is silent as to when or how the Secretary dis- 
charged his duty serving che citation and copy of the charges. The 
only intimation of service being the letter from the accused at Chicago. 
The law r is w r ell settled that a Lodge cannot expell for contempt unless 
there has been personal service of citation and a copy of the charges 
and specifications on the accused, and the record must affirmatively 
show r that fact. It must appear by positive evidence that the accused 
had been personally served with citation and copy of charges. When 
personal service cannot be had on the accused, and there has been con- 
structive service, that is by mailing, etc., it is the duty of the Lodge 
to proceed with the trial. The Noble Grand appointing counsel to rep- 
resent the accused and then proceed w T ith the trial the same as if the 
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accused were present and pleads not' guilty, appointing a commissioner, 
taking evidence, balloting, etc., in cases of constructive service the 
Lodge must proceed in the regular way to try the case and convict or 
acquit the accused on the merits of the case, in all cases it is just as 
important for the record to show fully and clearly that the accused has 
been furnished a copy of the charges and specifications under the seal 
of the Lodge, as it is to show service of citation. The record before us 
only shows “the letter from Bro. Schuman stating that on account of 
sore eyes he could not attend was not accepted as a valid excuse, charges 
w r ere read and on vote was expelled for contempt.” This was error, it 
not appearing that the accused had been personally served with copy of 
the charges and citation. The Lodge could not expell for contempt, the 
action of the Lodge in that respect was illegal and void. For reasons 
above stated the appeal is sustained and the action of the Lodge ex- 
pelling the accused for contempt is reversed and the cause remanded 
back to the Lodge with directions to reinstate Bro. August Schuman 
to membership as if he had not been expelled.

CASE NO. 181. 

Samuel Betz ) Before Committee on Judiciary and 

vs. - Appeals. 

Blue Mound Lodge No. 595. ) February Session, 1898 

Opinion by Bro. Henry Phillips, of No. 68. 

This is a case on appeal from the refusal of the Lodge to allow 
benefits claimed to be due B^o. Betz for sickness. There seems to have 
been no evidence heard on the trial, so far as the record shows, except 
the- certificates of physician in attendance, and reports of investigating 
committee on the claim. From the certificate of Dr. Porter, the attend- 
ing physician, dated May 27th, 1897, it appears that Bro. Betz was taken 
sick April 15, 1897, and was sick and unable to attend to any work for 
three weeks, and was under the physician’s care during that time. On 
the 30th day of September, 1897, the same physician made another certi- 
ficate in which it is stated that Bro. Betz was taken sick April 15, 1897, 
and was under the physician’s care until May 18, 1897, the last prescrip- 
tion being on May 18, 1897, and being a tonic. The investigating com- 
mittee admit that Bro. Betz was sick for ten days. As near as we can 
judge the Bro. was a resident in the immediate vicinity of the Lodge, 
and the Lodge had all opportunity to show that Bro. Betz was not a 
proper person to receive benefits during the claimed illness, no such. 
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effort has been made except the report of the investigating committee 
made July 29, 1897. From the record it appears that the report of the 
investigating committee refusing further benefits to Bro. Betz was 
adopted as the action of the Lodge on Juiy 29, 1897, and the appeal was 
prayed from the decision of the Lodge, and appeal filed September 9, 
1897. This ended the case so far as the action of the Lodge was con- 
cerned, and the Lodge had no further jurisdiction of the case. For these 
reasons, no certificates or affidavits or other matter concerning such 
claim could be heard or considered by the Lodge or by this committee 
presented after September 9, 1897. The case then stands upon the cer- 
tificate of Dr. Porter of the date of May 27, 1897, and the report of the 
investigating committee, and the statement of the claimant. The physi- 
cian’s certificate was made immediately after the sickness, when all the 
matters were fresh in the minds of the party making the same, the re- 
port of the investigating committee was made some two or three months 
afterward. We are inclined to hold that the weight of the evidence 
in this case is with the claimant, Dr. Porter certifies that Bro. Betz was 
sick three weeks. The .L-odge has paid for one week, and we hold that 
Bro. Beiz is entitled to receive two weeks benefits in addition to the one 
week for which he has received payment. The appeal in this case is 
sustained and the Lodge is therefore ordered and directed to pay Bro. 
Betz the benefits for two weeks in addition to the amount already paid 
for one week.

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, of No. 232. 

On the 29th day of September, 1897, the Grand Master arrested the 
Charter of Kossuth Lodge No. 569, and on October 9th, 1897, filed with 
the Grand Secretary charges against said Lodge in accordance with Sec- 
tion 1, Article IX, Grand Lodge Constitution. 

The case was heard by this committee November 16th, 1897, the ac- 
tion of the Grand Master was sustained and the Charter of said Lodge 
revoked. See Case 186, page 224, Journal 1897. Oh the trial of this case 
before this committee certain members or said Lodge entered their 
several pleas of not guilty, etc., under the law and asked for cards. Sec. 
1, Art. IX, Subordinate Constitution. Sec. 263, Code 1896, which pro- 
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vides that any member of the Lodge so charged may personally or by 
agent appear before the committee at the time of the trial and enter a 
personal plea of not guilty. The committee shall hear evidence and if 
they find that such Brother is innocent of said offence shall enter final 
judgment acquitting said Brother and restore him to rights and priv- 
leges such as issuing by the Grand Secretary of a card, etc. On the trial 
of this case certain of the members did appear and enter their pleas 
of not guilty, among them Bro. David H. Stern. The committee not be- 
ing satisfied as to his innocense, his case was continued to this session 
for further evidence in the premises. 

Additional evidence has been furnished and considered. We are of 
opinion that in cases of this kind the burden of proof is in the Brother 
to establish his innocense, and considering all the evidence before us 
we are unable to say the Brother was not guilty of contempt, in fact 
the preponderance of the evidence is to the effect that the Brother was 
guilty of contempt of the orders of the Grand Master. It is therefore 
ordered that the plea of the defendant be over-ruled and a card denied.

Remembrance Lodge No. 77 \ Before Committee on Judiciary and 

vs. (. Appeals. 

Bloomington Lodge No. 400. ) February Session, 1S98. 

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Sampson, of No. 440. 

Bloomington Lodge presented a bill to Remembrance Lodge for 
expenses incurred, in a trial held, in Bloomington Lodge on a change 


of venue from Lodge No. 77. 

The bill was as follows: 

200 printed notices of trial $1 00 

Postage mailing notices 3 78 

Chairs rented 1 75 

Total $6 53 


Remembrance Lodge refused to pay the bill, and the matter was 
taken before the Grand Master, who decided that the bill was just and 
proper and instructed Remembrance Lodge to pay the same, and from 
the Grand Master’s decision an appeal was taken to this committee. 
While the amount involved in this contention is small the principles 
in question are important, and we have gfven the question most thought- 
ful and careful consideration. 
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That a Lodge to which a change of venue is had, should not be put 
to any unusual expense to hear the case is not questioned; and on the 
other hand the Lodge from which the venue is changed should not be 
required to pay expenses incurred by the trial Lddge, if such expenses 
are not such as the law or usages of our order require to be paid out 
for properly conducting the trial. 

We are of the opinion that Bloomington Lodge was not required by 
the law or usages of our order to print the circular notices of the ex- 
pected trial, and mail the same to its members. The trial was to be 
had at a regular meeting of the Lodge, and no notice was necessary to 
appraise its members of the special business that was expected to come 
before the Lodge on the evening in question. 

As the officers 01 the Lodge appear to have had good reasons to 
believe that there would be a very large attendance of members and 
visitors at the trial, and as it was the duty of Bloomington Lodge to 
provide seats for its visitors and members, we are of the opinion that 
the renting of the chairs was a legitimate expense incurred by Bloom- 
ington Lodge, which should be paid by Remembrance Lodge. 

The claim of Bloomington Lodge for printing and postage amount- 
ing to $4.78 is therefore disallowed. The bill of $1.75 for rental of ex- 
tra chairs is allowed, and Remembrance Lodge No. 77 is hereby directed 
to pay said sum to Bloomington Lodge No. 400.

Noble Lodge No. 4S2 J November Session, 1897. 

Opinion by Bro. Henry Phillips, of No. 68. 

The charges in this case are: 

1st. That Bro. James T. Wilson wrongfully and fraudulently obtained 
money from Richland County, Illinois, and 

2nd. That Bro. Wilson misrepresented the Lodge (Noble Lodge No. 
482) in the case of Bro. R. F. Beekman to the detriment of the principles 
of Odd-Fellowship and especially the interests of Noble Lodge No. 482, 
and the following specifications are given, apparently to both charges. 

Specification 1st. That Bro. James T. Wilson did on April 12, 1897, 
present a bill to the Board of Supervisors of Richland County, 111., for 
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$35.00, swearing that the amount was justly due him and remained un- 
paid when he had been funy paid and settled with by Bro. C. Beekman 
and Noble Lodge No. 482, I. O. O. F. 

Specification 2nd. That in presenting a bill to the Board of Super- 
visors he made it appear that Bro. R. F. Beekman was a pauper and 
ward of the County of Richland, 111., and that a member of the Lodge 
in good standing had become a county charge to the detriment of Odd- 
Fellowship. 

A trial was had, and as a result of such trial the Brother was ex- 
pelled from the order. 

Bro. Wilson appealed from the action of the Lodge, and gives these 
as grounds of such appeal. 

1st. That the findings are not warranted by the evidence. 

2nd. That the evidence fails to show that the money was obtained 
wrongfully and fraudulently as charged. 

3rd. That the evidence fails to support the charge of misrepresen- 
tation as alleged. • 

4th. That the punishment inflicted is unjust and not warranted by 
the evidence. 

The evidence in this case shows that Bro. R. F. Beekman was a 
member of Noble Lodge, No. 482, in good standing, and whilst such 
member in such good standing, was by the proper authority, adjudged 
to be an insane person and committed to the Insane Hospital at Anna 
as a private patient. That at the time of such trial, it was determined 
and found by the court that Bro. Beekman was not a pauper, and Cor- 
nelius Beekman was appointed as his conservator, and the required ana 
proper bond was given as such conservator. These facts are not dis- 
puted by any one, except as to the membership in the Lodge. They all 
appear in the official records of Richland county, a transcript of which 
is in the record in this case. 

The evidence further shows that Bro. J. T. Wilson was the person 
who took Bro. R. F. Beekman to the Insane Hospital at Anna, and that 
the actual expense of doing so was $14.80; that C. Beekman, the father 
of R. F. Beekman, and also his conservator, paid to Bro. J. T. Wilson 
for the said expenses die sum of $16.00, of which Bro. Wilson afterward 
repaid to C. Beekman the sum of $1.20. Six dollars of the money paid 
to Wilson came from the Lodge, being benefits due Bro. R. F. Beekman, 
and $10 was paid by C. Beekman, or advanced by him; that afterwards 
J. T. Wilson, on the 12th of April, 1897, presented a claim to Richland 
county, 111., for “taking R. F. Beekman to Asylum, $35.00,” and made 
.affidavit to the same that “the services were rendered,” “and the amount 
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claimed, to-wit, the sum of thirty-five dollars, is due and unpaid, after 
allowing all just credits;” and that the claim was allowed, and J. T. 
Wilson received the $35.00 from the county. 

As to the foregoing facts, there is no dispute. 

Appellant Wilson insists that he was entitled to compensation for 
his services in taking Bro. R. F. Beekman to the asylum, in addition 
to the actual expense by him paid out, and that the claim filed by him 
against the county was to cover these expenses and compensation for 
his services, and that he intended to repay the Lodge the $14.80 out of 
this money and retain the rest of it for such services. If this was the 
real motive, then it must necessarily follow that Bro. Wilson knew that 
the Lodge had advanced the $14.80, and was entitled to receive it from 
the county, provided the county was liable for the same. The facts do 
not bear out such a theory. The Lodge had advanced no money for this 
purpose; it had simply paid $6.00 benefits to Bro. R. F. Beekman, and 
$10.00 had been paid by Bro. C. Beekman. There is no evidence that the 
Lodge ever asked Bro. Wilson to regain this money, or any part of it, 
from any source. The action of Bro. Wilson, if it can be supported upon 
any theory, must be based upon the assumption that the county of 
Richland was indebted to the Lodge. This was never claimed by the 
Lodge, and here is where the Lodge insists that Wilson misrepre- 
sented the Lodge to its harm and to the detriment of the principles of 
our Order. The weight of the evidence is that Bro. Wilson made no 
claim for his services and intended to make none. It is useless to pre- 
sent the evidence in detail. We are of the opinion that the Lodge should 
be supported in its action, and the appeal dismissed, and the action of 
the Lodge sustained. . Appeal dismissed.

This is an appeal from the judgment of Home Lodge, No. 416, in 
the trial of the case of the First Swedish Lodge, No. 479, vs. Bro. A. W, 
Winberg, on a change of venue.

April 4tli, 1897, the following charges w T ere filed in First Swedish 
Lodge against Bro. Winberg: 

“We charge that Bro. A. W. Winberg has fraudulently and illegally 
claimed and obtained sick benefits trom this Lodge to the amount of one 
hundred and thirty-three dollars.” 

First Specification: “In that the said Bro. A. W.’ Winberg was, on 
or about the 29th day of January, 1895, found in a state of complete 
intoxication lying on the stairs of his home, 210 Baxter street, Chicago.” 

Second Specification: “In that the said Bro. A. W. Winberg, by 
reason of said intoxicated condition, and the inclemency of the weather, 
froze both his hands, and continued for a long space of time thence 
forward in a helpless condition, unable to do any manual labor.” 

Third Specification: “In that the said Brother, while in said condi- 
tion, reported himself sick, entitleu to benefits, about January 30th, 
1895, and claiming and obtaining the same at the rate of $7.00 per week 
from this Lodge up to June 12th, 1895 — total, $133.00.” 

April 28th, 1897, the accused entered his appearance before the 
Lodge, and plead “Not Guilty.” The Noble Grand appointed and obli- 
gated a commissioner to take the evidence. 

On May 26th, 1897, the evidence w r as all taken and filed with the 
Noble Grand, both parties duly notified to appear before the Noble 
Grand to settle objections to the evidence, etc. June 2nd, 1897, notice 
w r as given by accused that an application w T ould be made to the Grand 
Master for a change of venue. The Grand Master granted the change 
of venue and ordered the case sent to Home Lodge, No. 416, for trial. 
August 2nd, 1897, the cause was heard by Home Lodge, and the accused 
acquitted. 

A. J. Rass, et al., members of First Swedish Lodge, takes this appeal 
from the judgment of Home Lodge and assign the following errors as 
grounds for appeal: 

First — “The decision of the Lodge is against the evidence.” 

Second — “The decision is against the law.” 

Third — “After the balloting commenced, one of the members on 
casting his ballot, in a loud voice called out, ‘that there was not enoujgh 
black balls in the box.' ” 

Fourth — “That several members voting held up a black ball in their 
hands, and exhibited the same boldly to those who had not yet voted.” 

Fifth— “That the ballot was not a secret ballot, as required.” 

Sixth— “That the Noble Grand denied the prosecution the right to 
close the case.”

OPINION. 

Counsel on both sides of this case have appeared before this Com- 
mittee, and ably argued both the law and facts. We have carefully 
examined the evidence and the entire record of this case. 

The first error assigned by Appellants is that “The decision of the 
Lodge is against the evidence.” 

Section 1915, Code of 1896, provides, “That the rules of evidence 
prevailing in the Courts of our state, should be followed, and all testi- 
mony of every character that will tend to promote fraternal justice, 
should be considered, and allowed due weight, but hearsay or secondary 
evidence should not be admitted. In a trial before a Lodge, the Lodge 
sits as a jury and weighs the entire evidence. The credibility of the 
evidence of the several witnesses should be considered by the trial 
Lodge, and given such weight as it is entitled to. The judgment of a 
Lodge should not be set aside as against the weight of the evidence, 
where the evidence is conflicting, unless it can be clearly seen that the 
findings are not warranted by the evidence, or that manifestly injustice 
will result. The verdict of a Lodge fairly supported by the evidence 
should not be set aside unless it is clearly wrong. Where the verdict of 
a Lodge is so far against the weight of the evidence that it can be ac- 
counted for only on the ground of prejudice or some improper motive, 
it should be set aside and a new trial granted; and before we would feel 
warranted in reversing the trial Lodge on a question of fact, we must 
be satisfied that tne vei cuct of the Lodge is so clearly against the weight 
of the evidence as to strongly indicate prejudice or improper motive on 
the part of the trial Lodge.” 

The pith of this case is that the accused on the 29th day of January, 
1895, “was in a complete state of intoxication,” and that by reason of 
such intoxication both of his hands were badly frozen, and that the 
accused claimed and obtained benefits for the disability brought on by 
means of said intoxication. 

The benefits were paid without objection in the early part of 1895. 
The charges were not preferred until 1897, about two years after the 
payment. The only evidence on the vital point in the case, that intoxi- 
cation producing the disability, was that of the accused and his son. 
The son testifies that on the morning in question, when he came down 
stairs, he found his father intoxicated, and sitting in a chair by the 
kitchen stove, both hands badly frozen. The acccused says that on the 
night before, he had attended installation of officers at K. of P. Lodge, 
went from Lodge room to restaurant, partook of lunch, and remained 
there some time; did not start home until some time early in the morn- 
ing; that he lived about one and a half miles from the restaurant; he 
had a large book to carry home and had forgotten his mittens in the 
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K. of P. Lodge room; it was extremely cold, about eighteen below zero, 
with sharp wind blowing. He arrived home about four or five o’clock in 
the morning, knocked at the door several times before his wife opened 
the door; on getting in the house he went to the kitchen, where there 
was a fire; in a short time, he felt pains in his hands; he then discovered 
that his hands were frozen; his wife then called the son. The accused 
testifies positively that he was not intoxicated, and did not know that 
his hands were frozen until they began to get warm by the fire and 
pained him so severely. 

The evidence of the father and the son is the only direct evidence 
in the record as to the condition of the accused at the time. The evi- 
dence discloses the fact that at the time and since, there was bad feeling 
between father and son. 

It further appears in evidence, that Bro. Steel, a member of the 
Lodge, was caked in, and arrived about seven o’clock A. M., same morn- 
ing. Bro. Steel testifies that when he saw the accused at about seven 
o’clock A. M., the accused was not intoxicated, but was sober. Con- 
siderable part of the evidence taken was unimportant, and much of it 
improper. 

The second error assigned is not tenable. The remaining errors 
assigned relate to the proceedings of Home Lodge in taking the ballots. 
The record before us shows the proceedings and balloting to have been 
regular. There being nothing in the record to base the errors on. 

Bro. A. J. Rass, one of the Appellants herein, files with the Grand 
Secretary, his affidavit. It clearly appears that no steps were taken 
before Home Lodge to set aside the ballot. 

The law is well settled that exparte statements are not competent 
evidence. We can not consider exparte affidavits made by parties with- 
out notice to opposite party, so that they may appear and cross-examine 
if they see fit. If the record fails to show the true transactions of the 
Lodge, the appellants should have given Home Lodge and the accused 
due notice of the time and place of taking evidence to show that the 
record was wrong. 

~ If the matters assigned as error, be true, then appellants should 
have taken proper steps before Home Lodge to set aside the ballot, and 
cause a new ballot to be taken according to law; failing in that, 
then they should have given notice to all parties in interest of the time 
and place they would take evidence to sustain the errors which the 
record failed to disclose. There is nothing properly before us to sustain 
the 3rd, 4th, and 5th errors assigned. The record of the Lodge being 
regular, there is nothing on which to base the errors but the exparte 
affidavit of one of the Appellants, which we cannot consider. The 
ruling of the Noble Grand allowing defendant to close the argument 
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was wrong. The prosecution should first address the Lodge in argu- 
ment, then defense, then the prosecution should close the argument, 
being confined to matters already advanced. While the ruling of the 
Noble Grand was error, we no not deem the error sufficient to reverse 
the case. 

The record shows twenty-five members voting; five voting to sus- 
tain charges and specifications, and twenty voting against. Consider- 
ing the entire record and evidence, we believe the evidence sustains the 
action of the Lodge, and that substantial justice has been done. Thf 
appeal is therefore dismissed, and the action of the Lodge sustained.

North Star Lodge, No. 620. ) T ebruary Session, A. D. 1898. 

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Sampson, of No. 440. 

This is an appeal by Bro. Stephen Amon from the action of North 
Star Lodge, No. 620, in expelling him. 

The record in this case shows that an open complaint was made 
against the Brother, and that a committee was regularly appointed 
which preferred two charges against him. 

Charge 1 was for immoral conduct, as set forth in the following 
specifications, viz: 

1. That he wrote an immoral letter to the wife of a Brother Odd- 
Fellow. 

2. That he wrote said letter about July 19th, 1897. 

3. That he was seen in the bed-room of the woman in questior 
between the hours of ten and twelve o’clock P. M., July 19th, 1897. 

Charge 2 was for scandalizing the Order, as set forth in two specifl 
cations. 

Evidence was taken and a trial had, which resulted in a vote of not 
guilty of charge 2, and also of specification one under charge 1, and a 
vote of guilty of charge 1, as set forth in specifications two and three. 

Bro. Amon has assigned the following grounds for his appeal, viz; 

1st. That he did not have a fair and impartial trial. 
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2nd. That certain letters purported to be written by Mrs. Ella 
Griebsch, which was not sworn to, and which was admitted as evidence, 
when it should not have been. 

3rd. That there was no evidence to show that he was in the bed- 
room of Mrs. Ella Griebsch on the night of July the 19th, 1897. 

4th. That there was not evidence sufficient to sustain the charge 
and specification, that Bro. Amon took poison on purpose or with the 
intention of causing the Lodge to pay funeral or burial expenses. 

The first error assigned may be dismissed with the statement that 
the record fails to disclose any facts on which the objection could be 
based. 

The fourth error assigned relates wholly to charge 2, but as the 
Brother was not found guilty of that charge, this objection is without 
merit. 

Specification two of charge one did not state an offence. It was 
in effect a part of specification one, and should have been incorporated 
in it. The offense, if any, consisting in writing an immoral letter, and 
the date it was written was merely to apprise the defendant of the par- 
ticular letter to which reference was made. 

There remains then for consideration, the question, whether the 
Brother was rightfully found guilty under specification three above set 
forth. 

Eleven witnesses testified on behalf of the prosecution. The evi- 
dence given by seven of them related wholly to charge 2, that of one 
had no bearing on the case, and that of two others related to the 
identity of the .letter claimed to have beeen written by the accused 
Brother, which was referred to in specifications one and two. Charge 
1, and which the Lodge by its vote held not to be immoral, while only 
one witness (Bro. Chas. Ensminger) gave any evidence that in the least 
manner tended to sustain the third specification. On this point, the 
witness only stated what another person had told him, and he was 
not even positive that he had correctly understood the remark that was 
made to him. 

The evidence of many of the witnesses for the prosecution related 
largely to what some other person had told them, and ought not to have 
been considered. Hearsay or secondary evidence should not be ad- 
mitted. See Sec. 1915, 111. Code, 1896. 

This evidence, in our opinion, was wholly insufficient to sustain the 
third specification, especially in view of the further fact that the lady 
in question, in the evidence given by her, denied the allegation in the 
most positive terms, and this, notwithstanding the letter hereinafter 
referred to. 
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It is only fair to state that the prosecution introduced in evidence 
the letter last mentioned, which was written to it by the lady referred 
to, which tended to show T that the Brother was guilty of an offense, 
though not the one set forth in the specification. 

The admission of this letter in evidence is the second error alleged 
as grounds for this appeal. This letter was clearly inadmissable, and 
its introduction could not be otherwise than injurious to the defendant. 
The writer was a witness in the case. 

No effort was made by either party to examine her as to the facts 
therein stated. The defense was not called upon to introduce any evi- 
dence relating to the charges contained therein. It was error to admit it. 

In view of all the facts disclosed by the record in this case, we 
must hold that the evidence introduced by the prosecution was wholly 
insufficient to sustain the finding of the Lodge upon the third specifica- 
tion under charge 1. 

The appeal is therefore sustained and the action of the Lodge is 
reversed, with directions to restore the appellant to membership in the 
Lodge. 

Reversed and remanded with directions.

Amanda Townsend 
vs. 

Myrtle Rebekah Lodge No. 256 


Opinion by Bro. Henry Phillips, of No. 68. 


Sister Amanda Townsend was duly charged in her Lodge as fol- 
lows: 1st. “With conduct unbecoming a Rebekah. M Specification 1st. 
That “Sister Townsend, in violation of the laws of the Order did, on 
or about the 18th day of November, 1896, in her capacity as Outside 
Guardian, admit one Jesse Trone to the anti room, he not being a mem- 
ber of the Order, and therefore not being admissable to said room.’* 
Specification 2nd. That Sister Townsend did, on or about the 2nd 
day of December, 1896, again admit said Jesse Trone, and was seen 
standing in a position unbecoming a lady and Rebekah/’ 

Another charge was made but was afterward dismissed by the 
Lodge, and no attention is paid to such second charge by this committee. 
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Upon the trial of the case Sister Townsend entered her plea of 
“guilty” as to the said first specification, and of “not guilty” as to said 
second specification, and as a result of such trial, the Sister was ac- 
quitted of said wrong mentioned in such second specification. This left 
simply the charge and said first specification standing and to this Sister 
Townsend had entered her plea of guilty, and nothing was left for the 
Lodge to do except to fix the penalty. Under the situation, there is no 
value in speaking about the votes taken upon the second specification, 
and upon which much comment has been made. The Sister was ex- 
pelled from the Lodge because, as Outside Guardian, she admitted into 
the anti-room of the Lodge, a person not authorized to enter the Lodge 
room whilst the Lodge is in session. The Outside Guardian is as much 
under an obligation to refuse admittance to a person not authorized to 
enter the Lodge room to the anti-room as is the Inside Quardian to re- 
fuse the same person admittance to the Lodge room whilst Lodge is 
in session. The proceedings of the Lodge are to be known only to the 
members of the same, and too little care is exercised to confine such 
knowledge to proper persons. In this case, work was being done in the 
Lodge, and the highest character of carefulness and diligence should 
have been exercised on the part of all the officers to do their full and 
complete duty. There seemed to have been in this case almost an entire 
disregard of all duty and obligation, and we cannot say that the Lodge 
w r ent beyond its privilege to protect itself from such total disregard of 
its rights, by expelling the member- who admits her guilt. The appeal 
will be dismissed. Appeal dismissed.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 400. 


In this case Rudolph Van Hassen, Frank McDowell, Henry Stein- 
bach, Wm. Theehs, G. Rosenburg, Adam Harris and David Micon, mem- 
bers of Kossuth Lodge, No. 569, at the time the Charter of said Lodge 
was arrested, have entered their appearance in the above entitled cause 
and a plea of “not guilty” of the charges made against the Lodge, by 
the Grand Master; and petitioned this committee to grant them cards 
as provided in the Constitution of the Grand Lodge. 
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These appearances, pleas and petitions were filed with the commit- 
tee at the February Session, 1898. 

The only authority of this committee to grant the cards asked is 
contained in the last clause of Article IX, Grand Lodge Constitution. 
(See page 72, Code of 1896.) 

As this committee view this law its power to grant cards is limited 
to the case of those Brothers, who entered their appearance and plea 
of “not guilty” at the time of the trial of the Lodge, on the charges 
preferred by the Grand Master. No provision of law is made for a 
hearing at any other time nor for the taking of evidence. 

In the opinion of this committee where the charter of a Lodge is 
annuled, the status of all of its members (except those who entered their 
appearance under Art. IX, G. L. Constitution) is governed by Sec. 3, 
Art. 2, of the G. L. By-Law's, which says, “that no such certificate shall 
be given to a member of a suspended or expelled Lodge, unless ordered 
by special vote of the Grand Lodge.” 

It thus appears that in the case of each of the petitioning Brothers, 
his only recourse is to petition the Grand Lodge and obtain from it, by 
special vote, the relief desired. 

If our view of the law is correct, this committee is without any 
jurisdiction in the premises and the applications of the Brothers for an 
order of this committee directing the Grand Secretary to issue to them 
cards, as if they had entered their appearance at the trial of said Lodge 
must be denied, for want of jurisdiction. Petition denied.

P. M. Cumming \ Before Committee on Judiciary and 

vs. [• Appeals. 

Sparta Lodge, No. 52. ) February Session, 1898. 

Opinion by Bro. Alfred Orendorff, of No. 465. 

The material facts in this case are that Brother P. M. Cumming, on 
the 21st of September, 1897, was reported to his Lodge as sick. On the 
28th the visiting committee reported that he was entitled to one week's 
sick benefit. On the 5th of October the visiting committee reported him 
entitled to another week’s benefit, and both reports were adopted. On 
the 19th of October, the visiting committee made a written report de- 
nying benefits for the third week and an issue was made up, evidence 
taken ana the Lodge refused to pay for the third week. 
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The claimant was afflicted with sciatic rheumatism. He was an in- 
surance agent, engaged in soliciting business and making collections. 
The duties of his vocation, which from the nature of the character of 
insurance he was engaged in required a large amount of walking, he 
was unable to perform, and he employed others to do the same for him 
during the three weeks of his sickness. At the expiration of the three 
weeks he reported himselt as well. During the three weeks he took 
some out-door exercise, and being Noble Grand of his Lodge, attended 
one or more meetings. 

The Brother and the Lodge both are acting in good faith and wish 
this case decided upon its merits and the fact that the Brother was 
not notified that his name was dropped from the sick list is not relied 
on, as the Brother does not wish the benefits unless he is clearly entitled 
to them, and the Lodge is willing to pay if the facts and the law requires 
it to do so. 

Much of the testimony against the claim is based on the declared 
understanding of the witness that a person is not entitled to benefits 
unless confined to bed or house. This is not the law, and a Brother is 
rather to be commended than otherwise for doing what he deems will 
contribute to his cure. 


In a disease of this character the person afflicted is certainly the 
best judge of his ability to perform labor, and in a case like this, where 
no suspicion of bad faith attaches to his testimony, should have great 
influence in the case, and as the action of the Lodge seems to be based 
on a misapprehension of the law, and as the weight of evidence is with 
the claimant, the appeal is sustained and Sparta Lodge, No. 52, is hereby 
directed to pay to the appellant the' one week’s benefit in controversy.

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, of No. 232. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Grand Master. 

The facts show that in July, 1897, a member of Grand View Lodge 
was taken bad sick at Paris, 111., within the jurisdiction of Edgar Lodge, 
No. 91, July 5th. Edgar Lodge wrote a letter to Grandview Lodge, in- 
forming said Lodge of the condition of the Brother and stating that it 
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was necessary to procure a nurse for him, and asking said Lodge 
if they snould furnish a nurse at the expense of Grandview Lodge. 
July 7th Grandview Lodge answered this letter, stating that their 
by-laws did not permit the hiring of a nurse and that the 
Brother being in the jurisdiction of Edgar Lodge, they considered it 
their duty to care for the Brother. It appears that Edgar Lodge pro- 
cured the nurse and afterwards sent a bill to Grandview Lodge for nurse 
hire, $12.00; sundry bill, $2.00. It seems that Grandview refused to pay 
this bill for nurse hire, but did send amount of sundry bill, $2.00, which 
Edgar Lodge refused to accept, and returned. The matter was then 
referred to the Grand Master and he communicated with each of the 
Lodges and advised the payment of the bill, but made no order in the 
premises, only expressed a hope that the matter would be amicably ad- 
justed between the two Lodges, from which supposed order of the Grand 
Master Edgar Lodge, by its attorney, attempts to appeal the case to this 
committee. 


OPINION. 

This appeal cannot be sustained for two reasons. 

First — There was no positive or final order made by the Grand 
Master, from which an appeal could be taken. The law is well settled 
that before an appeal can be taken there must be some final order or 
judgment to appeal from. No appeal can be taken from mere advise or 
suggestion made by the Grand Master. Section 2002, Code 1896. 

Second — The appeal in this case is signed by the attorney for Edgar 
Lodge. We know of no law authorizing an attorney to perfect and sign 
appeal. If the Lodge appeals, it can only be done by order of the Lodge, 
and should be signed by the Noble Grand and Secretary, with the seal 
of the Lodge attached. 

For the reason that no appeal was properly taken, and for the fur- 
ther reason that no appeal lies from incidental questions during an in- 
vestigation, we are without jurisdiction in the premises. The appeal 
is therefore dismissed.

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley of No. 232. 

In December, 1896, charges were preferred in Amicitia Lodge 
against Bro. John Quinlan, a member of said lodge charging him with 
the crime of adultery. The accused was duly cited to appear and 
answer said charges on Jan. 11th. At that meeting the accused failed 
to get to Lodge meeting and he was expelled for contempt. Jan. 22d 
the action of the Lodge expelling the accused was set aside by the 
Grand Master. The accused was then again notified to appear March 
8th, 1897, at which time he appeared and moved to quash the com- 
plaint, which motion was denied. He then moved for a continuance 
so as to procure a change of venue. The change of venue was granted 
and the case sent to Scott Lodge No. 702 for trial. The record of Scott 
Lodge shows that on May 29th, 1897, a transcript was filed with Scott

Lodge and the trial set down for trial June 5th, 1897, and all parties 
notified. June 5th, 1897, the time for trial, arrived. The Noble Grand 
asked if the parties were ready for trial. The Noble Grand of 
Amicitia Lodge being present, asked for a continuance, as they had no 
counsel. 

The defendant moved to dismiss the case on the ground that 
plaintiff had failep to secure the written evidence with the transcript 
and that the case could not be tried for want of prosecution whfeh 
motion was sustained and the case dismissed for want of prosecution. 
July 17th, 1897, the Grand Master set aside the action of Scott Lodge 
and ordered a new trial. Scott Lodge set the cause for trial for Oct. 2, 
1897, at which time the evidence was heard by the Lodge and 
the cause argued on both sides. On a vote the Lodge found the de- 
fendant not guilty. 

The Record in this case is so imperfect and incomplete it is diffi- 
cult to say that the proceedings were regular The evidence is con- 
flicting on the vital point at issue. There is no preponderance in favor 
of the charges. 

We have carefully considered the papers in this case and 
we find no sufficient cause to reverse the action of the trial Lodge. The 
appeal is therefore dismissed and the action of the Lodge acuitting 
the accused is sustained.

On November 3, 1897, Bro. G. W. Wessinger, a member of Carmi 
Lodge No. 189, became sick in Cairo, 111., and was reported sick 
to Safford Lodge No. 67, which Lodge gave the Brother all 
needed and proper attention, paying him his proper weekly sick 
benefits, and immediately notifying Carmi Lodge of the Brother’s con- 
dition and its action. Soon after the Brother became worse and it was 
considered necessary that a nurse be provided for Bro. Wessinger. 
Carmi Lodge being advised of this necessity directed Safford Lodge to 
provide such a nurse, which was done, and the bill for the same as also 
for sick benefits advanced was sent to Carmi Lodge, which paid the 
same, until Carmi Lodge notified Safford Lodge that no more expense 
would be paid for nurse hire. It seems to be admitted that the by-laws 
of Carmi Lodge do not provide for the payment of nurse hire for its 
members, and in the view we take of the case it was a voluntary act on 
the part of Carmi Lodge to pay such nurse hire and Carmi Lodge was 
under obligation to pay such nurse hire only so long as it saw proper 
to do so, and when Safford Lodge was duly notified that Carmi Lodge 
refused to longer continue this voluntary payment for nurse hire for 
its member all obligation to continue such payment ceased. This may 
seem to be unjust and unfair, yet such is the law of our order, and it is 
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not in our power to make law. We can only state the law as we find 
and understood it. There may have been paid by Carmi Lodge ex- 
penses for nurse hire in this case, after Safford Lodge had been notified 
as above mentioned. Yet such further payment could not be taken as an 
extension of the order first given so as to create a continuing obligation 
on the part of Carmi Lodge. The reason given by Carmi Lodge why it 
refused longer t.o pay nurse hire may not be the wisest one to give. 
We are not permitted to criticise such reason. It is sufficient for our 
purpose to say that the law of our Order gave to Carmi Lodge the right 
to refuse to continue such payment and to do so without giving any 
reason whatever. Carmi Lodge saw proper to exercise its lawful right. 
There is no claim made by Safford lodge for any unpaid nurse hire 
which accrued before the notice was received from Carmi Lodge that 
no more would be paid, and no other claim being made upon Carmi 
Lodge for expense incurred by Safford Lodge on account of Bro. Wes- 
singer, the decision of the Grand Master will be sustained and the ap- 
peal dismissed.

Opinion by Bro Henry Phillips of No. 68. 

The record in this case presents the following facts: That Bro 
A. Walley was a member of Black Hawk Lodge at the time of the 
passage of the law which does not allow a member of the Order to en- 
gage in the saloon business, and at that time was not engaged in such 
business; that in December, 1897, he did enter into the business of 
keeping a liquor saloon; that in February, 1898, charges were preferred 
against Bro. Walley charging him with being engaged in the business 
of a saloon-keeper; that on the 18th day of February, 1898, Bro. A. Wal- 
ley appeared in Open Lodge and entered a plea that he was guilty of 
being a saloon-keeper as charged, but did not consider he had violated 
any of the laws of the Order, and requested that a ballot be taken; that 
a ballot was taken and it was found that by a vote of six to seven the 
Lodge said Bro. A. Walley was not guilty, and refused to expel him 
from the Lodge. These same parties were before this committee at its 
November session last and in which a carefully written opinion was 
filed, in which the law governing this case is fully stated, and such 
opinion was necessarily before such Lodge. Under the facts above 
stated, how can this lodge attempt to justify its action The law says 
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the Brother cannot remain a member of the Order, if guilty as charged. 
He states that he is guilty as charged and the Lodge says in defiance 
of the law, he shall not be expelled. This Lodge cannot be permitted 
to thus wilfully refuse to obey the law and it is the opinion and judg- 
ment of this committee that this appeal be sustained; that the action 
of the lodge be reversed, and that said Lodge immediately expel Bro. A. 
Walley from the Order, upon his plea of guilty by him deliberately en- 
tered as to the charges and specifications.

Opinion by Bro. Wm. Schuchert of No. 57. 

From the papers before this committee it appears that Bro. David 
Wandshneider was reported sick by the visiting committee on February 
16th, 1898, and the Lodge donated ten dollars for his relief. His sick- 
ness continued to April 4th, when he died. On April 20th the Lodge 
adopted a motion to pay the widow of Bro. D. Wandshneider the 
funeral benefits allowed by the by-laws of the Lodge. 

From this action of the Lodge Bro. Wildhack and others appealed 
on the grounds: 

1st. That Bro. D. Wandshneider was not a beneficiary member at 
the time his sickness was reported to the Lodge. 

2d. That Bro. Wandshneider had been sick for a considerable time 
prior to Dec. 30, 1897, when he paid one-quarter dues; that he was un- 
able to perform manual labor during 1897, and that his ailment finally 
caused his death. 

3d. Being not beneficiary, his widow was not entitled to funeral 
benefits. 

OPINION. 

Having carefully considered this case and taking into considera- 
tion the certificate of Dr. A. Fehrham accompanying the appeal papers, 
who certifies on oath that he made a thorough examination of the 
physical condition of Bro. D. Wandshneider on the 4th and 6th of De- 
cember, 1897, and found him suffering from a malignant tumor of the 
stomach, which ailment has been of more than a year’s standing prior 
to the examination, we are of the opinion that Bro. D. Wandshneider 
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was not a beneficiary member and consequently his widow not en- 
titled to funeral benefits allowed by the by-laws of the Lodge. There- 
fore appeal sustained and action of Lodge reversed.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 


Charges were regularly preferred against Bro. Cameron, in Septem- 
ber, 1897. A trial was subsequently had; the Brother found guilty upon 
all the charges and specifications; and the penalty fixed at suspension. 
Upon a vote being taken to fix the time of suspension at eleven months, 
the motion w'as adopted and the Noble Grand declared the motion car- 
ried, and the Brother was suspended for the time mentioned. 

Bro. Cameron has prayed an appeal, and has filed thirty-nine as- 
signments of error therefor, including the various proceedings had dur- 
ing the trial, etc. The record in this case is extremely voluminous, and 
has required a large amount of time and labor to properly examine and 
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consider the same. In order to fully understand the force of some of 
the many objections, it will be necessary to set forth the charges and 
specifications in detail. 

They are as follows: 


CHARGE ONE. 

Betraying trust imposed in him by various secret orders, in the 
handling of moneys intrusted to his keeping as treasurer of such organ- 
izations; the orders in question being known as I. 0. 0. F., the encamp- 
ment I. O. O. F., the I. O. M. A., the M. U. A , all of Mason City, 111. 

Specification 1. — In case of the encampment and subordinate, the 
I. O. 0. F., we charge him with allowing the payments of the B. & L. 
to go by default until fines had accumulated against said lodges, when 
the lodge accounts showed that there was sufficient funds in the treas- 
ury with which to meet the lawful expenses of said orders. 

Specification 2. — When deposed as treasurer of both the I. O. M. A. 
and the M. U. A. there was a shortage in his accounts that he was un- 
able to meet in a satisfactory manner, when each lodge should have a 
balance on hand to turn over to the incoming treasurer; the same is 
true of the encampment. 


CHARGE TWO. 

Criminal carelessness in imperiling the insurance policies of the 
entire membership of both the I. O. M. A. and M. U. A. 

Specification 1. — On account of non-payments of moneys which 
should have been in his possession, both of these orders were suspended, 
and under the laws of said orders, the policies of insurance were for- 
feited until lodges were restored to good standing. 

CHARGE THREE — Lying and Deception. 

Specification 1. — When confronted with the facts by different 
brethren of said organizations, he denied them and declared his ac- 
counts were all right, when he must have known they were not. In 
the case of the I. O. M. A. he declared he had sent money to pay dues, 
when the G. S. declared he had received nothing from him. He 
told one of the brethren he had sent a draft for the amount in question, 
when inquiry at the banks showed he had purchased no draft at all. 

Specification 2. — When the proper officer of the M. U. A. notified 
the lodge that they were suspended for non-payment of dues, Bro. 
Cameron declared that the money had been sent, and attempted to de- 
ceive the officer by means of an envelope bunglingly prepared and a 
self-evident fraud on its face, which the said officer returned to the 
lodge, calling attention to the attempted deception and scoring Bro. 
Cameron for the attempt. 
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CHARGE FOUR. 

Using moneys committed to his care, for other purposes than those 
intended by those who committed it to his care. 

Specifications — While treasurer of several organizations and hand- 
ling money from various sources, yet he kept no separate account for 
each lodge but checked it cut over his own signature as if the money 
were his own. And when called upon to produce funds that should 
have been available, he was unable to do so, but had to compromise by 
giving his note for his shortage. 

CHARGE FIVE — Obtaining Money Under False Pretense. 

Specifications — He obtained a sum of money from Mrs. Martha 
Suman, declaring to her that he could place it to better advantage and 
at a higher rate of interest than she was getting at the bank where it 
was deposited; he -brought her a note signed by a party who knew noth- 
ing of the transaction and gave himself as security. Mrs. Suman held 
the note for some years and knew nothing about the nature of the case 
until she began to make inquiry for her payments. Bro. Cameron then 
took up the note and gave his personal note for the balance, which the 
old lady still holds, and has been suffering for the necessaries of life 
on account of having no funds at baud, and being unable to obtain the 
money from Cameron as she needed it. 

At the meeting of October 7, 1897, Bro. Cameron was called upon to 
plead to the charges and specifications. It appears from the record, that 
the charges were first read, Bro. Cameron being present in person and 
by Bro. Robert Walker, his attorney. Before pleading, Bro. Walker 
arose to make a motion to quash the proceedings, on account of irregu- 
larity. A point of order was made, that Bro. Cameron must first plead 
guilty or not guilty to the charges. Until such plea was made, he had 
no right to appear by attorney. The Noble Grand sustained the point 
of order. An appeal was taken to the lodge, and the lodge sustained 
the Noble Grand. Bro. Cameron at that time, before pleading to the 
charges, asked leave to present some exceptions to the charges and 
specifications. This was also ruled cut of order, on the ground that 
the case was not yet on trial and that exceptions were not in order until 
after he had pleaded. Bro. Cameron again appealed from the decision 
of the Noble Grand, but the appeal was not sustained. Bro. Cameron 
excepted to the decision. Bro. Cameron having presented his excep- 
tions to the ruling of the Noble Grand now, as well as at the time of 
the trial, insists that many of the charges are vague, indefinite, and un- 
certain, and that various of the specifications include more than one 
alleged offense. 

The Noble Grand and the lodge were in error when they decided 
that Bro. Cameron could not appear by attorney until after plea had 
been entertained. A Brother may appear at any stage of the proceed-

ings, either in person of by attorney, and may plead by attorney if he 
so desires. The Noble Grand and lodge were also in error when they 
refused to hear Bro. Walker as attorney for Bro. Cameron present his 
exceptions to the charges and specifications. Objections to form of 
charges (as informal, vague, etc.) must be made before pleading, and 
cannot be made afterwards. See Sec. 1875, 111. Code (1896). Objections 
to charges and specifications should always be considered by the Noble 
Grand and lodge; and if they are insufficient, they may be dismissed, 
or amended, oeforc the Brother pleads, or the evidence is taken. 

Passing now to a consideration of the various charges and specifi- 
cations, it will be noticed that, specification 1 under charge 1 al- 
leges that he had allowed the payments of the “B. & L. to go by default 
until fines had accumulated against said lodges,” etc. This specifica- 
tion fails to allege the name of the lodge or encampment; does not 
give the name of the “B. & L.”; fails to state wherein. Bro. Cameron was 
more guilty than other members of the lodge, or to show that it was his 
duty to pay it. No time or place are given. If he was the treasurer, as 
one might presume from the specifications, as the evidence shows he 
was, still, the specification does not allege that any order was ever 
drawn for payment of the amounts. Furthermore it does not appear to 
this committee that a failure to pay, is an offense against the laws of 
the state or of the principles of the order. This specification is en- 
tirely too indefinite and uncertain. If any offense was alleged, there 
were two separate and distinct offenses charged, and there should have 
been two separate and distinct specifications — one for each offense. De- 
fendant’s exceptions should have been sustained, and the specification 
dismissed. 

Much the same criticism might he made to specification two. This 
specification assumes that the accused was deposed as treasurer of both 
the I. O. M. A. and the M. U. A. There is no direct charge that he 
was removed as treasurer from either of the bodies. The names of the 
lodges are not set forth. The time of supposed deposition from office 
is not stated. This specification also attempts to allege a third offense, 
in the words, “the same is true of the encampment.” What encamp- 
ment? Where or when the offense occurred, is not stated. Further 
criticism might be made of this specification, but what we have said 
is probably sufficient to show that it does not comply with the law of 
our order, and that exceptions to it should have been sustained before 
plea was entered. 

Specification 1 under charge 2 is too indefinite and uncertain. It does 
not charge an offense against the laws, of the State or the principles of 
our order. No time or place are specified. If this charge and specifi- 
cation had even set forth in detail all that is sought to be proven, and 
that the evidence introduced in this ease shows, nevertheless, grave 
doubts would exist as to the legality or advisability of attempting to try 
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the Brother for an alleged neglect of duty as an officer in a sister or- 
ganization. The charge is the imperiling of the insurance policies “of 
the entire membership of both f? 0. M. A. and M. U. A.” The evidence 
related only to one lodge in each order. Two separate offenses are 
sought to be alleged in one specification; this is not in accordance with 
our laws. 

Specification 1 under charge 3 sets forth, “when confronted with 
the facts by different brethren of said organizations.” This assumes 
that he had been confronted with certain facts. ' What the facts were 
with which he was confronted, is left to the imagination of the discov- 
erer. The time when so confronted is not stated, nor are the names of 
the organizations, or the brethren who so confronted him, set forth. 
Specification 2 is open to much the same objection. These supposed 
offenses all occurred within other organizations. If the Brother com- 
mitted an offense, he was doubtless amenable to the laws of such or- 
ganizations. It is, in our opinion, scarcely consistent with the laws of 
our order or the duty we owe to each other or to the lodge, to investi- 
gate the laws of sister organizations for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether an officer therein has complied with his duties or has violated 
its laws. 

Charges 2 and 3 and the specifications thereunder are too indefinite 
and uncertain — are entirely insufficient — and should, in our opinion, 
have been dismissed. 

The specification under charge 4 is subject to nearly all the fore- 
going criticism of the preceding specifications under charges 1, 2 and 3. 
It states, “while treasurer of several organizations and handling money 
from various sources, yet he kept no separate account for each lodge, 
hut checked it cut over his own signature as if the money were his 
own.” What organizations were referred to, and when and where was 
the offense committed? It does not seem to this Committee that this 
specification states an offense for which the Brother could be called 
upon to stand trial. This specification is so indefinite and uncertain in 
every particular that it should have been dismissed on motion before 
plea was entered. It is true that this specification states that when 
called upon to produce funds that should have been available, he was 
unable to do so, but had to compromise by giving his note for his 
shortage. We are not informed whose funds they were, or when or 
where he could not produce them. With whom did he compromise, and 
who was compelled to take his note? So far as the specification is con- 
cerned it might all have taken place long before he was a member of 
Mason City Lodge. The Brother had a right under our laws to have 
the offense with which he was charged, specifically set forth. 

It is no answer to say that the Brother knew just what offenses 
were intended to he set forth, and that the evidence taken, related to 
the facts as understood by the Committee when it prepared the charges. 
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If the Brother had been allowed his legal right before being called 
upon to plead, a large part of the evidence would probably never have 
been taken. 

Defendant Cameron makes the objection, that the specification un- 
der the fifth charge fails to state facts that make out a case of obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses; that it fails to allege that by reason 
of false representations, Mrs. Suman was induced to part with her 
money. We have given much thought and careful attention to this 
specification. The allegation is that “he obtained a sum of money from 
Mrs. Martha Suman, declaring to her that he could place it to better 
advantage and at a higher rate of interest than she was getting at 
the bank where it was deposited.” So far as this specification goes, this 
is the only allegation therein that refers to the representations made 
by the defendant to Mrs. Suman. It is not even alleged that these 
representations were false; and the prosecution in its evidence (that of 
Mrs. Suman) shows that the statement as to the interest was true, and 
that the money was loaned at a higher rate of interest for some eight 
years or more. These allegations are not sufficient, in our judgment, to 
make out a case of false pretense. The specification then alleges that 
“he brought her a note signed by a party who knew nothing of the 
transaction. If the party “signed” the note, and it was delivered to 
her, what possible difference could it make as to the amount of knowl- 
edge he had of the transaction? Who the party was who signed the 
note is not stated. The evidence introduced in this case in reference 
to the matter on behalf of the prosecution, was, that while a note pur- 
porting to be signed by a Mr. Peters w r as delivered to Mrs. Suman, yet, 
that he (Peters) never did in fact sign the note, and if such note was 
ever given, Peters’ name was forged thereon. The note last referred to 
was subsequently taken up by the defendant with the consent of Mrs. 
Suman. and Cameron’s note substituted for the unpaid balance. This 
tiansaction amounted to the payment of the original note. The evi- 
dence of the defendant tends to show that no note signed by Peters was 
ever delivered to Mrs. Suman and that the first note given her was the 
individual note of the defendant. In our opinion, unless other and 
further facts are set forth, this charge and specification can not be 
sustained. 

When charges and specifications are based on allegations that a 
crime has been committed or the principles of the order have been vio- 
lated by the accused, sufficient facts should be set forth to show that 
the allegations, if proved to be true, should establish the fact that the 
accused has committed a crime or has violated the principles of the 
order. Charges and specifications must not be vague — but must be 
definite and certain. Sec. 1873, 111. Code (1896). If vague or indefinite, 
or when the facts alleged do not constitute an offense the lodge should 
dismiss them at once. Secs. 1875 and 1876, 111. Code. 
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Each specification should be complete in itself, and not attempt to 
incorporate by inference statements contained in preceding charges and 
specifications, as was sought to be done in this case in specification 1 
under charge 3. There was also an appeal taken by certain members 
of the lodge, alleging as ground therefor, that the penalty of suspen- 
sion inflicted by the lodge, was not severe enough for the offenset 
charged, and on which the Brother was found guilty. For the reasons 
above indicated, we are of the opinion that the action of the lodge in 
finding the accused brother guilty on the various charges and specifi- 
cations, must be set aside and vacated. It is therefore ordered that 
the appeal taken by members of the lodge be dismissed, and that the 
appeal of Bro. Cameron be sustained, and that the action of the lodge 
be reversed, and that Bro. Cameron be at once restored to membership 
in the lodge.

Galatia Lodge No. 433 i Before Committee on Judiciary and 

vs. [• Appeals. 

H. Webb Pemberton. ) August Session, 1898. 

Opinion by Bro. Henry Phillips of No. 68. 

Upon the 30th of November, 1897, the following charges and specifi- 
cations were filed against Pro. H. W. Pemberton, a member of Galatia 
Lodge No. 433: 

CHARGE ONE. 

We charge Bro. H. W. Pelnberton with slandering Brother Odd 
Fellows. 

Specification 1. — That he did write and publish in the Galatia Jour- 
nal, of which he is the editor, in the edition of Oct. 15, 1897, an article 
implying that favoritism is shown in the testing of wheat at a mill 
unnamed and that wheat is not honestly tested and that the wording of 
the said article is such that it is generally understood to refer to the 
Galatia Roller Mill; that said article is false in letter and spirit and 
that it falsely accuses Bro. A. J. Webber, owner of said mill, and Bros. 
C. W. Pemberton and J. C. Mathes, who apply the tester to practically 
all wheat that comes to said mill. 

CHARGE TWO. 

We charge Bro. Pemberton with attempting to injure the business 
of Brother Odd Fellows. 
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Specification 2. — That he did publish as an editorial in the Galatia 
Journal of Sept. 3, 1897, an article which asserts that “We see wagon 
loads of people driving through Galatia nearly every day going to other 
towns to trade and transact business that Galatia should have.” “That 
the merchants don't want this business is evident for they don’t ask for 
it.” “Either be honest enough to say you can’t pay so much for 
produce and can’t sell goods as cheap or quit business.” “And when we 
see them forced to go to other towns for their best interests we feel 
sorry for Galatia.” “But we are always ready to get up on a stump and 
wave our old flopped hats and say, ‘Friends, go where you can buy 
goods cheapest and sell produce the highest, no matter who it hits or 
who it hurts.’ ” 

Specification 2. — That he has in various issues of the paper aforesaid 
published editorial articles having a tendency to injure the trade or 
business of members of this lodge who sell goods or buy produce, to-wit: 
Bros. Grant Limerick, T. L. Coffee, J. F. Ferguson, A. J. Webber and 
J. R. Webber. 

Specification 3.— That in an article in his paper of Oct. 15, 
he advised his readers to quit patronizing the Galatia Mill, said mill 
being owned and operated by A. J. Webber, a member of this lodge. 

Specification 4. — That in an editorial of Sept. 10 he asserts that 
“Buying property in Galatia now is like trading for an old hollow tree 
in a graveyard,” thereby attempting to depreciate the value of said 
property to the detriment of all brothers who own property in Galatia. 

Specification 5. — That he has in various issues of his paper advised 
his readers to not deposit money in banks, thereby attempting to injure 
the business of H. Webber and A. J. Webber, members of this lodge. 
Witnesses on behalf of the prosecution: J. C. Mathes, C. W. Pemberton, 
A. J. Webber, D. T. Upchruch, George Limerick, and copies of the 
Galatia Journal. 

The proceedings subsequent to the charges and specifications being 
filed seem to be irregular. The venue was changed to “Eldorado Lodge” 
and a trial was had and the Brother acquitted. 

Objection is made to the action of “Eldorado Lodge” in permitting 
certain questions to be asked and answered in said lodge previous to 
the trial, and no cross-examination allowed. In the view taken of the 
case by this Committee, its decision being founded upon the insuffi- 
ciency of the charges and specifications we shall not discuss such ir- 
regularity. 

When charges of calumny, contempt, etc., are made, specifications 
should explain definitely in what language, acts, etc., the calumny, 
etc., consists. Charges and specifications must not be vague but must 
be certain and definite. See Sec. 1873, 111. Code, 1896. 
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In the Judgment of this Committee there is not sufficient in said 
charges and specifications to demand a Brother to answer the same. 

A public newspaper must have the privilege of discussing the busi- 
ness of the community in which it circulates and if wrong and injury 
is done to any citizen, the Civil Courts would seem to be the proper 
forum in which to seek redress. 

It is the well settled doctrine of our order that it will not permit 
the lodge room to be used as a means of settling business disputes. 

These charges and specifications should have been dismissed at 
once. Sec. 1876, 111. Code, 1896. Had the verdict of the trial lodge been 
different from what it was in this case, the same must have been neces- 
sarily reversed, because of the failure to state a case sufficient to com- 
pel a Brother to answer the same. 

In view of the verdict herein we order the appeal in this case 
dismissed.

Mrs. Robert Haselwood \ Before Committee on Judiciary and 

vs. V Appeals. 

Gem City Lodge No. 357. \ August Session, 1898. 

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson of No. 440. 

Bro. Robert Haselwood, a member in good standing of Gem City 
Lodge, having died, a motion was subsequently made that the lodge 
pay the widow of the Brother $60, the full amount of the funeral ex- 
penses allowed by the by-laws of the lodge, and the motion was 
adopted. An appeal was taken to the Lodge Deputy from this action of 
the lodge, on the ground that the action was illegal, it being claimed 
that the lodge was not liable for the funeral expenses. 

It appears from the record that the Lodge Deputy decided that the 
lodge was not liable for the funeral expenses and from his decision this 
appeal was taken to this Committee. 

The evidence before us as taken on behalf of the claimant and the 
lodge shows that the Brother was a member of several orders and that 
he had requested that the Masonic Fraternity take charge of the fu- 
neral. 

Bodley Lodge of Masons did, at least take charge of the funeral and 
performed the services at the grave. The Worshipful Master of Bodley 
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Lodge refused to allow any of the members of Gem City Lodge to act 
as pall bearers unless they were also Masons, and wore the regalia of 
that order. 

Gem City Lodge took no part in arranging matters for conducting 
the funeral, or in any of the services; Gem City Lodge did attend the- 
funeral of the Brother in a body, wearing the regalia of the order, ex- 
cept that the officers did not wear the regalia of their respective offices. 

They marched in a body from the house to the place of interment,, 
but took uo part in the services at the grave or elsewhere. 

The deceased Brother was buried in a lot belonging to the Masons- 

It is the well settled law of our order that where the funeral cere- 
monies are conducted by some other order exclusively the liability of 
the lodge for funeral expenses does not attach. Sec. 1539, 111. Code 
(1896) Sec. 1538 of same. 

We are therefore of the opinion that the decision of the Lodge 
Deputy was in conformity with the law of our order and facts estab- 
lished by the evidence. 

It is therefore ordered that the appeal taken on behalf of Mrs. 
Haselwood be dismissed, and that the decision of the Lodge Deputy of 
Gem City Lodge be approved and confirmed.

C. E. Pope, . j Before Committee on Judiciary and’ 

vs. (. Appeals. 

Unity Rebekah Lodge No. 68 \ August Session, 1898. 

Opinion by R. W. S. Wheatley, P. G. R., of No. 232. 

It appears from the record that Brother C. E. Pope was a member 
of Unity Rebekah Lodge, and that in July, 1896, he applied for and re- 
ceived a withdrawal caid. Thirteen months later, in August, 1897, he 
made application for reinstatement. A committee was appointed and 
made a favorable report, a ballot was taken, when the Vice Grand was 
asked how she found the ballot. She replied unfavorble. The ballot box 
was passed to the Noble Grand, who said “it was a shame to black-ball 
Brother Pope,” whereupon Sister Pope, member of the lodge and wife 
of the applicant, moved that the ballot be taken over, whereupon the 
Deputy of the lodge and others objected. However, the Noble Grand 
ordered another ballot, there appearing but two black-balls in the 
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second ballot, and the Brother was by the Noble Grand declared elected 
to membership. From that time there seemed to have been some fric- 
tion in the Lodge. The matter was referred to the Grand Master and 
he appointed Brother John L. Barnum, P. G. M., Special Deputy to in- 
vestigate the matter. Brother Barnum, after due investigation, de- 
cided “that a brother holding an expired withdrawal card could not be 
reinstated but must petition for membership as an Ancient Odd Fellow. 
(Sec. 1659, Illinois Cede). He also declared the result of the ballot hav- 
ing been announced a second ballot could not be taken, except for 
mistake or fraud (Sec. 1731-1732, also Sub-constitution, Art. 2, Sec. 6) 
and that Brother Pope was not a legal member of Unity Lodge.” The 
Special deputy made the report to the Grand Master. The Grand Mas- 
ter confirmed the decision of Special Deputy Barnum, from which de- 
cision Brother Pope takes this appeal. 


OPINION. 


We have carefully considered this case and are of the opinion that 
the decision of Special Deputy Barnum is correct and is hereby ap- 
proved. The appeal is therefore dismissed and the action of the Special 
Deputy and the Grand Master is confirm^

Opinion by Bro. Alfred Orendorff of No. 465.

In this case Bro. Hecht was charged with drunkenness and also 
with assault on his wife with intent to murder, on the 29th of Septem- 
ber, 1892. On the trial it was claimed by Bro. Hecht that on the 19th 
of October, 1892, he was found by a jury, in the County Court of Coles 
County, to be insane and was committed to the Insane Hospital at 
Kankakee, where he was an inmate for about two years, and was after- 
wards discharged. 

Bro. Hecht offered on the trial, which took place after his discharge, 
a certified copy of the proceedings of said Court, under which he was 
found insane and said record was on objection of the prosecution ex- 
cluded from the consideration of the lodge. 

Your Committee are of the opinion, that in a case which turns upon 
the sanity of the accused at the time of the alleged offense, a record 
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which was offered to show that he was found insane within twenty 
days after the assault, should in connection with all the evidence have 
been admitted. 


We cannot say that had it been admitted, the finding of the lodge 
might not have been different. For this reason, the case is hereby re- 
manded with instructions to re-try said case- on the evidence already 
taken and to admit the said certified copy of the record of the County 
Court and to hear such further evidence as may be submitted by either 
side.

Joseph A. Landis \ Before Committee on Judiciary and

Remembrance Lodge No. 77. ) August Session, 1898, 

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, P. G. R., of No. 232. 

This is an appeal from the action of the lodge expelling Bro. Landis. 

May 3, 1898, charges were preferred against Bro. Landis. The ac- 
cused cited to appear and plead, etc. 

At the second regular meeting thereafter, May 17, the accused ap- 
peared and moved to dismiss the charges and specifications, which mo- 
tion was refused. The accused then plead “not guilty” to the several 
charges and specifications. 

The Noble Grand then appointed a commissioner to take evidence. 
The accused objected to the commissioner on the ground of prejudice. 

May 24 Ihe Noble Grand withdrew the appointment of the commis- 
sioner and appointed Bro. E. M. Prince, P. G., commissioner. 

Accused objected to the appointment being made at that time. 

At the next regular meeting, May 31, Commissioner Prince was 
duly obligated. June 7 the Noble Grand informed the lodge that the 
commissioner had reported all the evidence taken and notified all 
parties of the time and place he would hear objections to the evidence. 

The accused again moved to dismiss the case. Motion refused. 

The accused then gave notice of an application to the Grand Master 
for a change of venue. 

June 21 a communication from the Grand Master ordering a change 
of venue to Bloomington Lodge No. 400 was read to the lodge and by 
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the request of Bloomington Lodge No. 400 the Grand Master counter- 
manded the order cf change of venue to No. 400 and directed that the 
case be sent to Odd Fellows Lodge No. 783 at Normal. 111. 

On June 29 the Grand Master telegraphed the Secretary of No. 77 
to hold papers, etc., and at the regular meeting of the lodge July 5 
a communication from the Grand Master under date of June 28 was 
read to the lodge countermanding orders of change of venue and order- 
ing Remembrance Lodge to proceed with the trial of the case at the 
regular meeting of the lodge July 12. 

The Noble Grand reported to the lodge that he had met the com- 
mittee and accused and heard and passed on the objections to the evi- 
dence. Motion was made to proceed with the trial of the case. The ac- 
cused objected on the ground that the case had not been set down for 
trial and that he had received no notice that the case would be called 
for trial that night, hence was not ready and prepared to proceed with 
the trial at that time. 

The motion to proceed with the trial prevailed. The accused an- 
nounced that “he would retire from the case” and withdrew from the 
lodge room. 

The lodge then proceeded to hear the evidence and dispose of the 
case by expelling the accused. 


OPINION. 

We have carefully considered the record in this case and we are 
of the opinion that the appeal should be sustained. “A member may 
not be tried if on actual notice he refuses to stand trial or does not 
appear and remain in the lodge. In that case he may be dealt with for 
contempt but not on the merits of the case charged.” Sec. 1892, Code 
1896; Sec. 1894, Code 1896; Journal 1894, Case 45, Page 885. In this 
case we are of the opinion that a definite time should have been fixed 
for the hearing of the case and all parties notified of the time and place 
for trial. Especially should notice have been given the accused in this 
particular case, for the reason that a change of venue had been ordered 
from the Home Lodge and revoked by the Grand Master. 

The appeal is therefore sustained and the. action of the lodge in 
expelling the accused is set aside. The case is remanded back to the 
lodge with directions to fix a time and place for trial not less than two 
weeks from the date of fixing the time for trial, the accused to be duly 
notified of the time and place of the trial. The lodge will then proceed 
to hear the evidence and dispose of the case as the law directs. 
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The Grand Secretary is directed to return the evidence in the case 
to the lodge to be used on such trial.

Opinion by Bro. ,C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

Charges were preferred against Bro. James in his Lodge in August, 
1897. The charge was entering the saloon business: • the specification 
being that he entered “the saloon business on or about the 10th day 
of September, 1896, on the west side of the square, where he is occu- 
pied at present.” A plea of “not guilty” was entered, a Commissioner 
was appointed, evidence taken, and a trial had which resulted in his 
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acquittal on both charge and specification. An appeal was taken by 
four members of the Lodge, assigning as grounds therefor ‘‘that the 
decision of the Lodge * * * declared the brother innocent when 
all the evidence shows that he was guilty.” 

It appears from the record in this case that Bro. James had been 
employed as a bar-tender since May, 1894, and that he was so em- 
ployed until about the 11th day of September, 1896. Early in Septem- 
ber, 1896, the brother fitted up a saloon, obtained a license on the 7th 
day of September, and claims to have opened the saloon on the 12th day 
of September, 1896. 

The only question in this case is as to whether the brother 
violated Section 5 of Article XVI, Sovereign Grand Lodge Constitu- 
tion. Difference of opinion on the question having arisen in this 
committee, it was agreed that there should be formulated and sub- 
mitted to the Grand Sire a question covering the principle involved. 

Thereupon the following question was submitted to the Grand 
Sire through our Grand Secretary, viz: 

“Is it a violation of Section 5 of Article XVI, Sovereign Grand 
Lodge Constitution, for a brother to open and conduct a saloon, he 
being at the time a bar-tender, rightfully and legally employed?” 

To this question the Grand Sire made the following answer: 

“The provision of the Constitution referred to reads as follows: 
‘Section 8. No saloon-keeper, bar-tender, or professional gambler, shall 
be eligible to membership in this Order.’ This provision applies to 
those who may undertake to make application for membership in this 
Order after the adoption of the provision quoted, which was at the 
session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge held in Atlantic City in 1895, 
but does not' affect the rights of saloon-keepers, bar-tenders, or pro- 
fessional gamblers, who had prior to such adoption acquired member- 
ship in the Order. I hold that where a member of the Order was 
engaged in the business of a bar-tender at the time of the adoption 
of this provision of the Constitution, he could not be deprived of his 
membership on account of his occupation; and that a mere change of 
his condition from that of an employe in a saloon to that of an 
owner of a saloon does not change his occupation or trade. 1 further 
hold, as a necessary consequence, that the fact that one who was a 
saloon-keeper when such law was adopted, but who, through some 
conditions, has ceased to be an owner and keeper of a saloon, and be- 
come a hired employe of a saloon-keeper, — in other words a bar-tender, 
— has not changed his occupation, and has not violated the provisions 
of the section of the Constitution referred to. A blacksmith is still 
a blacksmith, whether he is a journeyman blacksmith, or one who 
works in his own shop; and so I hold that a man is a bar-tender, 
whether he tends the bar for himself, or works for another man for 
Swages.” 
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This decision (No. 81) of the Grand Sire was reported to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge at the 1898 session, and was by it referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary, which committee, by a bare mnjority, 
reported adversely thereto, and offered as a substitute for the decision of 
the Grand Sire above set forth the following resolution, viz: 

“ Resolved , That the decision of the Grand Sire be reversed, and 
the correct answer to the question be, that it is a violation of Section 
5, Article XVI, of the Constitution, for a brother to open and conduct 
a saloon, he being at the time a bar-tender rightfully and legally so 
employed.” 

See report No. 195, page 224, Daily Proceedings Sovereign Grand 
Lodge. 

This report and the resolution above set forth were subsequently 
adopted by the Sovereign Grand Lodge (page 247, Daily Proceedings 
Sovereign Grand Lodge). 

The evidence of Bro. James shows that he opened and conducted 
the saloon as charged; and the foregoing resolution must now be held 
by us to be the correct construction of the law as applied to the 
facts in the case. From the foregoing it necessarily follows that the 
finding of the Lodge was contrary to the law and the evidence in this 
case, and that the appeal should be sustained. 

It is therefore ordered that the actiou of Virden Lodge, No. 534, 
in fiuding Bro. James not guilty, be and the same is hereby reversed 
and vacated. And this case is hereby remanded to said Lodge with 
insi ructions to notify said defendant to appear for trial,— giving the 
brother not less than one week’s notice of the time and place of 
trial.— that the evidence taken in this. case be read to the Lodge, and 
a vote be then taken, and that Bro. James be found guilty upon the 
charge and specification; and that the Lodge then by vote fix the 
penalty of expulsion for the violation of the principles of our Order, 
as set forth in said charge and specification.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

This is an appeal taken by three members of Remembrance Lodge, 
from its action in allowing nine weeks’ sick benefits to Bro. R. E. 
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Strimple. The sick benefits were allowed the brother from February 
1st, 1896. It does not appear from the record that the brother’s 
sickness was actually reported to the Lodge until March 29th, 1898; 
and it is claimed by appellants that the Lodge had no right to allow 
benefits for more than one week prior to the time the sickness of the 
brother was reported to the Lodge; and that it was a violation of 
Section 2, Article IV, of the Lodge By-Laws, to allow benefits as was 
done from February 1st, 189S. From the record it would appear that 
the brother was sick all the time for which he was allowed benefits. 
Section 2 is as follows: 

“Any brother becoming sick shall send notice thereof, as soon as 
may be, to some member of the Visiting Committee, or to the Lodge. 
No brother shall be entitled to benefits whose case has not been 
reported to the Visiting Committee or to the Lodge, unless it shall 
appear that he used due diligence to report himself to them; and no 
benefits shall be allowed for more than one week’s sickness prior to 
such notice being sent to the Visiting Committee or to the Lodge.” 

It appears from the record in this case, that the brother endeav- 
ored to have his sickness reported to the Lodge. He requested his 
wife to see certain members and inform them of his condition, and 
request them to lay the matter before the Lodge; and that his wife 
did see Bro. O. Beebe, who was one of the officers of the Lodge, and 
report the brother’s condition. There appears to be some question as 
to whether the sickness was reported prior to March 29th. In any 
event, the date last mentioned is the first evidence in the Lodge records 
as to when the brother’s sickness was reported. If the members of 
the Lodge believed the statements made in the affidavits relative to 
the efforts made to notify the Lodge of the sickness, they might well 
conclude that the brother “used due diligence to report himself to 
them,” and they had the legal right to allow the benefits claimed by 
him. The Lodge has by its vote in effect decided that the brother 
did “use due diligence” iu endeavoring to report his condition to the 
Lodge. It was simply a question of fact, determinate by the Lodge 
with all the evidence before it. 

As it does not appear to us that the Lodge acted improperly, 
hastily, or in a spirit unworthy of our Order, in passing upon the 
facts before it, we ought not to reverse the judgment of the Lodge. 
(Section 1549, Illinois Code of 1896.) We therefore hold that the 
Lodge did not act illegally in allowing the benefits claimed by the 
brother, and see no reason to reverse its action. The appeal is dis- 
missed, and the action of the Lodge sustained.

Opinion - by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 


On August 28, 1896, Bro. Albert S. Miner, a member of Remem- 
brance Lodge, No. 77, was adjudged to be insane, and was committed 
to tlae Asylum at Kankakee, 111., from which he was discharged Octo- 
ber 19, 1897.- His confinement covered a period of 111 weeks. The 
weekly sick-benefit to which he was entitled was $3, making the 
total amount due the brother $333. 

At the meeting of the Lodge held February 8, 1898. the Trustees 
reported that Bro. Miner only asked benefits to the amount of $100 
and enough to pay his dues and assessments, amounting to about 
$17 additional. This amount the Lodge paid. 


From this action of the Lodge Bro. J. A. Landes and two other 
brothers took an appeal, assigning as grounds therefor the following: 

1st. The Lodge’s action in the matter was unlawful. 

2d. The Lodge’s action in the matter was unjust. 

3d. The Lodge’s action in the matter, if permitted to pass 
unchallenged, establishes a most dangerous and pernicious precedent. 


Subsequently Bro. Miner gave the Lodge the following receipt: 

“Whereas, Remembrance Lodge, No. 77, I.O.O.F., of Blooming- 
ton, 111., according to its By-Laws, was indebted to me in the sum of 
Three Hundred and Thirty-three Dollars ($333.00), being for benefits 
accrued and unpaid to me up to the 19th day of October, 1897; and 


“Whereas, Said Lodge has paid to me the sum of One Hundred 
Dollars in part payment of said benefits, and has also paid all dues 
and assessments of every kind for which 1 was in any manner liable 
to said Lodge up to said date: 

“JVbu\ therefore , of my own free will and for the benefit of said 
Lodge, I, Albert Miner, member of said Lodge, do hereby donate to 
said Lodge the sum of Two Hundred and Seventeen Dollars, being the 
remainder of said benefits so accrued, and do hereby forever release 
and discharge said Lodge from all liability and responsibility to me or 
to my heirs, or to any person or persons who might in any manner 
have any claim upon said benefits or to any part of the same. 

“Dated, Bloomington, 111., April 5, 1898. 

“Albert S. Miner/’ 


The first ground of appeal is without merit. The report made by 
the Trustees, that the brother 'claimed a sum-total of $117, which the 
Lodge paid, was no more than the Lodge should have done. There 
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appears to have been due the brother an amount not exceeding $333. 
If he had filed a claim for the full amount, it would have been the 
-duty of the Lodge to have paid it. The brother could donate all or a 
part of his benefits to the Lodge, and could not afterward make 
claim therefor. Section 1493 (Clause 9) Illinois Code 1896. 

As to the second ground of appeal, the appellants say: 

“Relative to the second ground of appeal, there was no justice in 
the Lodge taking advantage of Bro. Miner’s present mental condition 
to settle with him for a less amount of benefits than he was lawfully 
entitled to, and than he, when mentally well, and other brothers have 
been granted and accepted for their sickness.’’ 

It is evidently the intention of appellants, by this statement, to 
convey the impression to this committee that Bro. Miner was not 
fully restored to reason, although they do not state it as a fact. 

The answer to this is, that if the brother is restored to reason 
he had the indisputable right to execute the receipt, and donate the 
balance of the benefits to the Lodge. 

If he was still non-compos at the time the Lodge settled with 
him, and he executed the receipt or agreement above set forth, then, 
and in that event, the agreement would not be binding upon him; the 
Lodge would still be liable for the amount donated by him to it. 

If he was not restored to reason, the Lodge should not have paid 
him the $117. 

If he is still non-compos, the Lodge has no right to pay him the 
amount appellants claim there is still due the brother. We cannot 
assume that he was not restored to reason when he settled with the Lodge 
and executed the instrument. There is no evidence in the record on 
which we can base any such presumption. 

The third ground of appeal raises an ethical rather than a legal 
proposition. What we have said on the other points raised is, in our 
opinion, sufficient to dispose of the case; and no benefit can be derived 
by a discussion of the third proposition presented for our consideration. 

In our opinion, this appeal is without merit. 

The Lodge has not been injured. Bro. Miner appears to be 
satisfied. If he is not satisfied, it will be time enough to determine 
the question as to whether the Lodge took advantage of his mental 
-condition, should he present a claim for. the amount he appears to 
have donated to the Lodge. The appeal is dismissed.

Opinion by Bro. Henry Phillips, of No. 68. 


It appears from the record in this case that Bro. Dubose was 
charged — 

1st. That he preferred charges against Bro. George W v Connely 
which were false and malicious; namely, that Bro. George W. Connely, 
on the 20th day of August, 1896, engaged as a bar-tender, after being 
out of the business for the period of one year, working at his trade 
as a well-digger and teamster. 

2d. That on the 14th of September, 1897, he (Connely) admitted 
having been four days in a bar-room selling liquor to customers; all 
of which is false and malicious. 

3d. That on the 21st day of September, 1897, Bro. Dubose accused 
the members of his Lodge with falsehood and perjury, and refused to 
obey the Noble Grand when called to order, and left the Lodge-room 
without the permission of the Noble Grand. 

4th. That Bro. Dubose acknowledged that he was prejudiced 
against Bro. Connely. 

As to the first and second charges named, it appears by the 
evidence that Bro. Connely admitted that he did as he is therein 
charged, and therefore Bro. Dubose did not make a false charge 
against Bro. Connely, and we do not see how malice can be charged 
when the charge made is admitted to be true. Bro. Dubose was found 
guilty by his Lodge on the two charges Nos. 1 and 2. Our opinion is 
that upon these two charges 1 and 2 the Lodge was wrong; and were 
these the only charges against Bro. Dubose, the final action of the 
Lodge would necessarily be reversed. 

Upon the fourth charge above named, the evidence is very clear 
that Bro. Dubose did, in open Lodge, accuse the members of his Lodge 
with being liars and perjurers. We cannot understand how any 
brother can so far forget his manhood as to permit himself to use 
such language in his Lodge-room to those to whom he has pledged his 
brotherly love, and received from them in return their pledged kind- 
ness. The remaining charges we do not consider as demanding our 
attention, as there appears to be nothing in them. 

Upon the whole case, the Lodge found Bro. Dubose guilty, and 
expelled him from the Order. In our opinion, we feel that expulsion 
is not an excessive punishment for the conduct alleged in charge No. 
4, so far as the language used is concerned, and the appeal of Bro. 
Dubose is dismissed and the action of the Lodge in finding him 
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guilty, as to the said fourth charge, so far as the language used is 
concerned, and expelling him from the Order on account of the same, 
is confirmed.

August Schumann. \ November Session, 1898. 

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

Bro. Schumann, a member in good standing of Paul Lodge, made 
a claim for five weeks’ sick-benefits, which the Lodge refused to pay. 

The facts appear to be as follows: Bro. Schumann, while moving 
his household effects from Elgin to Chicago, claims to have fallen 
from a wagon and to have been severely bruised and injured, and was 
unable to pursue his usual vocation for the period for which the 
benefits were claimed. 

A physician was sent for, but was not at home; and no physician 
was called to see him. 

The brother’s injuries were reported to Paul Lodge by Souvenir 
Lodge, and in answer to the communication so sent, Paul Lodge 
informed Souvenir Lodge that, Bro. Schumann was in good standing, 
and that the benefits were five dollars per week, which Souvenir 
Lodge was authorized to pay; adding, however, the following: ‘‘Have 
him send physician’s certificate.” As no physician’s certificate could 
be furnished, Souvenir Lodge declined to pay the benefits. 

Three members of Souvenir Lodge made affidavit to the injury and 
to the time the brother was disabled. 

Paul Lodge refused to pay unless a certificate of a physician was 
furnished, claiming that, under Section 3 of Article IV of its By- 
Laws, they had the legal right to require the certificate, as a condition 
precedent to payment of benefits claimed. 

The by-law is as follows: “If a beneficiary member of this Lodge 
is sick away from home, the certificate of a practicing physician in 
good standing, and, if within reach of a Lodge, also a duly-authenti- 
cated certificate from such Lodge, giving date and nature of his 
sickness, and such other evidence as the Lodge may demand, shall 
entitle him to benefits.” 

After the Lodge refused to pay the benefits, the matter was taken 
before the Grand Master, and on April 1, 1896, he issued an order 
directing Paul Lodge to pay the benefits claimed at once; and from 
this order of the Grand Master an appeal was taken to this committee^ 
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We have given this case much thought and study, in our efforts- 
to determine the correct interpretation to be given to the law 
governing the questions involved, and have arrived at the conclusion 
that the by-law above quoted must be held to be the binding and 
controlling element when applied to the facts above set forth. 

Bro. Schumann must be presumed to have known that under this 
by-law the Lodge had a right to demand the certificate of a physician: 
he was in a community where a doctor’s services could have been pro- 
cured, without very much effort or the sending to a very great distance. 

We do not wish to be understood as saying that a case might not 
arise where it would be unreasonable and unjust to give a by-law, 
such as is above set forth, so strict a construction; but as applied to 
the facts set forth in the record, we are fully satisfied that the Lodge 
had the legal right to insist that the brother comply with the law, 
and that for a failure so to do, the Lodge might legally refuse pay- 
ment of the claim, without it was produced. 

It is therefore the judgment and order of this committee that the 
decision of the Grand Master be reversed, and that the action of the 
Lodge in refusing to pay the benefits be, and the same is hereby, 
approved. 

Appeal sustained. Action of the Lodge affirmed.

This is an appeal from the action of Remembrance Lodge, No. 77, 
expelling Bro. Landes, a member of said Lodge. 


The charges and specifications are as follows: 


Charge I. We charge Bro. Joseph A. Landes of this Lodge with 
addressing a newly-initiated member with vulgar language in ridiculing 
the Lodge. 


Specification 1. That Bro. Joseph A. Landes did, on the evening 
of September 21st, 1897, in the ante-room of Remembrance Lodge, No. 
77, I.O.O.F., between the hours of 7 and 10 o’clock p. m., make use 
of the following language addressed to Bro. L. F. Robuck, a member 
of this Lodge who had just taken his third degree. (Here follows the 
language, which is so obscene that it can not be properly reproduced 
and published in this opinion). 
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Charge 11. We charge Bro. Joseph A. Landes of this Lodge with 
contempt and conduct unbecoming an Odd-Fellow. 

Specification 1. That Bro. Joseph A. Landes did, on the evening 
of March 1st, 1898, in Remembrance Lodge-room, between the hours 
of 7 and 10 o’clock r. m., while the Lodge was in session, refuse to 
obey the mandates of the Noble Grand, by refusing to cease talking 
and take his seat when called to order by the Noble Grand and or- 
dered by him to take his seat, and defied the Noble Grand, saying, 
U I will take my seat when I get ready. Thereupon the Noble Grand 
instructed Bro. Thos. F. Rhea to seat Bro. Landes. Bro. Landes ad- 
dressed the Noble Grand as follows: “You had better not send any 
one here to seat me, for 1 will not sit down and will make it hot for 
any man who attempts to seat me.” 

Charge III. We charge Bro. Joseph A. Landes of this Lodge with 
using calumnious language against brothers of Remembrance Lodge, 
No. 77, I.O.O.F. 

Specification 1. That on the evening of March 1st, 1898, in Re- 
membrance Lodge-room, between the hours of 8 and 11 o’clock p. m., 
Bro. Joseph A. Landes did use the following language, addressing Bro. 
T. F. Rhea: “You are dishonest, the Trustees of this Lodge are dis- 
honest, and two-thirds of the members of this Lodge are dishonest 
and rascals.” 

Charge 1Y. We charge Bro. Joseph A. Landes of this Lodge with in- 
subordination and contempt. 

Specification 1. That on the evening of April 19th, 1898, in Re- 
membrance Lodge-room, between the hours of 7 and 10 o’clock p. m., 
Bro. Joseph A. Landes rose to his feet and commenced* to use abusive 
language about a member of this Lodge. The Noble Grand called 
Bro. Landes to order, but was not heeded. The Noble Grand again 
called Bro. Landes to order and ordered him to take his seat. Bro. 
Landes refusing to comply, the Noble Grand asked him if he would 
take his seat. Bro. Landes replied, “No, I will not,” and continued 
to talk in defiance of the Noble Grand until he was escorted out of 
the Lodge-room by Bros. Hofmann and Robuck, by order of the Noble 
Grand. 

Charge Y. We charge Bro. Joseph A. Landes of this Lodge with 
contempt and disturbing the initiatory ceremony of this Lodge. 

Specification 1. That during the initiatory ceremony in Remem- 
brance Lodge-room on the evening of April 26th, 1898, between the 
hours of 7 and 10 o’clock p. m., Bro. Joseph A. Landes rose to his feet 
and commenced to use abusive language about a member of this Lodge. 
The Noble Grand called Bro. Landes to order and directed him to 
take his seat. This Bro. Landes refused to do, and continued to talk 
in the same strain until the Noble Grand informed him unless he took 
his seat he (the Noble Grand) would resort to other means to compel 
him to be seated. 
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At the second regular meeting following said charges, to-wit, on 
May 17, 1898, the accused appeared and moved to dismiss the charges 
and specifications, which motion was refused. The accused then plead 
“Not 'guilty” to the several charges and specifications. The Noble 
Grand then appointed a commissioner to take evidence. The accused 
objected to the commissioner on the ground of prejudice. 

May 24th, the Noble Grand withdrew the appointment of the com- 
missioner and appointed Bro. E. M. Prince, P. G., the commissioner. 

At the next regular meeting, May 31, Commissioner Prince was 
duly obligated. June 7, the Noble Grand informed the Lodge that 
the commissioner had reported all the evidenc'e taken, and notified all 
parties of time and place he would hear objections to the evidence. 

The accused again moved to dismiss the case. Motion refused. 

The accused then gave notice of an application to the Grand 
Master for a change. of venue. 

June 21, a communication from the Grand Master ordering a 
change of venue to Bloomington Lodge, No. 400, was read to the 
Lodge, and by the request of Bloomington Lodge, No. 400, the Grand 
Master countermanded the order of change of venue to 400, and 
directed that the case be sent to Odd-Fellows Lodge, No. 783, at 
Normal, 111. 

On June 29, the Grand Master telegraphed the Secretary of No. 77 
to hold papers, etc., and at the regular meeting of the Lodge July 5, 
a communication from the Grand Master under date of June 28 was 
read to the Lodge, countermanding orders of change of venue, and 
ordering Remembrance Lodge to proceed with the trial of the case at 
the regular meeting of the Lodge July 12. 

The Noble Grand reported to the Lodge that he met the com- 
mittee and the accused, and heard and passed on the objections to the 
evidence. Motion was made to proceed with the trial of the case. 
The accused objected, on the ground that the case had not been set 
down for trial and that he had received no notice that the case would 
be called for trial that night, hence was not ready and prepared to 
proceed with the trial at that time. 

The motion to proceed with the trial prevailed. The accused, 
announced that “he would retire from the case,” and withdrew from 
the Lodge-room. 

The Lodge then proceeded to hear the evidence and dispose of the 
case by expelling the accused. From this action of the Lodge Bro* 
Landes appealed to the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, and 
at the .August session of said committee the following opinion was 
rendered: 

“We have carefully considered the record in this case, and we are 
of the opinion that the appeal should be sustained. A member may 
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not be tried if, on actual notice, he refuses to stand trial or does not 
appear and remain in the Lodge. In that case he may be dealt with 
for contempt, but not on the merits of the case charged. Section 
1892, Code 1896; Section 1894, Code 1896; Journal 1894, Case 45, page 
885. In this case we are of the opinion that a definite time should 
have been fixed for the hearing of the case, and all parties notified of 
the time and place for trial. Especially should notice have been given 
the accused in this particular case, for the reason that a change of 
venue had been ordered from the home Lodge and revoked by the 
Grand Master. 

“The appeal is therefore sustained and the action of the Lodge 
in expelling the accused is set aside. The case is remanded back to 
the Lodge with directions to fix a time and place for trial, not less 
than two weeks from the date of fixing the time for trial, the accused 
to be duly notified of the time and place of the trial. The Lodge 
will then proceed to hear the evidence and dispose of the case as the 
law directs. 

“The Grand Secretary is directed to return the evidence in the 
case to the Lodge to be used on such trial.” 

OPINION. 

In pursuance of the above opinion, Remembrance Lodge retried 
the accused. He made the same defense as before, and claimed that 
he was justified in doing all that was proved against him in order to 
secure charges to be filed against him, and thus have an opportunity 
to show that his actions were justified by the misconduct of officers 
and members of the Lodge. 

The committee does not believe that the conduct of the brother 
can in any way be justified by the alleged misconduct of other members 
of the Lodge. The remedy in case of violations of the laws of the 
Order is by charges followed by proof, and that when this is done a 
brother’s duty is fully performed. 

The testimony and admissions in this case show that the accused 
is guilty, and the fact, if it is a fact, that other members have been 
and are subject to charges is no defense in this case; and in this view 
of the matter, the refusal to admit testimony of such a character 
could not have affected the result. • 

The appeal herein is therefore dismissed, and the action of 
Remembrance Lodge, No. 77, I.O.O.F., in expelling Bro. Joseph A* 
Landes is sustained.

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GRAND REPRESENTATIVES’ REPORT. 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge of Illinois , 1. O. 0. F.: 

Brethren — The Sovereign Grand Lodge met in its seventy-fourth 
annual session at Boston, September 19-24, 1898. 

The officials and citizens of the State of Massachusetts and of the 
City of Boston made us welcome by the extension of every courtesy.

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From the report of Grand Sire Carleton we quote his statement 
as to the 

General Condition of the Order. 

While the membership of the Order has not increased during the 
period covered by this report to the extent that was desired, yet there 
is much to encourage us, for the country where the great bulk of our 
membership is to be found has not entirely recovered from the finan- 
cial and business depression of the last few years, which accounts, to 
a large extent, for our increase not being larger than it is. The mem- 
bership of the Subordinate Lodges shows a very substantial increase, 
as does also that of the Degree of Rebekah, while the Encampment 
branch, notwithstanding the remedial legislation of the last two ses- 
sions of your body, shows a small decrease. 

The condition of our Order in Europe and other lands not on the 
continent of North America is good, and will be more fully discussed 
under the head of International affairs. 

The following shows, in a condensed shape, the statistics and con-* 
ditions as to membership, revenues and expenditures of the various 
branches of the Order, save of the Patriarch’s Militant, of which I 
have not the figures, on the dates indicated, and was prepared from 
the last annual reports made to Grand Secretary Grant:

Decisions of Grand Sire Carleton as Amended and 
Approved. 

SUBORDINATE LODGE DECISIONS. 

1. Question .— What is the status of Lodge property on the disso- 
lution of the Lodge? Does it belong to the Grand Lodge? If so, in 
what way could the Lodge possess itself of the real estate in case of 
opposition on the part of any member of the defunct Lodge or other- 
wise? Is there anything to prevent a Lodge, while in existence, sell- 
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ing its real estate if it chooses so to do? Must it have authority from 
the Grand Lodge under which it works? Answer .— On the dissolution 
of a Subordinate Lodge, its property becomes at once the property of 
the Grand Lodge of the jurisdiction, and the Grand Lodge, if such 
Subordinate Lodge owned real estate, could proceed to take possession 
of it as a private individual could; if, however, any member of such 
defunct Lodge was in actual possession of it, a suit to recover it would 
become necessary. It is usual for Lodges, both Subordinate and Grand, 
to be incorporated under the civil laws of their several states, and 
such Grand Lodge should sue in the corporate name. Not being famil- 
iar with the laws and procedure of the civil courts of Vermont, can 
not further advise you as to the method of procedure, but any good 
lawyer of your state could point out the remedy of the Grand Lodge. 
Subordinate Lodges, while in existence, have the right to dispose of 
any real estate they may own without asking or obtaining permission 
of the Grand Lodge to do so. 

2. Question.— On what terms can one who in 1866 was initiated 
and received the first and second degrees, be received now into mem- 
bership? Answer— It an Ancient Odd Fellow, by depositing his card, 
or making other satisfactory proof of his former connection with the 
Order, and by paying the sum fixed by the by-laws of the Lodge for 
the admission of an Ancient Odd Fellow, and by being admitted by a 
ball ballot as prescribed for an Initiate. 

3. Question . — Does the official receipt entitle a brother to admit- 
tance into a Lodge within his own jurisdiction without the semi- 
annual pass-word, or is it necessary for a brother holding an official 
receipt to have a semi-annual pass-word in order to be entitled to ad- 
mission? Answer . — A brother seeking admission into a Lodge within 
his own jurisdiction, must give the semi-annual pass-word given out 
by the Grand Master of the jurisdiction; or, if he produces an official cer- 
tificate or receipt, the A. T. P. W. No brother can be admitted to a Lodge, 
whether or not he has a visiting card or an official certificate, unless 
he has one or the other of these words. Only his own Lodge can admit 
him without one or the other word; and no Lodge except his own 
should so admit him. 

4. Question . — Has a jurisdiction that licenses one insurance com- 
pany, formed from members in its own state, any right to say that a 
company from another state shall not do business in that state? An- 
swer.— It has not, provided always that the company so refused has 
complied with the laws of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and obtained 
authority from its officers to do business. 

5. Question . — Can a jurisdiction make any discrimination as to the 
companies it will license, provided it license any, and the company 
produce a license from the Sovereign Grand Lodge? In other words, 
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has the subordinate grand jurisdiction any discretion as to the com- 
panies it will license, provided the company has the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge license? Answer. — It has not. 

[Questions 4 and 5 were approved with the following qualification 
and modification: If the ‘’insurance company formed from members 
in its own state,” referred to in said decisions, belonged to the class 
of “voluntary associations or small corporations” and “confining their 
operations to towns, cities, or jurisdictions in which they are located 
and not seeking to do general insurance business,” then and in that 
case the Grand Lodge of such jurisdiction is not required to grant a 
license or permit to a company from another state or jurisdiction. 
See Digest of 1895 , Sec. 591; also, Yol. 18 , Journal of 1895 , pages 
14,435 to 14,438, and 14,470, 14,571.] 

6. Question . — If a brother steps up to the Secretary to pay his dues 
and assessments and says nothing about a receipt, has the Secretary a 
right to give him any other than the official certificate? Answer. — He 
has not; if any acknowledgement is given in writing or on any printed 
form, it must be given on the form of the official certificate. 

7. Question . — If a lodge agrees to transact business between the 
Lodge and its members, relative to their dues and assessments, without 
the use of the official certificate, and the brother does not care for a 
receipt, has the Lodge a right to evade the law by so doing? Answer.— 
When a member pays any money to his Lodge for dues or assessments 
and does not desire any written acknowledgment for such payment, 
he need not be given such acknowledgment: but if he does ask for 
such an acknowledgment, the financial secretary must issue to him an 
official certificate, showing the amount he has paid. When such 
evidence is demanded, no other form can be used than what is know n 
as the official certificate. The third resolution of the report of the 
Committee on Legislation, as amended and adopted by the {Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, shows plainly what the laws on the subject are, said 
resolution reading as follows: “That hereafter the official receipt 
(certificate) shall be designated as the ‘official certificate,’ and shall 
be issued in all cases where members pay dues and assessments to 
Subordinate Bodies, and shall request a receipt , and that such change be 
made in the form and matter as to make it plain and distinct, with 
ample space for necessary signatures, and a line for the location of 
the body issuing it, and the date.” 

8. Question . — Is a member who is one month, or even one day, in 
arrears for dues or assessments, in good standing, so as to be entitled 
to Sick Benefits? Answer . — No: but the length of time and the amount 
of dues to constitute a brother in arrears is a matter of local legis- 
lation. 

9. ' Question . — A vacancy having occurred in the office of Degree 
Master of a Degree Lodge during the term, is the Deputy Degree 
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Master eligible to till the vacancy? Both Degree Master and Deputy 
Degree Master are installed into office with the same ceremony as the 
Noble Grand and Vice Grand of a Subordinate Lodge. Answer — \ f the 
Deputy Degree Master would have been eligible to fill the position of 
Degree Master, had he not been Deputy Degree Master, the fact that 
he was already Deputy Degree Master would not have disqualified 
him from being elected to till such office, the vacancy occurring during 
the term. 

10. Question .— The question you propounded is in regard to the 
apparent conliict between the Constitution for Subordinate Lodges of 
your jurisdiction (Lower Provinces) and the by-laws of a Subordinate 
Lodge of such jurisdiction, the Constitution providing that applica- 
tions for membership shall be referred to a committee of three, “who 
shall report upon the application upon the next succeeding regular 
meeting (unless unavoidable circumstances prevent), when the candi- 
date shall be balloted for with ball ballots,*’ etc. The by-laws of the 
Subordinate Lodge, which have been legally approved, provide, “When 
the report shall have been submitted to the Lodge, action shall be 
deferred until the next regular session, or from time to time, until 
any doubt as to the fitness of the candidate may be determined.” 
Answer .— In my judgment, there is no conflict between the Constitu- 
tion and the by-laws quoted; in many instances the word may is 
construed to mean shall, owing to the nature of the context, and in 
the same manner where the word shall is used it may not always be 
mandatory, but the remainder of the sentence may be looked to to 
interpret the true meaning. In my judgment, therefore, the lan- 
guage of the Constitution does not mean to inhibit a Lodge from 
postponing action on a report of an investigating committee on an 
application for membership, for the language used by it i rv brackets, 
showing that it being (unless unforeseen circumstances prevent), and 
of course such unforeseen circumstances must be judged of by the 
Lodge itself; and certainly a Lodge would have the inherent right, as 
shown by the law as quoted in White's Digest, Art. 649, to postpone 
consideration of any committee report where they may deem it advis- 
able or proper. The Lodge having then the right, even under the 
language of the Constitution, to postpone action on the report of a 
committee on application for “unavoidable circumstances,* 7 of which 
it is the sole judge, it can provide in its by-laws, that all committee 
reports on applications shall not be considered until another session, 
and if these by-laws, as in this case, are approved by the Grand 
Lodge or its authority, it amounts to an interpretation of the mean- 
ing of the apparent mandatory language of the Constitution. I there- 
fore decide that there is no conflict between the constitutional pro- 
vision quoted and the article of the by-laws. 

11. Question. — Is it optional, or obligatory, with a Lodge to indicate 
in a withdrawal card the rank of the member withdrawing? Answer. 
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— It is imperative with a Lodge granting a withdrawal card to state 
in it the highest rank the brother has attained in the Lodge; espec- 
ially is this the case when such a brother demands such statement. 
The law as contained in Sec. 157, White’s Digest, clearly settles this 
question. 

13. Question.— Have the Past Grands of any prescribed territory 
the right to organize themselves into an Association, taking the name, 

or any similar one, of a “Past Grands’ Association of ?” Answer . — 

The question is one of considerable doubt, as there seems to be a dis- 
crepancy between the law as written and strictly construed, and the 
usage and practice; although I think the discrepancy is more apparent 
than real. The law prohibits conventions of members of the Order to 
influence legislation, as well as the organization of any body not 
authorized by the law of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, which shall re- 
quire, as a requisite for membership, good standing in the Order. The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, however, has rather encouraged the formation 
of Odd Fellows Organizations for social purposes, as witness the Past 
Grand Representatives’ Union, composed of those who have been Rep- 
resentatives to the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and of which organization 
the Junior Past Grand Sire is always the President; also, the organi- 
zation of Associations of Past Grand Masters, which exist in many 
Jurisdictions, one such being, I understand, in Ohio. These social 
organizations already being in existence, I can see no very good reason, 
nor, indeed, do I find any positive enactment, prohibiting Past Grands 
within any designated territory from forming themselves into asocial 
organization, provided they do not attempt to usurp any legislative 
functions which must belong to< recognized bodies of the Order. I 
therefore come to the conclusion that it is permissible for Past Grands 
of any prescribed territory to form a Past Grands’ Association, unless 
such is positively forbidden expressly by the Subordinate Grand Juris- 
diction: and certainly they should be allowed to do so, with the con- 
sent of such jurisdiction. 

14. Question . — Does continuous good standing as applied to quali- 
fications for a Veteran Jewel demand that a brother to be entitled 
to* a Veteran Jewel shall not be at any time during the twenty-five 
years’ period, in arrears for dues to his Subordinate Lodge; or if a 
member failed once only during the twenty-five years to pay his dues 
as required by the by-laws of his Lodge, and thereby became in bad 
standing, and not entitled to benefits for any sickness, would this fact 
disqualify him from receiving the Veteran Jewel? Answer . — It is my 
opinion that a fair and reasonable construction of the law relating to 
the Veteran Jewels is, that when a member of the Order has been 
continuously a member of a Subordinate Lodge and carried on its 
rolls, not having been suspended for any cause, that the fact that he 
may have been one or more years in arrears for his dues, thereby 
being temporarily deprived of the right to draw benefits during sick- 
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ness, does not deprive him of the right to receive and wear the Vet- 
eran Jewel. If he has been a member of a Subordinate Lodge, or 
Lodges, for twenty-five years without having been suspended, he has 
a right to the Jewel. It is further my decision, that where a brother 
has taken a withdrawal card from his Lodge, and has within twelve 
months thereafter deposited the same, and has been admitted to mem- 
bership in another Subordinate Lodge, that the fact of such inter- 
mission in his active membership in a Lodge does not break his con- 
tinuous membership in the Order so as to preclude him from claiming 
the Veteran Jewel. If, however, he permits more than twelve months 
to elapse from the date of taking his withdrawal card and depositing 
it in another Lodge, he then becomes an Ancient Odd Fellow, and 
breaks his continuous membership, and is not entitled to wear the 
Jewel. Of course, if after his second admission to a Lodge a period 
of twenty-five years of continuous membership intervenes, he is entitled 
to the Jewel. 

15. Question— Can a Lodge legally grant relief from its general 
fund to the widow of a member who died in bad standing, resulting 
from non-payment of dues? Answer. — Yes. when not prohibited by the 
State Grand Body. 

16. Question.— Can a Lodge legally grant relief from its general 
fund to persons in distress outside of the Order? Answer. — It can not. 

17. Question. — The Secretary of a Lodge retains moneys paid in as 
dues and uses them for his own purposes. After the Lodge learns the 
facts, it takes a note from the defaulting officer in settlement for the 
money. Can the Lodge, after such settlement, punish the brother for 
retaining said moneys? Answer. — Yes. 

18. Question,— A brother sues the Lodge because of reduction in 
sick benefits; he loses his case. Has the Lodge the right to retain 
accruing benefits as a set-off for the cost in the case allowed the Lodge 
by the court? Answer. — As a general proposition, the Lodge has such 
a right, though this may not be the case in some jurisdictions, where 
the municipal law may otherwise provide. 

19. Question.— Under the uniform Constitution for Subordinate 
Lodges of Colorado, it is provided that where there is but one candi- 
date for an office “he may be declared elected by acclamation.” Is 
such provision in conflict with general law? Answer— It is not; the 
Grand Lodge of Colorado has a right to make such a provision in its 
Constitution for the government of Subordinate Lodges. 

20. Question. — Is it legal to ballot on the application of a candi- 
date for the first degree, the second degree, or the third degree, at a 
special meeting called for that purpose? Answer , — It is not, unless the 
Grand Lodge of the jurisdiction has provided for such special meet- 
ings. In the absence of such authority, it would not be proper to bal- 
lot for any degree at a special meeting. 
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21. Question. — Can a Subordinate Lodge bold memorial services, in 
accordance with proclamation of the Grand Sire, which proclamation 
designates the second Tuesday in June, or on such other day as may 
be practicable, on a Sunday? Answer. — While our laws forbid the hold- 
ing of Lodge meetings on Sunday for general or regular Lodge busi- 
ness, and such meetings are illegal, yet it is legal and proper for 
Subordinate Lodges to meet on Sunday to attend the funeral of a 
brother. I therefore think that the members of a Lodge, meeting to 
hold memorial services in honor of the worthy dead of the Order, 
and decorate their graves, is not only not illegal to be held on a Sun- 
day, but that, for many reasons, is the most appropriate time. Of 
course, each Lodge must be the judge of which day is practicable for 
it to hold such services. 

22. Question. — Can a Subordinate Lodge pass a resolution providing 
that if any of its members enlist in the present war between the 
United States and Spain, that their dues and assessments will be paid 
by the Lodge, out of the treasury, so that said members may be kept 
in good standing until their return home? Answer. — Under our laws, 
a Lodge cannot remit dues, nor can it draw money from its treasury 
to pay dues for any class of members, no matter how meritorious such 
members may be. Therefore, I decide the question asked in the nega- 
tive, with this qualification, however, that a Lodge may, out of the 
5 per cent, fund which it is authorized to set apart for any purpose 
it may see proper, pay the dues of any class of its members. 

23. Statement . — The Constitution of the Grand Lodge of South 
Carolina, Art. X, Sec. 1, reads as follows: “This Constitution shall 
not be altered, amended or annulled, unless a proposition to that 
effect be made in writing at a regular communication, and laid over 
until the next annual communication, and adopted by a majority of 
three-fourths of the members present.” At the annual communication 
of the Grand Lodge I. O. O. F. of South Carolina in 1896, a committee 
was appointed to revise the Constitution and By-Laws of the Grand 
Lodge, and to report to the next annual communication. The committee 
reported at the annual communication in 1897, and made various 
changes in our Constitution and By-Laws. Their report was adopted 
by the Grand Lodge. Question. — Is the adoption of the committee report 
legal, or should it have lain over till the next annual communication? 
Answer.— Its adoption at the time was illegal. It should have lain over 
for one year, or until the next annual communication of the Grand 
Lodge. See Sec. 428, White’s Digest, edition of 1895. 

25. Question.— Has a Grand Master the right to grant a dispensa- 
tion to one or more Lodges to solicit subscriptions from the members 
of the Order throughout its jurisdiction for the purpose of erecting a 
monument to a worthy member of the Order? Answer.— He has the 
right to give such permission, provided the Grand Lodge of the juris- 
diction has passed no law declaring that permission to solicit aid for 
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any purpose must be granted by the Grand Lodge only. That a Grand 
Lodge or a Grand Master, unless prohibited by such Grand Lodge, 
may grant permission to a Lodge to solicit aid even for an individual 
member, seems to have been decided by the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 
See Secs. 1558, 1559, Digest of 1895. 

20. Question .— When a Lodge elects a brother to membership, who 
makes application upon a Visiting Card, and certifies his election to the 
Lodge issuing the Visiting Card and asks for a Withdrawal Card, 
should not the Noble Grand and Secretary immediately issue a card 
without action by the Lodge, all fees and dues being paid, unless 
charges are preferred? By analogy, will not the law that requires a 
Dismissal Certificate to be issued without action of the Lodge govern 
in this case? Answer .— Were this an original question, that is, one 
that had never been actually passed upon by the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, I would hold that, under the fact stated, the Noble Grand and 
Secretary should issue the Withdrawal Card without any action of the 
Lodge directing them so to do. were it not for the fact that the decis- 
* ion of Grand Sire Busbee, made in 1891, holds, “It is necessary that 
the Lodge to which a brother applies for membership should notify 
the Lodge issuing the Visiting Card of his election; and thereupon 
the brother must apply for the necessary Withdrawal Card or Dismissal 
Certificate; but the Secretary of the Lodge may apply for such card 
or certificate, at the instance and by the authority of the brother/’ 
See White's Digest, Sec. 669, edition of 1895. This contemplates 
clearly that an application shall be made to the Lodge and not to an 
officer of the Lodge. The reason for compelling an application to be 
made to the Lodge probably was that it was thought possible that a 
‘brother, after obtaining a Visiting Card, might have been guilty of 
some improper conduct, and that the Lodge issuing such card should 
have the right to inquire into such matter before giving the With- 
drawal Card. I therefore hold that a Lodge must by its action grant 
the card, and that without such authorization the Noble Grand and 
Secretary can not issue it. 

27. Question .— What action should be taken if a Lodge, on ballot 
being taken, refuses to grant a Withdrawal Card when a brother has 
been elected to membership in another Lodge upon application with 
a Visiting Card? Answer . — If the Visiting Card was regularly and 
legally issued, and no charges had been filed against the brother dur- * 
ing the period between its issuance and the application for a With- 
drawal Card, if the Lodge -then refuses to issue it, it would be the 
duty of the Grand Master, if the facts were clear and undisputed, to 
direct the Lodge to issue such card. 

ENCAMPMENT DECISIONS. 

28. Question . — Whether the charters issued by the Grand Encamp- 
ment of Maritime Provinces are duplicates of original charters issued 
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by the Grand Lodge of the United States (now Sovereign Grand Lodge), 
or are original charters? Answer . — They are not duplicates. 

29. Question .— Whether the said charters so issued by the Grand 
Encampment, and which you have described are illegal? Answer .— They 
are not. 

30. Question.— In instituting a new Encampment, when there is no 
Past Chief Patriarch among the applications for charter, must the 
Encampment do without a representative until they have a P. C. P., 
or would it be proper to elect one of their number to be so designated, 
that he may be the representative of the D. D. G. P. for the Encamp- 
ment? Answer . — No Encampment has the right to elect a Patriarch 
as a representative to the Grand Encampment, except one who pos- 
sesses the proper qualifications as a Past Chief Patriarch, or Past High 
Priest in jurisdictions in which, by their local law, a Past High 
Priest is qualified. The representative must possess the qualifications 
resulting from an actual service in the qualifying office. The Order 
of Odd Fellows has never recognized the right of a Subordinate to 
create by resolution any one as a Past Officer. Such Past Officer ac- 
quires his right only by reason of services. See Sections 495, 496 and 
497, White’s Digest, edition of 1895. 

31. Question . — A member of the Encampment paid his dues for a year, 
and received an official receipt and the A. T. P. W. It now comes to the 
knowledge of the Encampment that he has been suspended by his 
Lodge for one year. He is in the far west, traveling, and can visit 
Encampments on his receipt, and the Encampment desires to know 
what they can do to prevent it. Answer .— I do not believe that there 
is any law which would authorize tlje Encampment to prevent the 
Patriarch visiting other Encampments under the circumstances men- 
tioned in the question, nor can I see why the Encampment should de- 
sire to do so. It would seem from the statement that the Patriarch 
has been punished for some fault or offense by the Subordinate Lodge, 
by being suspended for a definite time. This action of the Lodge does 
not sever the connection of the brother with the Order, as does ex- 
pulsion; and unless the Encampment tries him for the offense, what- 
ever it may be, certainly he is not barred of his rights in such En- 
campment and of his right to visit, under a duly and legally issued 
official certificate. 

32. Question . — If a brother is three months or more in arrears in his 
Subordinate Lodge, is he entitled to benefits in his Encampment, he 
being in good standing in the same? Answer . — He is so entitled, he 
not being suspended from his Lodge. He is still a member of his Sub- 
ordinate Lodge, and his status as to dues in his Lodge does not affect 
his status in his Encampment, in which, if his standing is good, he 
is entitled to benefits just as other members of such Encampment in 
good standing are entitled to them. 
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REBEKAH DECISIONS. 

33. Question.— Can a Rebekali Lodge instituted the last of April 
elect and install officers in June, or should they hold over? Answer . — 
Where a Rebekah Lodge is organized and instituted during the last 
half of a terra, say in April, the officers elected at the institution hold 
over during the June term, and the term for which they hold will be 
styled a special term. See Sections 1507, 1510, Digest of 1895. 

34. Question. — Can the Grand Lodge delegate the power to the 
President of the Rebekah Assembly to act, ad interim , on appeals from 
Rebekah Lodges, with a proviso, that any Lodge or individual feeling 
aggrieved by such decision “shall appeal to the Grand Master, whose 
decisions must be final, until reversed by the Grand Lodge,” or should 
the appeal be taken direct to the Grand Master for his decision? 
Answer. — The Grand Lodge, in my judgment, can so delegate its powers, 
and if it so delegates them, the appeal lies in the first place to the 
President of the Rebekah Assembly, with the right of ^appeal from 
her decision to the Grand Master. 

35. Question.— Can the Grand Lodge delegate to the President of 
the Assembly power to act, ad interim (without the approval of the 
Grand Master), and render decisions and answer all questions of law 
and usage arising in Rebekah Lodges, and to stand as law until re- 
viewed and passed upon by the Judiciary Committee at the succeed- 
ing Grand Lodge: or, should all questions of law and usage of Rebekah 
Lodges be submitted to the Grand Master for his decision? Answer . — 
It seems to me that the creating of Rebekah Assemblies, and formu- 
lating laws for them, clearly indicates that the design of the Sover- 
Grand Lodge was to allow them full power to govern Subordinate 
Rebekah Lodges, if the Grand Lodges of the several jurisdictions 
choose to clothe them with such power. I therefore answer by saying 
that the Grand Lodge can delegate such authority as you have named 
to the President of the Rebekah Assembly. See Sections 30 and 32, 
Rebekah Code. 

36. Question.— Can the Grand Lodge delegate to the President of 
the Rebekah Assembly the authority, ad interim, to approve By-Laws 
of Subordinate Rebekah Lodges? Answer.— It can. 

37. Question. — Can the President of the Rebekah Assembly, ad inte- 
rim, grant dispensations to Rebekah Lodges, without the approval of 
the Grand Master? Answer. — She can, provided such authority has 
been granted by the Grand Lodge of her jurisdiction. 

38. Question. — Has the Grand Lodge the power to grant* the Re- 
bekah Assembly the right to make a law that an appeal from Rebekah 
Lodges shall be made to the Rebekah Assembly? Answer.— 1 That a 
Grand Lodge may grant such a right; the law as found in White’s 
Digest, Art. 1,178, seems to have been repealed, by necessary impli- 
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cation, by the adoption of the Rebekah Code, adopted after the law 
as found in said article, and by the terms of such Rebekah Code. See 
Secs. 30 and 32 thereof. It seems to have been the intention to allow 
Grand Lodges to invest Rebekah Assemblies with a large amount of 
power to regulate the affairs of this branch of the Order. Sec. 32, 
providing that appeals from the “decision” or action of a Rebekah 
Assembly shall be made to the Grand Lodge of its jurisdiction, etc. 

39. Question. — Can an expelled member of a Rebekah Lodge be re- 
instated without the permission of the Grand Master, or, in other 
words, will permission of the President of the Assembly be sufficient? 
Answer. — Under the law, as found in White’s Digest, Art. 7 43, a Grand 
Lodge of a jurisdiction may confer the power on a Grand Master 
during the recess to grant a petition from a Subordinate Lodge to 
restore an expelled member to said Lodge. I therefore have to hold 
that, under the idea that Grand Lodges have the power to clothe Re- 
bekah Assemblies with larger powers for the government of the Sub- 
ordinate Rebekah Lodges, that if such general powers have been so 
conferred upon Rebekah Assemblies, that such Assemblies have the 
right to authorize and empower the President of such Assemblies to 
grant permission to restore expelled members of Subordinate Rebekah 
Lodges; but without such direct authority from the Assembly, no 
matter how -undoubted may be the power of the Assembly to act in 
such matters, the President cannot grant such authority, no more 
than a Grand Master could in the absence of authority of his Grand 
Lodge. 

40. Question. — Is there any rule of law to prevent a young Rebekah 
Lodge making up white robes for the team, as the sisters may elect 
to do, to be used in the work, pending the time the Lodge is able 
financially to buy something better? Answer. — There is not. Any 
Rebekah Lodge may, if it deem it proper, make up for themselves any 
regalia or robes, only such regalia must be as prescribed by the law. 

41. Question. — Does the marriage of a Rebekah sister to one not 
an Odd Fellow in any way affect her standing as a Rebekah member? 
Answer.— It does not. 

42. Question.— Should the Recording Secretary of Rebekah Lodges, 
or the Financial Secretary, sign the official certificate showing payment 
of dues? Answer.— When a Rebekah Lodge has a Financial Secretary, 
that officer should sign; if a Rebekah Lodge has .no Financial Secre- 
tary, then the Secretary should sign. 

43. Question.— If a Degree of Rebekah Lodge meets every week and 
wishes to meet only once every two weeks, will it be necessary for 
them to ask for a special dispensation? Answer. — Where the By-Laws 
of a Rebekah Lodge, duly approved by the competent authority, pro- 
vide for weekly ’’fneetings, the Lodge can legally change the number 
of meetings from weekly to twice a month, by changing the By-Laws; 
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and where there is no provision that the President of the Rebekah 
Assembly shall have authority to approve amendments to By-Laws, they 
can only be approved by action of the Assembly. The regular time of 
meeting can not be altered or permitted by issuing a special dispensa- 
tion, although a dispensation can be issued to such Lodge, and will be 
lawful, to hold a special meeting at a time not provided for in the 
By-Laws. 

44. Q uestion —Where the Grand Lodge of a jurisdiction authorizes 
the President of a Rebekah Assembly to appoint and commission 
Deputies for Rebekah Lodges, what should be the title of such Depu- 
ties? Answer . — The title of such officer is District Deputy President. 

45. Statement . — A woman joins a Rebekah Lodge; some months 
after she moves to another town in the same jurisdiction, where she 
makes application to a Rebekah Lodge located there for admission 
by initiation. She is duly elected before it is learned by the last- 
named Lodge that she held membership in another Lodge. She never 
applied for nor received a card from the Lodge she first joined. 

Question . — What is her status as a member? What law, if any, has 
she violated? What action or decree should the Grand Master make 
in this case? Answer.— She is still a member of the first Lodge she 
joined, never having legally become a member of the last-named 
Lodge. She is liable to have charges preferred against her in the first 
Lodge, and while she acted in possible ignorance of the law, of which 
the Lodge must be the judge on the trial, such ignorance, if proven, 
may be taken in mitigation of the offense, which is seeking to become 
a member of a Lodge by fraudulent misrepresentation. The Grand 
Master, after his attention has been called to the case, should direct 
the second Lodge to strike the name of the woman from the roll of 
membership and nptify the Lodge to which she really belongs to pre- 
fer charges against her. I think in this case, if the woman erred 
through ignorance, it might be well, if she is otherwise worthy, for 
the first Lodge to ignore her offense, and ask her to apply for a with- 
drawal card, so that she can deposit it in the Lodge where she now 
resides. This would get the matter straight, and perhaps save a 
worthy woman to the Order. This last, however, is a mere sugges- 
tion, not official. My answer to the query is the law, as I construe it. 

4tf. Question . — May a sister, a member of a Rebekah Lodge, prefer 
charges against a brother in his Subordinate Lodge, and would the 
Lodge have jurisdiction of the brother in the matter, and could it 
proceed to trial upon charges so preferred? Answer— In the case you 
cite, the sister of a Rebekah Lodge can prefer charges against a 
brother of a Subordinate Lodge, but, in the absence of local legislation 
upon the subject, should first present such charges in the usual form 
to the Rebekah Lodge to which she is a member. Such Rebekah Lodge 
shall forthwith forward to the Lodge of which the accused ts a mem- 
ber, a certified copy of the charges over the signature of the Noble 
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Grand and Secretary, and attested by the seal of the Lodge; and the 
Lodge to whom such charges are made shall proceed to hear and de- 
termine the same in like manner as if preferred by a member of its 
ownjbody. *See Sec. 1.624. White’s Digest, edition of 1895. I hold that 
this article 1,624, applies as well to members of Rebekah Lodges as to 
other members of the Order, although they are not specifically men- 
tioned in said article. 

47. Question . — The legal title of Rebekah Lodges having been fixed 
as “Rebekah Lodges” by legislation enacted in 1891, can such Lodges 
instituted previous to that date continue to use a seal with any other 
title, such as “Daughters of Rebekah” Degree, etc? Answer— Under 
the legislation referred to, the old designation of Rebekah Lodges was 
changed from Lodges of “Daughters of Rebekah” to “Rebekah 
Lodges,” consequently, the seals used by such Lodges should conform 
to their style as so fixed. Therefore, 1 hold that it is not proper to 
use a seal with a designation of the name on it as it was before the 
name was changed. The Grand Master should call attention of Re- 
bekah Lodges to this, and direct them to procure seals with the pro- 
per name and title. The use of a seal with the old name thereon, it 
seems to me, is improper, as it would be for a Lodge to use an old 
seal, after such Lodge has changed its name with assent of the Grand 
Lodge. 

48. Question .— As to the right of the President of an Assembly, to 
whom has been granted the right to appoint and commission District 
Deputy Presidents, to formulate and give out the term pass- word? 
Answer . — That where such authority is given by the Grand Lodge of 
a jurisdiction, the President of the Assembly has such right. See 
Sec. 36 of the Code of Laws for the Government of Lodges, to be 
found on page 349, White’s Digest, edition of 1895. 

49. Question .— Has any jurisdiction the right to confer the Assem- 
bly Degree upon Past Grands of Subordinate Lodges, who are not 
Past Noble Grands of Rebekah Lodges? Answer .— It has. 

50. Question . — Must E,ebekah Lodges go without representation in 
Assembly until they have a Past Noble Grand in good standing? 
Answer . — A Subordinate Grand Lodge has the right to authorize rep- 
resentation of Rebekah Lodges in the Rebekah Assembly by Past 
Grands of Subordinate Lodges who are members of Rebekah Lodges 
in good standing, as well as by Past Noble Grands of Rebekah Lodges. 
In case such authority is given, a Rebekah Lodge having in its mem- 
bership a Past Grand need not go without representation until it has 
a Past Noble Grand. In all cases a representative from a Rebekah 
Lodge to a Rebekah Assembly must possess the qualifications required 
by the law of the jurisdiction. If the Lodge has not among its mem- 
bers in good standing such qualified members, it may elect as its 
representative a member of another Rebekah Lodge, who does possess 
the requisite qualifications, if the local law so provides. 
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51. Statement . — The S. G. L. of 189G approved the following de- 
cision of Grand Sire Stebbins, it being as follows: “Brothers in a 
Rebekah Lodge, no matter what their position, official or otherwise, 
can only wear the regalia of the Subordinate Lodge.’’ At the session 
of 1897, the S. G. L. approved your decision, which is in direct con- 
tradiction to the one first* voted, your decision being as follows: 
“When any one is elected to office in a Rebekah Lodge, whether male 
or female, they must wear the regalia provided bylaw for such office.” 
The first decision was incorporated as law in Section 25 of the Rebekah 
Code, which remains the same to-day as in 1896. 

Question .— Which decision takes precedence, the one approved in 
1896 or 1897? Which is law now? Answer . — In answering the question, 
which I now do, I must first correct the statement, which is quoted 
just as it is submitted by the Representative, for it states as facts 
some things which are not so in a very important particular. After the 
decision of 1897 had been approved by the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
(see page 15531, Journal of 1897), the Sovereign Grand Lodge adopted 
the report of the Committee on the Degree of Rebekah, which ma- 
terially changed Section 25 of the Code for the Government of Rebekah 
Lodges, striking out from the section the provision, “The brethren 
shall wear the regalia they are entitled to wear in a Subordinate Lodge. 
The sisters shall wear regalia and jewels as follows,” etc. The com- 
mittee, in the report, after specifying the regalia to be worn by each 
elective and appointive officer, proceed as follows: “All of the fore- 
going shall apply to all officers and Past Noble Grands, irrespective of 
sex. Brethren who are not officers nor Past Noble Grands shall wear 
the regalia they are entitled to wear in a Subordinate Lodge. Sisters 
who are not officers nor Past Noble Grands shall wear badges or col- 
lars of pink and green, not exceeding three inches in width.” See 
Journal of 1897, page 15642, et seq. Thus the statement as made by the 
brother asking the decision is materially wrong as to the correct facts. 
To answer now the broad question I reply, that the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge having approved a decision of the Grand Sire which is, or ap- 
pears to be, in conflict with a former decision of that officer, the last 
approved decision stands as existing law, until reversed by the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge. 


PATRIARCHS MILITANT DECISIONS. 

52. Question . — Can a Department Council make a law that the 
Junior Past President shall be the Vice-President of the Council? 
Answer— L find nothing in the Code governing the Patriarchs Militant 
Councils which would prevent the adoption of such a rule by the sev- 
eral Councils. Section 105 provides who shall be the officers of the 
Council, specifying them, and proceeds to state that the Department 
Commander shall be President and the Assistant Adjutant General 
shall be Secretary; it further provides that there shall be a Vice- 
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President and a Treasurer, but does not specify how they shall be 
selected. I am of the opinion that it is as competent for the Coun- 
cil to say that some special officer shall be ex-officio Vice-President, as 
it may also say that some special officer shall be Treasurer. 

53. Question.— Should a Canton nominate four or more names (for 
department commander), should they then take a vote on the four and 
the Chevalier receiving the largest or majority vote be the nominee of 
the Canton, or should the four be the nominees of the Canton? 
Answer.— Nominations for field officers and department commanders 
are made in Cantons by Chevaliers, not by Cantons. As I understand 
the law, each and every Chevalier has the right to place any qualified 
Chevalier in nomination for any position, and a majority of the Can- 
ton have no right to debar him from such privilege. This seems to 
me to be the correct rule, for it will be noted ($ee Secs. 60 and 61), 
that it is the Chevaliers of a Canton and not the Canton that vote. 
The sections are not as explicit as they might be, but as every Cheva- 
lier has the right to cast his vote for his choice, it seems to follow 
that he has a right to nominate the Chevalier of his choice, without 
reference to what may be the choice of a majority of the members 
of the Canton of which he is a member. 

54. . Question.— Has an active member of a Canton, not in uniform, 
a right to vote for officers? Answer. — He has not. 

55. Question.— Has an honorary member a right to vote? Answer. 
He has not. 

56. Question.— Should an active member, not in uniform, be ad- 
mitted to a Canton meeting? Answer.— To obtain admission to any 
body of Odd Fellows, whether it be a Lodge, Encampment, Canton, or 
Rebekali Lodge, a member must be clothed in regalia; and as the re- 
galia of the Canton is the uniform prescribed, therefore I, decide that 
to obtain admission to a Canton meeting an active member must be 
in uniform. 

57. Question.— Should an officer preside at an election who is a 
candidate for election? Answer.— Upon general principles of propriety 
he should not; but he has legal right to so preside. 

58. Question.— Is it the duty of the Clerk of a Canton to preside 
at the election of officers? Answer.— I know of no law which makes 
it the duty of a Clerk of a Canton to preside at an election, nor do I 
know of any law which prohibits a Canton from passing a by-law 
authorizing a Clerk of a Canton to preside at such an election. 

59. Question.— Has an active member, not in good standing on the 
books of his Canton, a right to vote for officers? Answer. — He has not. 

60. Question. — A Chevalier is elected Captain of a Canton to fill a 
vacancy, within three months, and possibly less, of the installation. 
He is commissioned and assumes his duties and serves to the end of 
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the year (April 26), when he is not re-elected, but his successor is 
elected, commissioned, and installed. Can he obtain a retired com- 
mission as Past Captain? Answer .— 1 The provisions of Sec. 80, Code for 
Government of Patriarchs Militant, provides, “Upon the surrender of 
his position, by resignation or otherwise, having an honorable record, 
who shall have served half the length of time designated in his commission , 
may obtain a retired commission,” etc. It is a fact that this section 
seems to limit the right named to officers above the grade of Captain, 
but as Sec. 81 gives the right to obtain a retired commission to Past 
Captains, so construing the two sections together, I decide that the 
officer in the case cited is entitled to obtain a retired commission, he 
having served the full length of the term for which he was commis- 
sioned. 


61. Statement . — In a Canton a countersign and department check- 
word are required of Chevaliers in order to entitle them to sit in a 
meeting of a Canton. The department check- word is the Subordinate 
Encampment password for the current term. 

Question . — A Chevalier being without the department check-word, 
has the Department Commander the right to communicate it to him to 
enable him to remain at a Canton meeting? Answer .— He has. 

MISCELLANEOUS DECISIONS. 

6'. Question .— In the new Subordinate Ritual, i Rebekah sign is 
spoken of. Is this the same sign given in Rebekah work for recogs 
nizing brothers? Answer . — It is. 

63. Question . — Does the decision, “It is a brother’s right to vote a 
secret ballot” apply to a poll for the election of officers and represent- 
atives where written ballots are used? Answer . — It does. 

64. Question .— -Would a brother who endeavored to find out the 
names of those voting for the candidates be guilty of an offense under 
our laws? Answer.— He would not; it being understood that this answer 
applies only to voting for officers of the body, and not to balloting 
for candidates for admission, either by initiation or affiliation, in 
which last-named case the ballot must be secret, and no one has any 
right to endeavor to ascertain how any one other person voted. 

6>. Question . — A committee being appointed to investigate charge- 
against the “tellers or scrutineers” at an election for officers, can said 
committee order brothers voting at said election to expose the char- 
acter of their votes and tell for whom they voted? Answer . — Where 
the election of an officer is contested, the body in which the election 
took place has a right, through such agencies as it may create, to find 
out and ascertain how and for whom each ballot was cast. In such 
case, if the written ballots were preserved, they would be the best 
evidence, but if not preserved, the several members voting could 
legally be examined as to how they voted. 
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66. Statement. — A brother is granted a withdrawal card from his 
Subordinate Lodge on December 14, 1896; on September 10, 1897, he 
applies for admission by card and is rejected; on December 1, 1897, he 
applies for a withdrawal card from the Rebekah Lodge. 

Question.— Is he entitled to a withdrawal card from the Rebekah 
Lodge and to visit on same in Rebekah Lodges for one year there- 
after? Answer. — The Rebekah Lodge of which he is a member has the 
right to grant him a withdrawal card, and when it has been so 
granted he has a right to visit upon it for twelve months after its 
date. 

67. Question. — Can a brother deposit the receipt in another Lodge 
for admission, the same as a visiting card? Answer— Yes. 

68. Question. —Has the Lodge the right to appropriate the funds of 
the Lodge to pay railroad fare or carriage hire of any of its members 
or officers, to attend the funeral or burial of a member of their own 
or any other Lodge? Answer.— It has not the right to make such 
appropriation. See Decision No. 31, approved by the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, at its session of 1897, as found, with approval, on pages 15,168, 
15,534, 15,584, Journal of Proceedings. This decision does not, how- 
ever, prohibit the Lodge from making the appropriation from the five 
percent, authorized to be set apart by Lodges, with consent of Grand 
Lodge, for certain special, purposes, as provided for in the law as found 
in Article 378 of White’s Digest, last edition; but the inhibition 
applies fully to appropriations made out of the general fund. 

69. Question.— If an officer or Degree Staff enter from or retire to 
an ante-room through a doorway other than the one in charge of the 
Inside Guardian, must they address the chair as directed on page 33 
of the Ritual? Answer.— He or they need not. The team work con- 
templates the entrance of the team at certain points in their work, 
through some other entrance than the regular entrance to their Lodge- 
room. 

70. Question.— Can the holder of an uuexpired withdrawal card be 
a petitioner for a new Lodge and become a charter member, without 
either the A. T. P. W. (or A. P. W. if a Rebekah Lodge) or an order 
for it? Answer.— He can; his card is the authority for becoming such 
petitioner; the possession or non-possession of such word does not affect 
his right. 

71. Statement— A member of the Order is charged with conduct 
unbecoming an Odd Fellow (using insulting language to the Noble 
Grand of his Rebekah Lodge). He is, on trial, found guilty. The 
Constitution provides a penalty of suspension or expulsion for the 
offense of which the member was convicted. The Lodge refused to 
enforce that penalty. The matter was appealed to the Grand Lodge. 
The Committee of Appeals reported that the evidence of the brother's 
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guilt was overwhelming, and ordered it back to the Lodge for the 
enforcement of the penalty, and the Grand Lodge approved the report. 
The Lodge suspended the member for twenty-four hours. The Lodge 
met Saturday night. 

Question. — Would you consider such a suspension reasonable, a suf- 
ficient punishment, and a compliance with the mandate of the Grand 
Lodge? Answer.— Where there is a minimum and a maximum punish- 
ment- prescribed by law, it is the province of the trial body to pre- 
scribe and fix the punishment. Unless the Constitution ol your jur- 
isdiction fixes the minimum period of suspension, the Lodge had a 
right to fix any period it chose. The punishment adjudged by the- 
Lodge does not strike an impartial observer as being adequate; but it 
having the legal right to fix the punishment, and it being within the 
terms of the law, its decision must stand, as it has inflicted some 
punishment. 

72. Question.— Are printed ballots legal? Answer.— They are. I 
know of no law which forbids their use in an election, although it 
may not 'be in good taste to have them prepared in advance of an 
election, as savoring too much of electioneering. 

73. Question.— Where a Lodge (Subordinate or Rebekah) or a Su- 
bordinate Encampment, has the office of Secretary or Scribe divided 
between two persons, one having charge of the records, etc., and the 
other of the accouuts, what is the official title of each one? Answer . — 
The officer of a Subordinate Lodge or Rebekah Lodge and of a Subor- 
dinate Encampment having charge of the records, is known and de- 
scribed officially in the case of a Lodge as “Secretary,” and in case of 
an Encampment as “Scribe”; where the Lodge has another officer to 
take charge of its finances and accounts, such officer is styled officially 
as the “Financial Secretary,” and in a similar case in the Encamp- 
ment is styled “Financial Scribe.” 

74. Question.— Is it a violation of law of the Order to publish, in 
an Odd Fellows' periodical, notices of expulsion of members from the 
Order, after such notice of expulsion has been promulgated by the 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge to the Subordinate Lodges by 
circular letters? A.nswer.— It is not a violation of the Laws of the 
Order so to do. 

76. Question.— Can an officer-elect be installed into office, he being 
twelve weeks in arrears for dues, the uniform Constitution for Subor- 
dinate Lodges of the jurisdiction requiring a member to be thirteen 
weeks in arrears for dues before he becomes non-beneficial? In other 
words, a member of this jurisdiction is in good standing until he be- 
comes thirteen weeks in arrears for dues. Answer.^-' The officer-elect 
being in good standing, according to the Constitution, he is eligib e 
for installalion into office, providing he has performed such prev 
service in other offices as is required by law. 
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77. Question .— By the JBy-Laws of a Lodge in Oregon, it is provided: 
“That in conducting the funeral of a brother of this Lodge, in good 
standing, who is to be buried in a cemetery beyond the city limits, the 
Noble Grand is hereby authorized to procure, at the expense of the 
Lodge, a sufficient number of conveyances, of which he shall be sole 
judge, to accommodate such brothers as he may appoint to assist him, 
and to proceed to such cemetery and perform the funeral ceremony of 
the Order, provided such expense shall not exceed the sum of fifteen 
dollars. Is such by-law legal? Answer .— It is not. The Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, at its session in Springfield in J 897, approved a decision of the Grand 
Sire, No. 31, to be found on page J5,1G8 of the proceedings of said 
session, by which it was declared that a Lodge had not the right to 
appropriate the funds of the Lodge to pay railroad fare and carriage 
hire of its members to attend the funeral of a member who died and 
was buried several miles from the Lodge-room. This decision stands, 
therefore, as one of the laws of the Order, and under it, no Lodge 
has a right to pass such a by-law as is quoted; but a Lodge may ap- 
propriate money from the five per cent, fund authorized to be set 
apart for such uses as it may deem proper, for the purpose of hiring 
conveyances to transport brothers to the funeral of a deceased mem- 
ber. 

78. Question . — The Constitution of the Grand Lodge (Oregon) pre- 
scribes no residence qualification. Under same, is it legal for one 
Lodge to prescribe by by-law that no person can petition the Lodge 
who has not resided in the state three months, for another to require 
four months' and another six months’ residence? Answer . — The Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge not having passed any general law specifying what 
length of residence in a jurisdiction shall be required of persons ap- 
plying for membership in a Lodge situated therein, it would be per- 
fectly legal for the several Subordinate Grand Bodies to fix such 
period; and where such period has not been so fixed, it seems to be 
within the powers of Subordinate Lodges to fix such period by their 
by-laws, which by-laws, of course, must be approved by the Grand 
Body to which such body is subordinate. 

79. Question.— Has any jurisdiction the right to confer the Assem- 
bly Degree upon Past Grands of Subordinate Lodges who are not Past 
Noble Grands of Rebekah Lodges? Answer .— It has. 

80. Question .— The Rebekah Ritual provides that brothers should 
wear the regalia they are entitled to wear in the Subordinate Lodge, 
etc. Is it proper for a brother who holds office, when sitting in a 
Subordinate Lodge, to wear the regalia and jewel of such office when 
sitting in a Rebekah Lodge? Answer . — The law governing the Rebekah 
branch provides that officers of a Rebekah Lodge, whether brothers 
or sisters, shall wear the official regalia of the office. The Code was 
amended to this effect at the session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
held in Springfield, in 1897. A brother, member of a Rebekah Lodge, 
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not an officer of such Lodge, shall wear the regalia he is entitled to 
wear in a Subordinate Lodge. For this law, see pages 15,641-2, Jour- 
nal of Proceedings S. G. L., session of 1897. The law being what it 
is, I decide that a brother, not an officer of a Rebekah Lodge, can 
wear the regalia he is entitled to wear in a Subordinate Lodge. 

81. Question .— Is it a violation of Section 5 of Article XVI, Sovereign 
Grand Lodge Constitution, for a brother to open and conduct a 
saloon, he being at the time a bartender rightfully and legally so 
employed? Answer . — It is. 

On Reduction of Expenses. 

Your Representatives sought in every way to carry out the known 
wishes of this Grand Body by securing a reduction of expenses along 
all lines. We voted to reduce the mileage and per diem of Grand 
Representatives at this session, and, failing in that, we introduced and 
secured the adoption of the following: 

Whereas, It is clear that some form of retrenchment must be 
inaugurated in order to preserve the treasury of this Grand Body in 
future years: and 

AVhereas, In the opinion of many Representatives, such retrench- 
ment can best be effected by reducing the mileage; therefore, 

Resolved , That it is the sense of this Sovereign Grand Lodge, that, 
in future sessions, the mileage should be figured at seven cents per 
mile one way; provided, that Representatives residing west of Colorado 
shall receive eight cents per mile one way. 

Resolved , That this resolution lie over for one year, and be printed 
in the Journal, in order that the Subordinate Grand Lodges may have 
opportunity to consider and discuss the same. 

We voted for biennial sessions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

We voted to discontinue the practice of furnishing bound volumes 
of the Journal to members of the 8. G. L., and assisted in the pas- 
sage of such enactment. 

We voted in favor of computing mileage by the shortest route. 

We voted against increasing the salary of the Grand Sire, and no 
increase was made. 

We voted against donating $2,000 to ex-Secretary Ross, and the 
donation was defeated. 

We voted to reduce the number of daily and bound Journals to be 
furnished free to members and jurisdictions, and the number was 
reduced. 
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Patriarchal Branch. 

One of the most important items of legislation adopted at the 
session was the resolution introduced by Rep. Humphrey, restoring the 
Old or Royal Purple Degree Uniform in Subordinate Encampments. 

It was also enacted that at a burial of a Patriarch, the Encamp- 
ment, as such, must wear the regalia of the Patriarchal branch. 

Regalia. 

The following was postponed for one year: 

Resolved r That all Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges and Encamp- 
ments instituted after January 1, 1899, shall purchase their regalia 
through the Grand Secretary, which regalia shall be sold to Subor- 
dinates at a price not to exceed 25 per cent, above the cost to this 
Grand Lodge. 

Resolved , That nothing herein shall prevent the members of a Re- 
bekah Lodge making their regalia, or the lady friends of a Subordi- 
nate Lodge or Encampment from making the regalia of such Lodge or 
Encampment. 


Repeal of Insurance Legislation. 

Much time was spent and discussion had on the subject of life 
and accident insurance in the name of Odd Fellowship, and the fol- 
lowing enactments were passed: 

Resolved , That all legislation heretofore enacted by the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, I. O. O. F., in any way recognizing or authorizing life 
or accident insurance in the name of Odd Fellowship be, and the same 
is hereby, repealed: and further 

Resolved , That all certificates heretofore issued to such life or ac- 
cident insurance companies are hereby revoked. 

Qualifications of Grand Representative. 

An amendment to the Constitution was adopted requiring a Grand 
Representative to be a member of a Rebekah Lodge. 

All other Constitutional amendments were voted down or indefi- 
nitely postponed. 


No Backward Step. 

One of the fiercest contests of the session arose on the adoption of 
the report of the Judiciary Committee on the 16th decision of the 
Grand Sire as follows: 

16. Question .— “Can a Lodge legally grant relief from its General 
Fund to persons in distress outside of the Order? 1 ’ The decision of 
the Grand Sire was: “It can not.' 5 
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The Judiciary Committee, in a unanimous report signed by its 
eleven members, did not concur in the decision of the Grand Sire, but 
said the question should be answered: 

“Yes, if not prohibited by the Subordinate Grand Jurisdiction.” 

Representative Humphrey led the debate against the report, and 
in favor of the Grand Sire's decision, on the ground that, since the 
earliest history .of Odd Fellowship, it has been held, the Funds of the 
Order are Trust Funds, and must be kept sacred to the purposes of 
Odd Fellowship. The result was, that the report of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee was not adopted, and the decision of the Grand Sire was sus- 
tained by an overwhelming vote. 

Miscellaneous. 

The following additional legislation was adopted: 

That Section 531, Digest of 1895, relative to Odd Fellows’ Homes, 
and Subordinate Lodges and Encampments making detailed reports of 
property owned by them to Grand Secretaries, be repealed. 

That the form of Charter for Rebekah Assemblies, provided for 
(pages 15,611, 15,634, Journal 1897), be printed by the Grand Secretary, 
and sold as other supplies to Grand Jurisdictions requesting them. 

That hereafter the Grand Sire in making his decisions shall send 
a copy only to the parties in interest, and that the decisions be not 
printed until submitted to the Sovereign Grand Lodge for approval. 

That the Committee on Printing Supplies be, and hereby are, 
instructed to leave a blank line in all official certificates hereafter 
printed, in which the date of payment of any money to the Secretary 
of a Lodge may be inserted. 

That meetings of Subordinate Encampments may be held weekly 
or semi-monthly, except that in case of yearly terms, such Encampments 
may be permitted by tlieir Grand Encampments to hold their meet- 
ings monthly, instead of semi-monthly. 

’ That Cantons shall not turn out in public for purely display pur- 
poses with less than fifteen Chevaliers, rank and file, except at fun- 
erals, or by order of the Department Commander; provided, that only 
members who are in good standing in their Cantons are eligible to 
turn out and participate in any public parade or display. 

That in all cases of appeal to the Sovereign Grand Lodge, the ap- 
plicant at the time the appeal be filed shall notify the appellee of 
such filing; and thereafter, either party filing any argument or brief 
shall serve a copy on the opposite party; when a Grand Lodge is ap- 
pellee, such service shall be by sending the copy to the Grand Secre- 
tary of such Grand Lodge. 
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That the possession of an official certificate for dues paid to a date 
later than that when the same is presented, properly signed by 
the Secretary and Noble Grand of the Lodge, or the Scribe and Chief 
Patriarch of the Encampment issuing same, with the seal properly 
attached, be, and the same is hereby, declared sufficient, proper, and 
legal authority for any Noble Grand or Chief Patriarch, upon proper 
identification, to communicate to the holder thereof the current travel- 
ing password of the Order. 

Patriarchs Militant. 

The special committee appointed one year ago prepared and sub- 
mitted complete Patriarchs Militant Drill regulations, which were 
adopted, and the Committee on Printing Supplies was directed to have 
2,500 copies printed, the same to be sold as supplies, giving Depart- 
ment Councils the usual discount. 

The following resolution, making a slight change in the uniform, 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That all after the words “over their,” in Section 455,. 
page 91, Code of Laws, 1892, be stricken out, and the following 
inserted: “Light shoulder beneath the shoulder knot, passing down- 
ward to the left side, and there attached to sword belt by snapping 
into rings concealed upon inside of belt.” 

A number of changes were made in the Code; but as a new edi- 
tion of the Revised Code, embracing all changes made at this session, 
is to be issued, we will not give space to the changes In detail. 

A provision was adopted to the effect that only members who are 
in good standing in their Canton are eligible to turn out and partici- 
pate in any public parade or display. 

Chevaliers will be pleased to know that the following resolutions 
were adopted: 

Resolved , That the new Patriarchs Militant Rituals, as ordered 
printed at this session, be exchanged for those now in use by Cantons 
for the last issue of Patriarchs Militant Rituals published two years 
ago, free of charge, and without cost of transportation to the Grand 
Lodge; and 

Resolved , Further, that this new issue of Patriarchs Militant Rituals 
be furnished at any time prior to October 1, 18.99, in exchange for old 
Patriarchs Militant Rituals, at the price of one dollar, and that all 
Rituals now on hand, in the Grand Secretary’s office, together with 
those returned, be destroyed by burning. 

Resolved, That Department Councils be allowed a discount of fif- 
teen per cent, from list price on all decoration and grand decoration 
jewels hereafter purchased. 
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Resolved , That the Sovereign Grand Lodge remit to the respective 
departments fifteen per cent, of the price said departments have paid 
for decoration and grand decoration jewels, purchased since January 
1, 1898. 

The Grand Secretary to credit each department the amount due 
under this resolution, and each of said departments to receive sup- 
plies to the amount of such credit. 

A resolution was adopted providing that all applications for the 
Grand Decoration of Chivalry from Department Councils must be ac- 
companied by the resolution of the Department Council, with seal 
attached. 

A proposition to unite the Encampment and Patriarchs Militant 
found but little support, neither did the Grand Lodge think it expedient 
to create a Commander in Chief other than the Grand Sire. 

The proposed amendment requiring Grand Representatives to hold 
membership in a Canton was defeated. 

Negative Action. 

To show the prevailing sentiment in the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
we mention a few of the propositions which were defeated. 

The amendment providing for biennial sessions was indefinitely 
postponed by a vote of 112 to 60. 

The funeral ceremony submitted last year by Reps. Powers and 
Nye was referred to a special committee, but failed to be adopted; 
vote, 72 to 78. 

Among other matters of minor importance which failed to pass 
may be named the following: 

To appoint a committee to codify the laws of the Order. 

To permit Grand Bodies to elect Grand Marshal and Grand 
Chaplain. 

To change the date of Memorial Day to May 30th. 

To permit members to wear Veteran and Honorable Veteran 
Jewels in lieu of regalia. 

To permit Grand Lodges to allow their subordinates to dispense 
with weekly meetings during July and August. 

To divide membership into beneficial and non-beneficial, retaining 
all on the roll, and permitting non-beneficial members to visit Lodge 
for a term of five years. 

To permit Encampments to meet alternately in adjacent towns. 

To permit indigent members of defunct Lodges to continue in 
membership by paying dues to the Grand Lodge. 
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To supply regalia, like other supplies, through the Grand Secre- 
taries. 

To cut off mileage and per diem of Past Grand Sires. 

To make visitation of the sick compulsory.

Representative Humphrey was also selected to make an address in 
Music Hall at the reunion of Past Grand Representatives, Tuesday 
night, September 20, and in the election of Deputy Grand Sire he 
received 37 votes.

Whereas, The history of the formation of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge shows that from April 26, 1819, to February 22, 1821, the Order 
had extended to four States, namely, Maryland, Massachusetts, New 
York, and Pennsylvania: that the institution of Lodges in Massachu- 
setts, New York and Pennsylvania were, by self-institutions, confined 
to the different States. 

WnEREAS, That on February 22, 1821, a charter was granted to 
the Grand Lodge of Maryland and of the United States of America 
by the Duke of York Lodge, holden at Preston, in the County of 
Lancaster, in “Old England,” which assumed jurisdiction over all the 
Lodges in America then in existence. 
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Whereas, The Grand Lodge of the United States of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd-Fellows was organized January 15, 1825, com- 
posed of the Grand Lodges of Maryland, Massachusetts, New York, and 
Pennsylvania, which said jurisdictions at that time had under their 
control nine Subordinate Lodges, as follows: Maryland, three: Massa- 
chusetts, two; New York, one; Pennsylvania, three; total nine, with 
a total membership of about two hundred; and 

Whereas, The name of said Grand Body was changed September 
17, 187S, to the Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
and said name was again changed September IS, 1879, to the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge; and 

Whereas, The Grand Lodge of the .German Empire was insti- 
tuted and became subordinate to the Sovereign Grand Lodge Decem- 
ber 28, 1872, and the Grand Lodge of. Australasia was instituted and 
became subordinate to the Sovereign Grand Lodge July 1, 1878; and 

Whereas, There are now five independent Grand Lodges subject 
to the jurisdiction of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, viz: German Em- 
pire, Australasia, Denmark, Switzerland, and Sweden, and 54 Subordi- 
nate Grand Encampments and 05 Subordinate Grand Lodges, 2,656 
Subordinate Encampments, 11,579 Subordinate Lodges, 128,^30 Encamp- 
ment members, 839,608 Lodge members, 4,808 Rebekah Lodges, 298,263 
members of Rebekah Lodges, making a total of 1,137,871 Subordinate 
and Rebekah members; and 

Whereas, The estimated expenses of holding the annual session 
of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, as shown by the reports of the finance 
committee at their late session in Boston, Massachusetts, September 
23, 1898, is $72,944.95: that the mileage and per diem of the Officers, 
Representatives and Past Grand Sires alone amounts to $36,537.37, be- 
ing more than one-half of the total expenses incurred by the annual 
session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, exceeding one-lialf of the ex- 
penses by $329.79; therefore, be it 

Resolved , By the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, that the Rep- 
resentatives elected to represent this Grand Lodge in the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge be, and they are hereby, instructed, and our Representa- 
tives elected by the Grand Encampment of Illinois are respectfully 
requested, to use their influence and best endeavors to bring about a 
system of legislation or an amendment to the Constitution of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge whereby a material reduction of the expenses 
incurred by the annual session of the said Sovereign Grand Lodge may 
be obtained, to the great relief of the brotherhood throughout the 
several jurisdictions owing allegiance and subordinate to the said Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge; and be it further 

Resolved , That we favor a change and reduction of the number of 
Representatives of said Sovereign Grand Lodge on the basis of one 
Representative from each State, District or Territorial Jurisdiction,. 
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and one from each of the Independent Grand Lodge Jurisdictions sub- 
ordinate to the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and that there be a reduction 
in the mileage and per diem, and that none but duly-elected Repre- 
sentatives from the different jurisdictions be entitled to vote or re- 
ceive any mileage and per diem for 'their attendance at the sessions 
of said Sovereign Grand Lodge.

Whereas, The working committees of this Grand Lodge should 
more nearly represent the growing sentiments of the Order in this 
State than can be possible under the present system, by which Past 
Grands who are not Representatives constitute the majority of the 
committees; and 

Whereas, The appointment on committees of Past Grands not 
Representatives increases the expenses of the Grand Lodge by the 
amount of their mileage and per diem; and 

Whereas, The enlargement of said committees and appointments 
of Representatives to most of the places thereon will give many Rep- 
resentatives a part in the proceedings of the Grand Body which other- 
wise they might never secure, and also permit those members who have a 
long and most honorable record in the Grand Lodge to receive the 
recognition which is due them, thereby placing the control of com- 
mittees in the hands of Representatives, at the same time reducing 
the expenses for mileage and per diem, and thus settling a problem 
that has been before the Grand Lodge for years. In consideration of 
.all which, be it 
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Resolved, That Section 1 of Article VI of the Grand Lodge Con- 
stitution be, and the same is hereby, amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 1. The Grand Master, during the month of May next pre- 
ceding the regular session of the Grand Lodge, shall appoint the fol- 
lowing committees to serve one year, or until the appointment of their 
successors, namely: 

(1) On Credentials, three Representatives. 

(2) On State of the Order, fifteen members, of whom at least 
twelve shall be Representatives at the time of their appointment. 

(3) On Legislation, fifteen members, of whom at least twelve shall 
be Representatives at the time of their appointment. 

(4) On Finance, fifteeh members, of whom at least twelve shall 
be Representatives at the time of their appointment. 

(5) On Rebekah Degree, ten members, of whom at least eight 
shall be Representatives at the time of their appointment. 

(6) On Mileage and Per Diem, fifteen members, of whom a majority 
shall be Representatives at the time of their appointment. Said 
committee may appoint a clerk, who shall receive the compensation 
to which a Representative is entitled. 

(7) On Railroads, three members. 

(8) On Printing, three members, of whom at least two shall be 
Representatives at the time of their appointment.

and By-Laws, although they were identical except as to 
Article IV of the proposed By-Laws. 

Document No. 21. ' 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Board of Trustees and the Advisory Board of the Old Folks’ 
Home respectfully submit the following plans for your selection for 
the government and maintenance of the Home. 

First Plan. 

Rides and Regulations for the Management of the Odd Fellows' Old Folks' 
Home , at Mattoon, Illinois. 

The Board of Trustees of the Illinois Odd Fellows' Old Folks* Home, 
pursuant to resolutions of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, I.O.O.F., and 
for the purpose of effecting uniformity in the administration of its 
affairs, recommend the following Rules and Regulations for its gov- 
ernment. 

I. The meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held at the Home 
in Mattoon, at such times as shall be designated by the Board; special 
meetings may be called by the chairman, or on the written request of 
three of the members of the Board; notice of any meeting shall be 
given, in writing, by mail, by the Secretary, to each member of the 
Board. 

II. The meetings held in the months of April and September, in 
each year, shall be known as the semi-annual and annual meetings 
respectively, at which meetings all of the Advisory Board members of 
the Old Folks’ Home shall be so notified to be present. 

III. A majority of the Board being present at any meeting shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

IV. The officers of the Board of Trustees shall be a Chairman and 
a Secretary, and such other officers as the Board, from time to time, 
may determine to be necessary. The officers shall be elected annually, 
by majority vote or ballot, at the meeting which shall be held in the 
month of December, to serve one year, and until the election of their 
successors. 

V. The Chairman shall preside at all meetings of the Board of 
Trustees, and be the Executive Officer thereof, and perform such duties 
as usually pertain to such office, and sign all requisitions drawn on the 
Grand Treasurer, and have prepared the annual report to the Grand 
Lodge. In the absence of the Chairman, or in case of his inability 
to act, the Chairman pro tern, shall perform the duties which appertain 
to the office of the Chairman. 

YI. The Secretary shall keep an accurate record of all the pro- 
ceedings of the Board of Trustees, and an accurate account of all re- 
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ceipts and disbursements, and all property belonging to the Home, and 
perform such other duties as may be required of him by the Board of 
Trustees, or by the Grand Lodge, pertaining to the business of the Home, 

VII. The Board of Trustees shall have power to appoint a Super* 
intendent and a Matron, at their discretion, who must reside on the 
premises, and have immediate charge of the Home and its members, 
under the direction of the Trustees, subject to the rules and regula- 
tions which shall, from time to time, be prescribed by the Trustees. 
For the faithful and satisfactory performance of their duties, the 
Superintendent and Matron shall receive such compensation as the 
Trustees shall, from time to time, determine, and each shall give bond 
as the Trustees may require. 

- By-Laws Recommended to the Grand Lodge for Adoption. 

Article I. This Home is not founded as a hospital for the care 
of persons temporarily disabled by sickness or accident. It is established 
for the care and maintenance of members of the Order who are in good 
standing therein, and who are unable to earn a livelihood by reason 
of the infirmities of age or chronic afflictions, and the wives of such 
persons, and are in indigent circumstances, without other means of 
support, and also for widows of Odd Fellows who died in good stand- 
ing, and members of Rebekah Lodges who are in like circumstances; 
and such persons, upon being admitted to the Home, will be cared for 
while they are members thereof, and will be required to relinquish all 
claims upon their respective Lodges for sick benefits, as a condition of 
their admission to and support in the Home. 

Article II. Members of the Order to be entitled to the benefits 
of the Home shall have been in continuous good standing in the 
Order for the period of ten years previous to admission, and for at 
least five years thereof in this Grand Jurisdiction. 

A widow who is otherwise qualified by age or affliction, whose 
husband was for ten consecutive years prior to and up to the time of 
his death in good standing in the Order, and for at least five years 
thereof in this Grand Jurisdiction, shall be entitled to the benefits 
of this Home. 

Members of the Home who shall become able to support them- 
selves. or cease to be indigent, shall be dismissed from the Home, or 
shall pay such ah amount for their maintenance as the Trustees shall 
require. 

All applications shall be sent to the Secretary of tlie'Board, and 
must be submitted to and passed upon by the Board of Trustees. 

Article III. In case of the death of a member of the Home, 
the burial of such member shall be in the control of the Board of 
Trustees, unless the Lodge in which the member held membership, or 
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the relatives and friends, desire to take charge of the remains; then 
such Lodge, relatives or friends, shall become responsible for all 
expenses and shall bury the member; but if the Trustees take charge 
of the remains, the expense of the funeral, if a brother, shall be paid 
by the Lodge of which the brother was a member when admitted to 
the Home, out of the funeral expenses prescribed by the by-laws of 
the Order, which must be paid to the Trustees of said Home to 
reimburse the Grand Lodge for its outlay. 

The above rule shall apply to Rebekah members and widows, so far 
as practicable. 

Article IY. Terms of Admission .— The Lodge in which the 
applicant for admission holds membership, or in which the deceased 
brother held membership whose widow applies for admission, shall pay 
all the expenses in transit to the Home of the approved applicant, and 
of his wife if she accompanies him, and shall pay to the Trustees of 
the Home, quarterly, the amount of Two Dollars ($2.00) weekly for 
each member of their Lodge or widow receiving the benefits of the 
Home. If a brother and his wife are admitted together, the Lodge 
in which the brother holds membership will be required to pay the 
weekly fees prescribed for the brother only, and the wife shall be 
admitted free of cost. 

A wife who accompanies her husband to the Home shall, after his 
decease at the Home, leave the Home, unless she, by reason of age or 
affliction, shall on her own account be entitled to membership therein; 
in which case the Lodge to which the brother belonged at date of 
admission shall, during the life of the widow, for her maintenance pay 
said Home Two Dollars ($2.00) weekly, as required in case of brothers. 

Any Lodge recommending admission of any person to this Home 
shall, on the approval of application, see that the person is cleanly, and 
is supplied with a new suit of clothes and one change of clothing; 
otherwise the Trustees shall procure the same at the- expense of the 
Lodge. 

All Lodges whose members are admitted to the Home shall keep 
such members in good standing in said Lodge by payment of dues 
while members of said Home. 

Article Y. The Trustees may accept donations of cash or prop- 
erty, or bequests, to be used for furnishing or maintaining the Home, 
or to be set to the credit of the endowment fund, as the donor or 
testator shall direct. If property is bequeathed or donated, the Trustees 
shall manage the same for the best interests of the Home until it can 
be converted into cash. The Trustees shall also prescribe conditions 
upon which non-indigent aged members of the Order, in good stand- 
ing in this Grand Jurisdiction, may be admitted to the Home and its 
care for any period, or for life; and all such transactions shall be 
reported to the next meeting of the Grand Lodge. 
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Article VI. Upon the opening of the Home, and at any time 
thereafter, as experience shall demonstrate the necessity therefor, the 
Board of Trustees shall prescribe and establish such rules of discipline 
for the government of the officers, servants and members of the Home 
as, in the judgment of the Board, may be required. 

All members of the Home shall be amenable to the Trustees of 
the Home for their conduct as members of the Order. 

Any insubordinate member of the Home shall be dismissed there- 
from, at the discretion of the Board of Trustees. 

Article VII. Intoxicating Liquors . — No wines 1 or intoxicating 
liquors of any kind shall ever be kept at or furnished to the Home, 
or in or upon any of the buildings or grounds belonging thereto, to be 
used as a beverage, and none shall be permitted to be so used thereat 
or thereon. A violation of this rule by member or employe shall be 
sufficient ground of dismissal from the Home; nor shall any person 
be permitted to remain at the Home in any capacity who is in the 
habit of becoming intoxicated elsewhere. 


The foregoing rules, submitted as one of the plans, provide for the 
principal maintenance of the members of the Home by requiring the 
local Lodges sending members to the Home to pay therefor; the Grand 
Lodge to contribute to the Old Folks’ Home not less than ten cents 
per capita, as originally contemplated. 

And we further submit for the consideration of the Grand Lodge 
the following rules and regulations that do not require the local 
Lodges that have members in the Home to pay therefor, but require 
the Grand Lodge to pay the entire cost of support and maintenance 
of the Home and its members.

In the event of the adoption of the latter set of rules and regu- 
lations, the Grand Lodge will be required to provide the entire means 
of support of the Home and its members, by a capitation tax or special 
assessment upon each member of the Subordinate Lodges in the State, 
or in some other manner to be decided upon. 

Whatever may be the decision of this Grand Lodge as to the 
method of maintenance, your Trustees will administer the affairs of 
the Home for the comfort of its members and the interest and honor 
of this Grand Jurisdiction,

7:80 O’CLOCK. 

The Grand Lodge met, pursuant to adjournment, Grand 
Master Lindly in the chair. 

All Officers and a quorum of Representatives were 
present. 

The Grand Marshal, with assistants, having made his 
examination and having reported all correct, the Grand 
Chaplain offered prayer, and the Grand Lodge was declared 
duly opened for the transaction of business. 

The Grand Lodge proceeded to the Election of Officers 
for the ensuing term. 

FOR GRAND MASTER. 

There being but one candidate in nomination, — 

On motion of Bro. Stone, of No. 562, P.G.M., the Grand 
Secretary was instructed to cast the entire vote of the Grand 
Lodge for Melvin P. Berry, of No. 412, D.G. M. ; which 
having been done, Bro. Berry was declared duly elected 
Grand Master for the ensuing term. 

The Grand Master appointed the following as 

Tellers — Bros. F. W. Latimer, Isaac Golden, W. Bach- 
mann, R. J. Gipp, W. H. Hall, Randolph Carris, I. Fireman, 
Wm. Watson, A. M. Jones, H. C. Feltman, Chris. C. Cross, 
and F. Bradford. 

FOR DEPUTY GRAND MASTER. 

A ballot was had. 

[While the Tellers were counting the votes on this and 
succeeding ballots, other business was transacted.] 
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Rep. George A. Seeley, No 205, was excused from fur- 
ther attendance, on account of the destruction by fire of the 
building in which he did business, with allowance of mileage 
and per diem. 

The Grand Lodge proceeded to the further special or- 
der-consideration of the Report of the Board of Trustees 
and the Advisory Board of the Old Folks’ Home (Doc. 21, 
page 194) 

Bro. Needles, P.G.M., moved that said report be con- 
sidered and acted upon by sections, seriatim; and the motion 
prevailed. 

The proposed “Rules and Regulations” were first con- 
sidered. 

Section I was approved without change. 

Section II being under consideration, — the section was 
amended by substituting the word “October” for the word 
“September” in the first line, and by striking out the word 
“so” in the last line; and the section so amended was ap- 
proved. 

Sections III and IV were approved without change. 

Section V being under consideration, Bro. Needles, 
P.G.M., moved the following: 

Amend Section V of Rules and Regulations by adding, after the 
words “Grand Treasurer” in the fourth line, the words “and shall 
forward said requisitions to the Grand Secretary, who shall present 
the same to the Grand Master for his approval, and when so approved, 
the Grand Master and the Grand Secretary shall draw warrants on 
the Grand Treasurer for the amounts of said requisitions.” 

The motion to amend prevailed, and the section so 
amended was approved. 

Sections VI and VII were approved without change.

Document No. 27. 

Resolved , That Section 4 of Article V of the Constitution for Sub- 
ordinate Lodges be, and is hereby, amended to read as follows: 

“The FJective Officers shall be chosen at the first regular meeting 
in March, and shall hold their respective offices for one year, and until 
their successors shall have been installed. They shall be installed at 
the first meeting in April. If a public installation of officers be had, 
it may be at another time than that specified above, but not prior to 
the first meeting in April.*’ 
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Reps. Mollman, of No. 539, Kilian of No. 286, and Leiner, 
of No. 326, offered the following, which was referred to the 
Committee on -Legislation. [See twelfth report of that com- 
mittee; also, fifth report of the Committee on Printing.] 

Document No. 28. 

Be it Resolved , That Section 8 of Article VI of the Grand Lodge Con- 
stitution be amended by substituting the word “the” for the word 
‘‘both,*' and by striking out the words “and German,” all in the 
seventh line of said section, as found in the Hook of the Constitutions 
for Illinois, 1890, so that the same shall read as follows: 

“The Committee on Printing shall superintend all printing, and 
shall purchase all stationery and blanks not supplied by the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge. They shall advertise for bids for printing the 
Reports of the Grand Officers, the Proceedings of the Annual Session 
of this Grand Lodge in the English language, and such other print- 
ing as may be required by the Grand Officers, awarding the contract 
for such work to the lowest responsible bidder, and reporting the 
original list of said bidders, with the prices that they had offered to 
perform the work for, to the next session of the Grand Lodge. They 
shall sign all bills for which they may have awarded contracts, as be- 
ing correct, and forward the same to the Finance Committee for their 
approval; and no warrant, or warrants, shall be drawn by the Grand 
Secretary for the payment of any printing-bill until the same has 
been approved by a majority of the Finance Committee.” 

Article II of the proposed By-Laws for the Old Folks* 
Home being under consideration, several amendments were 
proposed which were not adopted. The article was amended 
by inserting the word “next” after the word “years” in the 
third line of the first paragraph, and by substituting the 
word “discharged’* for the word “dismissed” in the second 
line of the third paragraph, and when so amended was ap- 
proved. 

Article III was approved without change. 

Article IV, as presented in the second plan, being under 
consideration, — 

Bro. Mansfield, P.G.M., moved to amend the first para- 
graph of said article by adding thereto the following: “and 
shall pay to the Trustees of the Home a reasonable fee, at 
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the discretion of the Trustees, not to exceed one dollar and 
fifty cents ($1.50) per week for each member,” so that the 
paragraph shall read: 

Article IV. Terms of Admission . — The Lodge in which the ap- 
plicant for admission holds membership, or in which the deceased 
brother held membership whose widow applies for admission, shall 
pay all the expenses in transit to the Home of the approved applicant, 
and of his wife if she accompanies him, and shall pay to the Trus- 
tees of the Home a reasonable fee, at the discretion of the Trustees, 
not to exceed one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per week for each member. 

Rep. Geo. W. Young, of No. 392, moved further to amend 
same paragraph, by adding the following: 

Provided such Lodge has an annual income from dues and "all other 
sources amounting to not less than $100.00, which fact as to the income of 
such Lodge to be ascertained by the Board of Trustees in such man- 
ner as they may determine. 

[Bro. Young’s amendment was referred to the Committee 
on the State of the Order, and is treated of in the twenty - 
second report of that committee; but this reference seems to 
have been lost sight of later, when the proviso was acted 
on directly, before the report of the committee was pre- 
sented.] 

Bro. Mansfield, P.G.M., moved to amend the second 
paragraph of Article IV, so that it shall read as follows: 

A wife who accompanies her husband to the Home shall, after his 
decease at the Home, leave the Home, unless she, by reason of age or 
affliction, shall on . her own account be entitled to membership 
therein: in which case the Lodge to which the brother belonged at 
date of admission shall, during the life of the widow, for her main- 
tenance pay said Home a reasonable fee, at the discretion of the Trus- 
tees, not to exceed one and fifty hundredths dollars ($1.50) per week 
for each member. 

[For action on these proposed amendments, see proceed- 
ings of Thursday afternoon, immediately after the opening.]

Whereas, The great Jurisdiction of Illinois, I.O.O.F., has under 
its fostering care two Homes for the unfortunate— one for the care, 
protection, education and preparation for life of the orphan children 
of our deceased brothers and sisters: the other, for those members of 
our Order whose life-mission is nearing its close, and who are unable to 
further care for themselves in the struggle incident to human life; and 

Whereas, The supervision of these two Homes is now under the 
government and control of two Boards of Trustees and two Advisory 
Boards of twenty members— ten from this Grand Lodge and ten from 
the Rebekah Assembly; and 

Whereas, It would seem to be for the best interests of the Order, 
and for the two Homes in particular, both in the interest of economy 
and the better results to be attained, that the two Homes be under 
oue Board of Control; therefore, be it 

Resolved , That the commissions of the present Orphans’ Home 
Board of five members, the Orphans’ Home Advisory Board of five 
members, the Old Folks’ Home Board of Trustees of five members, and 
the Old Folks* Home Advisory Board of five members, be and are 
hereby annulled, and in their stead a new Board of Control be cre- 
ated by this Grand Lodge, for the government and control of both 
Homes. Said Board to be composed of five members, and to be known 
as Trustees of the Orphans’ and Old Folks’ Homes; said Board of 
Trustees to be composed of five brothers from the Grand Lodge and 
an Advisory Board of five sisters from the Rebekah Assembly. The 
brothers to be elected by the Grand Lodge (or be appointed by the 
Grand Master, at the discretion of this Grand Lodge) one for a term 
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of five years, one for four years, one for three years, one for two years, 
and one for one year. The sisters to be elected by the Rebekah As- 
sembly and approved by the Grand Lodge, one for a term of five years, 
one for four years, one for three years, one for two years and one for 
one year. At the expiration of the respective terms of each brother, 
the Grand Lodge shall elect (or the Grand Master appoint) a successor, 
whose term of service shall be five years; and any brother serving a 
full term of five years shall not be eligible for reappointment.

therefore, be it 

(1) Resolved , That a special fund be established, to be known as the 
“Endowment Fund of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home,” and that a 
special fund be established, to be known as the “Endowment Fund of 
the Odd Fellows’ Old Folks’ Home of Illinois.” 

(2) Resolved , That these funds be created by voluntary gifts from the 
members, from the friends of the Order, from the Lodges, and from 
other organizations. 

(3) Resolved , That each member be requested to contribute at least 
two cents each week for fifty weeks each year for twelve years, and that 
a complete record be kept in a specially-prepared book for the fund of 
each Home.

presented, so that there will be a liberal and prompt support from 
the entire membership.

Resolved , That the salary of the incoming Grand Master be fixed 
at $1,000 per annum, and that he pay his own stenographer without 
other expense to this Grand Lodge, if he has one.

Lodge, convened in Biennial Session. A special session shall be held 
at the time and place designated by the Grand Master in the call. A 
quorum of representative members at a special session shall not be 
required when the conferring of the Grand Lodge Degree is the only 
business to be transacted.'' 

2d. In Section 2 of Article IV (25th line, Code of 189(1) strike out 
the word “Annual” and insert “Biennial'’ in its stead. 

3d. In Section (5 of Article IV (5th line, Code of 1896) strike out 
the word “Annual 1 ’ and insert “Biennial” in its stead, 

4th. Change the first paragraph of Section 1 of Article VI so the 
same shall read as follows: “The Grand Master at each Biennial Ses- 
sion shall, within twenty days after his installation as such, appoint 
the following committees to serve two years, viz: (1) On Credentials, 
three members; (2) On State of the Order, five members; (3) On Legisla- 
tion, five members: (4) On Finance, three members; (5) On Rebekah 
Degree, three members: (6) On Mileage and Per Diem, ten members; 
(7) On Railroads, three members; (8) On Printing, five members. In 
the order of business, reports of these committees shall be called and 
have precedence in the order in which they are herein named. The 
Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, consisting of five members, shall 
be constituted as at the time of the adoption of this amendment. At 
the expiration of the term for which a member of said committee 
shall have been appointed, the Grand Master shall appoint one mem- 
ber for the full term of five years, and such appointments shall be 
be made annually on the Thursday following the third Tuesday of 
November. Whenever a vacancy exists in the membership of said 
Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, occasioned by death, resignation, 
removal, or otherwise, the Grand Master shall fill such vacancy by 
appointment, and such appointee shall fill out the unexpired term of 
his predecessor. ” 

The remainder of said section shall remain unchanged. 

5th. Change the first paragraph of Section 5 of Article VI so 
that the same shall read as follows: “The Committee on Judiciary and 
Appeals shall hold four sessions annually, to-wit: Three at the office 
of the Grand Secretary, unless the committee is notified by the Grand 
Secretary that there is not any business to come before them,— one 
beginning on the third Tuesday of February, one beginning on the 
third Tuesday of May, and one beginning on the third Tuesday of 
August; and the fourth session shall be held at the time and place 
of holding the Grand Lodge, except in such years as- the Grand Lodge 
shall hold no Biennial Session, when Mie committee shall meet on 
the third Tuesday of November, at the office of the Grand Secretary. 
The Grand Secretary shall be the Clerk of said committee, and *shall 
keep an accurate record of all its transactions, and shall have the 
care, custody and control of all its records, papers, etc."

Morris then further moved that the following be 
substituted for the article proposed by the Trustees; and 
the motion prevailed.

“Article 1. This Home is not founded as a hospital for the care- 
of persons temporarily disabled by sickness or accident. It is estab- 
lished for the care and maintenance of members of the Order who are 
in good standing therein, and who are unable to earn a livelihood by 
reason of the infirmities of age or chronic afflictions, and the wives of 
such persons, and are in indigent circumstances, without other means 
of support, and for members of Rebekah Lodges who are in like circum- 
stances, and also for widows of Odd Fellows whose husbands died in 
good standing; and all such persons, upon being admitted to the 
Home, will be cared for while they are members thereof, and will lie 
required to relinquish all claims upon their respective Lodges for 
sick and attentive benefits, as a condition of their admission to and 
support while in the Home.”

Consideration of the proposed By-Laws for the Old 
Folks’ Home was then resumed. 

A vote was taken ,on the motion of Bro. Mansfield to 
amend the second paragraph of Article IV of said By-Laws; 
and the amendment was adopted [See page 216.] 

The third paragraph of Article IV (see page 198) was 
amended by striking out in the third line of said paragraph 
the words '‘supplied with a new suit of clothes and” and in- 
serting in their stead the words “properly clothed, and sup- 
plied with”; and so amended the paragraph was approved. 

The fourth paragraph of same article was approved 
without amendment. 

Article V was considered, and was approved without 
amendment. 

Article VI being under consideration, the word “servants” 
in fourth line of first paragraph was stricken out, and the 
word “employes” inserted in its stead. 

The second paragraph was passed without change. 

The third paragraph was amended by striking out in the 
first line the word “shall” and inserting in its stead the 
word “may.” When so amended, the article was approved. 

Article VEI was considered. A motion to strike out the 
word “elsewhere” at the end of the article did not prevail, 
and it was approved without change. 

The question was then taken upon the motion to adopt 
as a whole the proposed “Rules and Regulations” and the 
“By-Laws” recommended by the Trustees of the Old Folks’ 
Home, as now amended, and was decided in the affirmative. 
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Document No. 84. 

Rules and Regulations for the Management of the Odd Fellows' Old Folks' 
Home , at Mdttoon, Illinois . 

Adopted by the Grand Lodge of Illinois November 17, 1S93. 

I. The meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held at the Home 
iu Mattoon, at such times as shall be designated by the Board; special 
meetings may be called by the chairman, or on the written request of 
three of the members of the Board; notice of any meeting shall be 
given, in writing, by mail, by the Secretary, to each member of the 
Board. 

II. The meetings held in the months of April and October, in 
each year, shall be known as the semi-annual and annual meetings 
respectively, at which meetings all of the Advisory Board members of 
the Old Folks’ Home shall be notified to be present. 

III. A majority of the Board being present at any meeting shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

IV. The officers of the Board of Trustees shall be a Chairman and 
a Secretary, and such other officers as the Board, from time to time, 
may determine to be necessary. The officers shall be elected annually, 
by majority vote or ballot, at the meeting which shall be held in the 
month of December, to serve one year, and until the election of their 
successors. 

V. The Chairman shall preside at all meetings of the Board of 
Trustees, and be the Executive Officer thereof, and perform such duties 
as usually pertain to such office, and sign all requisitions drawn on the 
Grand Treasurer, and shall forward said requisitions to the Grand Sec- 
retary, who shall present the same to the Grand Master for his ap- 
proval: and when so approved, the Grand Master and the Grand Sec- 
retary shall draw warrants on the Grand Treasurer for the amounts of 
said requisitions, and have prepared the annual report to the Grand 
Lodge. In the absence of the Chairman, or in case of his inability 
to act, the Chairman pro tem. shall perform the duties which appertain 
to the office of the Chairman. 

VI. The Secretary shall keep an accurate record of all the pro- 
ceedings uf the Board of Trustees, and an accurate account of all re- 
ceipts and disbursements, and all property belonging to the Home, and 
perform such other duties as. may be required of him by the Board of 
Trustees, or by the Grand Lodge, pertaining to the business of the Home. 

VII. The Board of Trustees shall have power to appoint a Super- 
intendent and a Matron, at their discretion, who must reside on the 
premises, and have immediate charge of the Home and its members, 
under the direction of the Trustees, subject to the rules and regula- 
tions which shall, from time to time, be prescribed by the Trustees. 
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For the faithful and satisfactory performance of their duties, the 
Superintendent and Matron shall receive such compensation as the 
Trustees shall, from time to time, determine, and each shall give bond 
as the Trustees may require. 

By-Laws for the Government of the Odd- Fellows' Old Folks' Home. 

Adopted by the Grand Lodge of Illinois November 17, 1898. 

Article I. This Home is not founded as a hospital for the care 
of persons temporarily disabled by sickness or accident. It is established 
for the care and maintenance of members of the Order who are in good 
standing therein, and who are unable to earn a livelihood by reason 
of the infirmities of age or chronic afflictions, and the wives of such 
persons, and are in indigent circumstances, without other means of 
support, and for members of Rebekah Lodges who are in like cirum- 
stances, and also for widows of Odd-Fellows whose husbands died in 
good standing; and all such persons, upon being admitted to the Home, 
will be cared for while they are members thereof, and will be required 
to relinquish all claims upon their respective Lodges for sick and 
attentive benefits, as a condition of their admission to and support 
while in the Home. 

Article II. Members of the Order to be entitled to the benefits 
of the Home shall have been in continuous good standing in the 
Order for the period of ten years next previous to admission, and 
for at least five years thereof in this Grand Jurisdiction. 

A widow who is otherwise qualified by age or affliction, whose 
husband was for ten consecutive years prior to and up to the time of 
his death in good standing in’ the Order, and for at least five years 
thereof in this Grand Jurisdiction, shall be entitled to the benefits 
of this Home. 

Members of the Home who shall become able to support them- 
selves, or cease to be indigent, shall be discharged from the Home, or 
shall pay such an amount for their maintenance as the Trustees shall 
require. 

All applications shall be sent to the Secretary of the Board, and 
must be submitted to and passed upon by the Board of Trustees. 

Article III. In case of the death of a member of the Home, 
the burial of such member shall be in the control of the Board of 
Trustees, unless the Lodge in which the member held membership, or 
the relatives and friends, desire to take charge of the remains; then 
such Lodge, relatives or friends, shall become responsible for all 
expenses and shall bury the member; but if the Trustees take charge 
of the remains, the expense of the funeral, if a brother, shall be paid 
by the Lodge of which the brother was a member when admitted to 
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the Home, out of the funeral expenses prescribed by the laws of 
the Order, which must be paid to the Trustees of said Home to 
reimburse the Grand Lodge for its outlay. 

The above rule shall apply to Rebekah members and widows, so far 
as practicable. 

Article IV. Terms of Admission. — The Lodge in which the 
applicant for admission holds membership, or in which the deceased 
brother held membership whose widow applies for admission, shall pay 
all the expenses in transit to the Home of the approved applicant, and 
of his wife if she accompanies him, and shall pay to the Trustees 
of the Home, a reasonable fee, at the discretion of the Trustees, not 
to exceed one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per week for each member. 

A wife who accompanies her husband to the Home shall, after his 
decease at the Home, leave the Home, unless she, by reason of age or 
affliction,. shall on her own account be entitled to membership therein; 
in which case the Lodge to which the brother belonged at date of 
admission shall, during the life of the widow, for her maintenance pay 
said Home a reasonable fee, at the discretion of the Trustees, not to 
exceed one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per week for each member. 

Any Lodge recommending admission of any person to this Home 
shall, on the approval of application, see that the person is cleanly, and 
properly clothed, and is supplied with one change of clothing; 
otherwise the Trustees shall procure the same at the expense of the 
Lodge. 

All Lodges whose members are admitted to the Home shall keep 
such members in good standing in said Lodge by payment of dues 
while members of said Home. 

Article V. The Trustees may accept donations of cash or prop- 
erty, or bequests, to be used for furnishing or maintaining the Home, 
or to be set to the credit of the endowment fund, as the donor or 
testator shall direct. If property is bequeathed or donated, the Trustees 
shall manage the same for the best interests of the Home until it can 
be converted into cash. The Trustees shall also prescribe conditions 
upon which non-indigen t aged members of the Order, in good stand- 
ing in this Grand Jurisdiction, may be admitted to the Home and its 
care for any period, or for life; and all such transactions shall be 
reported to the next meeting of the Grand Lodge. 

Article VI. Upon the opening of the Home, and at any time 
thereafter, as experience shall demonstrate the necessity therefor, the 
Board of Trustees shall prescribe and establish such rules of discipline 
for the government of the officers, employes and members of the Home 
as, in the judgment of the Board, may be required. 

All members of the Home shall be amenable to the Trustees of 
the Home for their conduct as members of the Order. 
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Any insubordinate member of the Home may be dismissed there- 
from, at the discretion of the Board of Trustees. 

Akticle VII. Intoxicating Liquors . — No wines or intoxicating 
liquors of any kind shall ever be kept at or furnished to the Home, 
or in or upon any of the buildings or grounds belonging thereto, to be 
used as a beverage, and none shall be permitted to be so used thereat 
or thereon. A violation of this rule by member or employe shall be 
sufficient ground of dismissal from the Horae; nor shall any person 
be permitted to remain at the Home in any capacity who is in the 
habit of becoming intoxicated elsewhere. 

On motion of JBro. Mansfield. P.G.M., a vote of thanks 
was tendered to Bro. James Henry Harris, for assistance as 
consulting engineer to the Board of Trustees for the Old 
Folks’ Home. 

Past Grand Master Mansfield offered the following, which 
was referred to the Committee on Finance. [See 25th report 
of that committee. ] 


Document No. 86. 

Be it Resolved , That there be and *is hereby appropriated the sum of 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars for the completion of present contracts on 
the Old Folks’ Home and for further preparation, furnishing and main- 
tenance of the Home for the ensuing year, 

Bro. J. W. Yantis, of No. 117, offered the following, which 
lies over one year for consideration. 

Document No. 87. 

Resolved , That Section 10, Article VI, of the Grand Lodge Constitu- 
tion, be amended by striking out the word “four” and inserting in lieu 
thereof the word “five,” so that the section, when amended, shall read 
as follows: 

“Section 10. The Committee on Mileage and Per Diem shall report 
the number of miles necessarily traveled, by the shortest traveled 
route, by each Grand Officer, Committeeman, and Representative, the 
number of days* attendance of same, and the amount due to each. 
The committee shall make its estimate by allowing five cents mileage 
one way and two dollars per diem.” 

Past Grand Master Rankin was called to the chair.

Bro. J. A. Ellis, of No. 868, moved to amend the pro- 
posed section by substituting “twenty (20) cents” for ten (10) 
cents,” and “thirty (30) cents” for “forty (40) cents,” in 
the proviso. 

Rep. O’Brien, of No. 230, moved to amend the amend- 
ment by striking out “twenty (20)” and inserting in its 
stead “fifteen (15)” and by striking out “forty (40)” and 
inserting in lieu thereof “thirty-five (35).” 

Discussion ensued, during which the chair was occupied 
successively by Grand Master Lindly, Deputy Grand Master 
Berry, and again by Grand Master Lindly. .

Bro. F. B. Merrills, of No. 650, moved the following as 
a substitute for the pending .propositions.

Laws of this Grand Lodge, be determined upon. Provided , however , 
that there shall never be appropriated from such capitation tax for 
any one fiscal year a sum to exceed sixty (50) cents per capita tax for 
the Odd-Fellows’ Orphans’ Home and the Odd-Fellows’ Old Folks’ 
Home, for maintenance and all expenses of such homes.” 

The motion to substitute prevailed. 

The substitute amendment was adopted. 

The section thus amended was then adopted, on division, 
by a rising vote, two-thirds of the members present voting 
in the affirmative. 

Document 173, page 377, Journal of 1897, as cited on 
page 85 of this Journal, was then considered. 

Rep. Hirshfield, of No. 11, moved that the proposed 
amendments be adopted. 
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Rep. Cohen, of No. 331, moved to amend by substituting 
for the pending amendment to Section 1 of Article VI the 
amended section proposed in Document No. 13, page 188, of 
this Journal. 

The proposed amendment having been discussed at some 
length, — 

Rep. Cohen moved to amend the clause relating to Com- 
mittee on Finance by striking out “fifteen” and inserting 
“three” in lieu thereof, and by striking out “twelve” and 
inserting “two” in its stead. 

The motion prevailed, and the clause was so amended. 

A motion prevailed to strike out from the introductory 
paragraph the words “during the month of May next preceding 
the regular session of the Grand Lodge.”

In accordance with your permission, a circular letter was 
issued soliciting the sum of 35 cents from each Lodge in the state. 
The Lodges responded nobly, and the attached itemized statement 
of receipts will indicate the spirit which animated the Order through- 
out the state. No only were we able to raise the mortgage, but there 
is a neat balance left. Every cent of this money has been carefully 
guarded, and expended for no other purpose than for the release of 
the mortgage and the care of the property. This woman has made a 
valiant struggle, and, thanks to the generosity of the Order, will 
never be without a home. We are obliged, however, to continue to 
assist her, and I therefore hope that you can see your way clear to 
recommend to the Grand Lodge that this balance shall stand as a 
special fund for the relief of this family whenever absolutely neces- 
sary; this Lodge to give to you such bonds, or pledges of security, as 
you may require. 

On behalf of this family, as well as this Lodge, I desire to ex- 
tend to the Fraternity throughout the state our most ^cordial and sin- 
cere thanks, for the generosity displayed and the assistance thus ren- 
dered. Our Lodge is struggling against adverse circumstances, but so 
long as we are able to hold our meetings we will respond in like spirit 
to the appeals of our sister Lodges, should any be made. 

This report has been delayed by the absence of several members 
of the committee, hence the inability of the Secretary to have the 
accounts carefully checked by them. The work has at last been done> 
and is herewith presented for your consideration, and for such further 
instructions as the Grand Master or the Grand Lodge may see fit 
to give.

Your Committee on State of the Order would respectfully report

It is well known to all thinking members that the large number 
of weak Lodges in our jurisdiction is a constant source of anxiety and 
annoyance to our Grand Master, and a great drawback to the pros- 
perity of the Order— many Lodges having less than twenty members, 
the revenue of which is entirely inadequate to meet current expenses, 
let alone rendering the necessary assistance to their members entirely 
impossible, thereby rendering the Lodge and the Order objects of 
reproach and a stigma on the Order. But how to remedy these evils, 
under our present laws, is a serious problem. We would therefore 
recommend to our future Grand Masters that they withhold charters 
from all prospective Lodges unless fully satisfied that they have a 
sufficient number of charter members and candidates for admission 
upou their institution to insure success; and in the case of Lodges 
already in existence, while the Grand Master can not require Lodges 
with a constitutional quorum (which is five members) to surrender their 
charters, we think he should, in all cases where possible, encourage 
the consolidation of contiguous Lodges.

We have examined that part of the Grand Secretary’s Report re- 
lating to the above subject,* wherein the fact is Set forth that this 
jurisdiction has sustained a net loss of 497 members. While the con- 
templation of a loss is to a certain degree discouraging, we take 
cognizance of the fact that, in view of the increased capitation tax, 
very many of the Lodges have by necessity, for reasons of economy, 
been compelled to drop members who have heretofore been carried, 
when a smaller amount was necessary for capitation tax. The con- 
dition above set forth, however, promises to be of short duration, by 
reason of the fact that this Grand Body has settled the capitation 
problem along lines of economy and retrenchment; and we believe 
that the improved condition will conduce to renewed and increased 
prosperity, and the condition of the Order will be found to be 
materially improved when the next report on this subject shall be 
submitted to the Grand Lodge. We commend the Representatives 
for their wise, courageous and generous course, and we recommend 
that legislation in future be along lines of safe business methods and 
economic retrenchment.

“That the possession of an Official Certificate for dues paid to a 
date later than’ that when the same is presented, properly signed by 
the Secretary and Noble Grand of the Lodge, or the Scribe and Chief 
Patriarch of the Encampment issuing the same, with the seal prop- 
erly attached, be, and the same is hereby, declared sufficient, proper, 
and legal authority for any Noble Grand or Chief Patriarch, upon 
proper identification, to communicate to the holder thereof the cur- 
rent Traveling Password of the Order.” 

“Your Committee on Legislation, to whom was referred the resolu- 
tion of Rep. Humphrey, of Illinois, proposing legislation authorizing 
the several jurisdictions to permit Subordinate Lodges, in their dis- 
cretion, to remit the dues of members during their service in the 
army and navy of their country, beg leave to report— 
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“That your committee is in hearty accord with the patriotic sen- 
timents expressed in the resolution. The conviction must be universal 
in the Grand Lodge, that the American soldiers and sailors serving 
their country in the war with Spain have risked their lives in the 
cause of humanity and civilization. They should not be forgotten, nor 
should they be deprived of membership in the Order by reason of 
enforced absence, nor through their inability to pay. Their standing 
in their respective Lodges should be preserved by every legal means. 
But we regard the question of dues and benefits as fundamental; 
neither can safely be remitted. In our opinion, Lodges can and should, 
under existing law, find means of preserving the standing of members 
of the Order engaged in the service of their country.” 

“It was provided that hereafter the Koble Grand or Chief Patri- 
arch shall sign Official Certificates issued, as well as the Financial 
Secretary or Scribe.” 

“The Constitutional amendment requiring as an additional quali- 
fication for Grand Representative that he must be a member of a 
Rebekali Lodge, in good standing, was adopted.” 

“ Resolved , That in all cases of appeal to this Grand Lodge, the 
appellant, at the time the appeal is filed, shall notify the appellee of 
such tiling; and thereafter, either party, filing any argument or brief, 
shall serve a copy on the opposite party; when a Grand Lodge is 
appellee, such service shall be by sending the copy to the Grand Sec- 
retary of such Grand Lodge.”

W. Hodgeson, of the State of Tennessee, Middlesboro 
Lodge, No. 298, and myself, in regard to Jurisdiction, and recommend 
that the following resolutions be passed by this Grand Lodge: 

“1st. Resolved , That authority is hereby conferred upon any Sub- 
ordinate Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows under the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodges of Virginia, Tennessee, West Vir- 
ginia, Missouri, Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, to receive the application, 
initiate and retain as a member any citizen of the State of Kentucky 
whose residence at the time of said application is nearer the Lodge to 
which application is made than to any Subordinate Lodge in the State 
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of Kentucky; provided, that this shall only apply to such of the above-

Brethren — In the matter of the Appeal Case No. 156, W. H. 
Herdman vs. Marion Lodge, No. 13, which has been before the Judi- 
ciary Committee and this Grand Lodge for the past four years, we 
are compelled to again come before this Grand Body asking for relief. 
The facts are these: 

Brother Herdman was taken sick June 2, 1894, and after fifteen 
weeks’ sickness the Lodge sent to the brother the accrued sick-bene- 
fits, $45.00, from which action three members of the Lodge appealed 
to the Judiciary and Appeals Committee, which committee sustained 
the Lodge.

Herdman appealed to the 
Judiciary and Appeals Committee, and this committee sustained the 
appeal, and ordered benefits paid. From this decision the Lodge ap- 
pealed, and the Grand Lodge affirmed the decision of the Judiciary 
and Appeals and dismissed the appeal, (See Grand Lodge Journal 
1896, pages 100, 112 and 335, in Appeal Case 122.) 

Subsequent benefits accruing from the same sickness, the said 
Marion Lodge again refused to pay, and Bro. Herdman was again 
forced to appeal to the Judiciary and Appeals Committee, which com- 
mittee sustained the appeal, and ordered the benefits paid, and Bro. 
Herdman to be placed back on the sick-list. Again the Lodge ap- 
pealed to the Grand Lodge and was before the last session. (See 
Grand Lodge Journal, pages 171, 193 and 392, Appeal Case No. 156.) 
When the case was called, the attorney for Marion Lodge set up the 
plea that the evidence taken in the case had been tampered with, 
and was not then in possession of the Grand Lodge, and the case 
could not be fairly heard on its merits. The Grand Secretary could 
not find the papers in the case which contained the evidence taken, 
and'the Grand Lodge, in the spirit of fairness to said Marion Lodge, 
reversed the decision of the Judiciary and Appeals Committee and 
referred the case back with instructions to the said Marion Lodge to 
retry the case. This action was had on November 18, 1897. After 
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Uie Grand Lodge had adjourned, the attorney for the said Marion 
Lodge handed the missing papers in the case to the Grand Secretary, 
and the said papers were and are still in perfect order, and show 
plainly and to the satisfaction of any unbiased brother that they are 
just as they were certified by the Secretary of the said Marion Lodge. 

The Lodge has had one year in which to retry the case, and has 
failed to take any action whatever in the premises. It will be seen 
by the records of this Grand Lodge that the tactics of the said 
Marion Lodge has been one of delay and hindrance. It has been said 
by some of them that they expected to have to pay the benefits some 
time, but would delay the day as long as possible. The records of 
this Grand Body relating to this case for the past four years cer- 
tainly confirm the statement of delay. 

This case has been three times before the Judiciary and Appeals 
Committee, and three times, after the most painstaking and careful 
inquiry and investigation, reviewing the evidence and the law in the 
premises, the said Judiciary and Appeals Committee has each time 
rendered its decision requiring the benefits to be paid. Is it, then, 
asking too much of this Grand Lodge to now rescind its former action 
in referring this case back for retrial, and now affirm the decision of 
the Judiciary and Appeals Committee as reported in Appeal Case No. 
156?

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as fol- 
lows, in regard to the proposed amendment* to Section 2 of Article X 
of the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges, offered by Rep. F. J. 
Mueller, of No. 43. 

We have duly considered the same, and recommend that Section 2 
of Article X of the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges be amended 
by striking out the entire section, and inserting in place thereof the 
following new section: 

“Section 11. Every person admitted or reinstated as a non-benefi- 
cial member shall.be entitled to all the rights, privileges and advant- 
ages of membership, except benefits, and shall be subject to all penal- 
ties and disabilities as other members. And no benefits shall be 
allowed to any non-beneficial member, nor shall any pecuniary relief 
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be extended to such member from the funds of the Lodge, except up- 
on recommendation of some committee; provided, no non-beneficial 
member shall be assessed for the purpose of raising a fund for the 
payment of sick or disability benefits.”

Eighteenth report, by Bro. George F. Howard, P.G.M. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , l.O.O. F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as fol- 
lows, in regard to the proposed amendments* to Section 1 of Article VI 
of the Grand Lodge Constitution, which were referred to this committee 
with instructions to formulate proper amendments to the said section. 

Your committee recommend that Section 1 of Article VI of 
the Constitution of the Grand Lodge be amended as follows: 
Strike out of said section all after the word “year” in the third line 
of said section (as found in the 1896 Code), down to and including the 
word “members” in the eighth line of said section, and insert in place 
thereof the following: 

“(1) On Credentials, three members, of whom two shall be Rep- 
sentatives; (2) On State of the Order, fifteen members, of whom 
at least twelve shall be Representatives at the time of their appoint- 
ment; (3) On Legislation, fifteen members, of whom at least twelve 
shall be Representatives at the time of their appointment; (4) On 
Finance, three members; (5) On Rebekah Degree, ten members, of 
whom at least eight shall be Representatives at the time of their 
appointment: (6) On Mileage and Per Diem, fifteen members, of whom 
a majority shall be Representatives at the time of their appoint- 
ment (said committee may appoint a clerk, who shall receive the 
compensation to which a Representative is entitled); (7) On Railroads, 
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three members; (8) On Printing, three members, of whom at least 
two shall be Representatives at the time of their appointment. Va- 
cancies shall be so filled as not to diminish the number of Repre- 
sentatives on a committee.” 

So that the section, when amended, will read as follows: 

“Section 1, The Grand Master, at each annual session, shall, 
within twenty days after his installation as such, appoint the follow- 
ing committees to serve one year, viz: (1) On Credentials, three mem- 
bers, of whom two shall be Representatives; (2) On State of the 
Order, fifteen members, of whom at least twelve shall be Representa- 
tives at the time of their appointment; (3) On Legislation, fifteen 
members, of whom at least twelve shall be Representatives at the 
time of their appointment; (4) On Finance, three members; (5) On 
Rebekah Degree, ten members, of whom at least eight shall be 
Representatives at the time of their appointment; (6) On Mileage and 
Per Diem, fifteen members, of whom a majority shall be Representa- 
tives at the time of their appointment (said committee may appoint 
a clerk, who shall receive the compensation to which a Representa- 
tive is entitled): (7) On Railroads, three members; (8) On Printing, 
three members, of whom at least two shall be Representatives at the 
time of their appointment. Vacancies shall be so filled as not to 
diminish the number of Representatives on a committee. In 
the Order of Business, the reports of these committees shall be 
called and have precedence in the order in which they are herein 
named. And within twenty days after the adoption of this amend- 
ment, the Grand Master shall appoint a Committee on Judiciary and 
Appeals, to consist of five members, one of whom shall be appointed 
for the term of one year, one for the term of two years, one for the 
term of three years, one for the term of four years, and one for the 
terra of five years; .and thereafter at each annual session the Grand 
Master, immediately after the installation of the Grand Officers, shall 
appoint one member of said committee for the full term of five years; 
and shall, whenever a vacancy exists in the membership of said com- 
mittee, occasioned by death, resignation, removal, or otherwise, fill 
such vacancy by appointment, and such appointee shall fill out the 
unexpired term of his predecessor. 

. “The Committee on Judiciary and Appeals shall have appellate juris- 
diction to hear and determine ail questionsarising by appeal from the 
action or judgment of any Subordinate Lodge, or otherwise, which 
may be referred to them by the Grand Master or Grand Lodge, or 
which may be presented to said committee by virtue of any legisla - 
tion of this Grand Lodge, now or hereafter in force; and shall have 
original jurisdiction to hear and determine all other cases which may 
'arise under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, subject to such rules 
and regulations as may be adopted for that purpose; and shall examine 
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and approve or reject the By-Laws of all Subordinate Lodges in this 
jurisdiction, and may so approve or so reject the same in whole or in 
part, but shall have no power to change any part thereof in any other 
manner. Provided, that nothing herein contained shall be so construed 
as to prevent the Grand Master from hearing and determining any 
question that may arise by petition or complaint of any grievance, by 
the wrongful act of any Lodge, officer or member, or otherwise inter- 
fere with the Grand Master in the exercise of his authority as the 
executive officer of this Grand Lodge.'”
